The  following  instructions  have  been  issued  by  the  Punjab  Government 
regarding  the  interpretation  to  be  put  upon  the  terms  in  which  grants  of  revenue 
have  from  time  to  time  been  made  in  the  past,  and  also  upon  the  terms  of  all 
grants  which  may  be  made  hereafter,  that  is  to  say,  as  to  when  a  grant  of  a 
Jagir  shonld  be  construed  as  a  grant  of  the  revenue  of  certain  lands  at  whatever 
amoant  it  might  from  time  to  time  be  pitched,  and  when  it  should  be  construed 
as  a  grant  of  a  fixed  amount  of  land-revenue  : —

2.  The  treatment  of  this  eubject  has  in  the  past  been  very  doubtful  and  confused  and 
viery  different  views  have  been  held  on  ic  by  dififerent  officers.  ' 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  old  Native  Government  idea  olo,  jagir  was  always  that  of 
the  grant  of  the  revenues  of  cerUin  lands.  The  amount  of  these  revenues  was  rarely  reffularly 
nstOMod,  and  was  only  roughly  known.  The  j.iffirdar  was  left  to  make  what  he  could  out 
of  his  grant,  assessing  his  laudd  how  he  liked.  Soma  of  our  frontier  ;ayir«  where  6a«ai 
ttillections  are  allowed  are  still  of  this  type,  although  the  type  is  a  good  deal  modiOed  first 
by  flsiog  accurately  what  custom  allows  to  be  taken  as  hatai,  and,  second,  by  the  know'ledffe 
ttafc  the  jagirdars  are  on  their  good  behaviour,  and  that  any  abuse  may  put  an  end  to  the 
wMe  haiai  system.  There  are  also  many  old  Jay  iia  where  the  assessment  and  collections  are 
w  OMh  which  are  of  a  simiUr  type,  except  of  course  that  the  jagirdar  can  only  collect  the

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3.  Id  regard  to  each  jagirg  there  is  no  difficulty.  The  natnral  oommoo-seuse  view  is 
that  when,  either  expressly  or  by  implication,  the  revenues  of  certaia  lands  are  g^raated  ic 
jagiVj  then  the  jagirdar  receives  the  revenues  of  those  lands  whatever  they  may  be  from  time 
to  time.  The  only  difference  between  these  grants  and  an  old  Sikh  jagir  is  that  tbe  reveQuet 
are  now  fixed  by  Government,  whereas  the  Sikhs  generally  left  the  jagirdar  to  do  this  for 
himself.  Some  of  the  jagirg  which  have  come  down  from  tbe  Sikhs  may  have  been  JcLgirg  of 
the  other  sort,  that  is  to  say,  of  the  fixed  money  type,  but  any  such  must  be  very  few  in 
number- 

4.  fiut  in  regard  to  ja^irs  which  have  been  first  granted  by  the  British  Government,  it 
is  obvious  that  it  was  open  to  us  cither  to  adopt  the  former  plan  of  granting  the  revenue  of 
certain  land  as  they  might  from  time  to  time  be  assessed,  or  to  adopt  the  alternative  plan 
of  a  grant  of  land-revenue  of  fixed  yearly  amount.  (Grants  of  the  second  type  are  merely 
pensions  in  a  more  dignified  and  acceptable  form.  As  a  matter  of  fact  both  pinna  were 
adopted.  But,  as  the  difference  between  the  two  was  never  distinctly  pointed  oat,  officers 
were  left  in  doubt  as  to  v^hether  there  really  was  any  difference,  and  several  oflBcers— 
especially  in  the  older  days— seem  to  have  thought  there  was  none.  Thus  orders  have  from 
time  to  time  been  passed  which  seemed  virtually  to  permit  a  local  officer,  dischar^ng  the 
purely  administrative  function  of  allocating  a  ?afiir,  to  profoundly  change  the  nature  and 
effects  of  the  orders  of  the  Supreme  Government.  Under  these  orders  there  can  be  no  doabt 
that  many  jagirdars  have  received  enormous  nnit<tended  benefits,  while  others  have  lost  a 
part  of  the  grant  which  Government  intended  them  to  enjoy. 

5.  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  having  now  considered  this  matter  haa  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  when  an  assignment  of  revenue  of  a  specified  amount  hag  been  made  by 
the  British  Government  since  annexation  as  a  new  grant,  it  being  left  to  a  subordinate 
authority  to  determine  out  of  the  revenue  of  what  particular  lands  it  should  be  met,  it  should 
primA  faciei  and  in  the  absence  of  anything  to  indicate  a  contrary  int«)ntion,  be  construed 
according  to  its  natural  meaning  simply  nn  a  grant  of  a  fixed  sam  per  annum  ;  and  that  its 
nature  cannot  be  altered  by  any  arrangement  that  such  subordinate  authority  may  make 
for  meeting  it,  that  U  so  say,  if  that  autnurity  sets  aside  the  revenues  of  certain  lands  to 
meet  it  and  those  revenues  fall  off,  the  Government  will  have  to  make  good  the  deficiency 
to  the  grantee,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  revenue  of  those  lands  increases,  the  grantee  will 
not  be  entitled  to  the  increment  Ele  will  simply  get  what  the  Government  sanetioned  for 
him,  viz.y  a  fixed  sum  per  annum. 

If,  however,  in  any  ;agir  the  rule  of  Kam-o-B'^sh  has  been  already  adopted,  the  above 
principle  will  not  be  rigidly  applied.  There  may  be  cases  in  which  owing  to  its  not  having 
been  followed  in  the  past  jagirdars  have  been  compelled  to  bear  considerable  losses  owing  to 
the  revenues  of  lands  assigned  to  them  to  meet  a  grant  of  fixed  aunnal  amount  having  fallen 
off,  and  when  this  has  happened  and  the  revenue  of  the  land  has  subsequently  incn^ased 
so  as  to  more  than  cover  the  fixed  annual  amount  it  might  be  inequitable  rigidly  to  rnforce 
the  principle.  All  Sdch  cases  ivnd  any  others  in  which  there  is  any  good  reason  for  not 
applying  the  principle  should  be  reported  for  the  orders  of  Government.  It  is  not  intended 
now  to  direct  any  immediate  investigation  of  the  terms  of  existing  jagirs.  All  that  is  meant 
is  that  when  in  the  ordinary  course,  either  upon  the  re-settlement  of  a  district  or  the  death 
of  an  incumbent,  any  ja^ir  tenure  comes  up  for  consideration  the  foregoing  principle  should 
be  enforced  except  where  under  the  explanation  given  above  a  reference  to  Government  may 
be  considered  de.sirable. 

As  regards  future  assignments,  the  principle  laid  down  in  the  last  paragraph  should  in- 
variably be  applied.  When  the  Government  of  India  sanctions  b,  jagir  of  a  fixed  number  of 
rupees  without  reference,  express  or  implied,  to  particular  lands,  that  jaytr  is  a  grant  of  fii©*' 
amount,  and  is  not  subject  to  the  rule  of  KuMi-o-Besh  or  any  similar  rule,  even  thongh  the 
grant  may  be  allocated  as  the  entire  revenue  or  as  a  fractional  share  of  the  revenue  of  * 
particular  village  or  particular  villages.

Tut  eziKting  rntes  reqoire  that  tjpe- writers,  like  other  articles  of  European  nmnufao- 
teve,  thookl  be  proonred  from  Bofi^Iand  by  indent  on  the  India  Office,  in  oomplianoe  crith 
iodeota  npon  it,  bat  the  ase  of  type-wricera  has  become  so  common  in  the  pablic  offices  that 
ft  is  not  ex  pedient  any  longer  to  reqaire  that  special  indents  for  them  shonld  be  separately 
■eotto  England.  It  will  be  convenieot  in  practice  and  economical  that  these  articles  shoald 
be  supplied,  like  other  articles  of  stationery  in  general  ase,Jby  the  Stationery  Office.  1 1  is 
anderstood  indeed  that  this  is  already  done  in  many  cases  by  the  Calcutta  Stationery  Offic«*. 

2.  The  Governor-General  in  Council  accordingly  directs  that  in  future  type-writers 
•boald  be  obtainea  through  the  Stationery  Office  at  Calcutta,  Madras,  or  Bombay,  as  the  caa«

With  reference  to  the  provisions  of  the  Cotton  Duties  Act,  II  of  1896,  it  is 
necessary  that  whenever  any  Cotton  Spinning  or  Weaving  Mill  is  started  in 
the  Province  steps  should  be  promptly  taken  for  the  preparation  of  the  requisite 
returns  and  the  collection  of  the  Excise  duty.  The  three  Cotton  Mills  in  the 
Delhi  district  and  one  in  the  Lahore  district  are  already  known  to  the  Financial 
Commissioner,  but  it  is  requested  that  whenever  any  other  Mill  is  started  in  any 
district  the  Deputy  Commissioner  concerned  should  at  once  place  himself  in 
communication  with  this  office  with  a  view  to  obtain  the  necessary  rules  and 
instructions  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  the  Cotton  Duties  Act.

Resolntion  No.  1120  S.  B.,  1896,  should  be  carefully  studied  by  the  Deputy 
dated  llth  March  1896.  Commissioner  of  Lahore  as  they  lay  down  the  pro- 
cedure which  he  has  to  follow  in  dealing  with  the 
Cotton  Mill  above  alluded  to.  The  second  Resolution  of  the  Government  of 
India,  No.  1120  S.  R.,  dated  llth  March  1896,  gives  the  returns  which  have  to 
be  submitted  to  Government,  and  should  consequently  be  supplied  by  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  to  this  office. 

Stetements  Nos.  II  and  III  are  simple,  and  no  special  instructions  are 
necessary  regarding  their  preparation.  As  regards  Statement  I,  however,  the 
following  remarks  will  be  useful : — 

(1).  Column  2  should  show  the  quantity  produced  during  the 
month  for  which  the  statement  is  submitted.  For  instance,  if  the 
statement  is  for  January,  column  2  should  show  the  goods  pro- 
duced in  January.

(2).  Column  3  should  give  the  quantity  assessed  to  duty  during  tbe 
month  of  report.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  quantity  pro- 
duced in  a  month  is  assessed  to  duty  in  the  next.  The  figures  to 
be  entered  in  column  3  will  therefore  be  those  of  the  production 
of  the  pi*eceding  month,  less  any  quantity  that  may  have  remained 
unassessed  or  exempt  from  duty,  plus  any  goods  that  may  have 
remained  unassessed  during  any  previous  month  and  may  have 
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been  assessed  to  duty  daring  the  month  of  report.  For  example, 
if  the  return  is  for  February,  then  colamn  3  should  show  so 
mnoh  of  the  goods  produced  in  Jannarj  or  preceding  months  as 
was  assessed  to  doty  in  Febmary. 

(3).      In  column  4  should  be  entered  the  amount  of  duty  actually  realized 
daring  the  month  for  which  the  statement  is  submitted.

•fify  mill  in  which  cotton  goods  are  produced  shall  be  in  Form  A  appended  to  theae  Rnles, 
iid  aiiall  contain  the  particulars  indicated  therein,  shown  separately  for  each  description  of 
''l  and  for  floods  of  the  same  description  but  of  different  dimensions. 


The  declaration  of  the  truth  of  such  return  shall  be  subscribed  in  the  terms  set  forth  at 
ttbs  foot  of  the  said  form. 

S.  Every  mill-owner  who  has  entered  any  cotton  goods  in  column  5  of  the  return  shall 
■i»  Mirer  to  the  Collector,  within  20  days  after  the  date  on  which  such  retnrn  is  due  for 
Mvery,  the  certificate  required  by  Section  18  of  the  Act.  ^ 

8.  When  the  return,  duly  completed,  has  been  delivered  to  the  Collector  as  provided  in 
tke  Act,  the  Collector  bhall  check  the  same  in  any  manner  that  may  appear  to  him  desirable, 
iad  may,  /or  soch  purpose,  examine  and  compare,  or  canse  to  be  examined  and  compared,  the 
leeordt  and  accounts  of  the  mill.

6.  Every  mill-owner  exporting  goods  direct  from  the  mill  shall,  at  the  time  of  deliTerIng 
the  return  referred  to  in  Bale  1  of  these  Rnles,  f  aroieh  the  Collector  of  Castoms  at  the  port 
of  shipment  with  a  return  in  Form  D,  and,  at  the  time  of  patting  in  the  shipping  billa,  with 
the  particulars  indicated  in  Form  E  appended  to  these  Bules. 

7.  (1).  Every  mill-owner  selling  goods  for  future  export  shall,  unless  it  is  otherwise 
provided  by  the  contract,  be  bound  to  famish  the  purchaser  on  request  with  the  particulars 
indicated  in  Form  £,  and  to  fill  in  the  certificate  of  sale  at  the  foot  of  tie  form.  He  shall 
also  furnish  a  return  in  Form  D,  with  respect  to  snch  goods  at  the  same  time  and  to  the  same 
authority  as  is  required  by  Rule  6  in  the  case  of  goods  exported  by  him  direct. 

(2).  If  the  exporter  of  the  goods  desires  to  claim  certificate  or  drawback  in  reepeot  of 
■nch  goods,  he  shall  supply  to  the  Collector  the  particulars  indicated  in  Form  E  at  the  time 
of  putting  in  the  shipping  bills. 

8.  The  Collector  of  Customs  at  the  port  of  shipment  may  then  take  such  steps  aa  may 
ha  necessary  to  satisfy  himself  that  the  goods  bronght  for  export  correspond  with  the  deaorip- 
tioQ  given  in  Form  E  and  that  their  contents  are  as  therein  stated.

10.  A  record  shall  be  maintained  in  the  oflSoe  of  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  the  port 
of  shipment  of  all  certificates  so  issued. 

11.  All  certificates  delivered  in  accordance  with  Rule  2  of  these  Rules  shall  be  filed  in 
the  Collector's  office.

16.  All  other  goods  not  baled  and  marked  in  accordance  with  Rule  18  shall  be  entered 
in  a  reg^ter  of  goods  issued  out  of  the  premises  of  the  mill,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the 
description,  weight  and  real  value  of  all  such  goods. 

Special  provisions  for  bleached  or  dted  goods. 

16.  The  exporter  of  goods  which  have  been  bleached  or  dyed  after  having  been  issued 
out  of  the  premises  of  a  mill  shall,  in  addition  to  the  information  required  by  Rule  7  (S), 
famish  the  Collector  of  Customs  with  a  statement  from  the  owner  of  the  works  in  which  soob 
goods  were  bleached  or  dyed,  showing  for  the  same — 

(1)  the  numbers  and  marks  on  the  bales  of  bleached  or  dyed  goods  for  export ; 

(2)  the  numbers  and  marks  on  the  bales  of  grey  goods  from  which  the  bales  of  bleaohsd

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(3)  the  weight  of  the  bales  for  export ;

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nndfir  ihe  Cotton  Daties  Act,  XYII  of  1894  ;  (2),  the  refanda  nllowod  on  ezporta  of  dntj  ptid 
yams,  and  (8)  the  prodaction  of  yaroa  of  ooania  not  subject  to  duty. 

2.  Act  XYII  of  1894  haWag  been  repealed  by  the  Cotton  Dutiea  Act,  II  of  1896,  the 
neceaaity  for  the  preparation  of  the  first  two  of  theae  retnrna  haa  ceased  to  exist.  Inatead  of 
them  retnrna  will  be  required  in  future  of  the  gooda  which  are  dutiable  nnder  the  present 
Cotton  Dutiea  Act  and  the  statements  of  yarn  span  in  the  milla  required  by  Rule  18  of  the 
rnlea  nnder  the  Act  published  in  the  Notification  No.  8C4,  dated  the  21st  February  189(S. 

3.  In  future  accordingly  three  monthly  statements  should  be  sent  to  the  Government  of 
India  in  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Commerce,  in  the  form  attached,  showing — 

(1)  the  quantity  of  cotton  goods  produced  and  the  gross  amount  of  dut/  realiaed 

thereon  under  Act  II  of  1896 ; 

(2)  the  refunda  granted  noder  the  Act  on  exports  of  duty-paid  goods ;  and 
(8)  the  quantity  of  cotton  yarn  spun  by  the  mills. 

4.  The.anma  entered  in  returns  (1)  and  (2)  ahoold  be  the  sums  actually  reoeiTed  and 
paid  respectively  in  the  month  to  which  the  returns  relate,  excluding  sums  dne  but  not 
aotnally  received  or  paid.  In  specifying  the  counts  of  yarn  in  return  (8),  fractional  counts 
(which  may  occasionally  be  apun)  should  be  entered  as  the  next  higher  oonnt,  for  inatance, 
20|  would  be  entered  aa  21. 

5.  The  returna  should  commence,  in  the  case  of  returns  (1)  and  (2),  from  the  date  on 
which  the  Cotton  Duties  Act  came  into  force.  Return  (3)  should  be  a  continuation  of  the 
retnrna  of  yarn  hitherto  rendered,  the  new  return  taking  their  place  without  any  interval.  It 
is  desirable  that  arrangements  ahonld  be  made  so  that  all  the  returns  may  reach  the  Govern- 
ment of  India  within  a  month  after  the  end  of  the  period  to  which  they  relate. 


Ubdercd,  that  copy  be  forwarded  to  the  Governmenta  of  Madras,  Bombay,  Bengal,  the 
North-Western  Provinces  and  Oudh  and  the  Pui«jab,  and  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  the 
Central  ProvinceM.

Turn  Financial  Commiseioners  think  that  some  conditions  may  viih  adrantage  be  6xed 
to  regolato  the  appointment  of  special  Tahsildar  candidates  nnder  Bale  160  of  the  Bales 
under  the  Panjab  Land  Eevenne  Act,  1887.  I  am,  therefore,  instraoted  to  address  you  as 
follows. 

2.  No  person  is  eligible  for  a  Tahsildarsbip  unless  he  comes  under  one  of  the  classes 
specified  in  Bule  167  of  the  Bales  under  the  Land  Bevenne  Act,  or  is  specially  appointed  bj 
Government  under  Bale  160.  The  average  namber  of  vacancies  among  Tahsildars  annually, 
taking  one  year  with  another,  is  from  8  to  10,  and  the  Financial  Commissioners  think  that  it 
would  not  be  fair  to  the  ordinary  Tahsildar  candidates  who  come  nnder  Bule  157  to  give 
more  than  two  or  three  of  the  vacancies  to  candidates  appointed  under  Bale  160.  At  the 
same  time  the  Financial  CoQ^a^issioners  think  that  it  is  desirable  to  improve  oar  standard  of 
Tahsildars  hy  seouriog  a  limited  namber  of  young  men  who,  as  regards  educational  attain- 
ments or  social  standing,  are  superior  to  the  ordinary  candidates,  and  co  do  this  we  must  offer 
special  inducements  in  the  way  of  early  promotion  subject  to  the  necessary  practical  training. 

8.  There  f^eems  no  necessity  for  proceeding  by  Bales  under  the  Land  Bevenne  Act,  but 
the  Financial  Commissioners  would  propose  that  it  should  be  recognised  that  in  future  Tahsil- 
dar noni|nations  under  Bale  160  will  be  made  on  the  following  conditions,  vitr. — 

I.— Ordinarily  not  more  thsn  two  Tfithsildar  ci^didates  shall  be  appointed  each  year 
under  Bule  160. 

IT. — Bvery  such  candidate  shall  be  reqaired,  before  he  is  appointed  to  act  ss  a  Tahsil> 
dar  to  — 
(a)  undergo  revenue  training  for  one  year,  and  to  obtain  a  kanango's   certificate  of 
efficiency  from  the  Director  of  Land  Becords  and  Agricpltqre ; 

{h)  after  receiving^  such  training  and  obtsining  such  certificate,  serve  as  a  Naib* 
Tahsildar  Mitih  approval  for  three  years ;  and 

(c)  pass  the  Tahsildars*  Bzaminaiion. 
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III.^A  ottiiAichite  who  hM  foMIIed  the  above  reqoiremeQts  shall  hare  a  pref ereniial 
right  to  be  appoinled  to  aot  si  a  Tahsildar  in  the   Diviiion  on  whose  list  his 
name  is  bonte,  when  an  opportunity  ooonrs. 
4.    The  abore  conditions  appear  in  the  Flnanoial  Gommissiondrs'  opinion  snitable  to  th4 
raqviremeata  of  the  oase,  and  1  am  therefore  directed  to  sabmit  them  for  approval.

Fearly  all  of  these  commodities  are  referred  to  in  Articles  Nos.  170, 
106, 441  and  442  of  the  Army  Regulations,  India,  Volume  I,  Part  II,  Edition  of 
1803.  li  also  arppears  to  be  the  practice  of  Commanding  Officers  in  some  oases 
to  bA  far  prices  of  both  first  and  second  class  qualities  of  wheat  flour,  daZ,  phi 
and  salt.

It  will  bo  seen  from  Articles  170  and  200  of  the  Army  Begnlations 
above  quoted  that  when  the  purchases  of  the  provisions  have  been  made  in  a 
bazar^  the  price-onrrents  to  be  supplied  by  Civil  Officers  are  to  show  the  rates 
ruling  in  that  bazar.  If  the  purchases  have  not  been  made  in  a  bazar^  the  rates 
to  be  shown  are  those  prevailing  in  the  large  town  or  bazar  nearest  to  the  place 
of  purchase.  It  follows  that  the  rates  must  be  reported  by  the  Tahsildar  in 
whose  <aAfil  the  6aa/ir  or  town  in  question  is  situated.

The  following  instructions  are  issued  for  the  preparation  of  District 
Reports  and  Returns  of  Income  Tax  operations  for  the  year  1896-97. 

2.  Instructions  for  the  preparation  of  the  prescribed  returns  ai'e  printed 
below.  Attention  is  invited  to  clause  (Hi)  (c)  of  the  instructions  relating  to 
Returns  No.  IV  and  to  the  paragraph  relating  to  Return  No.  VI.  Returns 
Nos.  Ill  and  VI  should  be  sent  for  verification  to  the  Acco  an  taut- General  with 
the  least  possible  delay  and  be  submitted  to  this  office  with  the  other  returns 
after  clearing  any  discrepancies  that  may  be  discovered. 

3.  The  District  Reports  and  Retarns'are  due  from  Commi^tsioners  by  the 
1st  of  May.  Divisional  Reports  are  not  required.  The  District  Reports  will 
be  forwarded  by  Commissioners,  with  their  own  remarks,  and  the  returns  shoald 
be  carefully  checked  in  the  offices  of  Commissioners  before  submission  to  this 
office. 

The  District  Reports  should  be  prepared  generally  on  the  following  lines  :»- 

(i).  The  total  final  demand  (under  all  parts)  should  be  compared  with  the 
figures  of  the  preceding  year. 

(it).  Total  balance  should  be  stated  with  reasons  of  non-recovery,  and 
balance  on  account  of  previous  years  should  be  separately  noticed. 

(tu).  Increases  and  decreases  in  the  final  demand  should  be  discussed 
under  each  part  (of  Section  2  of  the  Act)  separately.  Under  Part  IV  an 
analysis  should  be  given  showing  in  which  class  of  assessees  changes  have  been 
most  remarkable,  and  percentage  of  tax  paid  by  assessees  of  each  class,  and  the 
incidence  of  tax  on  assessees  of  all  classes  should  also  be  stated.  Balances  under 
Part  IV  should  receive  special  attention. 

(iv).  The  Initial  Demand  under  Part  IV  should  be  compared  with  the 
Final  Demand,  and  the  result  of  proceedings  in  revision  by  the  Collector  and 
Commissioner  should  be  noticed.  The  total  number  of  objections  disposed  of  by 
the  Collector  and  by  his  subordinates  should  be  shown  separately  with  the 
amount  of  remissions  ordered. 
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Details  sbonld  be  furnished  as  to  the  nnmber  of  objections  disposed  of,  i.e,^ 
how  many  accepted  in  fnll,  how  many  accepted  in  part,  and  how  many  rejected. 
Similar  information  shonld  be  supplied  as  to  appeals  to  Commissioner. 

(v).  Fines  and  penalties,  if  any,  should  be  noticed  with  explanation  of  the 
nature  of  offences  for  which  they  were  imposed.  Causes  of  increases  and 
decreases  should  be  explained. 

(n).    Variations  in  the  cost  of  income  tax  administration  should  be  com- 
mented upon. 

(vii).  Any  special  cases  which  may  have  occurred  should  be  noted,  and  any 
remarks  which  the  Collector  desires  to  make  on  the  working  of  the  Act  may  be 
added. 

(oil*).  Statistics  of  incidence  of  the  tax  (under  Part  IV)  in  large  towns, 
ciril  stations,  cantonments  and  rural  tracts  should  be  furnished. 

(tx).  Estimates  of  the  amount  of  assessments  for  the  ensuing  year  (under 
Part  rV)  should  be  given.

Biturn  I.— For  this  the  figures  are  procured  independently  of  the  District  OflSces, 

lUtum  IL — This  retnm  shows  realizations  from  interest  on  seoorities  under  Part  III  of 
(be  second  schedule  to  the  Act.  District  Officers  will  fill  in  the  particulars  required  by 
cetnmns  7  and  8  which  relate  to  securities  issued  by  local  authorities  or  companies,  vide  Part 
m,  cUnse  (/),  of  the  second  schedule.  They  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  filling  in  of 
eolusins  8  to  6,  the  figures  for  which  will  be  supplied  by  the  Accoantant*Oeneral. 

Retvm  IIL—(i),  Columns  8  and  4  are  not  to  be  filled  up  in  District  Offices,  and  oolomn 
IS  is  to  oorresi>ond  to  columti  8,  Return  II. 

{%%),  Return  III  is  to  show  total  collections  during  the  year  under  report,  whether  on 
MOOQDt  of  that  year  or  of  preyions  or  succeeding  years.  In  the  columns  up  to  20  inolusive— 
tobioct  to  (i)  above — all  receipts  should  be  shown  whether  refunds  have  been  subsequently 
Bade  Qoder  Chapter  IV  of  the  Act  or  otherwise.  Sams  received  on  acconnt  of  other  diatriots. 
ihoQld  be  included  in  Return  III  of  the  distfiot  v)herB  the  payment  is  actually  made,  and  not  in 
BsUm  Ul  of  the  district  on  acconnt  of  which  it  was  made.  It  follows  that  column  20  should 
ihov  a  total  in  complete  accordance  with  the  figures  of  the  Accounts  Department. 

(Hi).  Column  21  (Refunds)  should  similarly  include  all  refunds  actually  made  during  the 
jmx  nnder  report  whether  on  account  of  that  year  or  of  previous  years,  and  whether  made 
milder  Chapter  IV  of  the  Act,  or  Section  33  or  otherwise.  The  total  of  the  oolamn  should 
thsrsfore  agree  with  the  fignre  of  refunds  in  the  books  of  the  Accountant-General.

OBSBRTATiONa.— In  the  Oironlar  cited  in  the  preamble,  the  Government  of  India  stated 
the  principles  which  they  snggeated  should  govern  the  dijipoaal  of  lands  which,  having  been 
eompalaoriiy  acquired  for  pnblic  purposes,  are  no  longer  required  for  those  purposes,  and 
ttked  for  the  views  of  the  Local  Governments  and  Administrations  on  the  subject.  They 
poioted  out  that  when  agricultural  or  pastoral  land  was  thus  ncqnired,  an  injury  was  in  most 
cases  inflicted  npon  the  persona  who  owned  and  cultivated  the  land  ;  Hiat  pnblic  necesj<ity 
JQltifled  the  infliction  of  the  injnry  j  but  that  so  soon  as  that  necessity  ceased  to  exist,  con- 
nderations  of  equity  and  good  policy  demanded  that,  so  far  as  might  be  possible,  the  inj'ired 
parsons  ahoald  be  replaced  in  the  position  which  they  formerly  occupied.  They  thereforo 
propoaed  that  whenever  land  that  had  been  compnlsorily  acquired  for  pnblic  purposes  was 
re^aaed  from  occupation,  the  rights  either  of  property  or  of  occnpancy  which  had  been 
eziiuguished  by  the  acquisition  should  first  be  ofiFered  to  the  persons  from  whom  they  had  been 
aeqnired,  or  to  their  repreaentativea ;  and  that  they  ahould  be  ao  offered  at  the  price  at  which 
Umj  had  been  originally  purchased,  modified  only  on  account  of  any  change  in  the  fitneas  of 
Iba  land  for  agricultural  or  paatoral  purpoaes  that  might  have  taken  place  during  the  term  of 
Govarament  occupation. 

The  replies  reoeived  abow  that  the  viewa  of  the  Government  of  India  meet  with  general 
apfvoval.  Objeotions  have,  however,  been  raised  on  pointa  of  detail,  and  additiona  have  been 
MgiEaatod,  the  more  important  of  which  will  be  briefly  noticed. 

2.  It  has  been  snggeated  that  the  aame  conaiderationa  should  be  extended  to  the  caae  of 
knd  acquired  by  Government  by  private  purchase.  When  the  sale  has  been  really  voluntary 
aawben  an  estate  has  bcon  purchased  in  open  market,  there  seems  no  reason  why  Govern- 
iWBt  ahoald  be  fettered  in  the  disposal  of  its  property  if  no  longer  required.  But  when  land 
(lIMqaired/or  a  pHtlic  purpoie,  so  that  the  compulsory  provisions  of  the  law  can  be  enforced 
-V  Wpaaaary,  thia  fact  must  always  form  an  element  in  the  transaction,  even  if  the  purchase  is 
Momed  t^  eonaent ;  and  the  Government  of  India  agree  that  in  these  caaea  alao  the  princi* 
wt  nppofrted  by  them  ahould  apply. 
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3.  Some  misapprehension  seems  to  have  arisen  as  to  what  was  meant  by  the  **  represen- 
tatives '*  of  the  original  right-holders  to  whom  the  Government  of  India  proposed  that  the  first 
offer  sbonld  be  made.  It  is  clear  that  if  A  owns  50  acres  of  land,  of  which  Government  acquires 
20,  and  A  then  sells  the  remaining  30  acres  to  B,  B  does  not  thereby  become  A's  represen- 
tative in  respect  of  the  20  acres  which  never  possessed.  The  representatives  of  A  to 
whom  the  20  acres  should  be  offered  when  no  longer  needed  are  his  heirs  and  snooessors. 

4.  There  is,  however,  one  case  of  freqaent  occurrence  which  forms  an  ezoeption  to  this 
rule.     It  is  thus  stated  by  the  Punjab  Government : — 

In  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  cases  in  which  Government  no  longer  requires  land  which  it  has 
expropriated,  the  land  would  be  of  bo  Bmall  an  area  or  of  such  a  shape  that  it  woald  be  practically  of  no  valae 
to  any  one  bnt  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  land,  e.g.,  the  site  of  a  small  abandoned  police  post  on  the  side 
of  a  road  or  a  stretch  of  abandoned  road  extending  for  a  roilo  or  so  in  length  but  of  extremely  narrow  width. 
If  the  persons  from  whom  the  land  was  acquired  or  their  representatives  are  still  in  possession  of  the  adjoin- 
ing land,  they  should  of  course  be  given  the  right  of  pre-emption,  but  if  they  have  sold  the  adjoining  land  to 
strangers,  it  is  to  those  strangers  the  offer  should  be  made,  and  in  their  case  there  would  be  no  reason  for 
offering  them  the  land  at  less  than  the  market  value. 

These  remarks  have  the  entire  approval  of  the  Government  of  India. 

5.  Objection  has  been  taken  to  the  restoration  of  occupancy  rights  on  the  ground  of 
the  difficulties,  both  legal  and  practical,  which  are  anticipated  in  working  the  rule,  and  because 
the  permanent  acquisition  of  land  must  ba  considered  to  have  extinguished  those  rights.  The 
latter  argument  applies  with  equal  force  to  proprietary  rights.  As  for  practical  difficulties 
no  doubt  the  heirs  of  the  occupancy  tenant  will  more  often  be  undisooverable  than  the  heirs 
of  the  owner.  But  if  they  cannot  be  found,  the  rule  will  not  be  applied.  When  land  is  com- 
pnlsorily  acquired,  it  is  often  the  actual  cultivator  who  suffers  the  greatest  loss;  and  in  most 
ccLses  the  restoration  of  the  occupancy  right  is  quite  as  important  as  that  of  the  proprietary 
right.  The  Crown  Grants  Act  (XV  of  1895)  gives  Government  power  to  subject  its  grant  of 
the  latter  to  the  revival  of  the  former,  and  this  power  should  be  exercised  wherever  possible. 

6.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the  concession  should  be  limited  to  some  prescribed  number 
of  years.  The  native  feeling  of  the  persistence  of  rights  in  land  is  very  strong,  and  commonly 
recognises  no  limitation  in  the  matter;  while  a  limitation  to  the  second  or  third  generation, 
as  has  been  proposed  in  one  provioce,  might  lead  to  difficulties  in  the  case  of  joint  ownership. 
The  Government  of  India  are  therefore  averse  to  fixing  a  limit  of  time,  but  they  think  that 
when  the  only  representatives  of  the  late  owners  are  remote  descendants  or  relations,  the 
market  value  of  the  land  may  fairly  be  demanded.  So,  again,  *  it  has  been  pointed  out  that 
cases  occasionally  occur,  such  as  one  noted  in  the  Punjab,  where  an  encamping-ground 
originally  acquired  for  a  small  sum  is  now  worth  Rs.  50,000,  in  which  it  would  be  dearly  inadvis- 
able to  offer  the  land  at  the  price  originally  paid  for  it.  On  the  other  hand  the  cases  are 
mnch  more  frequent  in  which  the  land  that  it  is  proposed  to  restore  has  been  seriously  deteri- 
orated. When  land  has  l>een  acquired  for  the  spoil-banks  and  brick-fields  of  railways  its  agri- 
cultural value  is  almost  always  impaired  very  greatly,  and  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  ask  the* 
price  at  which  it  wn6  originally  purchased. 

7.  There  is  a  general  consensus  of  opinion  that,  in  fixing  Uie  price  at  which  the  land  is 
to  he  returned  to  the  original  fight-holder,  the  15  per  opnt.  which  was  paid  in  addition  to  the 
market  value  should  bo  excluded  from  consideration.  This  money  represents  the  price  paid 
for  disturbance  which  no  subsequent  return  of  the  land  can  undo. 

8.  The  Government  of  India  agree  with  many  of  the  Local  Governments  consulted  that 
there  is  no  good  reason  for  excluding  from  the  operation  of  the  general  principles  land  acquired 
under  Section  49  (2)  of  the  Act.  The  owner's  action  under  this  section  is  only  occasion- 
ally contumacious  ;  and  the  greatest  hardship  is  often  inflicted  by  the  separation  of  a  portion 
from  the  body  of  a  holding. 

Rbsolution. — The  Government  of  India  desire  therefore  that  whenever  agricultural  or 
pastoral  land  has  been  acquired  for  public  purposes,  whether  by  private  purchase  or  by  com- 
pulsory acquisition  and  is  no  longer  required  for  such  purpose;*,  the  disposal  of  it  may  be 
guided  by  the  following  general  considerations. 

In  the  first  place,  all  proprietary  rights  and  all  rights  of  occupancy  which  were  extingu- 
ished  by  the  acquisition  should  be  first  offered  to  the  persons  from  whom  they  were  acquired, 
or  to  their  heirs  if  discoverable ;  the  former  (where  both  kinds  of  rights  co-existed)  being 
made  subject  to  the  latter  under  the  provisions  of  the  Crown  Grants  Act  (XV  of  1895). 

In  the  second  place,  the  price  at  which  these  rights  are  offered  should  be  the  amount  of 
compensation  originally  paid  for  them,  less  the  15  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  value  which  will 
have  boon  paid  if  the  acquisition  was  compulsory.  This  price  may  be  reduced,  if  necessary, 
on  account  of  any  deterioration  that  may  have  taken  place  in  the  fitness  of  the  land  for  agri- 
cultural or  pastoral  purposes  while  it  was  in  the  occupation  of  Government,  but  it  ahould  not 
pe  increased,  except  in  the  case  stated  below,  on  account  of  any  rise  in  its  market  value  during 
that  period.

Id  the  case  of  plofcs  which  by  reason  of  their  size  or  shape  are  practically  of  no  valae  to 
any  one  bat  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  land,  if  those  owners  are  not  entitled  to  the  first  ofTer 
•8  above,  they  ought  nevertheless  to  receive  the  first  offer  ;  bat  in  that  case  there  is  no  objeo- 
tion  to  asking  the  market  valae,  thongh  the  reasonable  offer  of  a  neighbouring  holder  sboald 
always  have  the  preference  over  that  of  an  outsider. 

The  Superior  Revenue  authority  will,  of  course,  always  retain  and  exercise  discretion  in 
the  application  of  the  general  rale  about  the  charge  of  cost  price.  Special  cases  will  occur, 
and  exceptions  will  be  justifiable,  as,  for  example,  when  the  persons  first  entitled  are*  remote 
deaoendants  or  relations  of  the  original  holders  or  when  the  rise  in  the  market  value  of  the 
land  has  been  so  exceptionally  great  as  to  take  the  case  oat  of  the  general  rule.  The  Govern* 
ment  of  India  lay  down  no  hard-and-fast  rale,  bat  only  a  principle  for  general  guidance. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  above  principles  apply  to  agricultural  and  pastoral  land  only, 
and  not  to  bnilding  sites  or  town  lands.

Those  instructions 
will  be  mere  executive  instructions  ;  and  the  greatest  care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  anything 
which  might  have  the  semblance  of  conferring  a  right,  or  of  affording  a  basis  for  any  claim 
either  as  against  Government  or  as  between  private  parties,  and  to  make  it  clear  that  the  con- 
cessions in  question  are  made  as  an  act  of  grace  and  are  wholly  within  the  pleasure  of  Govern- 
ment to  grant  or  to  refuse  in  any  particular  case.

All  reports  by  the  Director  of  Land  Records  on  his  inspections  of  the 
Land  Records  of  any  district  will  bo  submitted  by  him  as  heretofore  to  Com- 
missionern,  who  will  forward  them,  for  the  information  or  orders  of  the 
Financial  (Commissioner,  through  the  Settlement  Commissioner.  In  all  distncts 
iu  which  a  settlement  is  about  to  be  undertaken  or  is  in  progress  the  Settlement 
Commissioner  will  dii*ectly  control  all  work  connected  with  Land  Records,  and 
on  his  tours  undertaken  to  supervise  matters  connected  with  settlement  opera- 
tions and  to  consult  and  advise  local  officers  thereon,  he  will  deal  with  the  Land 
Records  work  of  such  districts.  At  present  the  districts  under  settlement  or 
about  to  be  shortly  settled  arc  DeraGhazi  Khan,  Montgomery,  Jhelam,  Mooltan 
Mazaffargarh  and  Dcra  Ismail  Khan.  The  list  of  districts  under  settle- 
ment or  about  shortly  to  be  settled  will  be  revised  from  time  to  time  as 
necessary. 

(ii).  Reports,  references  and  returns  from  all  districts  in  which  settlement 
opemtions  are  about  to  be  undertaken  or  are  in  progress,  on  all  matters  con- 
nected "with  the  settlement  of  such  districts,  shall  be  submitted  by  Deputy 
Commissioners  or  Settlement  Officers  direct  to  the  Settlement  Commissioner, 
who  will  deal  with  all  such  reports  and  references  under  the  directions  of  the 
Financial  Commissioner,  and  correspond  regarding  them  difect  with  the  officers 
who  have  submitted  them.  But  at  the  time  of  submitting  to  the  Settlement 
Commissioner  any  Forecast  Assessment  or  Final  Settlement  Report,  the  officer 
submitting  it  shall  also  forward  a  copy  of  the  report  to  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Division.  The  object  of  this  is  not  that  the  Commissioner  should  criticise 
the  report  in  detail,  but  that  he  may  have  an  opportunity  of  putting  on  record 
his  opinions  as  to  the  incidence  and  safety  of  the  proposed  assessments,  on 
general  gi*ounds  and  in  so  far  as  they  may  afEect  questions  of  political  expedi- 
ency  or  district  administration.  If  the  Commissioner  desires  to  record  any 
opinion  he  should  do  so,  and  forward  it  to  the  Financial  Commissioner  within 
two  months  of  the  date  on  which  he  receives  a  copy  of  any  report  sent  to  him 
as  above. 

(iii).  References  on  all  matters  connected  with  Settlement  establish- 
ments and  the  Settlement  Budget  shall  bo  made  direct  to  the  Settlement 
Commissiouer for  disposal  uuder  the  directions  of  the  Financial  CommissioDer. 
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(iv).  Appeals  and  references  ou  all  matters  connected  with  the  business 
under  the  Panjab  liand  Revenue  and  Tecancy  Acts  which  is  disposed  of  by 
Settlement  Officers  (paragraph  5,  Revenue  Circular  No.  19)  shall  be  made 
directly  to  the  Settlement  Commissioner,  with  the  exception  of  appeals  and  re- 
fcrcDces  relating  to  headmen,  which  will  as  heretofore  be  dealt  with  by  Com- 
missioners of  Divisions. 

(p).  The  control  of  large  colonisation  schemes  will  be  exercised,  subject 
to  the  directions  of  the  Financial  Commissioner,  by  the  Settlement  Com- 
missioner. Smaller  schemes  of  colonisation  such  as  that  at  present  in  progress 
in  the  Lahore  District  will  continue  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Financial  Com- 
missioner through  Commissioners  of  Divisions,  but  all  correspondence  connected 
with  the  colonisation  of  the  lands  commanded  by  the  Chenab  Canal,  or  any 
similar  large  scheme  of  colonisation  which  may  hereafter  be  taken  in  hand 
and  be  declared  subject  to  tho  Settlement  Commissioner's  control,  shall  be 
addressed  by  tho  Colonisation  Officer  and  other  officers  concerned  direct  to  the 
Settlement  Commissioner.

cipressed  their  views  on  the  disposal  of  lands  compulsorily  acquired  under  the 
Laiid  Acquisition  Act,  but  no  longer  needed  for  public  purposes.  This  Resolu- 
tion has  been  separately  communicated  for  the  information  and  guidance  of 
Commissioners  and  Deputy  Commissioners,  with  Financial  Commissioner's 
Circular  No.  5,  dated  5th  April  1897 ;  and  the  substance  of  it  is  reproduced 


Whenever  agricultural  or  pastoral  land  has  been  acquired  for  public  pur- 
poses, by  any  Department  of  Government,  whether  by  private  purchase  or  by 
compulsory  acquisition,  and  is  no  longer  required  for  such  purposes,  the  disposal 
of  it  shall  be  guided  by  the  following  general  considerations : — 

1.  In  the  first  place,  all  proprietary  rights  and  all  rights  of  occupancy 
wbich  were  extinguished  by  the  acquisition  should,  except  in  certain  cases  noted 
below,  or  unless  the  Government  otherwise  directs,  be  first  offered  to  the  persons 
from  whom  the  rights  were  acquired,  or  to  their  heirs  if  discoverable,  the  pro- 
prietary rights  (where  both  kinds  of  rights  co-existed)  being  made  subject  to 
tbe  occupancy  rights  under  the  provisions  of  the  Crown   Grants   Act   (XV   of 


2.  (a)  In  the  second  place,  the  price  at  which  these  rights  are  offered 
BliOQld  be  the  amount  of  compensation  originally  paid  for  them,  less  the  15  per 
ceai  in  excess  of  the  value,  which  will  have  been  paid,  if  the  acquisition  was 
oompalsory.  This  price  may  be  reduced,  if  necessary,  on  account  of  any  deteri- 
ontion  that  may. have  taken  place  in  the  fitness  of  the  land  for  agricultural  or 
pastoral  purposes  ii^hile  it  was  in  the  occupation  of  Government  or  increased 
proportionately  if  the  land  has  actually  been  improved*  for  agricultural  or 

*  2fo/0.— The  moro  fact  that  canal  irrigation  has  beoQ  rendered  possible  is  not  .saoh  an 
iBipfovemeiit  as  is  here  referred  to  though  the  fiUiug  up  of  a  swamp  would  be,  or  the  rare 
cue  of  the  conversion  of  waste  land  into  a  garden. 
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pastoral  parposes  daring  the  oocapatiou  of  Government,  bat  it  should  not  be 
increased  ou  account  of  any  rise  in  its  market  value  not  dae  to  such  improvement 
during  that  period,  except  with  the  special  sanction  of  the  Financial  Com- 
missioner when  in  his  opinion  the  general  rule  is  inapplicable,  or  in  the  case 
stated  in  clause  (6)  next  following. 

(6)  In  the  case  of  plots  which  by  reason  of  their  size  or  shape  are  practi- 
callj  of  no  value  to  any  one  but  the  owners  of  the  adjoining  land,  if  these  owners 
are  not  entitled  to  the  first  offer  as  above,  they  ought  nevertheless  to  receive  the 
first  offer,  but  in  that  case  there  is  no  objection  to  asking  the  market  value, 
though  the  reasonable  offer  of  a  neighbouring  holder  should  always  have  the 
preference  over  that  of  an  outsider. 

3.  If  the  land  cannot  be  disposed  of  in  the  manner  above  indicated,  viz,,  if 
the  original  holders  or  their  heirs  are  not  discoverable^  or  they  or  the  owners  of 
the  adjoining  lauds  referred  to  in  clause  2  (6)  do  not  accept  the  terms  fixed  by 
the  Collector,  then  the  land  may  be  sold  by  auction  or  otherwise  dealt  with  as 
may  appear  advisable.  In  every  such  case  the  Collector  shall  report,  for  the 
orders  of  the  Financial  Commissioner,  through  the  Commissioner,  the  manner 
in  which  he  proposes  to  deal  with  the  land,  and  the  terms,  if  any,  which  have 
been  offered  to  the  original  holders  of  the  land  or  the  owners  of  the  adjoining 
lands,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  case  shall  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  with 
the  orders  passed  by  the  Financial  Commissioner. 

4.  In  cases  of  restoration  of  land,  the  Financial  Commissioner  will  always 
exercise  his  discretion  in  the  application  of  the  general  rule  about  the  charge 
of  cost  price.  Special  cases  will  occur,  and  exceptions  will  be  justifiable,  as,  for 
example,  when  the  persons  first  entitled  are  remote  descendants  or  relations  of 
the  original  holders,  or  when  the  rise  in  the  market  value  of  the  land  has  been 
so  exceptionally  great  as  to  take  the  case  out  of  (he  general  rule. 

6.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  above  principles  apply  to  agricultural  and 
pastoral  land  only  and  not  to  building  sites  or  town  lands. 

6.  It  must  be  distinctly  understood  that  the  concessions  above  described 
are  made  as  an  act  of  grace,  and  are  wholly  within  the  pleasure  of  Government 
to  grant  or  to  refuse  in  any  particular  case,  and  that  they  do  not  by  any  means 
confer  any  right  or  afford  a  bafais  for  any  claim  either  as  against  Government  or 
as  between  private  parties. 

7.  The  Department  by  which  the  land  is  given  up  is  not  in  any  case  con- 
cerned with  the  price  to  be  demanded,  or  the  acceptance'  of  any  bid  or  tender. 
These  matters  are  for  the  decision  of  the  Collector  of  the  district,  who  becomes 
solely  responsible  for  the  disposal  of  the  land  as  soon  as  it  is  relinquished  by 
the  Department  in  question. 

8.  In  every  case,  whether  the  terms  offered  are  accepted  or  not,  the 
Collector  should  report,  for  the  orders  of  the  Financial  Commissioner,  in  the 
form  given  below,  the  assessment  which  he  proposes  to  impose  on  the  land 
under  Section  59  of  the  Land  Revenue  Act,  XVJI  of  1887  (Rules  220  and  221 
of  the  Rules  under  that  Act). 

9.  Sums  realised  by  the  lease  or  sale  of  lands  in  accordance  with  these 
instructions  will  be  credited  by  the  Collector  to  the  Department  on  account  of 
which  they  were  acquired. 

10.  Collectors  are  directed  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Financial  Com- 
missioner any  case  in  which  land  previously  occupied  for  public  purposes  is 
restored  by  the  Public  Officer,  or  by  the  Company  in  charge  thereof  otherwise 
than  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  these  orders.

RESOLUTION. 

The  Resolution  of  the  Finance  Department,  No.  4145,'dated  the  28th  July 
1888,  prescribed  the  conditions  under  which  one  department  of  the  public 
•ervice  may  charge  another  department  for  services  rendered  or  articles 
•applied  to  it;  and  under  this  Resolution  the  Forest  Department  is  included 
in  the  category  of  ^tta<t-commercial  departments  maintained  for  the  purpose 
ol  rendering  particular  services  on  payment  made  for  services  rendered  or  for 
•ffiiclea  supplied.  These  guan-commercial  departments  are  to  charge  other 
dapartments  of  Government  for  services  rendered  or  articles  supplied  in  the 
iame  way  as  they  would  charge  a  member  of  the  public ;  provided,  however, 
that  the  services  or  supplies  are  such  as  it  is  the  object  of  the  existence  of  the 
dtpartment  to  render  or  to  furnish. 
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Under  the  Forest  Law  of  Indin,  "  forest  produce  "  practically  inclades  all 
natural  products  found  in  a  forest,  whether  vegetable,  animal,  of  mineral. 

In  1889*  it  was  decided  that  the  revenue   realized  from  quarries  and  minor 

mineral   products   in   Government  forests   and   landii 

•CironlapNo.2F.,dated     which     are    under    the    management   of    the   Forest 

24th  Janaary  1889.  Department,  should    be   credited  to    "  forests  "  ;    but 

where  such  forests  and  lands  are  not  under  the  management  of  that  department 

to  "  Land  Revenue  (Miscellaneous).  " 

2.  The  question  whether,  under  these  rulings,  the  Forest  Department  is, 
entitled  to  charge  royalty  to  another  department  of  Government  upon  minerals 
taken  froui  the  forest  area,  has  more  than  once  come  before  the  Government  of 
India  ;  bnt  though  it  has  usually  been  decided,  on  these  individual  references, 
that  tbo  Forest  Department  was  entitled  to  levy  a  royalty  on  all  materials 
supplied  to  other  departments,  no  definite  general  ruling  on  the  subject  has 
yet  been  laid  down.  The  Government  of  India  now  consider  it  desirable  to 
issun  formal  orders  in  the  matter  for  general  guidance,  in  order  to  secure  nni- 
formity  of  procedure  and  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  misunderstanding. 
They  consider  that  a  distinction  may  properly  be  drawn  beetwen  vegetable 
products  which  strictly  appertain  to  a  forest  as  such,  and  animal  prodacts 
ffbtch  depend  for  their  existence  either  directly  or  indirectly  upon  the 
preseuce  of  the  forest,  on  the  one  hand,  and  minei*al  products,  the  existence  of 
which  is  independent  of  the  fact  that  the  land  is  a  forest,  on  the  other.  They 
consider,  also,  that  it  is  undesirable  to  extend  to  contractors  working  for* 
Government  department,  any  privileges  which  the  department  itself  may  enjoy 
when  operating  directly  by  its  own  establishment. 

2.  They  direct  therefore  that  the  Forest  Department  shall  charge  other 
Government  departments  for  all  vegetable  or  animal  products  extracted  from  a 
forefit  area,  in  the  same  manner  in  which  it  charges  the  public  ;  and  that  it 
ehali  similarly  charge  contractors  for  all  mineral  products  extracted  by  them, 
whether  in  behalf  of  a  Government  department  or  not.  If  a  Government 
department  extracts  mineral  products  for  sale,  they  also  will  be  charged  for. 
But  the  t'oreat  Department  will  not  charge  other  Government  departments  for 
mineral  products  extracted  from  a  forest  area  by  the  direct  agency  of  the 
department  concerned,  under  its  own  supervision  and  without  the  intervention, 
of  contractors  or  middlemen,  for  its  own  use,  and  not  for  disposal  to  the  pnblio 
,  or  other  departments  For  such  products  the  Forest  Department  will  take  no 
creditin  the  public  (Treasury)  accounts  of  Government.  But  for  statistical 
purposee  the  value  of  these  products  should  be  shown  in  the  returns  furnished 
by  the  Forest  Department,  just  as  the  value  of  timber  and  other  forest  produce 
removed  by  free  grantees  or  right-holders  is  already  shown. 

4.  The  ruling  that  certain  forest  products  shall  not  be  charged  for  if 
directly  extracted  by  other  Government  departments  for  their  own  use,  in  no 
way  confera  upon  such  departments  any  right  of  entry  upon  or  of  working  in 
the  areas  under  the  charge  of  the  Forest  Department.  That  department  retains 
its  fall  powers  of  control;  and,  subject  to  the  orders  of  superior  authority,  will 
continue  to  fix  and  limit  the  localities  where  such  extraction  may  take  place, 
and  to  impose  any  conditions  which  it  may  consider  necessary  for  the  safety  of 
its  foreBta  and  the  convenience  of  its  own  work. 

5.  The  above  rulings  will  apply,  mutatis  mutandif,  to  every  class  of  forest 
or  waste  land  at  the  disposal  of  Government,  independently  of  the  agency  by 
which  nfich  land  may  bo  administered.

I.— Under  Punjab  Government  Circular  No.  59 — 4024  of  3rd  November 
1875,  all  such  title  deeds  may  be  deposited  with  the  Deputy  Commissioners  of 
tie  districts  in  which  the  lands  and  buildings  are  situated. 

II. — ^All  Deputy  Commissioners  are  now  appointed  official  custodians  of 
fleii  documents,  each  for  his  own  district ;  and  all  old  deeds  now  with  the  Trea- 
auy  Officer,  Lahore,  should  be  sent  to  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  the  dis- 
bict  to  which  the   document   refers. 

III. — For  the  safe  custody  of  these  documents  each  Deputy  Commissioner, 
ittcept  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Lahore,  will  be  provided  with  a  tin  box, 
trtich  shall  be  kept  i aside  the  Treasury.  As  there  is  no  Treasury  at  Lahore,  the 
Hfcputy  Commissioner  of  that  district  will  be  provided  with  a  strong  iron-bound 
fcx,  which  shall  be  kept  in  such  safe  place  of  custody  as  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner may  direct. 

IV. — The  boxes  shall  be  fitted  with  Chubbs*  locks  and  duplicate  keys. 
One  of  the  keys  shall  remain  with  the  Deputy  Commissioner  and  the  other  with 
^  Treasury  Officer. 

V. — All  valuable  documents  on  being  received  by  the  Deputy  Commissioner 
sball  be  made  over  to  the  Treasury   Officer,  whose  receipt  shall  be  placed  on  the 

file. 

VI. — The  Treasury  Officer  shall  maintain  a  register  of  all  documents  made 
over  to  him. 

VII. — When  the  executive  charge  of  a  Treasury  is  transferred,  the  docu- 
ments in  deposit  shall  be  compared  with  the  register,  and  the  entries  in  the 
Agister  shall  be  initialled  by  the  relieving  Treasury  Officer. 

VIII. — No  documents  of  the  kind  referred  to  in  this  Circular  should  in

I  AM  directed  to  reply  to  your  letter  No.  9354,  dated  26th  November  1895, 
mbmittiiig  certain  remarks  and  inquiries  with  regard  to  the  Government   of 
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India's  Resolution  No.  21  (Revenue),  dated  7th  October  1895,  respecting  the 
principles  which  should  guide  Local  Governments  in  the  alienation  and  assess- 
ment of  town-sites,  the  property  of  the  State. 

2.  In  reply  to  paragraph  2  of  your  letter  I  am  to  say  that  the  intention  of 
paragraph  4  of  the  Resolotion  was  to  leave  it  to  Local  Governments  to  decide 
the  precise  form  of  tenure  which  should  be  created  when  town-sites,  the  property 
of  the  State,  are  disposed  of.  Such  tenure  might  either  take  the  form  of 
(I)  the  full  proprietary  right,  subject  to  periodical  revision  of  the  land  assess- 
ment :  (2)  a  leasehold  tenure  for  a  term  of  years,  with  or  without  a  right  to 
rtrnewaK  the  incidents  of  which  would  be  regulated  by  the  instrument  of  lease : 
or  (3)  a  statutory  occupancy  tenure,  some  or  all  of  the  incidents  of  which  would  be 
regulated  by  the  local  law  applicable  to  such  tenures  in  force  for  the  time  being. 
It  waa  not  intended  to  imply  that  sale  should  be  resorted  to  only  in  the  case  in 
which  the  proprietary  right  was  disposed  of.  It  is  of  course  open  to  a  Local 
Govf^rnment  to  allow  the  local  authority  to  put  up  for  sale,  or  to  grant,  subject 
to  a  preminm,  a  lease  of  or  a  right  of  occupancy  in  town-land  plots  belonging  to 
the  State  which  it  is  proposed  to  make  available  for  building  purposes. 

;i.  It  is  correctly  presnmed  in  paragraph  3  of  yonr  letter  that  in  stating 
thftt  the  ground-rent  to  be  fixed  in  town-sites  should  ordinarily  not  exceed  *^i 
per  (sent,  of  the  letting  value  of  the  site,  the  Government  of  India  did  not  mean 
that  any  part  of  the  fall  value  of  such  lands,  being  the  property  of  the  Stato, 
should  bo  foregone.  They  had  chiefly  in  view  the  ordinary  case  of  land  in  small 
coon  try  towns  for  which  there  is  no  keen  competition  ;  and  respecting  which 
pre8Ci'ir>tive  or  equitable  claims  on  the  part  of  individuals  to  some  reduction 
from  the  full  competitive  rent  frequently  exist.  They  agree  with  the  view 
expressed  in  your  letter  that  in  towns  where  other  conditions  exist  and  sites  are 
valuable,  the  restriction  of  the  ground-rent  to  one-thiid  of  the  full  competitive 
rent  is  either  inapplicable,  or,  if  adopted,  should  be  a^icompanied  by  provisions 
requiring  an  initial  payment  to  be  made  by  the  grant(  3  for  the  remainder  of  the 
value.  In  the  special  cases  of  Bombay  and  Karachi  d  alt  with  in  the  last  para- 
gT*ftpli  of  your  letter,  they  have  no  objection  to  the  arrangements  already  decided 
on  in  the  case  of  Bombay,  or  to  those  proposed  for  Karachi.

**  The  instructions  contained  in  the  Circular  letter  of  the  10th  August  1872, 
read  in  the  preamble,  were  provisionally  issued  pending  the  revision  in  the 
several  provinces  of  the  existing  rules  for  the  disposal  of  waste  lands  and  the 
final  aettlement  of  the  conditions  on  which  sach  lands  might  be  alienated.  The 
revision  has  been  generally  completed,  and  the  present  qaestion  for  decision  ^ 
whether  there  is  any  necessity  for  retaining  a  rule  which  authorises  Local 
Governments  and  Administrations  to  sanction  the  redemption  by  private  persons 
of  the  land  revenue  assessment  of  small  plots  of  land  required  for  dwelling  housa*^, 
factories,  gardens,  plantations  and  other  similar  purposes.  The  inquiry  now 
made  shows  that  the  authority  has  been  very  seldom  exercised  and  that  it  may 
bo  withdrawn  without  inconvenience.  The  Government  of  India  are  accordingly 
pleaa(^d  to  direct  in  modification  of  the  Circular  orders  of  the  lOth  August  1872, 
that  in  future  no  redemption  of  land  revenue  for  the  purposes  speciJSed  above 
shall  be  permitted  without  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Government  of  India. 
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2.  These  orders  will  not  affect  any  powers  already  conferred  on  Local 
Governments  and  Administrations  to  grant  exemption  from  or  reduction  of  land 
rerenue  in  respect  of  lands  acquired  by  or  made  over  to  local  anthorities  for 
foada  and  other  pablic  purposes,  or  of  lands  made  over  conditionally  for  edaca- 
tnial,  charitable  or  other  quasi  public  purposes  to  societies  or  individuals.  Nor 
irS  they  affect  the  provisions  of  any  rules  in  force  locally  in  any  province  which 
lamit  the  redemption  of  land  revenue  assessed  on  small  usual  plots,  where  the 
teoble  and  expense  of  collecting  the  assessment  are  disproportionate  to  the 
amoont.  Nor  will  they  affect  any  rules  already  sanctioned  for  any  province  by 
the  Government  of  India  authorising  for  the  same  reason  the  sale  free-of -re venue 
of  small  Government  properties  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  sell.''

If  the  payees  do  not  appear  on  the  day  fixed  for  payment  and  do  not  apply 
for  a  reference  to  the  Civil  Court  under  Section  18,  the  officer  shall  issue  notices 
to  them,  informing  them  that  if  they  do  not  attend  by  a  certain  date  the  com- 
pensation awarded  them  will  be  remitted  by  money  order,  the  amount  of  the 
money  order  fee  being  deducted.  The  following  rules  must  be  observed  in 
making  such  payments  by  money  order  : —

EXECUTIVE  INSTRUCTIONS  REGARDING  SINGLE  HARVEST 
CULTIVATION  IN  GOVERNMENT  WASTE  LANDS. 

The  practice  of  granting  licenses   to  cultivate   Government   lands  for    one 
harvest  only  has  prevailed  to  a   considerable  extent  in  the   districts  of  Shahpixr, 
Jhang,  Mooltan,  Montgomery   and  Dera    Ghazi  Khan,  and   small  areas  in  other 
districts  have  been  leased  from  time  to  time  on  these  terms.     Snch  leases  caiise 
trouble,  render  the  grazing   management   of  Government   rakhs  more   diBBcolt, 
and  are  apt   eventually   to  give   rise   to  troublesome  claipas,   which  lessen    tbe 
value  of  the  Government   property   involved   and   interfere  with  plans  for    its 
improvement.     At   the   present   moment  it   is   of  particular   importance    that 
restrictions  should  be  placed  upon  the  grant  of  such  leases  in  districts  where  the 
lands  ordinarily    leased  will  be  probably    commanded  by  canal  projects    which 
are  under  the  consideration  of  Government.     Therefore,  with  reference  to  H>a!e 
24  of  the  Rules  for  the  lease  of  waste  lands,  published  with    Correction  Slip  No. 
649,  dated  10th   July  1897,   opposite  page   670  of   Volume    IT   of   the  Revenue 
Circulars,  the  following  special  orders  regarding   the  lease  for  a  single    harvest 
only  to  tenants-at-will    of   the  right  to  cultivate    plots  of    culturable    land    in 
nnclassed  State  forest  and  waste  lands   which  are  under   the  immediate  control 
of  Deputy  Commissioners  are   issued   with    the  previous    sanction  of  the   Local 
Government  :— 

1.  In  the  Bar  lands  of  Jhang,    Montgomery  and    Gujranwala,  Avhich    will 
be  commanded   by  extensions   of  the    Chenab   Canal   now  in   progress,  no    wei/y 
leases  for  single  harvest  cultivation  shall  be   given  until  such  land.s  come   under 
colonization,  when  they  will  be  disposed  of   under  the  general  orders  regulating* 
the  colonization  ef  lands   commanded  by  the    Chenab  Canal.     Lands  at  present 
under  single  harvest  cultivation  shall  be  withdrawn  from  further  lease  when  the 
existing  cultivation  is  not  of  more  than  three  years*  standing,  unless  this  would 
cause  material  hardship  to  the  present   occupants  in  any   special  cases.     In  any 
special  cases  in  which  it  is   considered  advisable  to   renew  existing  leases  relat- 
ing to  cultivation  of  under  three  years*    standing,  and  in  all  cases  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  renew   leases  for  cultivation  of   longer  standing   than  three   years, 
the  previous  sanction  of  the  Financial   Commissioner  shall   be  obtained   before 
a  renewal  of  the  lease  is  granted. 

2.  In  the  Bar  tracts  of  Shahpur  and  Jhang,  which  will  probably  be  com- 
manded by  the  proposed  Jhelum  Canal,  in  the  Bar  tracts  of  Mooltan  and  Mont- 
gomery, which  will  probably  be  commanded  by  the  proposed  Lower  Sutlej  Canal, 
and  in  the  Thai  tracts  of  Shahpur,  Bannu,  Dera  Ismail  Khan,  Jhang  and 
Muzaffargarh,  which  will  probably  be  commanded  by  the  Indus  (Kalabagh) 
Canal,  no  leases  shall  be  given  to  fresh  applicants,  and  no  existing  lease  which 
falls  in  shall  be  renewed  unless  the  les.see  has  a  legal  or  equitable  claim  to 
renewal. 

3.  No  lease  shall  be  renewed  for  a  longer  period  than  a  single  harvest  in 
any  case  in  which  it  is  renewed  under  the  preceding  rules,  and  in  order  to  guard 
against  the  contingency  of  claims  against  Government  founded  upon  continuity 
of  lease  or  possession  a  period  of  at  least  one  day,  during  which  the  relation  of 
landlord  and  tenant  shall  not  be  in  existence  as  between  the  Government  and 
the  lessee,  shall  in  all  cases  intervene  between  the  expiry  of  the  period  of  any 
lease  and  the  commencement  of  the  period  of  the  lease  by  which  it  is  renewed, 
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[and  the  new  lease  shall  expressly  declare  that  at  the  time  of  its  commencement 
Ltte  relations  of  landlord  and  tenant  which  existed  nnder  the  expired  lease  had 
[Ceased  to  exisfc. 

4.  The  areas  to  which  the  ahove  rules  apply  will  be  communicated  to  the 
pnty  Commissioners  of  the  districts  concerned  from  time  to  time,  as  may  he 
Kssary,  and  in  any  case  when  it  is  doubtful  whether  these  rules  apply  to  any 
rticular  area  or  not,  the  orders  of  the   financial  Commissioner  shall  be  taken. 

5.  In  Dera  Ghazi  Khan  and  in  such  portions  of  the  Mooltan  and  Mont- 
nery  districts  as  are  outside  the  Chenah  and  Lower  Sutlej  Canal  projects, 
i  Deputy  Commissioner  may  make  arrangements  as  heretofore  for  the  tempor- 
f  caltivation  of  Government  lands. 

6.  In  districts  and  tracts  other  than  those  mentioned  in  the  preceding  rules 
i  of  Government  lands  for  single  harvests  shall  not  be  granted  except  with 

especial  sanction  of  the  Financial  Commissioner  in  each  case. 

7.  Evory  license  to  cultivate  for  one  harvest  only  should  state,  as  precisely 
ipOi5sible,  the  land  to  which   it  applies,  the  fee  or  rate   of  fee  to  be   charged,

2.     The  Financial  Commissioner  has  observed   that  these   instructions  are 
not  always  complied  with,  and  that  applications  are  frequently   received  in  this 
office  without  a  note  being  made  that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  the  leave  applied 
for ;  and  the  applications  have  in  consequence  had  to  be  returned  for  the  pur- 
pose.    It  has  also  been  recently  brought  to  notice  that  in  recording  the  note  on 
the  application,  as  required  by  the  orders  referred  to  above,    Deputy  Commifl- 
sioners  do  not  always  satisfy  themselves,  by  a  reference  to  the  applicant's  ser- 
vice book,  that  the  leave  applied  for  is  really  due.     In  a  recent  case,    when  a 
Tahsildar's   pension  papers  were  under  consideration,  the   Accountant- General 
pointed  out  that  the  Tahsildar  had  twice  within  four  years  been  given  leave  to 
which  he  was  not  entitled   under  the   rales   of  the  Civil   Service   Regulations. 
Moreover  on  each   occasion  he  was  granted  more   leave   than  was  due  to  him- 
In  this  connection  the  attention  of  Commissioners  and  Deputy   Commissioners 
is  invited  to  Panjab  Government  letter  No.  396,  dated  2lst  February  1889,  and 
enclosure,  to  the   address  of  all   Commissioners,   Deputy   Commissioners,  and 
Heads  of  Departments ;  and  the  Financial  Commissioner  requests  that  in  future 
when  submitting  applications  for  leave  from  Tahsildars  and   Naib-Tahsildars 
Deputy  Commissioners   will  in  each   case  personally  satisfy  themselves  by  a 
reference  not  only  to  the  official's  service   book,  but  also   to  the  rules  in  the 
Civil  Service  Regulations,  that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  the   leave  asked  for, 
and  that  they  will  record  in  their  own  hand  the  fact   that  they  have  done  so,  on 
the  leave  application.

"  The  period  above  noted  as  that  which  elapses  between  the  laying  of  the 
eggs  and  the  appearance  of  young  locusts— viff.,  from  four  to  six  weeks  and  gener- 
ally about  six  weeks — is  liable  to  variation.  Under  the  influence  of  more  than 
ordinary  beat  and  moisture  eggs  have  been  observed,  in  the  Punjab,  to  hatch 
out  in  about  a  fortnight.  Therefore  whenever  locusts  appear,  careful  observa- 
tions should  be  taken  at  once  to  ascertain  as  soon  as  possible  whether  eggs  have 
been  laid  and  young  are  being  hatched  out,  and  the  necessary  measures  for  their 
destruction  should  be  carried  out  directly  the  eggs  are  discovered.

Resolution. — It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  GK>vemment  of  India 
that  the  proyisions  of  Article  1093  of  the  Civil  Service  Regalations  are  some* 
times  applied  to  cases  in  which  it  does  not  appear  that  the  interests  of  the  pohlic 
service  reqaire  officers  to  send  their  horses  or  camp  equipment  by  steamer  or 
railway.  In  framing  themle  contained  in  Article  1(>93  and  in  allowing  Local 
Obvemmeots  to  delegate  their  powers  under  that  rule  to  Heads  of  DepaHments 
and  other  authorities,  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Government  of  India  that 
officers  should,  when  making  ordinary  journeys  on  tour  or  transfer  be  entitled 
in  addition  to  drawing  travelling  allowance,  to  convey  their  horses  or  camp 
equipment  at  Government  expense,  even  when  the  nature  of  their  duties  requires 
them  to  maintain  horses  or  camp  equipment.  The  rule  was  intended  to  meet 
the  more  or  less  exceptional  case  of  an  officer  requiring,  for  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties,  to  make  use  of  bis  horses  or  camp  equipment  in  one  place  im- 
mediately or  very  shortly  after  having  had  to  use  them  in  the  public  service 
in  another  place,  and  who  is  therefore  obliged  in  the  interests  of  the  public 
service  to  convey  them  by  railway  or  steamer.  It  is  only  therefore  when  it  is 
shown  that  public  interests  would  sufiEer  if  an  officer  sent  on  his  horses  or  camp 
equipment  by  road  or  country  cart,  or  (in  cases  of  distant  transfers)  if  he  sold 
and  replaced  them,  instead  of  despatching  them  by  the  quickest  means  at. his 
command,  that  the  cost  of  their  conveyance  by  rail  or  steamer  should  be  sane* 
tioned.  It  also  follows  that  the  concession  should  not  be  made  to  an  officer  who 
sends  forward  his  horses  in  order  to  avoid  the  expense  of  hiring  the  means  of 
conveyance  on  a  journey  for  which  he  draws  travelling  allowance,  for  that  is  the 
very  charge  which  the  travelling  allowance  is  in  such  a  case  meant  to  de&ay. 
Nor  can  the  rule  be  applied  to  meet  the  charges  for  conveyance  to  the  officer's 
station  of  a  horse  or  of  equipment  purchased  from  a  place  at  a  distance. 

2.  The  Government  of  Bombay  have  from  time  to  time  issued  orders  with 
a  view  to  restrict  the  application  of  Article  1093  to  the  cases  which  it  is  intended 
to  meet,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Government  of  India  it  is  desirable  that 
other  Local  Governments  should  issue  instructions  to  a  similar  efiEeot.  The 
Government  of  Bombay  require  the  authorities,  to  whom  they  delegate  the 
powers  obnferred  on  them  by  Article  1093,  to  submit  twice  a  year  a  return  of 
sanctions  given,  with  brief  notes  explaining  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 
They  also  prohibit  these  authorities  from  sanctioning  the  conveyance  at  Govern- 
ment expense  of  more  than  two  horses. 

3.  The  Government  of  India  do  not  desire  to  lay  down  a  hard-and-fast 
rule  limiting  the  powers  at  present  conferred  on  Lo(^  Governments  for  the 
sanction  of  the  conveyance  of  horses  or  camp  equipment  at  Government  excuse. 
But  in  future  Local  Governments  should  confine  the  application  of  the  existing 
rule  to  those  cases  to  which  the  first  paragraph  of  this  Resolution  shows  they 
are  meant  to  apply^  and  they  should  issue  any  instructions  which  may  appear 
necessary  to  ensure  that  the  authorities  subordinate  to  them  do  not  grant  the 
concession  in  cases  when  the  officers  themselves  should  properly  bear  the  cbarge 
of4sonTe7anet.

2.  The  Municipal  Committee  or  District  Board  in  whose  jurisdiction  any 
fair  ia  held  will,  under  the  control  of  the  Deputy  Commissioner,  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  proper  management  of  the  fair. 

KoTB.— It  mast  be  clearly  noderstcod  that  the  transfer  of  fairs  to  the  Local  Bodies  in 
wbope  JQri»diotion  they  are  held  does  not  in  any  way  affect  the  power  of  the  Magistrates  of 
the  district  or  the  PoHoe  aathorities  to  direct  or  take  saoh  measures  as  they  may  oonaidar 
neoessary  for  the  maintenance  of  peace  and  order  at  each  gatherings,  and  all  Local  Bodies  to 
whom  snoh  transfers  are  made  shall  be  bonnd  to  comply  with  any  requisition  which  may  be 
Bade  to  them  by  the  above  anthoritiea  in  this  behalf.

NoTB.— It  is  desirable  that  the  Civil  Surgeon  of  Umballa  should  in  person  attend  the  im- 
portant fair  of  Thanesar  and  superintend  the  medical  arrangements. 

9.  Whenever  at  any  fair  a  very  great  assemblage  of  people  may  be  expect- 
cd,  strong  barricades  should  be  erected  across  the  [roads  of  commnnication  at 
mch  places  as  the  Police  aathorities  may  determine. 

11.  The  people  as  they  arrive  must  be  made  to  encamp  in  orderly  arrange- 
ment on  the  vaeaut  spaces  between  the  roadways.  No  one  may  encamp  on  a 
roadway. 

12.  A  moderate  staff  of  officials  and  Police  shonld  meet  the  visitors  to 
the  fair  on  arrival  at  the  Railway  Station  and  the  main  approaches  to  the 
fair  to  direct  them  to  the  varions  camps,  passing  them  on  along  the  roads 
marked  ont  *  *  ^  from  one  small  picket  of  Police  stationed  at  intervals 
along  the  fair  roads  to  another.  When  a  party  of  visitors  has  been  passed  on 
to  the  picket  nearest  the  place  where  it  has  been  decided  that  it  shall  camp,  the 
picket  on  receiving;  the  party  will  show  it  the  position  allotted  to  it  and  cause  it 
to  encamp  there. 

Watkr-sdpplt. 

17.  When  a  stream  or  a  tank  is  the  source  of  water-snpply,  arrangements 
.should  be  made  to  preserve  the  drinking  water  as  free  from  contamination  as 
posrible.

23.  The  owners  of  horses,  cows  and  other  animals  shoold  be  required  to 
arrange  for  having  the  dung  of  the  animals  removed  without  the  camp. 

24.  If  any  animal  should  die,  the  owner  will  arrange  for  having  its  carcass 
removed  without  the  camp  and  buried.  The  slaughter  of  animals  should  be 
permitted  at  certain  places  only,  and  every  part  of  the  animal  shoold  be  carried 
out  of  the  fair  as  soon  Sfi  possible.  The  places  of  slaughter  should  be  carefolly 
swept  twice  in  a  day,  dry  earth  at  the  same  time  being  plentifully  sprinkled 
where  blood  may  have  been  spilled. 

25.  Places  shoold  bo  set  apart  for  the  cremation  and  burial  of  dead  bodies, 
and  no  person  should  be  allowed  to  burn  or  bury  a  body  at  any  other  place  than 
the  one  set  apart  for  the  purpose. 

Hospitals. 

38.  The  Medical  Officer  should  visit  without  delay  any  part  of  the  fair 
where  the  Police  have  reported  to  him  the  outbreak  of  sickness  arising  from 
any  cause,  and  should  arrange  that  the  sick  are  removed,  if  possible,  together 
witla  their  families  to  the  nearest  available  hospital.  Cholera  medicine  should 
be  given  to  all  who  ask  for  it 

FOLICB. 

41.  The  Police  force  should  maintain  a  careful  watch  that  the  sanitary- 
arrangements  are  fully  carried  out. 

42.  The  Police  should  forbid  the  performance  of  the  offices  of  nature  in 
or  near  the  fair  at  any  place  not  set  aside  for  such  purpose. 

43.  They  should  report, to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Pair  the  appearance 
ot^sickness  in  any  part  of  the  fair. 

44.  They  should  report  at  once  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Fair  all 
deaths  that  occur  in  the  fair  outside  the  hospitals,  maintaining  a  regiHter  of 
such,  deaths :  they  shall  forward  a  copy  of  the  register  to  the  office  of  the 
Sanitary  Commissioner  as  soon  as  possible,  after  the  termination  of  the  fair. 
The  register  should  be  in  the  form  of  the  usual  weekly  Mortuary  Register. 

•  45.  They  should  catise  all  persons  sick  of  cholera,  or  small-pox,  or  any 
bth^r  aeriocia  disetise,  to  be  carried  at  once  to  the  hospital  set  apart  for  such 
oi»e8,  and,  U  poseible,  prevent  the  approach  to  the  fair  <rf  any  penoU'^aSscted 
by  tliese  diseases.

TbBATMCMT  of  contagious   D1SBA8R8. 

50.  If  cases  of  chplera*  small-poz  or  coDtagioas  fever  should  appear  at 
any  fnir,  the  people  attacked  with  the  disease  should  be  removed  witboat  delay 
to  the  hospital  set  apart  for  contagions  diseases  and  there  treated  until  con- 
valescence has  been  established  or  the  disease  has  proved  fatal.  Persons 
mSering  from  contagious  diseases  should  be  kept  carefully  segregated  during 
their  illness  and  convalescence. 

51.  For  the  conveyance  of  such  patients  to  hospital  a  doolie  (a  charpoj^ 
carried  on  a  pole  and  covered  by  a  piece  of  mat)  and  bearers  should  be  attached' 
to  every  police  station  in  the  fair. 

52.  The  mat  should  be  burned  after  the  arrival  of  the  sick  person  at 
hospital,  and  a  fresh  piece  laid  on  the  charpoy.  Some  disinfecting  solution 
should  be  sprinkled  on  the  charpoy  on  each  occasion  of  its  being  used,  more 
especially  on  any  spots  that  may  have  been  soiled  by  the  discharges  of  a  sick 
person. 

53.  The  clothes  and  bedding  of  every  patient  who  may  die  of  the  above 
mentioned  diseases  should  be  burned  as  soon  after  his  death  as  niay  be  <3onven- 
iently  done. 

Mbascres  to  be  taken  on  outbreak  of  bpidemic  cholera. 

55.  On  the  occurrence  in  a  fair  of  a  single  case  of  cholera,  the  sick  person 
should  be  at  once  taken  to  the  cholera  hospital,  and  the  group  of  persons  or 
family  from  which  he  came  in  his  camp  should  be  held  nnder  close  supervision 
and  control  in  a  separate  camp.  The  occurrence  of  a  second  case,  especially  if 
it  happens  in  another  part  of  the  fair,  should  be  taken  to  indicate  the  presence 
of  the  disease  probably  in  epidemic  form,  and  the  fact  sbould  be  reported  at 
once  for  the  oraers  of  Government, 

56.  The  officers  in  charge  should  encourage  the  people  assembled  to  dis- 
perse to  their  homes  with  the  least  possible  delay,  aVoiding  as  much  as  possible 
the  towns  and  villages  on  their  route. 

Levy  op  tolls  and  fb9S» 

58.  Municipal  Committees  and  District  Boards  may  propose  to  levy  a  small 
fee  not  exceeding  1  (one)  anna  from  each  person  attending  the  fair  and  fees  from 
all  persons  exposing  goods  for  sale,  and  all  persons  plying  any  occupation  for 
gain  (except  water-carriers,  scavengers  and  persons  employed  in  connection  with 
the  arrangement  of  the  fair),  for  defraying  the  cost  of  sanitary  arrangements, 
Police  charges  and  other  expenses.  Such  fei3S  in  the  case  of  District  Boards 
will  require  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Division  nnder  the  special 

Ewers  conferred  upon  him  in  this  behalf  bjr  the  Punjab  Government,  or  of  the 
3ntenant-Oovernor  in  the  case  of  a  fee  levied  from  visitors,  and  in  the  case  of 
l^icipal  Committees  will  require  the  sanction  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
Boder  Section  143  (e)  and  Section  14i6  of  Act  XZ  of  1891.

Iw  continnation  of  paragraph  5  of  Mr.  Faushawe's  Circular  letter  No.  39, 
dated  9th  March  1896,  of  which  a  copy  is  attached,  I  am  directed  to  inform  you 
that,  in  order  to  regulate  the  inspection  of  Police  Offices  by  Commissioners  and 
Deputy  Commissioners,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has  ordered  the  amendment  of 
the  Police  Rules  by  the  cancellation  of  paragraph  938,  the  re-numbering  of  para- 
praph  939  as  938,  and  the  addition  of  new  paragraphs  939  and  939A.  as 
follows : — 

Paragraph  939. — "The  District  Superintendent  of  Police's  office  being 
virtually  a  branch  of  the  Deputy  Commissioner's  head-quarters  office  so  far  as 
the  prevention  and  detection  of  crime  are  concerned,  the  Deputy  Commissioner 
is  bound  to  exercise  in  regard  to  these  matters  constant  supervision  over  it,  and 
is  held  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  work  of  it  is  properly  conducted.  It  is 
therefore  unnecessary  to  prescribe  any  rules  for  inspections  of  the  District 
Superintendents'  offices  by  the  Deputy  Comndissioner,  but  the  Commissioner, 
when  on  tour,  is  expected  to  inspect  the  offices  of  the  District  Superintendents  of 
Police  and  to  record  the  result  of  his  inspection  in  a  note,  copy  of  which  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  Inspector- General  of  Police  in  his  capacity  of  Under-Secretary 
to  Government.  The  Commissioner  when  inspecting  the  District  Superinten- 
dent's office  should  make  it  his  special  business  to  ascertain  how  far  the  District 
Superintendent  personally  takes  part  in  the  work  of  detecting  crime  and  prepar- 
ing oases  for  submission  to  the  Magistrates.  He  should  make  enquiry  as  to  the 
most  important  cases  which  had  occurred  in  the  district  since  the  occasion  of 
bis  last  visit,  should  call  for  the  files  of  some  of  them  and  see  for  himself  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  work  which  the  District  Superintendent  had  done  in 
connection  with  them  and  how  far  it  had  resulted  in  success.  He  should  as- 
certain  to  what  extent  the  Police  of  the  district  co-operate  with  and  are  assisted 
by  the  Police  of  neighbouring  jurisdictions,  and  should  also  direct  his  attention 
specially  to  the  relations  between  the  District  Magistrate  and  the  District 
Superintendent  and  see  whether  the  District  Magistrate  fully  feels  and  discharges 
his  responsibility  for  controlling  and  guiding  the  District  Superintendent  in 
the  work  of  preventing  and  detecting  crime  and  preparing  cases  for  the  Magis- 
trate. 

"  Besides  attending  to  these  all-important  points,  the  Commissioner  on  the 
occasion  of  his  visit  would  look  into  the  general  working  of  the  District  Super- 
intendents' offices,  so  far  as  concerns  the  detection  and  prevention  of  crime 
and  the  preparation  of  cases. 
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"  The  folloyving  are  mentioned  as  some  of  the  points  which  would  call  for 
his  attention  thongh  he  wonld  not  be  expected  to  mention  any  of  them  in  his 
note  unless  he  fonnd  some  comment  or  suggestion  io  make  in  connection  with 
it: — 

(1)  The  manner  in  which  case  diaries  are  prepared.     Does  the  District 

Superintendent  of  Police  pass  proper  orders  on  them?  Is  there 
evidence  in  these  diaries  and  in  the  orders  passed  on  them  that 
the  investigation  of  cases  is  intelligently  carried  out  and  care- 
fully supervised  so  far  as  this  is  possible  ? 

(2)  The  manner  in-  which  Special  Reports  are  written. 

(3)  The  manner  in  which  the  Surveillance  Registers  are  kept.    Are 

the  names  of  men  who  are  now  earning  an  honest  livelihood 
struck  oft  them  ? 

(4)  The  working  of  the  Criminal   Tribes  Act  with  the  rules  under  it 

Who  keeps  the  register  ? 

(5)  Special  types  of  crimes,  i.e.,  '  barda  faroshi,'  theft  of  arms,  &c. 

(6)  The  security  proceedings  under  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code, 

(7)  Crime  on  Native  States  borders. 

(8)  Way  in  which  refusals  to  investigate  reports  are  made   (Section  157 

(6),  Criminal  Procedure  Code). 

(9)  Extent  to    which   Magistrates  direct  preliminary  enquiries  to  be

2.  I  am  to  explain  with  reference  to  the  foregoing  amendments  of  the  exist-

In  paragraph  996  (2)  as  amended  by  correction  slip  No.  J  43,  for  **  methy- 
lated spirits  of  wine  "  substitute  "  solution  of  common  salt  (prepared  as  directed 
in  Rule  (2)  of  the  Rules  contained  in  Appendix  No.  IV)  ;  "  and  for  "  covered 
with  the  spirit "  substitute  "  covered  with  the  solution.'* 

Substitute  tho  following  for  the  present  Rule  (2)*  of  the  Rules  given  in 
Appendix  No.  IV  to  Chapter  XXVI  at  page  354  :— 

(2).     If  liable  to  decomposition  it  should  be  treated  in  the  following  way : — 

(i)  In  cases  of  suspected  poisoning  in  man,  other  than  alcoholic  poison- 
ing, it  should  be  immei'sed  in  spirits  of  wine,  which  should  be  used 
in  the  proportion  of  one-third  of  the  bulk  of  tho  material. 

A^  jB.— Care  should  be  taken  that  common  bazar  spirit  is  not  used. 

(ii)  In  cases  of  suspected  alcoholic  poisoning  in  man  and  in  all  cases  of 
suspected  cattle-poisoning  it  should  be  immersed  in  a  solution  of 
common  salt.  Tho  solution  should  bo  prepared  by  adding  com- 
mon salt  to  water  at  the  ordinary  temperature  of  the  air,  stirring 
all  the  time  until  no  more  salt  dissolves,  and  the  solution  should 
then  be  filtered  through  a  plug  of  cotton  wool.  The  bottle 
containing  the  viscus  or  other  portion  of  the  body  should  be  filled 
up  with  the  solution  to  within  one-quarter  of  an  inch  of  the  stopper. 

N,B, — To  obviate  any  danger  ofjthelsolution  of  salt  being  tampered 
with,  a  separate  sample  of  the  solution  should  in  every  case  be  sent 
to  the  Chemical  Examiner  by  the  officer  despatching  the  viscus^  and  a 
second  sample  should  be  retained  in  a  sealed  bottle  in  his  office.

Aeticles  op  Agreembnt  made  and  entered  into  on  the  eighteenth  day  of 
September  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
between  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council  of  the  one  part  (hereinafter 
called  "the  purchaser'*)  and  the  Elgin  Mills  Company,  Limited,  Cawnpur  (here- 
inafter called  "  the  vendor "),  of  the  other  part  whereby  it  is  agreed  as 
follows : — 

Whereas  the  vendor  is  desirous  to  supply  and  the  purchaser  to  purchase 
certain  cloths  and  safas  for  the  use  of  the  Constables  and  Sergeants  of  the  Pun- 
jab Police,  each  of  them  respectively,  as  far  as  the  covenants  herein  contained 
are  to  be  performed  by  him,  doth  hereby  for  himself,  his  successors  and  assigns, 
agree  with  the  other,  his  successors  and  assigns  in  manner  following ;  that  is 
t^  gay : — 

I.  All  the  safas  and  drills  requii^ed  for  the  uniform  blouses  and  paija- 
mahs  of  the  Sergeants  and  Constables  of  all  bodies  of  the  Punjab 
Police  shall  be  procured  from  and  supplied  by  the  vendor. 

XL  Indents  shall  be  submitted  by  District  Superintendents  of  Police 
direct  to  the  vendor  not  less  than  three  months  before  the  cloth  is 
required.  In  this  agreement  the  expression  "  District  Superintend- 
ent of  Police  "  includes  the  Assistant  Inspector-General  of 
Railway  Police  ;  and  the  expression  "District  head-quarters  "  in- 
cludes the  Office  of  the  Assistant  Inspector-General  of  Railway 
Police. 

III.  The  vendor  shall  comply  with  all  indenf.s,  and  shall  despatch  the 
goods  indented  for  so  as  to  reach  the  indenting  officer  within  three 
months  of  the  date  on  which  the  indent  for  such  goods  reached 
Cawrnpur.  In  case  of  dispute,  such  date  shall  be  taken  to  be  the 
date  ten  days  after  such  indent  was  posted  in  the  Punjab. 

IV".  In  the  event  of  delay  on  the  part  of  the  vendor  to  comply  with  any 
indent,  the  vendor  shall  be  bound  to  pay  any  expense  incurred  in 
the  purchase  of  the  goods  mentioned  in  such  indent  in  the  local 
market,  and  the  purchaser  may  resfind  the  contract. 

By  expense  is  meant  any  extra  expense  in  advance  of  the  price  which 
would  have  been  paid  to  the  vendor  for  the  goods  he  should  have 
supplied.  Payment  for  goods  received  out  of  time  shall  not  be 
due. 

The  goods  may  be  kept  and  paid  for  at  tho  option  of  the  purchaser,  but 
if  he  declines  to  take  them,  he  shall  hold  them  on  behalf  of  the 
vendor  as  a  gratuitous  bailee.  It  is  hereby  declared  and  agreed  by 
and  between  the  said  parties  that  time  i.^  and  shall  be  deemel  to 
bo  of  the  essence  of  this  contract. 
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V.  The  property  in  the  goods  supplied  by  the  vendor  shall  not  pass,  nor^ 

shall  any  responsibility  accrue  to  the  purchaser,  unless  and  until 
any  of  the  said  goods  shall  have  arrived,  been  taken  over  by  a 
District  Superintendent  of  Police,  and  have  been  approved  by  a 
Committee  in  manner  hereinafter  provided.  No  cloths  shall  be 
delivered  from  the  first  of  J  nne  to  the  thirteenth  of  September 
(both  dates  inclusive)  to  any  district  ofiE  the  lines  of  Railway,  ex- 
cept at  the  special  request  of  the  District  Superintendent  of  Police 
of  such  district,  and  so  far  as  the  carriage  from  the  nearest  Rail- 
way Station  to  such  district  is  concerned,  at  his  risk, 

VI.  Within  three  days  after  the   receipt  of  the   goods   at  the   bead- 

quarters  of  the  district  for  which  they  are  intended  they  shall  be 
surveyed  by  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  District  Soperintendent 
of  Police  (or  his  Assistant),  a  Civil  Officer,  and  an  Inspector  of 
Police.  If  these  officers  are  not  available,  any  two  of  them  maj 
survey  the  goods  and  pass  them,  but  if  the  said  two  officers  consider 
the  goods  or  any  part  thereof  not  equal  to  muster  they  shall  sus- 
pend their  decision  until  the  third  officer  is  present  and  has  in- 
spected the  goods, 

VII.  The  vendor  has  supplied  a  sealed  pattern  sample  of  cloths  consist- 
ing of  a  piece  of  each  not  less  than  one  yard  in  longtb,  and  of  the 
full  width,  and  also  a  pattern  safa  to  each  District  Superintendent 
of  Police  and  Deputy  Inspector-General  of  Police,  and  to  the  In- 
spector-General of  Police.  Such  samples  shall  bo  deemed  the 
musters. 

VIII.  If  the  goods  arc  considered  by  the  Committee  to  be  equal  to 
muster,  they  shall  pass  them,  and  the  District  Superintendent 
of  Police  shall  remit  the  amount  payable  under  this  contract  to 
the  vendor  within  fifteen  days  of  the  date  on  which  the  decision 
of  the  Committee  was  arrived  at. 

IX.  If  the  Committee  considers  that  the  goods   supplied,   or  a   part  of 

the  goods  supplied,  are  not  up  to  muster  they  shall  send  fair 
samples  of  them  to  the  Deputy  Inspector-General  of  Police  of  the 
Circle  concerned,  and  his  opinion  shall  prevail  and  be  final  and 
binding  upon  the  parties  to  this  fi<^eement. 

In  the  case  of  the  Railway  Police  the  Eastern  Circle  shall  be  deemed  to  bo 
the  Circle  concerned.  If  the  Deputy  Inspector- General  of  Police 
rejects  the  goods  or  a  part  of  the  goods  supplied,  he  shall  ^ve 
notice  of  his  decision  to  the  vendor  and  the  District  Superintend- 
ent of  Police  concerned.  Such  District  Superintendent  of  Police 
shall  hold  the  rejected  goods  in  trust  for  the  vendor  as  a  gratui- 
tous bailee. 

X.  The  vendor  shall   be   bound,   on  receipt  of  notice   under  the  last 

preceding  article,  to  supply  a  similar  quantity  of  goods  to  those 
rejected,  to  be  despatched  within  fourteen  days  of  receipt  of  notice.

Superior  Courts  can  only  call  for  the 
submission  of  records  of  subordinate  Courts  under  the  express  powers  conferred 
by  Section  4-1  and  Section  423,  Criminal  Procedure  Code,  on  Appellate  Courts, 
and  SectJQn  435,  Criminal  Procedure  Code,'as  television;  while  the  Magistrates* 
records  in  caacs  committed  to  the  Sessions  are  submitted  under  authority  of 
Section  218,  Criminal  Procedure  Code. 

^.  If  any  officer  not  entitled  by  law  to  call  for  and  inspect  a  record  desires 
to  esamino  it,  it  is  open  to  him  to  inspect  it  under  the  rules  relating  to  the 
iijspcctiuQ  of  records,  or  to  apply  for  a  copy  under  the  rules  relating  to  tho 
supply  of  such  copies. 

4.  Provi.sions  exist  for  facilitating  inspection  by,  and  the  supply  of  copies 
tO|  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown.

(13)  feigning  illness ; 

(14)  willnlly  bringing  a  false  accusation  against  any  officer  or  prisoner ; 
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(15)  omitiing  or  refnsiDg  to  report,  as  booh  as  it  comes  to  his  knowledge 

the  occarrence  of  any  fire,  aoy  plot  or  conspiracj,  any  escape, 
attempt  or  preparation  to  escape,  and  any  attack  or  preparation 
for  attack  npon  any  prisoner  or  prison  official;  and 

(16)  conspiring  to  escape,  or  to  assist  in  escaping,  or  to  oomniit  any  other 

of  the  offences  aforesaid. 

812. — When  in  the  opinion  of  the  Saperintendent  any  of  the  following 
offences  are  established  against  any  prisoner,  he  shall  refer  the  case  to  the 
Magistrate  exercising  jarisdiction  for  enquiry  in  accordance  with  the  Code  of 
Criminal  Procedure,  1882  :— 

(1)  Offences  punishable  under  Sections  147,  148  and  152  of  the  Indian 

Penal  Code. 

(2)  Offences  punishable  under  Sections  222,  223  and  224  of  the  Indian 

Penal  Code. 

(3)  Offences  punishable  under  Sections  304— A,  309,  325  and  326  of  the 

Indian  Penal  Code. 

(4)  Any  offence  triable  exclusively  by  the  Court  of  Session. 

(2).  It  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent  to  determine  with 
respect  to  any  other  act  which  constitutes  both  a  prison-offence  and  an  offence 
under  the  Indian  Penal  Code,  whether  he  will  use  his  own  powers  of  pnnishment 
or  move  the  Magistrate  exercising  jurisdiction  to  enquire  into  it  in  accordance 
with  the  Code  of  Criminal  Procedure,  1882. 

813.— The  Superintendent  may  examine  any  person  touching  any  of  the 
offences  mentioned  in  paragraph  811  supra^  and  determino  thereupon,  and  punish 
such  offence  by — 

(1)  a  formal  warning ; 

Explanation,^ A  formal  waraing  shall  mean  a  waraing  personally  addressed  to  a

(5)  the  substitution  of  gunny  or  other  coarse  fabric  for  clothing  of  other 

material,  not  being  woollen,  for  a  period  which  shall  not  exceed 
three  months  -, 

(6)  imposition  of  handcuffs  of  such  pattern  and  weight,  in  such  manner 

and  for  such  period,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  rules  made  by  the 
Governor-General  in  Council ; 

(7)  imposition  of  fetters  of  such  pattern  and  weight,  in  such  manner  and 

for  such  period,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  rules  made  by  the  GoTtr- 
nor-General  in  Council ; 

(8)  separate  confinement  for  any  period  not  exceeding  six  months ; 
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Ewplanation. — Separate  oonfloement  means  sach  confinement  with  or  without  labour 
as  BedndeB  a  prisoner  from  commanioation  with,  bat  not  from  sight  of  other 
prisoners,  and  allows  him  not  less  than  one  hoar's  exeroise  per  diem,  and  to  have 
his  meals  in  association  with  one  or  more  other  prisoners ; 

(9)  penal  diet,  that  is  restriction  of  diet  in  snch  manner  and  subject  to 
snch  conditions  regarding  labour  as  may  be  prescribed  bjtbe 
Local  Oovemoient : 

Ph>yided  that  snch  restriction  of  diet  shall  in  no  case  be  applied  to  a 
prisoner  for  more  than  ninety-six  consecati^e  hoars,  and  shall  not 
be  repeated  except  for  a  fresh  offence,  nor  until  after  an  interval 
of  one  week ; 

(10)  cellular  confinement  for  any  period  not  exceeding  fourteen  days : 
Proyided  that  after  each  period  of  cullular  confinement  an  interval  of 

not  less  duration  than  such  period  must  elapse  before  the  prisoner 
is  again  sentenced  to  cellular  or  solitary  confinement ; 

Mxplanation. — Cellalar  confinement  means  sach  confinement  with  or  withont  laboor  as 
«  entirely  seolndes  a  prisoner  from  communication  with,  bat  not  from  sight  of, 

other  prisoners ; 

(11)  solitary  confinement  for  any  period  not  exceeding  seven  days : 
Provided  that  after  each  period  of  solitary  confinement  an  interval  of  not 

less  duration  than  such  period  must  elapse  before  the  prisoner 
is  again  sentenced  to  solitary  or  cellular  confinement ; 

Mttplanation, — Solitary  confinement  means  such  confinement  with  or  without  labour 
as  entirely  secludes  the  prisoner  both  from  sight  of,  and  communication  with) 
other  prisoners ; 

(12)  penal  diet  as  defined  in  clause  (9)  above  combined  with  solitary  con- 

finement SB  defined  in  clause  (11) ; 

(13)  whipping,  provided  that  the  number  of  stripes  shall  not  exceed  thirty : 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  render  any  female  or 
civil  prisoner  liable  to  the  imposition  of  any  form  of  handcuffs  or 
fetters,  or  to  whipping. 

814. — Any  two  of  the  punishments  enumerated  in  the  last  foregoing  para- 
graph may  be  awarded  for  any  such  offence  in  combination,  subject  to  the

(12)  any  combination  of  minor  punishments  admissible  under  Section  47

819  C. — With  reference  totlic  provisions  contained  in  Section  46,  clauses  6 
wid  7  of  the  Prisons  Act  (IX  of  1894),  the  Governor-Oeneral  iuQoiincil  is 
l^ttsedr  to  make  the  following  rules  to  regulate  the  imposition  of  hamicfU£p8

Cross-bar  fetters  composed  of  a  single  bar  for  the  purpose  of  keeping 
the  legs  apart  and  of  ankle-rings.  The  total  weight  of  such  fettm, 
including  ankle-rings,  shall  not  exceed  2ilb8.  The  length  of  the 
bar  shall  not  exceed  sixteen  inches  in  the  case  ofmen  whosye 
not  less  than  five  feet  six  inches  in  height ,  or  fourteen  inches  m 
the  case  of  men  below  this  height. 

819  P. — The  maximum  period  for  which  fetters  may  be  continuously  in»- 
posed  shall  be — 
(a)  in  the  case  of  linked  fetters,  twelve  months ; 
(6)  in  the  case  of  bar-fetters,  six  months; 
(c)  in  the  case  .of  cross-bar  fetters,  two  hundred  and  forty  hours. 

A  period  of  at  least  ten  days  must  elapse  after  fetters  of  any  kind  bay® 
been  imposed  as  a  punishment  for  a  prison-offence  before  they  can  be  agw'fl 
imposed  as  a  punishment  for  another  prison-offence,  whether  of  the  same  kinder 
not.

Imprest  Accodnts. 

In  continuation  of  this  oflBcc  letter  No.  517,  dated  8th  February  1806,  I  have  the  honor  to 
statu  that  the  Examiner  of  Public  Works  Accounts,  Punjab,  has  a^^ain  brought  to  my  notice, 
in  bis  Inspection  Reporis  of  the  OflBoes  of  Executive  Engineers  of  this  Circle  (vide  extracts 
enclosed)  the  unpunctual  submission  of  their  *'  Imprest  Account "  by  Superintendents  of  Jails. 

2.  If  this  account  cannot  be  submitted  on  duo  date,  it  would  be  better  to  abolish  "  Im- 
prests" and  let  the  Superintendent  send  his  bills  and  contractors  over  to  the  Executive  Eng- 
ncer  or  the  Subdi visional  Officer  to  I>e  paid  direct.  Perhaps,  if  the  Jailor  was  held  personall}' 
responsiblt*,  and  ho  is  the  man,  I  understand,  who  has  most  to  do  with  the  imprest  cash,  for 
the  punctual  submission  of  the  Imprest  Account,  it  would  be  done.

JuLLUNDUR  Division. 

Paragraph  5  (a). — The  Improst  Accounts  of  the  different  Superintendents  of  Jails  are 
Bubmitlod  for  irregular  periods,  and  also  many  days  after  the  last  entry  in  the  accounts.  This 
has  been  noticed  in  the  lost  two  reports  on  the  Division,  and  this  irregularity  should  no  longer 
bo  allowed  to  continue. 

(6). — The  Superintendent  of  Dharmsala  Jail  submitted  imprest  for  the  following  periods  as

CIRCULAR  MEMO.  No.  1698  of  1897. 
To 

All  Superintendents  of  J.^ils  in  the  Punjah. 

Dated  23rd  June  1897. 

As  there  appears  to  be  some  misunderstanding  of  the  order  conveyed  in 
Departmental  Circular  No.  3  of  the  2 1st  March  1893- in  the  matter  of  reserving 
accommodation  for  prisoners  travelling  by  railway,  whereby  the  Jail  Depart- 
ment is  put  to  loss,  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  orders  con- 
veyed in  Government  of  India,  Public  Works  Department,  Resolution,  No. 
1424 — 31  R,  dat^d  the  8th  April  1879,  circulated  with  Departmental  Circular 
Memo.  No.  2644,  dated  the  27th  May  1879,  and  in  doing  so  to  request  that,  in 
future,  in  the  case  of  requisitions  on  the  N.-W.  and  B.  B.  and  C.  I.  Railways  yoa 
will  apply  ^or  the  number  of  compartments  required  for  the  prisoners  and  their 
escort  calculated  at  eight  fares  for  each  compartment  authorized  to  accommodate 
ten  prisoners. 

For  example,  if  a  gang  of  sixty  prisoners  in  charge  of  one  jail  official,  and 
nineteen  policemen,  forming  escort,  is  to  be  despatched,  eight  compartments 
should  be  reserved  and  sixty-four  fares  paid,  forty-eight  by  the  Jail  Department 
by  credit  note  and  sixteen  by  the  Police  Department  in  cash.  In  other  words, 
you  will  apply  for  forty-eight  tickets  for  prisoners  and  jail  officials,  and  reserve 
accommodation  for  nineteen  policemen. 

2.  Another  point  which  gives  rise  to  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary  trouble 
and  correspondence  is  that  it  is  not  as  a  rule  stated  on  requisitions  wliethcror 
not  reserved  accommodation  is  needed.  This  should  invariably  be  done,  and  I 
beg  that  you  will  see  that  it  is,  before  signing  requisitions.

Note.— This  statement  is  intended  to  be  a  help  to  Medical  Officers  of  Jails  in  deciding  up<in  the  health  of 
prisoners  on  admission,  the  kind  of  diet  on  which  they  shonld  be  placed,  and  the  nature  and  amount  of  Ubor 
on  whieh  they  should  be  employed,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  replace  the  careful  medical  examination  to 
which  each  prisoner  shonld  be  subjected.  In  any  instance  where  a  prisoner,  otherwise  healthy,  is  found  to 
be  much  below  the  tkvemge  weight  for  his  height,  this  should  be  Uken  as  an  indication  that  his  case  requires 
cooBideration  in  the  matter  of  labor,  or  diet,  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  his  further  deviation  from  the 
■tandard.

I  AM  directed  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  No.  413,  dated  the  9th  December 
1895.  regarding  the  preparation  of  a  comparative  statement  of  the  heights  and  weights  of  prison* 
era  for  use  in  all  Central  Jails,  with  a  view  to  assisting  the  Snperin tendon ts  to  decide  upon 
the  health  of  prisoners  on  admission,  the  kind,  of  diet  on  which  they  shonld  be  placed,  and  the 
nature  and  amount  of  labor  on  which  they  should  be  employed.  It  is  stated  that  the  PuDJab 
Goremment  entirely  agrees  with  the  Local  Inspector-General  of  Jails  that  the  adoption  of 
soch  a  test  would  not  only  be  of  no  material  assistance,  but  would  have  a  decidedly  miachiey- 
OQ*  tendency.  The  Inspector-General  strongly  deprecates  the  substitution  of  this  test  for 
^e  carefnl  medical  examination  of  prisoners  on  admission  to  jail  as  now  carried  out  in  the 
Punjab. 

2.  In  reply,  I  am  to  say  that  it  was  never  intended  that  the  weight  test  shonld  take  the 
place  of  the  medical  examination  of  convicts  on  admission  into  jail,  and  that  any  such  misap- 
prehension  of  the  orders  passed  would  be  very  serious  ;  but  it  was  c;>nsidered  that  tables  care- 
fnlly  prepared  would  materially  assist  Jail  Saperintendente  in  arriving  at  a  correct  oonolu- 
rion  regarding  the  general  state  of  a  prisoner's  health  on  admission  after  a  proper  medical 
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ei&mia&Uon  ImJ  been  matl^t-.  If  it  were  tho  facfc  that  tho  medical  examination  diBclosed 
no  dis^aBOd  condition »  a  pHsoner  whose  relative  weight  to  height  was  normal  mifrht  with  safety 
bo  ootisidered  to  be  in  sunit^fii^ntly  good  health  fur  jail  labor.  Bat  if  his  weight  wert)  much 
below  thd  normfi]  then  n  fcirther  consideration  of  his  case  woald  probably  be  desirable.  It 
maat  be  r^Tiienj birred  that  tho  class  of  prisoners  usoally  admitted  into  jail  are  ordinarily  rather 
b«low  than  abo76  the  aff^nige  weight,  and  that  loss  of  weight  in  their  case  means  loss  of 
h&yth.  1  Am  ta  add  that  ulE  other  Local  Governments  and  Administrations  have  taken  action 
oD  the  propo«ULl  in  the  Hom^  Department  Circalar  of  the  27th  June  1805  for  the  prepar> 
afciOTi  of  a  compftrative^tateijient  of  the  weights  and  heights  of  prisoners  for  upe  in  Central 
Jails  ;  and  that  the  iiovernoierit  of  India  wonld  be  glad  if,  with  the  explanntion  now  afforded, 
the  proposal  ci'jald,  with  tht?  permission  of  Uis  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  be  given  effect 
to  alao  iu  the  Funjfilj.

Parti.  367- J.     After  this  para,  insert : — 

867i?.  It  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  sentry  on  the  central  tower,  if  there  is 
ouo  U>  give  the  alarm  of  the  commencement  of  an  outbreak  or  disturbance  by  the 
soQnding  o£  a  goncf.  Upon  this  sio^nal  being  given,  or  when  news  of  an  outbreak 
or  distnrbsmce  is  otherwise  received,  the  bell  at  the  main  gate  shall  be  rung,  and 
it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  jail  guard,  and  every  jail  official 
who  i^  oateide,  to  proceed  at  once  to  the  guard  room  and  arm  himself  under  the 
orders  of  Ibe  senior  officer  present.  This  officer  will  despatch  a  message  to  the 
Snpcrirtendent  and  Jailor,  if  they  are  absent,  and  to  the  lines  to  summon  every 
available  man. 

\W)7i\  Upon  the  alarm  being  given  the  whole  guard  and  all  other  officials 
availjiblo  shall  be  ordered  to  arm  with  muskets  and  fix  bayonets,  and  each  man 
after  providing  himself  with  at  least  twenty  rounds  of  buckshot  ammunition 
flliuiiUl  fall  in.  The  main  gate  sentry  with  three  other  warders  shall  be  posted 
between  the  gates  to  defend  the  main  gate,  and  unless  the  prisoners  are  actually 
thrtvitciiiiif;  the  main  gate,  the  rest  of  the  force  available  should  enter  the  jail 
and  proceed  at  the  double  to  the  scene  of  the  disturbance.  If  the  prisoners  are 
threaten! Tig  the  main  gate,  it  must  bo  defended  until  the  guard  is  strong*  enough 
to  enter  and  drive  the  prisoners  back  to  their  yards. 

M7D^  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  convict  inside  the  jail,  who  is  not  already 
locked  np,  immediately  upon  the  alarm  being  given  to  run  at  once  to  previously 
selcctt'il  places  of  security,  usually  the  nearest  sleeping  barrack  where  they  shall 
ba  as  Ui-v  as  possible  locked  in  by  the  warders  inside  the  jail. 

WCilK,  On  reaching  the  scene  of  the  disturbance,  the  guard  shall  proceed  to 
qaell  it  in  such  manner  as  the  officer  in  command  may  direct,  action  being  first 
directed  to  preventing  any  attempt  to  scale  the  walls,  to  isolating  the  rioters  from 
other  CLMivicts,  and  to  rescuing  any  jail  official  who  may  be  in  danger.  If  the 
disturbtiiioQ  is  accompanied  by  a  combined  attempt  to  break  out  of  the,  jail,  tbe 
officer  iu  command  should  at  once  warn  the  prisoners  that  they  will  bo  fired 
upou  if  tliey  do  not  submit.  If  circumstances  permit  of  the  delay,  this  warning 
tihiviild  hi'  given  three  times,  and  then  if  there  appears  to  be  no  other  way  of 
quelling  the  disturbance,  he  may  open  fire  on  the  refractory  prisoners,  but  shall 
stop  firing  the  moment  that  they  ceaso  resistance  or  submit. 

367  F.  The  main  gate  sentry  or  the  additional  warders  posted  between  the 
gates  ftball  defend  the  main  gate  at  all  risks,  and  shall  fire  upon  any  prisoner 
attempting  to  force  the  gates  after  first  warning  him  that  he  will  be  fired  upon 
unless  he  desists. 

SQ7G.  If  the  disturbance  occurs  within  the  wards,  as  at  nigbt,  the  available 
force  shuU  enter  the  jail  under  arms  as  directed  in  para.  S67B  and  proceed 
at  tbe  double  to  the  yard  gate  whence  a  party  armed  with  batons  shall  bo  detach- 
ed to  enter  the  ward  and  quell  the  disturbance,  the  remaining  force  standing  fast 
at  the  yard  gate. 

367H.  Gangs  which  are  outside  the  jail  when  the  alarm  is  sounded  shall 
bo  at  once  collected  and  halted  under  guard  of  their  escort  until  the  disturbance 
ifiovert  tbe  convicts  being  made  to  sit  down  close  together. 
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.367/.  Ifc  is  of  importance  that,  if  an  oatbreak  occurs,  every  man  should 
know  precisely  what  he  has  to  do,  and  with  this  object  an  alarm  parade  shoald 
be  held  once  a  month  or  of tener  in  each  jail  at  which  the  procedure  laid  down  in 
the  foraging  rules  should  be  rehearsed  as  accurately  and  as  promptly  as  possible. 
Ifcsbonld  be  especially  impressed  on  convicts  that,  on  the  alarm  being  given,  they 
most  run  at  once  to  the  assigned  place  of  security,  failing  which  they  will  be  held 
to  betaking  part  in  the  disturbance.

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3.     The  target  should  be  made  of  coarse  cloth  stretched  on  an  iron  or  wooden

ContrG 3  feet  in  diameter. 

Outer remainder  of  target. 

The  Bull's  Eye  should  be  made  of  a  paper  disc  of  the  diameter  stated, 
painted  black,  and  pasted  in  the  centre  of  the  target.  The  centre  should 
be  indicated  by  a  black  line  (circle). 

4.  The  value  of  hits  on  the  target  will  be  as  follows  : — 

Ball's  Eye , 4  points. 

Centre...,, : 3  points. 

Outer.. 2  points. 

Ricochets  and  misses  should  be  recorded  on  the  Target  Register  by  a  0. 

5.  For  fiigualling  purposes  a  dummy  target  will  be  provided  at  the  butte, 
with  two  discfi  at  the  end  of  bamboo  rods,  Gae  disc  to  be  painted  white  on  one 
side  and  hlimk  cm  the  other,  and  the  second  to  be  painted  red.  In  addition  to 
the  above  two  ilags  will  be  provided,  one  red,  and  the  other  red  and  white. 
Bhots  will  be  signalled  as  follows  :  —

6,  There  should  always  be  two  markers  in  the  butt  when  class  firing  i» 
going  on  J  aud  one  of  them  should  be  not  below  the  rank  of  1st  grade  warder. 

7,  All  practices  at  the  range  must  be  conducted  in  the  presence  of  an 
official  not  below  the  rank  of  Assistant  Jailor. 

8,  Previotis  to  the  commencement  of  firing,  the  officer  superintending  the 
practice  will  examine  the  target  and  satisfy  himself  that  there  are  no  bullet 
marks  on  it,  and  that  it  is  otherwise  in  accordance  with  orders.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  practice  he  will  have  all  ballet  holes  pasted  over. 

9,  No  ahot  must  be  fired  at  the  range  until  the  red  flag  on  the  stop  butt 
16  hoisted  and  the  "commence  fire  "  has  been  given,  either  by  bugle  call  or 
other  means. 

10,  There  should  be  a  danger  flag  at  the  marker's  butt,  and  at  the  firing 
point,  and  all  tiring  should  cease  when  these  flags  have  been  hoisted.  Whero 
poBwiblci  a  bugler  should  be  on  the  range  and  under  orders  of  the  officer  super- 
intending the  practice. 
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11.  The  following  number  of  points  shall  qualify  warders  being  placed 
in  classes : — 

Marksman 45  points  and  upwards. 

Ist   class 35  and  less  than  45. 

2nd  class r...25  and  less  than  35. 

3rd  class 20  and  less  than  25. 

12.'  Warders  who  do  not  obtain  the  required  number  of  points  lo  admit 
them  to  the  3rd  class  should  be  made  to  repeat  the  practice  till  thoy  do. 

13.  Marksmen  should  be  given  a  badge  consisting  of  crossed  rifles  which 
wiUbe  worn  on  the  right  sleeve  below  elbow.  This  badge  must  ho  carnod  a,n» 
niudly,  and  must  not  continue  to  be  worn  in  any  year  in  which  ib  wardei'  fails 
to  qualify  for  it. 

14.  In  addition  to  the  number  of  rounds  prescribed  for  the  antiaal  c^ursep 
each  Warder  should  be  allowed  10  rounds  of  ball  ammunition  for  practice  at  the 
range  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  annual  course. 

15.  The  annual  course  will  ordinarily  be  fired  between  the  )st  November 
md  3lst  December  of  each  year,  but  it  is  discretionary  with  Suiierintendenta 
of  Jails  to  order  the  commencement  of  the  course  on  an  earlier  dntcv  The 
coarse  must,  however,  be  completed  before  the  31st  December  of  each  year.

At  the  present  time  it  takes  the  Moharrir 
fall^-  half  an  hour  ench  day  to  prepare  the  parc/io,  and  even  then,  mistakes  are  very  liable  to 
be  made.  With  ihi^  table  tb©  work  is  considerably  reduced,  as  the  diet  of  any  combination 
of  prisoners  can  b&  made  out  very  simply  and  easily.  The  hundreds,  tens  and  units  are  ready 
r^lcalatod  ^  «o  all  that  iii  oc^ce^ary  is  to  add  3  rows  of  figures  to  find  out  the  quantity  of 
wheaten  fiourT  or  any  other  article,  for  any  number  of  prisoners  for  a  day.  The  table  is 
udapt^  to  all  jaila,  and  for  this  reason  I  send  it  to  you,  should  yoa  care  to  have  it  circulated. 
A  still  better  iij^a  would  be  to  have  a  diet  scale  for  all  the  consecutive  numbers,  say  50  above 
and  50  lurlow  the  sverspfp  oF  aoy  given  jail,  and  the  table  put  on  rollers  like  an  ordinary 
almanac.  For  thm^  however,  fi  special  table  would  be  required  for  each  jail,  owing  to  the 
differenceB  of  populntioti,  but  tlio  advantages  would  be  that  by  simply  turning  a  handle,  so  as  to 
bring  the  nnmber  of  prisouers  to  lie  dieted  opposite  the  slot,  the  whole  diet  for  the  day  oonid 
l»e  seen  at  a  glance  without  n.ny  calcalations  whatsoever. 

2.  I  have  added  at  the  bottom  of  the  table  some  particulars  as  to  the  kind  of  diet  to  be 
^fed  at  varionB  times  of  the  week  and  year,  as  there  seems  to  exist  a  good  deal  of  doubt 
amongst  Su peri nten den tfl  nu  to  whnt  they  should  use,  and  the  directions  in  the  Jail  Manual  are 
anything  but  qoite  clear.  By  having  the  diet  given  in  a  short  concise  way  on  a  table  pasted 
«ii)  tho  office  wall  It  would  be  likwly  to  receive  more  attention  than  it  does  at  present  and  more 
deHnite  and  pointed  instructioDi  would  lead  to  less  mistakes  being  made. 

To  complete  the  ttilile  a  note  bas  been  added  showing  the  time  that  anti-scorbntics  should 
tje  ijs^  in  the  dietflry,  and  t!ie  tjuantity  per  head  of  each  kind  that  should  be  issued.

A  certificate  under  this  Arti- 
cle is  not  required  for  journeys  over  20  miles  a  day,  but  only  when  a  journey 
is  made  by  a  public  conveyance  as  defined  in  Article  54,  Civil  Service  Regular 
tions,  which  obviously  does  not  include  any  hired  ordinary  means  of  locomotion 
as  distinguished  from  a  regular  passenger  transit  service. 

2.  In  bills  in  the  spskce  provided  for  the  public  conveyance  used,  it  is 
almost  an  invariable  practice  to  enter  "  ekka,"  pony,  camel,  horse,  and  I  have 
even  noticed ''  foot,"  without  any  regard  to  the  definition  of  a  public  conveyance, 
or  the  necessity  for  any  certificate  under  Article  1170  (ii). 

3.  Further,  I  would  add  that,  travelling  allowance  authorized  under 
Article  1170  A,  Civil  Service  Regulations,  should  be  so  specified  in  the  bills.

em  Provinces  and  Oadh,  the  namber  of  coins  cut  which  have  been  reduced  by 
reasonable  wear  and  tear  is  exceptionally  high.  As  the  proportion  of  tht^  cotns 
of  older  issues,  which  are  most  likely  to  have  been  so  red  need,  is  nlnioRt  the 
same  in  both  Provinces,  it  seems  most  probable  that  either  (1)  coins  reduced 
by  reasonable  wear  and  tear  are  treated  by  your  Treasury  OflBcer  as  fraudalently 
reduced  coins,  or  (2)  that  no  notice  is  taken  by  them  of  coinfi  reduced  by 
reasonable  wear  and  tear,  and  that  they  only  cut  fraudulently  red  need  eoinB, 
I  have  the  honour  accordingly  to  invite  your  special  attention  to  these  poiota, 
ae  well  as  to  the  rules  on  the  subject  quoted  above,  and  to  request  that  yon  will 
direct  your  Treasury  Officer  to  see  that  most  careful  attention  is  paid  to  the 
rules  and  that  as  full  an  examination  as  is  possible  is  made,  so  that  the  coins 
which  have  obviously  been  fraudulently  reduced  may  be  separated  from  those 
which  have  been  reduced  by  reasonable  wear  and  tear.

CIRCULAR  No.  1  or  1897. 
To 

All  Collectors  of  Districts  and  Officfrs  in  Charge 

OF  District  Excise  in  the  Punjab. 

Dated  Ut  February  1897. 

The  following  general  insfcractions  are  issued  witli  the  sanction  of  the 
Financial  Commissioner  for  the  guidance  of  Collectors  when  disposing  of  licenses 
for  veud  of  exciseable  articles  during  the  forthcoming  financial  year  J  897-98. 

2.  The  term  of  licenses  for  vend  of  imported  spirifnons  and  fermented 
liquors  (Form  XV,  Correction  Slip  73,  page  28  of  Excise  Pamphlet),  the  fees 
for  which  are  determined  by  auction,  may  be  fixed  at  one,  two  or  thiee  yeai*s 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Collector,  notice  of  the  term  fixed  being  given  early  ; 
that  is,  as  long  before  the  licenses  in  question  are  put  up  to  auction  as  time  now 
permits. 

3.  Before  the  licenses  for  retail  vend  of  hemp  drugs  are  put  up  to  auction 
the  contractors,  assembled  to  bid  for  such  licenses,  should  be  informed  that  the 
quantitative  limits  prescribed  for  retail  vend  of  charas  and  bhang  in  sub-clause 
(m)  of  Section  3  of  the  Excise  Aot,  XI [  of  1896,  must  be  rigidly  observed  by 
persons  acquiring  licenses  to  sell  chiraB  and  bhang  retail.  That  is,  a  vendor  not 
holding  a  license  for  wholesale  vend  of  charas  and  bhawj^  but  licensed  only  to 
sell  charoi  or  bhang^  or  both  by  retail,  m^  sell  not  more  charas  than  five  tolas, 
and  not  more  bhang  than  one  ser  to  any  one  person  at  one  time. 

Vendors  desirous  of  sellin;^  in  larger  quantities  at  one  time  must  take  out 
a  license  for  wholesale  veud  of  hemp  drugs,  the  fee  for  which  is  fixed  at  R8.il6 
per  annum.  The  conditions  of  the  wholesale  license  will  be  that  the  holder 
may  sell  only  to  other  licensed  vendors  of  charas  or  bhang,  and  to  them  chara$ 
in  quantity  not  less  than  one  ser  at  a  time,  and  bhang  in  quantity  not  less  than 
five  sera  at  a  time. 

4.  Before  the  auctioning  of  next  year's  licenses  for  retail  vend  of  spirits, 
opium  or  Hemp  drugs  is  commenced,  the  contractors  oolleoted  to  bid  for  such 
licenses  should  be  informed  that  from  April  next  any  vendor  who  has  acquired 
by  bid  or  tender  a  license  for  retail  vend  at  a  shop  where  the  sales  are  consider- 
able will  be  under  the  necessity  of  submitting  monthly  accounts  showing  tho 
quantity  sold  under  his  retail  license  each  month. 

5.  Contractors  who  have  been  granted  shop  licenses  for  retail  vend  of 
imported  spirits  on  payment  of  fixed  fees  (Form  XV,  Correction  Slip  No.  70, 
page  27  of  Excise  Pamphlet),  should  be  requested  to  submit  periodical  retnms 
of  their  sales  at  such  intervals  as  the  Collector  may  think  proper,  bat  not  less 
often  than  once  every  six  months. 

6.  A  condition  binding  retail  vendors  of  hemp  drugs  not  to  sell  at  one 
time  to  one  person  in  larger  quantities  than  those  fixed  in  Section  3  (n)  of  the 
Excise  Act  (XII  of  1896),  and  a  condition  binding  all  retail  vendors  who  have 
acquired  their  licenses  by  bid  or  tender  to  submit  monthly  account  of  their  sales 
will  be  inserted  in  the  Bxcise  lioeose  forms  ooaoomed  by  this  Office,  so  far  M 
Mj  bo  foand  practicable. 
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7.  The  period  for  which  auction-purchased  licenses  for  retail  vend  of 
imporkii  spirits  are  granted  at  the  Collector's  discretion,  and  the  intervals  at 
which  lif^cnsees  paying  fixed  fees  for  the  right  of  selling  snch  spirits  should 
subrutt.  accounts  of  their  sales  according  to  orders  to  be  issued  by  the  Collector 
in  each  (:^e  must  necessarily  be  recorded  as  additional  conditions  in  the  license 
forms  concerned,  under  the  Collector's  own  supervision. 

8.  The  following  conditions  affecting  the  vend  of  hemp  drugs  should  be 
brought  to  the  notice  of  intending  purchasers  of  licenses  to  sell  hemp  drags 
boforo  the  bidding  for  such  licenses  commences  :  — 

(a).  OJiaras  already  imported  from- Central  Asia  can  only  be  released 
from  bond  within  the  limits  of  the  Punjab  on  payment  of  a  daty 
of  eight  annas  a  ser. 

(6).  Oharas  imported  hereafter  will  only  be  released  from  bond  in  the 
Punjab  when  a  duty  has  been  paid  thereon  at  Rs.  2  per  ser. 

(c).  Charm  imported  alreadj'  or  hereafter  can  at  the  owner's  wish  and 
risk  be  consigned  in  bond  to  any  other  Province  vnthout  paying 
any  duty  in  the  Punjab. 

{d).  There  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  any  duty  being  imposed  on 
hhang  to  take  effect  during  the  coming  financial  year. 

9.  Tfc  may  be  as  well,  perhaps,  to  invite  attention  again  to  this  Office 
Circular  Letter  No.  682  of  the  28th  December  1895,  wherein  Collectors  were, 
n  nder  the  orders  of  the  Local  Government,  requested  to  grant  licenses  for  vend 
of  opium  and  hemp  drugs  only  in  localities  in  which  a  sufficient  demand  for 
aithor  class  of  drags  has  been  ascertained  to  exist ;  and  to  auction  the  licenses 
for  vend  oE  opium  separately  from  those  for  vend  of  hemp  drugs.  When  the 
places  at  which  opium  shops  are  to  be  maintained  have  been  fixed  upon,  there 
is  no  objection  to  the  shops  in  al^  part  of  the  district  or  even  in  the  whole 
district  being  grouped  for  auction  purposes  to  such  extent  as  the  Collector  may 
consider  Buitable  with  reference  to  the  conditions  of  his  district:  similarly} 
with  the  shops  established  for  vend  of  hemp  drugs.  But  whether  shops  aie 
Bold  singly  or  in  groups,  a  separate  license  must  be  granted  for  each  sliop.

Provincial  Forms  A  to  O 
are  not  the  same  as  usual,  but  when  filled  in  they  will,  taken  all  together,  furnish 
much  the  same  information  regarding  the  Excise  of  the  Provioce  as  those  state- 
ments have  afforded  hitherto  in  their  superseded  form.  It  should,  however,  be 
noted  that  in  filling  in  Statement  C  no  liquor,  opium  or  drug  receipts  should  be 
entered  except  those  actually  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  district  for  which 
the  statement  is  being  prepared.  That  is,  the  entries  in  columns  I  to  23  of  the 
statement  should  agree  with  the  credits  under  corresponding  heads  in  the 
Treasury  accounts  under  "  V— Excise  "  Receipts.  Similarly,  the  entries  in 
Statement  D  should  agree  with  the  entries  in  the  Treasury  charges  account 
under  "  7  — Excise."  The  same  instructions  apply  to  the  preparation  of  Imperial 
Returns  Nos.  I  and  II.  For  the  Provincial  Excise  Report  a  sepamte  statement 
Bhowing  the  Excise  collections  for  which  each  district  is  entitled  to  take  credit 
according  to  it<s  actual  license  fee  income  and  according  to  its  consumption  of 
exoiseable  articles,  will  be  prepared  in  this  office  from  information  partly  avail- 
able already  and  partly  to  be  furnished  in  the  returns  now  asked  for. 

5.  Statements  E,  F,  G,  H  and  I  are  the  same  as  in  past  years.  State, 
luents  K,  L  and  M  are  new,  the  two  latter  being  framed  for  the  collection  of 
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Btatistics  which  will  assiat  this  office  in  apportioning  correctly  to  different  dig- 
tricts  (1)  the  still-head  duty  on  coon  try  spirits  and  (2)  the  import  duty  on  opiam 
oonanmed  in  the  Province  during  the  year  under  report. 

6.  In  none  of  the  statements,  forms  for  which  are  now  being '  supplied, 
aeed  EgurcR  be  shown  for  any  year  other  than  that  under  report. 

7,  Office  oapies  of  the  Excise  Notes  and  Returns  should  be  sent  for  the  year 
1896-97  to  ihi^  oQce  not  later  than  the  25kh  of  April  next

The  annexed  revised  form  of  Monthly  Statement  of  Excise  Income  is  pre- 
scribed in  supc^rsession  of  that  published  with  Excise  Circular  No.  6.  dated  the 
Si8th  lietjeniber  1894,  and  should  be  used  with  effect  from  the  commencement  of 
the  erii^uiit^  Rnancial  year.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  instructions  contained 
in  the  footnotes,  the  purport  of  which,  in  brief,  is  that  no  credits  should  be 
ghowu  in  tiny  colamn  of  the  statement  except  for  sums  of  money  actually  paid 
duriug  thr^  month  under  report  into  the  Treasury  of  the  district  whose  monthly 
B  tat  erne  nt  is  undt'r  preparation. 

At  the  cloBe  of  the  year  each  disfrict  will  be  given  credit  for  its  proper 
ah  are  of  ilie  provincial  receipts  under  each  head  of  Excise  income  by  an  adjust- 
ment to  btj  mnde  in  the  central  oflBce,  on  information  famished  from  districts, 
either  at  the  end  of  every  month,  or  in  their  Annual  Excise  Reports. 

2.  From  districts  in  which  a  bonded  warehouse  for  storage  of  eharai  has 
been  o^^tabHAhed  or  into  which  opium  is  firbt  imported  from  Afghanistan, 
Ea^slimir  or  Native  Hill  States,  in  accordance  with  Opium  Rule  26  (u)  and  (ut), 
or  from  the  Treasuries  of  which  Excise  Opium  is  sold  to  licensed  vendors  of 
opiDm,  snpplementary  monthly  statements  will  be  required  in  the  forms  annexed 
to  this  Circular,  and  should  be  forwarded  every  month  from  each  of  the  districts 
ooneerned  along  with  their  monthly  statements  of  Excise  income. 

'3.  From  A  pril  next  the  quarterly  statements  of  Excise  opium  will  no 
longer  bo  requiied,  their  piece  being  taken  by  the  monthly  statement  of  which 
a  form  accompanies  this  Circular.

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The  FiQancial  Commissioner  entirely  concurs  in  the  remarks  made  in  para- 
graph 67  of  the  Report  in  regard  to  the  frequent  inadequacy  of  sentences  which 
involve  merely  a  tine.  Serious  offences  against  the  Excise  laws,  especially 
when  it  is  probahlethat  the  offender  makes  a  practice  of  the  offence,  should 
ordinarily  be  punished  with  imprisonment  or  with  imprisonment  and  tine.

Page  71. — Strike  out  BuUs  25  and  26,  the  heading  to  Rule  26,  and  the  letter 
{h)from  the  heading  to  Bute  27  and  substitute  the  following  : — 

25  (t).  Government  may  import  opium,  intoxicating  drugs  and  poppy 
heads  on  its  own  account. 

(u).  Opium  other  than  Malwa  opium,  and  which  has  been  produced  in 
foreign  territory  situated  to  the  west  of  the  Indus,  or  in  Kashmir,  or  in  the 
Native  States  under  the  political  control  of  the  Punjab  Gt)vernment,  may  be 
imported  into  the  Punjab  by  vendors  licensed  under  Rule  53  or  Rule  45  and 
by  lessees  of  farms  under  Rule  59,  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  laid  down 
in  Rule  26  and  subject  to  the  payment  of  such  duty  as  may  from  time  to  time 
bo  fixed  by  the  Government  of  India. 

Bmception, — No  opium  may  be  imported  from  the  States  of  Bahawalpur  and 
Lobaru,  the  Bahawal,  Kanti,  Narnanl,  Kanaundh  and  Dadri  parganas  of  tho 
Nabha,  Patiala  and  Jind  States,  and  the  Nahar  villages  of  the  Dujaiia  State. 

(lit)-  Malwa  opium  may  be  impoi*ted  into  the  Punjab  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Rules  27  to  38,  and  not  otherwise. 

26.  (i).  Any  vendor  licensed  under  Rule  53  or  Rule  45  and  any  lessee  of 
a  ferm  nnder  Rule  59  desirous  of  importing  any  opium  of  the  class  referred  to 
in  Rule  25  (u)  may  on  application  obtain  a  permit  for  such  import  from  tho 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  the  District  in  which  the  vendor  is  licensed  to  sell 
opium :  the  permit  shall  be  drawn  up  under  the  Deputy  Commissioner's 
signature,  and  shall  state  clearly  in  what  district  the  person  named  in  the 
permit  is  licensed  to  sell  opium ;  it  shall  also  detine  the  period,  not  exceeding 
two  months  from  date  of  permit,  during  which  the  permit  may  remain  in  force, 

(u).  The  importer  may  take  the  permit  so  obtained  to  the  head-quarters 
of  the  frontier  district  into  which  he  decides  to  import  the  opium  from 
Afghanistan,  Kashmir,  or  other  Native  State,  and  shall  present  it  to  the  Deputy 
Commissioner,  or  officer  in  charge  of  the  Excise  revenue,  together  with  an 
application  addressed  to  him  stating  the  quantity  of  opium  which  the  applicant 
wishes  to  import,  not  being  less  than  10  sers  at  one  time.  He  shall  then  pay 
on  demand  the  duty  due  on  the  quantity  entered  in  his  application,  after  which 
a  pass  shall  be  given  to  him  under  the  signature  of  the  Deputy  Commissioner, 
or  officer  in  charge  of  the  Excise  revenue,  authorising  the  applicant  to  import 
such  quantity  of  opium  as  he  has  paid  duty  on,  and  directing  that  the  opium 
to  be  imported  shall  on  entering  British  territory  be  taken  direct  to  the  head- 
quarters or  nearest  tahsil,  whichever  the  Deputy  Commissioner,  or  officer  in 
charge  of  the  Excise  revenue,  may  see  fit  to  order  in  each  case,  of  the  district 
in  which  duty  has  been  paid. 

(m*).  On  arrival  at  the  district  bead-quarters  or  tahsil,  as  provided  in 
the  pass,  the  opium  shall  be  weighed  and  the  entries  in  the  pass  examined. 
If  fte  opium  importdi  is  found  to  be  in  excess  of  that  on  which  duty  has  been 
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pkid,  sacb  eT€€*s  amoaDt  shall  be  detained  nntil  the  importer  produce  a  farther 
ret^eipt  fi^m  the  head-qaarters  treasary  for  the  duty  doe  thereon.  If  Ae 
oi>LQin  imported  is  found  to  be  less  than  the  quantity  on  which  duty  has  been 
pAidf  the  importer  may  apply  to  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for  refund  of  the 
excess  duty  paid,  and  the  Deputy  Commissioner  may  grant  the  refujid  or  piM 
such  other  order  as  the  case  may  require. 

The  opinm  on  which  duty  has  been  paid  shall  be  made  over  to  the  importer, 
together  with  a  Transport  Pass  prepared  under  Rules  19 — 21.  A  copy  of  the 
Transport  Pass  shall  be  forwarded  at  once  to  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  the 
district  of  destination.

I  AM  directed  to  inform  yoa  that  Rai  Bahadar  Sardar  Amrik  Sin^b,  Hassaii- 
walia,  Extra  Assistant  to  the  General  Superintendent,  Thagi  and  Dakaiti  De- 
partment, at  Indore,  and  in  charge  of  the  special  agency  for  the  detectioa  and 
prevention  of  opium  smuggling  from  Native  States  in  Central  India  and  Raj  pu- 
tana  into  British  India  has,  by  order  of  the  Punjab  Government,  been  empowered 
as  an  officer  of  the  Police  Department  to  exercise  within  the  limits  of  the 
Paojab  the  powers  specified  in  Section  14  of  the  Opium  Act,  1878,  aud  also  to 
examine  at  any  time  the  licenses  and  accounts  of  any  licensed  vendor  of  opium 
in  the  Punjab. 

2.  The  Local  Government  have  also  directed  that  in  the  event  of  any  con- 
Tiotion  of  opium  smuggling  being  brought  about  by  the  assistance  of  members 
of  the  special  detective  agency,  information  of  such  convictions  shall  be  forward- 
ed  by  District  Magistrates  to  Rai  Bahadar  Sardar  Amrik  Singh  in  the  nccam* 
panying  form.

Copies  of  the  executive  instructions  sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government 
for  the  regulation  of  the  grant  of  rewards  to  informers  and  others  under  Excise 
Act,  1896,  and  the  Opium  Act  1878,  and  of  correspondence  on  the  same 
subject  that  has  passed  between  the  Local  Government  and  the  Registrar  of  the 
Chief  Court,  Punjab,  are  circulated  herewith  for  the  information  and  guidance 
of  all  District  OflScers,  with  the  request  that  the  instructions  therein  contained 
may  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  all  officers  concerned. 

2.  This  office  Circular  No.  3  of  the  30th  January  1890  is  hereby  cancelled 
and  a  correction  slip  is  enclosed  which  cancels  Rule  58  of  the  Rules  under  the 
Excise  Act  published  at  page  22  of  the  Excise  Pamphlet. 

3.  Rule  67  of  the  Rules  published  with  Punjab  Government  Notification 
No.  653  A,,  dated  1st  April  1889,  reprodaced  at  page  78  of  the  Excise  Pamphlet, 
has  been  cancelled  by  Punjab  Government  Notification  No.  84  of  the  4th  May 
1897,  and  a  correction  slip  will  follow. 

Ezeontive  instrnctions  for  the  regalation  of  the  grant  of  rewards  under  the  Excise  Act,  1896 

and  the  Opinm  Act,  1878. 


Under  the  orders  of  the  Government  of  India  conveyed  in  their  letter  No. 
4289  S.  R.  of  the  7th  October  1896,  to  the  address  of  the  Revenue  Secretary 
to  the  Punjab  Government,  Rule  67  of  the  Rales  under  the  Opium  Act  I  of 
1878,  has  been  cancelled,  and  the  grant  of  rewards  to  informers  and  others  in 
connection  with  offences  against  the  provisions  of  that  Act  or  the  Rules  framed 
thereunder  is  hereafter  to  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  following  execu- 
tive orders.  The  same  procedure  may  be  followed  also  in  cases  arising  under  the 
Excise  Act,  No.  XII  of  1896,  where  a  Magistrate  has  not  exercised  the  powers 
conferred  on  him  by  Section  60  of  that  Act,  it  is.  anticipated  that  Magistrates 
will  seldom  exercise  these  powers ;  but  the  references  to  the  Excise  Act  in 
the  executive  orders  below  must  be  regarded  as  applicable  in  those  cases 
only  in  which  no  award  has  been  made  by  a  Magistrate  under  the  section 
quoted  :— 

I. — Whenever  any  fine  is  imposed  under  the  Opium  Act,  1878,  or  under  the 
Excise  Act,  1896,  on  a  person  convicted  of  the  unlawful  manufacture,  import 
sale,  purchase  or  possession  of  any  exciseable  article  or  of  the  unlawful  cultiva- 
tion of  plants  from  which  opium  or  intoxicating  drugs  are  produced,  the  Collec- 
tor may,  subject  to  the  limitations  imposed  by  the  following  rules,  grant  rewards 
at  his  discretion  to  any  persons  who  were  instrumental  in  the  detection  of  the 
offence,  the  seizure  of  the  articles  in  respect  of  which  the  offence  was  committed 
or  the  capture  of  the  offender ;  or  who  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  conviction 
of  the  offender.

II. — No  award  shall  bo  made  by  the  Collector  under  Rule  I  until  the  period 
of  appeal  against  the  order  of  conviction  has  expired  or  the  appeal  having  been 
made  has  been  rejected. 

IIL — The  total  amount  of  rewards  awarded  by  the  Collector  under  Rule  I  in 
respect  of  any  conviction  under  the  Opium  Act,  1878,  or  under  the  Excise  Act, 
1896,  Khali  xxni  exceed  the  sum  total  of  fines  imposed  in  the  case  plus  the  pro- 
ceeds of  liny  i;onfiscation  ordered  in  connection  therewith. 

IV. — No  single  reward  in  any  one  case  in  excess  of  Rs.  50  shall  be  granted 
by  tho  Collector  except  under  the  sanction  of  the  Financial  Commissioner 
obtu fried  through  the  Commissioner  of  Excise,  and  the  same  sanction  shall  be 
r^nirud  before  rewards  in  the  aggregate  exceeding  Rs.  100  are  granted  in  any 
OHO  case. 

V,— No  reward  shall  be  granted  by  the  Collector  under  Rule  I  to  any 
TahsUdar,  Ndib-Tahsildar,  Deputy  Inspector  of  Police,  or  officer  of  higher  grade 
in  tlio  Ro venue  or  Police  Department,  except  with  the  sanction  of  the  Financial 
Uommi&sicmcr. 

VL — When  a  conviction  under  the  Opiam  Act,  1878,  or  under  the  Excise 
Act,  189G,  has  been  obtianed,  but  no  fine  has  been  imposed,  or  when  a  proseca- 
tion.  has  fail  ad  to  result  in  aconvicton  ;  if  the  Collector  is  of  opinion  that  a  reward 
has  betjti  uaroed  by  any  person  or  persons  who  have  given  information  in  the 
case  or  thetwiso  assisted  towards  the  prosecution,  he  may  report  the  case  through 
the  Commihsioner  of  Excise  for  sanction  of  the  Financial  Commissioner  to  the 
distpibution  of  rewards  not  in  the  aggregate  exceeding  Rs.  200  in  each  case. 

Vll,— The  Financial  Commissioner  may  either  of  his  own  motion  or  on 
application  made  by  or  through  the  Commissioner  of  Excise,  grant  rewards  for 
information  regarding  offences  against  the  Opium  Act,  1878,  or  the  Excise  Act, 
lS9t>,  or  against  Rules  made  under  either  of  these  enactments. 

Explandiion. — It  is  not  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  action  faken  uniier  this 
m\<^  that  liny  person  should  have  been  convicted  of  any  offence  against  the  Opium 
or  Excise  Lh,w,  or  that  any  proceedings  should  have  been  taken  in  court  in  conse- 
qaencv.^  of  the  information  for  which  a  reward  is  sought  to  be  given  ;  but  if  the 
casi)  has  involved  any  proceedings  in  court,  then  no  reward  should  be  paid 
mudor  this  rale  until  the  courts  have  tried  the  case  and  the  appeal,  if  any. 

Vni. — Payment  of  rewards  under  the  foregoing  rales  shall  be  made  subject 
to  t.hc  existence  of  budget  provision  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  Note  37 
Appendix  P,  page  665  of  the  Civil  Account  Code.

In  continuation  of  paragraphs  1  and  2  of  this  office  Circular  No.  4  of  the 
17th  March  1893,  and  in  supersession  of  paragraph  3  of  that  Circular,  attention 
JBdrawntothe  following  orders  of  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  and 
the  Financial  Commissioner  on  the  subject  of  the  arrangements  to  be  made 
^th  Native  States  under  the  political  control  of  the  Punjab  Government  in 
regard  to  the  location  of  excise  shops  on  either  side  of  their  boundary  line. 


Extract  paragraphs  1,  2  and  4i  of  a  letter  No.  577  A.,  dated  6th  March  1897,  from  M, 
W.  Fenton,  Esquire,  Revenue  Secretary  to  Government^  Punjab^  U  tJie  JuniGr 
Secretary  to  the  Financial  Commissioner^  Punjab. 

In  reply  to  your  letter  No.  270  C,  dated  5th  October  1895,1  am  now  direct- 
ed to  convey  the  following  orders  of  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant- Governor  on 
the  Subject  of  the  arrangements  to  be  made  with  the  Patiala  Darabr  in  regard 
to  the  location  of  spirit  and  opium  shops  along  the  borders  of  Pati^ki  and  Eritiali 
territory. 

2.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  quite  agrees  with  Mr.  Tupper  that  the  matter 
18  not  one  of  sufficient  importance  to  require  that  it  should  be  pressed  to  a  dogrea 
that  would  irritate  a  State  like  Patiala,  and  our  officers  should,  iiioroovDr,  be 
careful  not  to  insist  on  the  general  rule  as  to  the  three  miles '  difttaiico  against 
Native  States  to  an  extent  to  which  they  are  not  prepared  to  act  up  to  it  thcra- 
selves,  as  it  woald  seem  from  the  correspondence  that  some  of  ihi^m  haTo^ 
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perhaps,  been  doing.  But  at  the  same  time  His  Honor  attaches  considerable 
importance  to  this  rule,  and  the  Government  should,  he  thinks,  be  careful  not  to 
allow  it  to  hii  altogether  whittled  away.

The  orders  of  the  Government  of  Jndia  quoted  below  are  circulated  for 
information  by  order  of  the  Local  Government.  At  present  most  of  the 
methylated  spirits  used  in  this  Province  are  procured  from  the  Rosa  Distillery 
of  Shahjahanpur,  where  the  ingredient  employed  for  rendering  the  spirit  un6t 
for  human  consumption  is  *'  wood  spirit  "  ;  which  ia  mixed  with  pure  spirit 
in  the  proportion  of  10  per  cent,  of  wood  spirit  to  90  per  cent,  of  pure  spirit. 
It  is  admitted  that  **  wood  spint "  is  not  so  effective  for  the  purpose  of 
rendering  liquor  unfit  for  human  consumption  as  Caoutchoucine.  The  objec- 
faoD  to  the  latter  is  that  it  spoils  the  spirit  for  use  in  chemical  laboratories 
where  methylated  spirits  are  in  constant  request ;  nevertheless  if  any  District 
Officer  finds  cause  for  suspecting  that  spirits  methylated  with  **  wood  spirit " 
we  passing  into  consumption  in  any  form  either  by  itself  or  mixed  with 
potable  spirits,  the  matter  should  be  reported ;  as  it  may  hereafter  be  necessary 
to  insist  on  Caoutchoucination  as  the  only  reliable  method  of  rendering  spirit 
^ly  non-potable.

As  will  be  seen  from  paragraph  4  of  this  Department's  letter  No.  1851  S.  R.,  dated  the 
24th  April  1897,  to  which  I  am  to  invite  attention,  the  Government  of  India  have  decided  that 
it  is  onnecessary  to  undertake  legislation  for  the  amendment  of  Act  XVI  of  1863.  I  am, 
aooordingly,  to  request  that  when  there  is  manufacture  of  methylated  spirit  at  local  distilleries, 
executive  orders  may,  with  the  permission  of  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  be  issaed  to 
l^^^ct  and  Excise  Officers  informing  tbem  that,  notwithstanding  the  preamble  and  the  pro- 
^81008  of  Section  I  of  Act  XVI  of  1863,  spirit  which  has  been  rendered  eflfectually  and  per- 
nianently  unfit  for  human  consumption  may  be  removed  from  any  licensed  distillery,  on 
payment  of  duty  calculnted  at  5  per  cent,  on  the  value  of  such  spirit,  without  the  necessity  of 
wcertaining  that  it  is  to  be  "  used  exclusively  in  arts  and  manufactures  or  in  chemistry."

Thb  accompanying  form  of  license  to  work  a  still  in  a  Government  distil- 
W  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Financial  Commissioner  in  the  place  of  B'orm 
^0'  IX,  at  page  25  of  the  Excise  pamphlet,  and  will  come  into  use  from  the 
commencement  of  next  financial  year. 

Attention  is  invited  more  particularly  to  the  following  provisions  under  the 
^«w  form  of  license : — 

Hitherto  it  has  been  usual  to  charge  what  is  known  as  still  or  ground  rent 
ftk  Eb.  2  per  mensem  on  every  still  in  use.  This  rent  will  no  longer  be  charged, 
'>ttt  in  itg  place  a  fee  of  Rs.  25  will  be  levied  in  advance  for  each  still  license, 
'ftether  it  be  granted  ior  the  full  term  of  one  financial  year  or  less. 

Under  Condition  III  power  is  reserved  to  the  Collector  to  cancel  the  still 
license  in  case  the  licensee  is  found  infringing  the  Excise  law  or  any  of  the  con- 
^M  of  his  license ;  or  if  he  fails  to  work  his  still  with  due  regularity. 
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Condition  IV  is  so  framed  as  to  render  an  incomings  licensee  responsible  for 
providing  his  own  still  in  case  none  be  already  available,  and  an  oatgoing 
licensee  responsible  for  clearing  off,  within  a  time  to  bo  fixed  in  each  case  by  the 
Collector,  any  property  he  has  left  in  the  distillery  in  case  he  wishes  to  retain 
possession  of  snch  property. 

According  to  Condition  X,  it  is  incambent  on  each  licensed  distiller  to 
provide  for  storage  of  the  spirit  he  distils,  casks  or  jars  of  a  pattern  prescribed 
by  the  Collector,  and  in  all  large  distilleries  at  least  advantage  should  be  taken 
of  this  provision  to  insist  on  distillers  providing  storing  vessels  of  a  uniform 
pattern,  and  as  they  fall  oat  of  order  to  replace  them  with  new  ones. 

By  Condition  XI  each  licensed  distiller  is  held  responsible  not  only  for 
preventing  spirit  distilled  by  himself  from  being  removed  out  of  the  distillery 
contrary  to  rule,  but  also  for  imparting  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  distillery 
any  information  he  may  receive  of  illicit  removal  of  spirit  distilled  by  other 
licensees. 

Condition  XII  gives  the  Collector  increased  powers  of  control  over  any 
spirit  remaining  over  to  a  distiller  when  his  license  determines  for  any  cause. 
The  other  conditions  are  much  the  same  as  have  been  usually  enforced. 


Form  of  License  to  work  a  still  in  a  distillery  established  nnder  Section  6  of

of  the  Panjab  commencing  from  the  .     A  fee  of  Rs.  25  has  been  paid  in  respect 

of  the  license,  and  the  conditions  subject  to  which  the  license  is  granted  are  as  follows  :— 

I. — This  license  is  granted  personally  to  the  licensee,  and  shall  cease  in  the  event  of  his 
decease  during  its  currency  or  for  other  reasons  named  in  the  conditions  following. 

II.— The  license  shall  determine  in  any  case  on  March  31st,  189  ,  subject  to  renewal  at  the 
Collector's  discretion  on  payment  of  a  fresh  fee  of  Bs.  25. 

III. — The  license  shall  be  liable  to  cancellation  at  the  Collector's  discretion — 

(1)  If  the  licensee  commit  a  breach  of  the  Excise  law  or  rules  thereunder,  or  of  any  of 

the  conditions  herein  stated  ; 

(2)  If  ho  fail  to  commence  distilling  within  fifteen  days  of  the  date  (hereinbefore)  fixed ; 

(3)  If  he  cease  working  his  still  for  a  week  without  the  Collector's  permission ; 

(4)  If  he  distils  less  often  than  fifteen  days  in  the  month  otherwise  than  with  the  Oollec- 

tor's  leave. 

IV.  (1)  The  licensee  shall  provide  a  still  at  his  own  cost  on  a  site  and  of  a  pattern 
approved  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  distillery  sabject  to  the  Collector's  approval. 

(2).  If  his  license  determine  for  any  reason  and  is  not  renewed  the  licensee  shall  on 
notice  received  from  the  Collector,  and  within  the  time  fixed  therein,  either  remove  the  still 
erected  and  worked  under  the  license,  or  shall  make  it  over  to  any  other  person  who  has 
obtained  a  license  to  work  a  still. 

(8).  The  licensee  shall  deal  similarly  with  any  materials  or  apparatus  introduced  into 
the  distillery  by  himself  for  use  in  connection  with  the  still  the  license  for  which  has  been 
withdrawn. 

(4).  If  the  licensee  fail  to  comply  himself  with  the  direction  of  the  Collector,  it  shall  be 
within  the  discretion  of  that  officer  to  sell  or  remove  the  still,  and  other  materials,  and  the 
lioensee  shall  not  be  entitled  to  compensation  in  respect  thereof. 
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V.  The  lioensee  shall  not  add  to  or  cause  any  alteration  in  any  building  erected  in  the 
distillerj  encloeare  without  the  Collector's  permission. 

YI.  (1).  No  materials,  apparatus,  casks  or  other  vessels  shall  be  introduoed  by  the 
licensee  into  the  distillery  without  the  knowledge  and  approval  of  the  oflSoer  in  obarge  of  the 
distillery  or  nnder  his  4iroction. 

(2).  All  materials,  apparatus,  casks  and  other  vessels  introduced  into  the  distillery  by 
the  licensee  for  nse  in  the  manufacture  or  storage  of  spirit  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  and 
eiamination  by  the  officer  in  charge  for  the  time  being. 

(3).  Ko  material  or  mixture  or  preparation  of  any  kind  shall  be  removed  from  a  distil- 
lery Tvithout  the  permission  and  authority  in  writing  of  the  officer  in  charge. 

W\.    In  manufacturing  spirit  in  the  distillery  the  licensee  shall  use — 

(1).    No  deleterious  substance. 

(2).     No  vessel,  apparatus  or  material  of  which  the  Collector  has  disapproved. 

(3).     No  fermented  substance  other  than   what   has  been   prepared  on   the   distillery 
premises. 

VI II.  (1).  The  licensee  shall  not  distil  or  permit  his  agents  or  servants  to  distil  spirits 
at  any  time  before  sunrise  or  after  sunset. 

(2).  He  shall  not  enter  upon  the  distillery  premisoR before  sunrise,  and  shall  not  remain 
on  such  premises  after  sunset'or  permit  his  agents  or  servants  to  enter  on  or  remain  in  the 
distillery  premises  otherwise  than  with  the  permiHsion  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  distillery. 

IX.  (1).  All  waste  material  and  refuse,  whether  fluid  or  solid,  thrown  off  during  or 
accumulating  in  oonpeqnenco  of  the  mannfartnre  of  spirit  in  the  still  hereby  licensed  shall  be 
removed  from  the  distillery  at  the  tjiarge  of  the  licensee. 

(2).  If  the  licensee  does  not  himself  make  nrr»»nj;ement8  for  the  removal  of  such  waste 
material  or  refuse  the  Collector  may  have  it  removed,  and  may  cause  the  charges  for  such 
removal  to  be  recovered  from  the  licensee. 

X.  (1).  The  licensee  shall  mnke  over  any  spirit  distilled  by  him  to  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  distillery  to  be  ganged,  measured  and  stored  under  double  locks,  or  removed  from  the 
distillery  in  manner  provided  by  the  Excise  rules. 

(2).  For  the  storage  of  spirit  distilled  by  him  and  placed  under  double  locks  the  licensee 
shall  provide  casks  or  other  ve:«sels  of  such  kind  und  pattern  as  the  Collector  may  prescribe. 

XI.  (a).  The  licensee  shall-  not  permit  any  spirit  manufactured  in  the  distillery  in 
which  he  holds  a  license  for  distil lati<m  to  bo  removed  from  the  distillery  premises  in  quan- 
tity less  than  2  gallons  at  a  time,  or  of  strength  higher  than  London  Proof  or  otherwise  than— 

(1).  After  duty  has  been  paid  thereou  at  the  rates  laid  down  in  the  rules  nnder  the 
Excise  Act. 

(2).     Under  cover  of  a  pass  granted  in  manner  provided  in  the  Excise  rules. 

(b).  The  licensee  shall  be  bound  to  inform  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  distillery  of  any 
removal  of  spirit  made  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  condition  on  such  removal  coming 
to  his  knowledge,  and  the  licensee  shall  also  be  bound  to  communicate  to  the  officer  in  charge 
any  information  coming  to  him  of  an  intention  or  attempt  to  remove  spirit  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  condition,  on  whosesoever  part  such  removal,  attempt  or  intention  be 
made. 

XII.  Any  spirit  manufactured  under  this  license  and  remaining  over  in  the  distillery  on 
tW  determining  of  this  license  shall  bo  disposed  ^)f  in  such  manner  as  the  Collector  may  by 
written  order  direct. 

Provided  thai — 

(I).  If  the  license  has  determined  in  ordinary  conr^e  owing  to  the  expiration  of  its 
term  of  en rrency  the  owner  of  the  spirit  may  be  allowed  a  period  of  one  week 
within  which  to  dispose  of  it  by  private  arrangement. 
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(2).  If  the  licenfle  has  determined  owing  to  cancellation  for  breach  of  Excise  roles  or 
of  any  condition  of  this  license  any  fine  payable  for  Piich  breach  of  rule  or 
conditiou  may,  if  noceasary,  be  realized  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such 
spirit. 

XIII.     The  licensee  shall  conform  in  all  respects  to   rnles  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Financial  Commissioner  in  respect  to  the  management  of  distilleries.

In  compliance  with  the  orders  of  the  Financial  Commissioner  and  in  con- 
tinaatiou  oE  this  Office  Circular  Letter  No.  632  of  the  28th  December  1895,  the 
attention  of  District  and  Excise  Officers  is  invited  to  the  directions  contained  in 
paragraph  11  of  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  Review  of  the  Excise 
Keport  lor  tbe  year  1896-97. 

2.  Tiio  orders  of  the  Local  Government  as  to  the  desirability  of  keeping 
hemp  drQ|;  licenses  distinct  from  opium  licenses  are  clear  and  emphatic  ;  where, 
ther<»fort%  ii  District  Officer  finds  that  local  conditions  do  not  admit  of  such 
(iepnrfttitui,  he  should  submit  an  explanation  of  the  case  through  this  office  for 
the  information  of  the  Financial  Commissioner. 

>?,  As  regards  licenses  for  vend  of  hemp  drugs  there  is  little  difficulty, 
the  Finfincial  Commissioner  understands,  in  ascertaining  the  places  at  which  an 
ftpprei^iablc  demand  for  c/iara«  exists;  and  if  a  mistake  has  been  made  in  the 
selection  of  any  particular  place  for  establishing  a  c/tara*'  shop  it  can  be  easily 
corrected  when  the  auction  sales  of  such  shops  have  taken  place;  the  fact  of  a 
ehatas  license  going  cheap  may  ordinarily  be  taken  as  a  sure  sign  that  the  license 
is  not  needed.  The  disposal  of  bhang  licenses  is  attended  with  more  uncertainty, 
partly  because  the  supply  of  bhang  is  practically  unlimited,  and  in  many  parts 
of  the  Vrtivlmte  the  drug  is  to  be  had  for  the  gathering,  and  partly  because  the 
demand  for  bhang,  while  more  universal  than  that  for  chiras,  is  much  less  con- 
centrated in  well  recognised  centres.  The  best  way,  therefore,  of  carrying  out 
*the  intentions  of  the  Local  Government  will  be  for  the  Collector  to  ascertain  aa 
far  at!  In*  cun  the  places  at  which  bhang  shops  can  most  usefully  be  maintained. 
If  at  any  of  those  places  it  has  been  decided  to  maintain  charas  shops  as  well, 
then  tli*^  question  whether  the  two  licenses  can  be  sold  separately  or  together 
can  be  Hett  led  with  reference  to  the  known  local  demand  for  bhang]  if  that 
demand  be  considerable,  the  bhang  licence  should  be  sold  separately;  other- 
wise It  may  be  put  up  to  auction  along  with  that  for  chams.  In  places  where  it 
ia  proposed  to  open  a  bhang  shop  but  a  license  for  vend  oi  charas  in  not  required, 
then  the  intention  to  grant  the  bhang  license  should  only  be  persevered  in  if  the 
hid  made  for  it  at  public  auction  shows  the  shop  to  be  worth  opening ;  or  if 
opened  in  former  years,  to  be  worth  maintaining.

To 

All  Depdty  Commissioners  in  the  Punjab. 

Dated  2nd  November  1897. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Excise  establishment  of  this  Provnice  came 
under  general  revision  last  in  the  year  1889.  The  present  scale  of  the  district 
staff  was  introduced  early  in  the  following  year.  The  Excise  establishments  of 
cantonments  were  revised  slightly  later  owing  to  the  question,  so  far  as  they 
were  concerned,  having  to  be  threshed  out  in  communication  with  the  Military 
authorities.  The  present  reference  will  be  confined  to  district  establishments 
only;  and  of  them  to  only  such  portion  as  is  maintained  for  Excise  oflSce  work 
and  the  prevention  of  breach  of  Excise  law  and  rules.  The  few  contuil  distil- 
leries now  kept  up  are  needed  for  provincial  purposes,  and  not  for  the  special  benefit 
of  the  districts  in  which  they  happen  to  be  located,  so  that  in  considering  the 
requirements  of  each  district  we  may  put  the  distillery  ebtablishment  on  one  side. 

2.  Since  the  revision  of  1883  the  Excise  revenue  has  advanced  50  per  cent., 
and  Excise  business  is  rapidly  growing.  A  saving  of  Rs.  5,748  has  been  effected 
in  annual  Excise  expenditure  by  the  closing  of  distilleries.  Quito  lately  the 
Government  of  India  has  been  pressing  for  increase  of  Excise  taxation  and 
improvement  of  control  over  the  production  of  opium  and  hemp  drugs  and  their 
distribution  to  consumers ;  while  the  Local  Government,  in  reviewing  the  last 
Provincial  Report  expressly  approved  of  the  steps  recently  instituted  to  secure 
greater  regularity  and  system  in  our  retail  vendors'  accounts.  On  all  grounds, 
therefore,  clear  justification  can  be  shown  for  approaching  the  Local  Government 
wi'jh  proposals  for  strengthening  the  Excise  staff  in  those  districts,  at  least  in 
which  Excise  revenue  and  business  have  both  increased. 

3.  The  Appendix  attached  to  this  Circular  Memo,  quotes  comparative 
figures  for  the  expenditure  on  the  Excise  oflSce  preventive  and  distillery  staff  of 
each  district  (excluding  cantonments)  as  it  was  in  1890  and  as  it  is  now ;  it  also 
compares  the  Excise  revenue  of  the  two  periods  ;  and  furnishes  details  of  the 
oflBce  and  preventive  establishment  (excluding  distillery  staff)  of  each  district 
as  at  present  maintained. 

4.  Before  proceeding  further  it  will  be  well  to  glance  at  the  past  corre- 
spondence on  this  subject.  In  a  memorandum  prepared  in  the  Financial  Com- 
misaioner  s  Office  in  1886  it  was  explained,  for  the  information  of  the  Local 
Government,  that  a  scheme  was  under  consideration  for  reducing  a  number  of 
outlying  distilleries  and  for  utilising  the  savings  thereby  effected  in  "increas- 
ing the  pay  and  strength  of  the  present  Excise  establishments  which  are  noto- 
riously weak  and  underpaid."  That  scheme  was  submitted  in  the  year  1887. 
Its  main  features  were  (I)  a  proposal  to  increase  largely  the  allowances  of  J'Jx- 
cise  Daroghas  with  the  object  of  enabling  each  Darogha  to  keep  a  horse  and 
move  about  his  circle  quickly  ;  and  also  of  placing  him  above  the  temptation  to 
which  men  of  his  class  are  constantly  exposed  ;  (2)  the  entertainment  of  Assis- 
tant Daroghas  iu  the  more  heavily  worked  districts  ;  (3)  a  large  increase  in  the 
patrolling  establishment  of  peons.  No  action  was  taken  on  those  proposals  until 
1889  when,  after  referring  the  matter  to  this  office  for  further  consideration,  the 
Local  Government  sanctioned  arrangements  which,  though  not  on  so  liberal  a 
scale  as  those  put  forward  by  the  Financial  Commissioner  in  1887»  yet  provided 
for  an  increased  outlay  of  Rs.  685  per  mensem  on  the  district  preventive  staff. 
The  pay  of  Excise  Daroghas  was  raised  21  per  cent.  Assistant  Daroghas  were 
sanctioned  for  nine  districts,  that  is  for  six  more  than  before  ;  and  the  numbers 
of  the  patrolling  staff  were  very  largely  increased.  Since  1890  there  have  been 
a  few  more  changes,  the  most  important  of  which  was  the  appointment  of  an 
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additional  raoharrir  and  two  peons  in  the  PVrozepore  districf,  and  of  an  Assistant 
Darogha  and  six  more  peons  in  the  Umballa  district,  both  which  improvements 
were  effected  in  ^ane  1896. 

5.  Comparing  the  measure  actnally  sanctioned  in  1890  with  that  put  for- 
ward in  1887,  we  find  that,  the  Financial  Commissioner's  first  proposals  as  re^rds 
Excise  Daro^has'  pay  were  maintained  in  13  districts  ;  redaced  by  Rs.  10  in  18 
districts ;  red  need  by  Rs.  20  in  three  districts  (Karnal,  Sialkot  and  Gajranwala) ; 
and  raised  by  Rs.  10  in  two  (Hazara  and  Shahpur).  In  this  connection  the 
followinfj;  remarks  are  qnoted  from  paragraphs  6  and  3  of  this  Office  Letter  No. 
138,  dated  12th  November  1889  :— 

"  The  pay  attached  to  tho  office  (of  Exeiso  Daroj^ha)  must  bo  suflScient  to  secare  the 
services  of  a  properly  qUHlilied  pt'i-Hon  ami  to  keep  him  above  the  temptation  of  ordinary 
illegal  tiratification.  I  do  not  think  that  the  pay  sh:>uld  in  any  district  be  less  than  Rs.  40 
per  mensem,  and  I  have  taken  this  and  Rs.  80  as  tho  limits.  1  have  fixed  the  pay  of  the 
appointment  in  each  district  according  to  its  importance  from  an  Excise  point  of  view.  It 
was  at  first  proposed  by  Sir  W.  Davies  that  horse  allowances  should  bo  gran  tad  to  Daroghas 
in  most  districts,  but  as  this  proposal  would  have  involved  a  reference  to  the  Government 
of  India,  it  was  abandoned  ;  Sir  \V.  Davies  suggesting  instead  an  increase  in  the  substantive 
pay  of  the  Darogha  in  each  of  the  districts  concprned.  I  understand  that  it  is  within  the 
power  of  the  Local  Government  to  sanction  the  bcheme  which  T  am  now  submitting  ;  and  it 
appears  to  me  quite  unnecessary  to  complicate  matters  by  introducing  this  qnestion.  At 
the  same  time  there  i«  much  to  bo  Paid  in  favour  of  a  separate  horse  or  travelling  allowance, 
and  I  would  not  recommend  that  this  point  be  considered  as  definitely  and  finally  decided.  The 
pay  attached  to  the  appointment  of  Darogha  will  now,  I  hope,  be  substsintially  increased  in 
those  cases  where  an  increase  is  moat  necessary,  and  this  is  probably  enough  for  the  present. 
But  a  few  years  hence  it  may  be  found  advisable  to  go  up  for  sanction  to  an  allowance  of  the 
nature  referred  to." 

6.  There  appears  no  need  to  question  tho  appropriateness  of  the  limits 
adopted  fon the  Province  iii  18^0  in  respect  of  Daroi^has*  substantive  pay.  In 
individual  districts,  however,  conditions  have  alfccrod  in  the  last  seven  years,  and 
it  may  be  desirable  to  re-consider  the  distribution  of  salaries  then  made.  Also 
the  Darogha  service  would  undoubtedly  be  rendered  more  attractive  if  we 
could  improve  the  prospects  of  }>romotion  on  transfer  in  that  service  by  increas- 
ing the  present  proportion  of  highly   paid  appointments. 

7.  The  question  of  horse  or  travelling  allowances  is  a  separate  one.  The 
improved  control  lately  insisted  on  in  Excise  matters  can  only  be  secured  if  the 
Excise  Darogha  makes  frequent  and  rapid  tonrs  throughout  his  district,  inspect- 
ing retail  vendors*  accounts  and  frequently  visiting  suspected  places.  In  tiacts 
where  poppy  cultivation  is  still  permitted  the  Darogha's  only  chance  of  checking 
illicit  disposal  of  the  produce  is  to  acquaint  himself  thoroughly  by  personal 
observation  during  the  spring  months  with  the  exact  area  under  poppy  cultiva- 
tion and  tho  promise  of  outturn  in  each  holding  before  the  crop  is  gathered.  To 
do  all  this  a  Darogha  must  provide  himself  with  a  horse,  and  its  keep  on  tour  in 
present  times  takes  a  large  slice  out  of  a  monthly  salary  of  forty  or  fifty  rupees. 

8.  In  the  same  connection  there  is  a  further  question  which  concerns  chiefly, 
if  not  exclusively,  the  four  districts  of  Umballa,  Ludhiana,  Ferozepore  and 
Hissar;  and  that  is,  whether  a  proposal  eonld  be  justified  for  the  maintenance  of 
an  additional  Darogha  or  Detective  Inspector  on  Rs.  80  per  mensem  outside 
the  district  establishment,  whose  chief  duty  it  would  be  to  observe  the  move- 
ments of  opium  by  rail.  In  the  last  year  or  two  there  has  been  a  recrudescence 
of  smugglinjr  of  Nipal  opium  rm  Saharanpur  and  Rajpura  ;  and  there  is  little  room 
for  doubt  that  contraband  opium  is  brought  into  the  Punjab  Native  States  from 
Rajputana  in  considerable  quantity  by  the  Rewari-Fiii /.f  pore  and  Hhatinda-Raj- 
pura lines.  To  guard  against  abuse  of  the  opportunities  open  to  any  one  holding 
the  post  of  Travelling  Inspector,  it  would  be  advisable  to  make  it  transferable  to 
our  best  paid   and  most  efficient  Darogbas  in  turn,  at  intervals  of  a  few  months. 
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9.  There  remaius  the  qaestion  of  Assistant  Daroghas.  At  prescLst  tlieao 
are  maintained  in  11  districts  only,  not  counting  the  allowance  ]>rxid  to  tho  Hakh 
Darogha  in  the  Dera  Qhazi  Khan  distiict.  Even  in  the  8maHL^^^  disitricts  it 
must  be  very  difficult  for  a  single-handed  Darogha  to  maintain  tuiy  control  over 
excise  matters  in  rural  tracts  and  keep  his  office  papers  at  lieHd-quarters  in 
good  order  as  well  ;  but  the  Government  will  hardly  be  prepared  to  3^a action 
the  entertainment  of  additional  assistants  except  in  districts  wliere  tlieir 
appointment  can  be  shown  to  be  indispensable  with  reference  to  the  bfire  neces- 
sities of  Excise  administration. 

10.  If  District  Officers  will  kindly  communicate  their  views  on  tlie  matterB 
suggested  in  paragraphs  6,  7,  Sand  9,  more  particularly  in  their  relatiuu  to  tlio 
requirements  of  their  own  districts,  and  will  also  note  in  what  otlioj"  icHpects 
the  Excise  Darogha  service  could  be  made  more  attractive  than  U  sqypous  to  be 
at  present,  no  time  will  be  lost  in  submitting  to  the  Financial  CnmnuBHioiter 
such  proposals  as  appear  reasonable  and  likely  to  meet  with  favcjuriiblc  c*on- 
sideration  on  the  part  of  the  Local  Government.

It  is  desirable  that  all  impressions  should  be  taken  in  the  presence  of  the 
officer  registering  the  deed  aftected  after  the  parties  have  been  duly  identified, 
and  that  he  should  note  in  the  certificate  he  makes  under  Section  60  that  this 
was  done.  Instructions  as  to  the  method  of  taking  impressions  ai*e  placed  in 
the  boxes  of  appliances  of  which  a  sufficient  number  is  being  sent  to  supply 
eadh  registration  office  with  one.  More  boxes  can  be  provided  if  roqaired.  If 
the  pcooedoie  herein  laid  down  for  the  gaidanoe  of  Sab- Registrars  is  found  not 
to  work  well  for  any  reason,  it  is  hoped  that  Registrars  will  bring  the  matter 
to  Dotiee  and  offer  any  saggestions  tiiey  may  have  to  make  for  improvtMg  the 
procedure.

1896-97  should  be  examined  in  each  district  with  reference  to  the  a^HcaUnral 
conditions  of  the  year  and  a  note  added  to  tbe  re  f  urns  indicating  to  what  extent 
the  causes  suggested  above  severally  contributed  to  the  large  increase  of  Regis- 
tration business  that  is  believed  to  have  taken  place  in  most  parts  of  the  Prorince. 
If  in  any  district  there  has  not  been  any  such  increase  then  some  explanation 
of  so  exceptional  a  condition  of  things  would  be  necessary.  For  tht^  purpo^^B 
of  the  Registration  Note  some  of  the  more  intelligent  Su b- Regis tr^tit^  might 
usefully  be  asked  to  make  suggestions  based  on  their  knowledge  of  thu  character 
of  the  deeds  presented  before  them  for  registration  from  day  to  day.

No.  342  S.JB.— In  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  8  of  the  Indian 
Stamp  Act  (J  of  1879),  the  Governor-General  in  Conncil  is  pleased  to  remit  the 
whole  of  the  dnties  chargeable  under  the  said  Act  on  instrnmeDts,  executed 
after  this  date  and  prior  to  the  1st  of  January  1898.  for  sicariui^  the  repayment 
of  loans  made  by  landlords  to  their  tenants  or  person;^  liolding  under  their 
tenants  for  any  of  the  objects  specified  in  Section  4  of  tlit^  Land  iQiprovements 
Loans  Act  (XIX  of  1883)  or  in  Section  4  (1)  of  the  Agricalturisiii  Loans  Act 
(XII  of  1884). 

Provided  that  the  exemption  conferred  by  this   notification — 

(1)  shall  extend  onlv  to  such  distressed  areas  as  the   Local   Oovernmeot 

may  by  notification  in  the  local  official  Gazette  declare  in  this

(2)  shall  apply  only  to  instruments  in  which— 

(n)  the  object  for  which  the  loan  is  made  is  ect  forth  iu  the  body  of 
the  instrument,  and 

(b)  the  rat«  of  interest  reserved  on  the  loan  does  not  exceed  four  per 
cent,  per  annum.

MBTEOEOLOGY. 

Letter  from  the  Meteorological  Reporter  to  the  GovemmeDt  of  India,  No.  3586^ 
dated  the  2nd  October  1896,  eabmitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Administra- 
tion of  the  Meteorological  Department,  for  the  year  18i95-96. 

RESOLUTION. 

1'hb  oamber  of  observatories  maiDiained  by  the  Qovemment  of  India  under 
the  control  of  the  Meteorolo^cal  Department  dnring  the  year  was  175  or  one 
fewer  than  in  1894-95.  Observations  were  received  regularly  doring  the  year 
under  report  from  the  Seychelles  Islands,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
receipt  of  a  daily  weather  telegram  from  that  place  during  the  months  of  May 
and  Jane  of  the  present  year,  in  order  to  test  its  value  as  a  weather  indicatiiig 
station  for  the  advent  and  progress  of  the  south-west  monsoon.  Daily  telegimms 
were  also  received  daring  the  past  winter  from  the  observatoriea  ait  Astor 
and  Minimarg  which  were  found  useful  in  forecasting  the  cold  weather  storms 
of  the  period. 

Arrangements  w-ere  also  made  with  the  Director  of  the  Persian  Gulf  Section 
of  the  Indo-European  Telegraph  line  for  the  receipt  of  daily  weather  telegrams 
doring  certain  months  of  the  year  from  Ispahan,  Teheran,  Bushire  and  Jask 
free  of  cost  to  the  Department. 

Sets  of  meteorological  instrnments  and  forms  for  the  record  of  meteorological 
observations  were  supplied  to  the  medical  officers  of  the  Afghan- Balach  Bound- 
ary Commission  and  the  Khyber-Asmer  Boundary  Delimitation  Commission, 
and  valuable  series  of  observations  were  received  from  the  former  officer. 

The  observatory  at  Camorta  in  the  Nicobar  Islands  was  closed  for  some 
time  during  the  year  owing  to  no  observer  being  available ;  but  on  the  transfer 
of  the  Andaman  Orphanage  from  Port  Blair  to  C/ir-Nicobar,  it  was  arranged  that 
meteorological  observations  should  in  future  be  taken  by  the  catechist  in  charge 
of  the  Orphanage. 

2.  Fewer  observatories  were  inspected  during  the  past  year  than  in  the 
year  1894-95 — 63  against  102— but  the  condition  of  the  observatwies  inspected  w«fl 
found  on  the  whole  to  be  satisfactory.  During  the  year  the  Meteorologteal 
Reporter  to  the  Government  of  India  inspected  for  the  first  time  the  observatoriet 
in  the  Persian  Gulf  at  Bushire,  Jask  and  Muscat,  and  found  them  in  excellent 
condition  and  the  work  of  observation  accurately  performed. 

3.  The  system  under  which  observatory  buildings  were  kept  in  repair  by 
the  agency  of  the  Meteorological  Department  having  proved  unsatisfactory,  the 
work  has  in  most  places  been  transferred  to  the  Public  Works  Department.  The 
attention  of  Local  Governments  has  at  the  same  time  been  drawn  tathe  great 
importance  of  maintaining  the  conditions  of  exposure  of  meteorological  instra- 
ments  as  nearly  constant  as  possible. 

4.  Nine  hundred  and  forty  sets  of  special  observations  of  storms,  clouds, 
and  other  meteorological  phenomena  were  received  during  the  year,  and  special 
rewards  of  small  amount  were  awarded  to  the  observers. 

5.  Under  Marine  Meteorology  a  large  amount  of  work  was  done  during 
the  year.  Meteorological  data  were  systematically  collected  from  ships'  logs 
and  were  utilized  in  the  preparation  of  the  Monthly  Weather  Reviews.  In 
accordance  with  the  opinion  of  the  leading  meteorologists  of  Earope  and 
America  as  to  the  importance  of  the  Indian  monsoon  area  charts,  their  publication 
has  been  continued  for  another  four  years.    The  publication  of  these  charts  haa 
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fallen  into  arrears,  but  the  Meteorological  Reporter  has  now  made  arrangements 
to  ensore  greater  punctuality  in  their  issue. 

6.  The  same  niethods  were  employed  as  in  previous  years  to  obtain  as  full 
and  accurate  information  as  possible  of  the  amount,  distribution  and  time  of 
occurrence  of  tbe  snowfall  in  the  Himalayas  and  the  Afghan  mountain  area. 
The  information  received  from  many  gentlemen,  both  official  and  non-official, 
was  fairly  complete,  and  made  it  possible  to  determine  the  probable  effect  of  the 
cold  weather  snowfall  in  modifying  the  distribution  of  the  south-west  monsoon 
rainfall  of  1896.  Information  based  upon  special  observations  was  also  received 
from  the  Deputy  Conservators  of  Forests  of  the  Chamba  and  Bashahr  Divisions 
and  the  Assistant  Commissioner,  Kula,  regarding  the  depth  of  snowfall  in  their 
districts.  The  Government  of  India  are  indebted  to  the  reporters  for  their 
assistance. 

7.  Meteorological  observations  in  forests  were  con  tinned  in  certain  forest 
areas  in  order  to  obtain  data  showing  the  influence  of  forest  growth  in  modifying 
the  distribution  and  amount  of  rainfall.  It  was  found,  however,  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  secure  the  close  supervision  which  was  necessary  :  the  results  obtained 
were  not  satisfactory,  and  orders  have  been  issued  for  the  discontinuance  of  the 
observations. 

8.  No  change  was  made  in  the  system  of  rainfall  registration  during  the 
year.  Thirteen  new  rain-gauge  stations  were  established  and  eight  abolished, 
showing  a  net  increase  of  five  stations  It  is  satisfactory  to  notice  that  a  larger 
number  of  rain-gauge  stations  were  inspected  during  the  past  year  than  in 
previous  years,  but  the  reports  of  controlling  officers  show  that  inspections  are 
not  satisfactorily  conducted  in  all  Provinces.  Frequent  inspection  is  essential 
if  tbe  work  of  rainfall  registration  is  to  be  carried  out  systematically  and  satis- 
factorily, and  the  Government  of  India  again  desire  to  emphasize  its  importance. 
It  appears  from  the  report  that  there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement  in  ac- 
curacy of  observation,  more  especially  in  certain  Provinces. 

9.  The  seasonal  forecasts  continued  to  be  issued  and  published  in  the  same 
form  as  during  the  past  four  years,  and  the  Government  of  India  agree  with  the 
Meteorological  Reporter  in  considering  that  the  forecasts  were  in  fair  agreement 
with  the  facts. 

10.  The  issue  of  storm  and  flood  warnings  was  carried  out  satisfactorily 
during  the  year,  ample,  early  and  definite  warnings  being  given  in  the  case  of 
all  the  more  important  storms  which  visited  the  Indian  coasts  in  1895-96. 
Special  arrangements  were  sanctioned  by  the  Government  of  India  during  the 
year  for  the  acceleration  of  the  despatch  of  meteorological  messages,  such  mes- 
sages being  now  classed  as  '*  urgent ''  telegrams  ;  and  this  change  has  accelerated 
the  issne,  not  only  of  special  warnings,  but  also  of  the  Daily  Weather  Reports  in 
tbe  various  Provinces. 

11.  The  publications  of  tho  Department  were  issued  with  regularity,  and 
the  tabulaljon  and  issue  of  the  Trevandrum  observations  continue  to  make 
satisfactory  progress. 

12.  The  Government  of  India  again  desire  to  acknowledge  the  excellent 
work  done  by  Mr.  Eliot,  his  Assistants,  and  the  Provincial  Reporters,  and  their 
indebtedness  to  the  many  gentlemen  unconnected  with  the  Department  who 
bave  rendered  it  valuable  assistance.

I  AM  now  directed  with  reference  to  the  correspondence  ending  with  Mr.  Faofihawe'to 
letter  No.  4d6,  dated  I4th  April  1896,  to  say  that  the  Secretary  of  State  has,  after  com* 
mnnication  with  the  Goyemment  of  India,  determined  that  a  local  legislature  shall  be  created 
for  the  Punjab,  in  the  initial  form  which  the  Statotee  allow,  and  has  left  the  Government  of 
India  to  determine  the  date  which  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  introduction  of  this 
measure. 

2.  His  Lordship  has  decided  that  the  Members  of  the  Council  shall  in  the  beginnine  be 
simply  nominated,  as  provided  by  the  Indian  Councils  Act  of  1861,  and  that  the  larger  powera» 
which  under  the  Act  of  1892  may  be  conferred  by  regulation  or  rule,  shall  not  be  extended  to 
the  Council  until  further  experience  has  been  gained. 

8.  The  Government  of  India  are  of  opinion  that  the  Ist  May  1897  may  suitably  be  fixed 
as  the  date  fr<»m  which  the  provisions  of  the  Indian  Councils  Act  of  1861  touching  the  makior 
of  laws  and  regulations,  shall  take  effect  in  the  Punjab,  and  they  propose  to  ask  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  recommend  Her  Majetity  to  sanction  under  Section  49  of  the  Act  the  making  of  the 
necessary  proclamation  by  the  Governor-General  in  Council  with  effect  from  that  date  The 
Governor  General  in  Council  now  desires  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  to  consider 
what  number  of  Councillors  should  be  nominated  for  his  aftsistance  in  making  laws  aad  le- 
gulations.  It  is  desirable  that  Hia  Honor's  views  upon  this  point  should  be  oommnmcated 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible  in  order  to  admit  of  the  number  of  Councillors  beine  speoified 
In  the  proclamation  as  required  by  Section  U  of  the  Act.  Ihe  number  of  Oouncillore  spe^fied 
in  the  proclamation  constituting  the  territories  under  the  administration  of  the  Lieotouuit- 
Governor  of  the  North- Western  Provinces  and  Chief  Commissioner  of  Oudh  to  be  a  Provinoe 
to  which  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1861  touching  the  making  of  laws  and  regulations  should 
apply,  was  nine,  and  it  appears  to  the  Governor-General  in  Council,  subject  to  the  oondderatioQ 
of  the  views  of  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  that  this  number  would  also  be  suitable 
to  the  Punjab. 

4.  After  the  proclamation  has  been  issued  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  will 
be  further  addressed  with  a  view  to  the  submission  of  draft  rules  of  business  under  Section  87 
and  the  nomination  of  Councillors  under  Section  45  of  the  Statute.

A'e.  625.— The  qtiestion  of  the  suspension  of  the  pilgrimage  to  the  Hedjaz 
bayiDg  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  Government  of  India  and  Her 
Majesty's  Government,  Her  Majesty's  Government  have  now  come  to  the  oon- 
cluaion  that,  In  consequence  of  the  strong  opinions  of  all  European  Governments, 
including  Turkey,  regarding  the  danger  of  plague  being  communicated  to  Europe* 
it  te  impossible  to  meet  their  demands  by  any  measure  short  of  the  suspensioa 
of  the  pilgrimage  for  the  time  being. 

The  Governor-Geaeral  in  Council  is  therefore  pleased,  under  Section  2,  sub- 
section 1,  of  the  Epidemic  Diseases  Act,  1897,  to  order  that  the  pilgrimage  to 
the  Hedjaz  shall  be  altogether  suspended  for  the  current  season.

Observations  — In  tbo  Qovernment  of  India  letter  No.  86  R.  T.,  dated  the 
20tli  Febrnary  1891,  now  read  again,  the  Local  Goyernments  and  Administlra- 
tiona,  Officers  controlling  Railways  and  Railway  Administrations  were  asked 
for  an  expression  of  their  opinion  on  the  draft  rules  for  enquiring  into,  and  re- 
porting on,  accidents  on  railways  which  formed  an  enclosure  to  that  letter. 
Replies  have  now  been  received,  and,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  several 
suggestions  offered  and  of  the  provisions  of  the  sections  of  the  Indian  Railvr^js 
Act,  1890,  read  above,  the  rules  have  been  revised  so  as  to  render  them  suitable 
for  general  adoption. 

Rbsolution. — Tbe  rules  berewitb  enclosed  are  published  for  general  iofor- 
mation. 

2.  It  will  be  observed  that  tbe  rules  forming  Enclosure  No.  1,  which  hare 
been  framed  under  Section  84*  of  the  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890,  relate  only  to 
accidents  occurring  in  the  course  of  working  a  railway.  In  the  case  of  accidents 
occurring  otherwise  than  in  the  course  of  working  a  railway,  e.g.,  dama^  to 
the  line  or  works  from  excessive  floods,  etc.,  involving  interruption  to  traffic  but 
hot  causing  any  train  accident,  the  Railway  Administration  should  send  notice 
of  the  occurrence  by  telegram  to  the  Government  Inspector  who,  for  the  portion 
of  the  railway  on  which  the  accident  occurs,  performs  the  duties  prescribed  in 
Section  4,  sub-section  (2),  clauses  (a)  and  (6),  of  the  said  Act,  and  also  to  the 
Director- General  of  Railways  when  the  railway  concerned  is  under  the  direct 
control  of  that  officer.  A  detailed  report  of  such  accident  should  also,  wheneTer 
the  Railway  Administration  may  consider  it  necessary  to  do  so,  be  subseqaently 
submitted  to  tbe  same  officers.  Rules  22  to  27  of  the  accompanying  rules  which 
have  been  framed  under  Section  84  of  the  Act  will,  so  far  as  they  may  be  appli- 
cable, also  regulate  th^duties  of  the  Government  Inspector  in  regard  to  acddents 
occurring  otherwise  than  in  the  course  of  working  a  railway. 

The  rules  forming  Enclosure  No.  2  which  have  been  framed  under  Section 
85  of  the  Act,  relate  not  only  to  accidents  which  occur  on  a  railway,  but  to  ail 
other  railway  accidents. 

3.  The  present  rules  and  orders  are  confined  to  i-ailways  in  British  India. 
A  notification  will  be  issued  by  the  Government  of  India  in  the  Foreign  Depart* 
meat  applying  them  to  railways  occupying  lands  in  Native  Statei.

In  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  84  of  the  Indian  Railways 
Act,  1890,  the.  Governor-General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  make  the  following 
roles,  regarding  notices  of  accidents  occurring  in  the  course  of  working  a  railway 
and  the  duties  of  Railway  servants.  Police  Officers,  Government  Inspectors  and 
Magistrates  on  the  occurrence  of  such  accidents. 

Notices, 

1.  The  notices  mentioned  in  Section  83  of  the  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890, 
slilkll  contain  the  following  particulars,  namely : — 

mileage   at  which   the  accident  occurred,   and  the  name  of  the  station 

nearest  to  the  spot ; 
time  and  date  of  the  accident,  and  the  number  and  description  of  the  train 

or  trains ; 
nature  of  the  accident,  and  the  number  of  people  killed  or  injured,  as  far 

as  known  ; 
cause  of  the  accident,  as  far  as  known  ; 
probable  detention  to  traffic. 

2.  In  the  case  of  the  following  accidents,  namely  : —

Duties  of  Bailway  servants, 

3,  Every  railway  servant  shall  report,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  every 
ficcident  occurring  in  flie  conrse  of  working  the  railway  on  which  he  is  employed 
whieL  nifiy  come  to  his  notice.  Such  reports  shall  be  made  to  the  nearest 
Station  il lifter,  or,  where  there  is  no  Station  Master,  to  the  railway  servant  ia 
charge  of  the  section  of  the  railway  on  which  the  accident  has  occurred. 

4.  (] ).  "Whenever  an  accident,  such  as  is  described  in  Section  83  of  tlie 
Indian  Enilways  Act,  1890,  has  occurred  in  the  course  of  working  a  railway,  the 
^gent  €3  Monager  shall  cause  a  departmental  enquiry  to  be  promptly  made  by  a 
railway  fLivant  for  the  thorough  investigation  of  the  causes  which  led  to  the 
accident  : 

Provided  that  such  enqairy  may  be  dispensed  with — 

(«)  if  the  accident  has  not  been  attended  with  loss  of  human  life  or  with 
serious  injury  to  persons  or  property  ; 

(i»)  if  there  is  no  reasonable  doubt  as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident ;  and 

(c)  if  one  department  of  the  railway  intimates  that  it  accepts  all  respon- 
sibility in  the  matter. 

(2)*  Where  a  departmental  enquiry  is  dispensed  with,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Heads  of  Departments  of  the  Railway  to  make  such  enquiry  as  they  may 
consider  necessary  if  their  staff  or  their  system  of  working  is  concerned,  and  to 
adopt  or  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  consider  expedient  for  preventing 
a  recurrence  of  similar  accidents. 

5.  (1).  Whenever  a  departmental  enquiry  is  to  be  made,  the  Agent  or 
Manager  P hall  cause  notice  of  the  date  and  hour  at  which  the  enquiry  will 
commence  to  be  given  to  the  following  oflBcers,  namely  : 

(a)  the  Magistrate  of  the  district  in  which  the  accident  occurred,  or  sacli 
other  oflBcer  as  the  Local  Government  may  appoint  in  this  behalf  ; 

(t)  the  Government  Inspector  appointed  under  Section  4,  sub-section  (1) 
of  the  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890,  for  the  section  of  the  railway 
on  which  the  accident  occurred  ; 

(*j)  the  Consulting  Engineer  in  administrative  charge  of  the  railway, 
when  that  oflBcer  is  not  the  Government  Inspector  referred  to  in 
clause  (6)  of  this  rule  for  the  section  of  the  railway  on  which  the 
accident  occurred  ;  and 

(d)  the  oflBcer  in  charge  of  the  railway  police,  or  if  there  are  no  railway 
police,  the  oflBcer  in  charge  of  the  police  station  in  the  jurisdiction 
of  which  the  accident  occurred. 

(2).  The  date  and  hour  at  which  the  enquiry  will  commence  shall  be  fixed

6.  (1).  As  soon  as  any  departmeDtnl  ecqairy  has  been  completed,  the 
railway  serTant  who  made  the  enquiry  shall  submit  to  the  Agent  or  Manager  a 
report  in  the  form  prescribed  by  rule  25. 

(2).     The  Agent  or  Manager  shall  forward  a  copy  of  such  report — 
(a)  to  the  Government  Inspector  mentioned  in  Rule  5,  claose  (3),  and 
(5)  if  no  enquiry  has  been  made  under  Rule  16,  or  if  the  departmental 
enqoiry  has  been  held  first,  to  the  Magistrate  or  o£Gcer  mentioned

8.  Whenever  any  accident  has  occurred  in  the  course  of  working  a  railway 
and  any  ofFence  referred  to  in  Section  131  of  the  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890,  has 
been  committed,  the  i^gent  or  Manager,  or  some  officer  of  the  railway  nominated

whose  arrest  is  considered  for  any  reason  undesirable,  proper  precautions  shall 
be  taken  to  prevent  his  escape* 

9.  Whenever  any  accident  occurring  in  the  course  of  working  a  railway 
has  been  attended  with  serioas  personal  injury,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Agent 
or  Manager  to  afford  medical  aid  to  the  sufferers,  and  to  see  that  they  are  pro- 
perly and  carefully  attended  to  till  removed  to  their  home  or  handed  over  to  the 
care  of  their  relatives  or  friends.  In  any  such  case,  or  in  any  case  in  which  any 
loea  of  human  life  has  occurred,  the  local  medical  officer  should  be  communicated 
with  if  he  is  nearer  than  any  railway  medical  officer. 

Duties  of  Police  Ofioen. 

10.  The  railway  police  may  make  an  investigation  into  the  causes  which 
led  to  any  accident  occurring  in  the  course  of  working  a  railway,  and  shall  do 

(a)  whenever  any  such  accident  is  attended  with  loss  of  human  life  or 
with  grievous  hurt  as  defined  in  the  Indian  Penal  Code,  or  with 
serious  injury  to  property,  or  has  primdjacie  been  due  to  any 
criminal  act  or  omission ;  or 
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(6)  whenever  the  District  MagiRtrato  or  the  Magistrate  appointed  under 
Rule  16  has  given  a  direction  under  clanse  (o)  of  that  mle  : 

Provided  that  no  snch  investigation  shall  be  made  v^hen  a  magisterial  en- 
qniry  has  been  eommenoed  or  ordered  under  Rale  16,  clause  (a)  or  clause  (6). 

11.  (1).  Whenever  an  investigation  is  to  be  made  by  the  railway  police— 

(a)  in  a  case  in  which  an  accident  is  attended  with  loss  of  human  life  or 
with  serious  injury  to  persons  or  property  ;  or 

(6)  in  pursuance  of  a  direction  given  under  Rule  16,  clause  (c), 
the  investigation    ihall  be  conducted  by  the   officer  in  charge  of  the  railway 
police,  or,  if  that  officer  should  bo  unable  to  conduct  the    investigation  himself, 
then  by  an  oflicer  tu  be  deputed  by  him. 

(2).  An  oQieer  deputed  under  clause  (1)  of  this  rule  shall  ordinarily  be  an 
AjfiiHtaot  Superinteufleut  of  Police,  but  if  in  any  case  it  should  be  found  im- 
practicablo  to  depute  an  officer  of  that  grade,  an  Inspector  of  Police  may  ho 
deputed. 

1 2.  Tlie  officer  who  is  to  conduct  an  investigation  in  pursuance  of  Rule  11 
shall  proceed  witbout  delay  to  the  scene  of  the  accident  and  conduct  the  investi- 
gation there,  and  shnW  at  once  advise  the  Agent  or  Manager  of  the  railway  and 
the  Traffic  OBicer  ol  the  district  by  telegraph  of  the  date  and  hour  at  which  the 
iiiTefitig'atioii  will  commence  so  that,  if  possible,  the  presence  of  a  railway  oflSoial 
toB^Y  be  arran^fd  for  to  watch  the  proceedings  and  to  aid  the  officer  making  the 
investigation*  T\\o  rthsence  of  a  railway  official  must  not,  however,  be  allowed 
to  delay  the   iiivc\stigation,  which   should. be  made  as  soon   as  possible  after  the 

accident  has  taken  place. 

• 
i:^,  (1).  In  every  case  to  which  Rule  1 1  applies,  immediate  information 
fibalt  be  given  by  the  railway  police  to  the  district  police,  who,  if  so  required, 
shall  afford  all  necessary  assistance,  and  shall,  if  occasion  arise,  carry  the  in- 
vestigation beyond  the  limits  of  the  railway  premises.  But  the  railway  police 
are  primarily  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  carrying  on  the  investigation  within 
such  limits. 

(2).  Subject  to  any  provisions  elsewhere  contained  in  these  rules,  the  fur- 
ther prosecution  of  the  case,  on  the  conclusion  of  the  police  investigation,  shall 
rmt  with  the  railway  police. 

14,  The  rcBult  of  every  police  investigation  shall  be  repoi  ted  at  once  to 
the  Maj^iatrate  u!  tlie  district,  or  other  officer  appointed  in  this  behalf  by  the 
Local  Governmenti  itnd  to  the  Agent  or  Manager  of  the  railway. 

15*  Where  there  are  no  railway  police,  the  duties  imposed  by  Rules  10, 11, 
and  12,  Rule  13^  claoae  (2),  and  Rule  14  on  the  railway  police,  or  on  the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  railway  police,  shall  be  discharged  by  the  district  police  or  hy 
the  District  Saperintendent  of  Police,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Duties  of  Magistrates. 

16.  Whenever  an  accident  such  as  is  described  in  Section  83  of  the  Indian 
Railways  Act,  1890,  has  occurred  in  the  course  of  working  a  railway,  the  District 
MftgistratCj  or  any  other  Magistrate,  who  may  be  appointed  in  this  behalf  by 
the  Jjocal  Governnient,  may  either — 

(a)  himself  make  an  enquiry  into  the  causes  which  ledto  tha  acd[deut;or 

(b)  depute  a  Subordinate  Magistrate,  who,  if  possible,  should  be  a  MagiB- 

ttate  of  the  first  class,  to  make  such  an  enquiry ;  or 
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(c)  direct  an  investigation  into  the  canses  which  led  to  the  accident  to 
bo  made  by  the  police. 

17.  Whenever  it  is  decided  to  make  an  enquiry  nnder  Hale  16,  clause  (a) 
or  claufie  (6),  the  District  Magistrate  or  o.ther  Magistrate  appointed  as  aforesaid, 
or  the  Magistrate  depated  nnder  Rule  16,  clause  (6),  as  the  case  may  be,  shiill 
proceed  to  the  scene  of  the  accident  and  conduct  the  enquiry  there,  and  shall  at 
once  advise  the  Agent  or  Manager  of  the  railway  and  the  Grovernment  Inspector 
by  telegraph  of  the  date  and  hour  at  which  the  enquiry  will  commence,  so  as  to 
enable  the  Railway  Administration  to  summon  the  requisite  expert  evidence. 

18.  A  Magistrate  makiug  an  enquiry  nnder  Rule  16  may  summon  any 
railway  servant,  andjany  other  person  whose  presence  ho  may  think  necessary, 
and,  after  taking  the  evidence  and  completing  the  enquiry,  shall,  if  he  considers 
there  are  sufficient  grounds  for  a  judicial  enquiry,  take  the  requisite  steps  for 
bringing  to  trial  any  person  whom  he  may  consider  to  be  criminally  liable  for 
the  accident.  Whenever  technical  points  are  involved,  the  Magistrate  should  be 
carefnl  to  call  for,  and  take  the  opinion  of  the  Government  lospector  or  other 
professional  persons  s 

19.  The  result  of  every  enquiry  made  under  Rule  16  shall  be  communicated 
by  the  Magistrate  to  the  Agent  or  Manager  of  the  railway  and  to  the  Govern- 
ment Inspector. 

20.  If,  in  the  course  of  any  judicial  enquiry  into  an  accident  occurring  in 
the  course  of  working  a  railway,  the  Magistrate  desires  the  assistance  of  the 
Government  Inspector  or  of  the  Agent  or  Manager  of  the  railway,  or  the  attend- 
ance of  any  officer  of  the  railway  to  explain  any  matter  relating  to  railway 
supervision,  management  or  working,  he  will  issue  a  requisition  to  such  officer 
to  attend  the  Court,  stating  at  the  same  time  the  nature  of  the  assistance  required. 
In  summoning  railway  servants  the  Magistrate  will  take  care  not  to  strai- 
mon  so  large  a  number  of  the  employes,  especially  of  one  class,  on  the  same  day, 
as  to  cause  inconvenience  to  the  working  of  the  railway.  In  the  case  of  very 
serioos  accidents  it  will  generally  bo  advisable  for  the  Magistrate  to  receive 
either  tie  evidence  of,  or  a  report  from,  both  the  Government  Inspector  and  the 
Agent  or  Manager  of  the  railway  in  regard  to  the  accident  before  finally  conclad- 
ing  the  judicial  enquiry. 

21.  On  the  conclusion  of  any  such  judicial  enquiry  the  Magistrate  shall 
send  a  copy  of  his  decision  to  tho  Agent  or  Manager  of  the  railway,  and  shall, 
unless  in  any  case  he  thinks  it  unnecessary  to  do  so,  report  the  result  of  the 
enquiry  to  the  Local  Government. 

Duties  of  the  Oovemment  Impector  appointed  under  Section  4  (\)  of  the 
Indian  Railways  Act,  1890. 

22.  Whenever  the  Government  Inspector  receives  notice,  under  Section^  8$ 
of  the  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890,  of  an  accident  having  occurred  in  the  coarse 
of  working  a  railway,  he  shall,  if  the  accident  falls  nnder  Role  2  of  these  rales, 
report  the  occurrence  to  the  Government  of  India  by  telegraph,  but  in  the  case 
of  other  accidents  the  report  may  be  made  by  post. 

Kvery  nucb  report  shall  contain  the  particulars  prescribed  by  Rule  1. 

23.  (1).  The  Government  Inspector  sha^  proceed  to  the  scene  of  the  acci- 
dent to  note  the  facts  and  to  enquire  generally  into  the  causes  which  led  to  the 
accident,  whenever  he  receives  notice  as  aforesaid  of  an  accident  which  he  con- 
siders serious  enough  to  warrant  an  enqniry  or  invesiigation  being  made  under 
asy  of  these  rales* 
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(2).  Wbeneyeran  eoqairj  under  claaso  (l)of  this  rnle  is  made  by  the 
Government  Inspector,  he  shall,  if  practicable,  be  present  at  the  departmental 
enquiry  (if  any)  made  under  Rule  4. 

24.  Whenever  tbe  Government  Inspector  has  made  an  enquiry  under  Rule 
2S,  clause  (I),  he  shall  sabmit  a  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Local  Government  or 
Administration  controlling  the  railway  aud  to  the  Government  of  India,  or, 
if  the  railway  is  under  the  control  of  the  Director- General  of  Railways,  then  to 
that  officer  only  ;  and  shall  forward  a  copy  of  sach  report  to  the  Agent  or  Mana- 
ger of  the  railway  concerned,  and,  if  a  magisterial  enquiry  has  been  made,  to 
the  Magistrate  who  made  such  enquiry. 

25.  In  the  case  of  all  serious  accidents,  such  rei)orts  shall  be  submitted  in 
the  form  adopted  by  the  Inspecting  Officers  of  tbe  Board  of  Trade,  in  order  to 
admitof  their  reproduction  in  a  uniform  shape  in  the  quarterly  accident  retams; 
and  shall  contain — 

(1)  a  brief  description  of  the  accident ; 

(2)  8  description  of  the  locality  of  the  accident ; 

(3)  a  detailed  statement  of  the  evidence  taken  ; 

(4)  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  the  Government  Inspector; 

(5)  an  appendix  stating  the  damage  done  ;  and 

(6)  (when  necessary)  a  sketch  illustrative  of  the  accident. 

26.  In  important  cases,  where  the  occurrence  of  an  accident  appears  to 
show  that  a  change  in  the  system  of  working  is  necessary,  the  Government  In- 
spector shall  inform  the  Government  of  India,  or  the  Local  Government  or  Ad- 
ministration  controlling  the  railway,  of  the  steps  which  have  been  or  are  proposed 
to  be  taken  by  the  Railway  Administration  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  similar 
accidents,  and  whether,  in  hia  opinion,  further  action  in  the  matter  is  desirable. 

27.  The  Government  Inspector  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  assist  any  Magis- 
trate making  an  enquiry  under  Rule  16  or  a  judicial  enquiry,  whenever  he  may 
be  called  upon  todo  so. 

1/,B.— These  roles  do  not  limit  the  ozercise  of  any  of  the  powers  oonferred  on  Qotoa- 
Dent  Inspectors  by  Section  5  of  the  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890. 

Enclosnre  No.  2  to  Government  of  India  Giroalar  No.  7  Railway  of  1895. 

In  excercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  85  of  the  Indian  Railways 
Act.  1890,  the  Governor-General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  issue  the  following 
directions  with  regard  to  the  returns  of  accidents  to  be  submitted  by  Railway 
Administrations  to  the  Governor- General  in  Council : — 

1.  The  returns  shall  be  prepared  in  the  forms  hereto  appended,  marked 
respectively  Parts  I  to  V  and  Tables  1  and  2,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  all 
necessary  remarks  and  explanations  by  the  railway  officials  by  whom  they  an 
prepared.  The  returns  shall  be  submitted  not  later  than  three  weeks  after  tbe 
close  of  the  periods  to  which  they  respectively  relate.  The  returns,  whether 
submitted  in  manuscript  or  in  print,  should  be  set  forth  on  one  side  of  the 
paper  only. 

2.  The  returns  should  comprise  all  accident43  of  the  following  classes 
namely : — 

(a)     all  cases,  without  exception,  of  cattle  being  run  over ; 

In  oases  of  racuing  over  cattle  it  should  invariably  be  slated  whether  the  esgiM 
is  fitted  witli  a  cow  catcher  or  cattle  guard,  and  if  so,  the  pattern  «hoidd  be 
specified^    In  these  oases  the  condition  of  the  fencing  diQiild  abo  be 
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(6)  all  cases  of  injary  to  the  way,  stock  or  works,  whether  attended  or 
not  by  injary  to  life  or  limb  ; 

{e)  all  accidents  of  any  kind  likely  to  have  endangered  life  or  limb,  or 
to  have  cansed  serioas  loss  of  property ;  sach,  for  example,  as  cases 
of  trains  running  over  chairs  placed  on  the  line,  of  persons  falling 
out  of  traios  bnt  who  are  not  injured  in  any  way,  or  of  fires  in 
trains,  not  resalting  in  injury  to  the  way,  stock  or  works,  &c. ; 

In  OMe  of  fire  attribated  to  sparks  from  the  engiae  it  shoald  be  recorded  whe« 
fcber  the  ODgine  is  fitted  with  a  spark  arrester,  and,  if  so  the  pattern  should  be 
stated,  as  altio  the  description  of  the  fnel  naed.  lu  cases  in  which  there  is 
reason  to  suppose  that  the  sparks  escaped  from  the  ash-pan,  it  shonld  be  stated 
what,  if  any,  precaution  has  been  taken  to  check  the  escape  of  sparks  there- 
from. 

{d)  all  cases  of  injury  to  life  or  lirab  from  causes  connected  with  the 
working  of  railways. 

3.  The  following  classes  of  Railway  servants  should  be  included  in  the 
retoms,  namely : — 

(a)     all  persons  employed  in  stations,  including  police ; 

(6)  all  persons  employed  in  the  maintenance  of  ways  and  works,  excln* 
sive  of  men  entertained  for  special  works,  that  is,  for  railway 
works  involving  no  risk  from  the  working  of  trains,  e.g.,  the  con- 
stmction  of  spurs,  in  a  river  on  which  railway  work-people  are 
employed ;  and 

(c)  all  persons  employed  on  trains  or  running  engines,  also  all  gate- 
keepers. 

4.  Aceidents  described  in  clauses  (6)  and  (e)  of  Rule  2  which  are  of  a 
trivial  nature,  such  as  petty  accidents  in  shunting,  &c.,  need  not  be  included  in 
the  returns.  All  accidents  should,  however,  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
Agent  or  Manager  of  the  railway  concerned,  it  being  left  to  that  officer  to  decide 
which  of  them  may  be  omitted  from  the  returns  as  trivial. 

5.  Accidents  on  open  lines  of  railway  not  coming  under  any  of  the  classic 
fled  heads  in  the  forms  marked  Parts  I,  II  and  IIT,  but  which  have  caused  lots 
of  human  life  or  personal  injury,  should  be  entered  in  the  form  marked  Part  lY. 

6.  Accidents  connected  with  the  bursting  of  boilers  should  be  shown 
separately  from  those  connected  with  the  bursting  of  tubes.  A  detailed  account 
of  each  recorded  oaseof  the  bursting  of  a  boiler  should  invariably  be  given  in 
the  form  maked  Part  I. 

7.  In  classifying  accidents  in  column  3  on  page  2  of  the  form  marked 
Part  I,  the  word  "  serious  "  should  be  entered  above  the  number  in  order  to 
show  which  accidents  were  reported  to  the  Local  Government  under  Section  83 
of  the  Indian  Railways  Act,  1800. 

8.  In  the  forms  marked  Part  I  to  V  those  accidents  only  should  be  entered 
nhich  have  occurred  during  the  quarter  to  which  the  returns  relate.  The  speci- 
men entries  in  the  said  forms  explain  the  nature  of  the  accidents  which  should  be 
ioclnded  therein.  The  entries  in  the  forma  marked  Tables  Nos.  1  and  2  shonld, 
however,  be  cumnlalive,  and  these  tables  should  be  prepared  for  three  months, 
six  months,  nine  months,  and  twelve  months,  respectively.  Tables  Nos.  I  and  ^ 
2  for  the  second  quarter  should,  therefore,  include  the  figures  fqr  both  the  first  * 
Aod  second  quarters,  those  for  the  third  quarter  the  figures  for  three  qnartifiy 
«ttd  ihoie  for  the  fourth  quarter  the  figures  for  the  whole  twelrtt  months. 
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9.     Accidents  occurring— 

(fl)     in  railway  workshops ;  or 

(b)    on  new  works  not  opened  for  traffic ;  or 

(r)    on  lines  nnder  construction  ;  or 

(d)     on  Imes  not  used  for  the  pnhlic  carriage  of  passengers,   animals  or 

e^oods  ;  or 

(0)     to  steamers  or  flats  working  in  connection  with  railways, 

should  be  entered  in  the  briefest  possible  manner  in  Part  V  only  and  not  eniered 
in  any  ciher  Fitrts  or  Tables  of  the  returns.  Accidents  of  the  nature  referred  to 
in  this  rule  should  also,  when  necessary,  be  reported  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
Tifious  of  the  Tadian  Factories  Act,  1881.

Obsbbyations. — It  has  been  represented  that  the  wording  of  Rale  8  of  tUo 
rules  for  reporting  on  and  investigating  aecidents  on  Indian  railways,  nud  above* 
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compels  the  Agent  or  Manager  of  a  railway,  when  an  accident  has  occurred  in 
the  conrae  of  working  the  railway,  to  order  the  arrest  of  any  person  foitnd  gailty 
of  any  of  the  offences  referred  to  in  Section  131  of  the  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890, 
and  denies  to  the  Agent  or  Manager  any  discretionary  power  in  the  matter. 

Absolution. — The  Oovernor-Gleneral  in  Oonncil  is  pleased,  under  Section  84 
of  the  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890,  to  sanction  the  following  modification  of  Rale 
8  of  the  rales  referred  to  above  which  shoald  read  as  follows : — 

Rule  8.— Wbenever  any  accident  has  oocarred  in  the  conrae  of  working  a  railway  and  any 
oflFenice  referred  to  in  Section  131  of  the  Indian  Bail  ways  Act,  1890,  has  been  committed,  the 
Af^ent  or  Manager  or  some  officer  of  the  railway  nominated  by  him,  or  if  there  be  no  snch 
officer,  the  railway  officer  of  highest  rank  present,  may  diract  the  senior  police  officer  or 
policeman  present,  or,  if  there  be  no  member  of  the  police  force  present,  a  railway  servant, 
at  once  to  arrest  the  offender,  and  no  railway  servant  shall  arrest  any  person  nnder  the 
authority  of  the  said  section  without  snch  direction  except  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  kim 
from  making  his  escape  :  Provided  that,  when  such  offender  is  a  railway  servant  whose 
arrest  is  considered  for  any  reason  undesirable,  proper  precautions  shall  be  taken  to  prevent 
his  escape.

5-3-3  for  monthly  idiereat  do 
not  apply  to  public  aooonnts.    Instanees  haying  ocoarred  in  whi<^h  very  latge 
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deposits  hare  been  admitted^  whioh»  tboagh  admissible  under  tbe  strict  letter 
of  the  rales,  clearlj  do  not  come  within  the  declared  purposes  of  tbe  Post  Office 
Savings  Bank,  the  Governor- Genera)  in  Council  is  of  opinion  that  a  mazimam 
limit  should  be  laid  down  in  the  case  of  public  accounts.  His  Excellency  in 
Conncil  accordinglj  directs  that  for  Rule  89  (t)  of  tbe  Post  Office  Savings  Bank 
Rales,  the  following  shall  be  substituted  : —

In 
iu  vitiug  the  opmionB  of  Local  Governments  and  Administrations,  the  Government 
of  India  further  asked  that,  in  the  event  of  those  opinions  being  in  favour  of  the 
proposal,  they  might  be  famished  with  suggestions  as  to  the  scale  on  which  the 
rewards  for  passing  the  High  Proficiency  Examinations  shoald  be  fixed. 

2.  The  replies  received  show  that  all  Local  Governments  and  Administra- 
tions are  iu  favour  of  the  proposal  and  consider  that  Police  Officers  should  be 
eligible,  on  paasiug  the  High  Proficiency  Examination,  for  rewards  on  the  same 
scale  as  thoae  adraiBsible  to  members  of  the  Indian  Civil  Service.  Two  further 
suggestions  have  been  received.  In  the  first  place  the  Government  of  Bengal 
has  suggeated  that  Rule  VI  of  the  Rules  of  1880,  which  provides  that  the  period 
within  which  candidates  must  present  themselves  for  examination  shall  count 
from  the  date  of  their  first  arrival  in  India,  should,  in  its  application  to  Police 
Officers,  be  so  modified  in  the  case  of  those  officers  who  are  appointed  after  an 
examiuation  held  in  this  country  as  to  make  the  period  count  from  the  date  of 
appointment  in  India,  the  date  of  first  arrival  in  India  holding  good  for  officers 
Boleoted  io  England,  Tho  second  proposal  has  been  made  by  the  Resident  at 
Hyderabad,  who  has  pointed  out  that  Marathi,  the  vernacular  of  Berar,  is  not 
ono  of  the  langnagca  mentioned  in  the  Rules  of  1880,  and  has  suggested  that  it 
should  be  specially  included  in  the  rules  for  Police  Officers. 

3.  The  proposal  thus  unanimously  concurred  in  was  submitted  to  Her 
Majosty*a  Secretary  of  State,  and  with  his  approval  the  Governor-General  in 
Council  has  now  decided  that,  subject  to  the  modification  in  Rule  VI  suggested 
by  tho  Bengal  Government,  the  rules  published  in  Home  Department  Notification 
No.  I,  dated  tho  2Qd  January  1880,  shall  in  future,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the 
High  Proficioiicy  Examination  in  vernacular  (but  not  classical)  languages,  in  the

RESOLUTION. — The  Bales  annexed  to  this  resolntion  are  issued  in  S1lpe^ 
session  of  all  previous  mles  regarding  the  officers  entitled  to  exchange  com- 
pensation allowance,  and  the  following  additional  explanations  are  given  as  to 
the  principles  on  which  these  Rules  are  to  be  applied. 

2.  It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  in  applying  the  Rules  that  Europe  includes 
the  English-speaking  colonies,  and  that  Eurasians  who  are  not  statutory  natives 
of  India  are  to  be  reckoned  as  Europeans. 

3.  As  regards  officers  appoinUd  in  England^  all  Europeans  so  appointed, 
whether  in  the  military  or  the  civil  service,  will  be  entitled  to  exchange  com- 
pensation allowance  unless  their  salaries  are  fixed  in  sterling,  or  unless  they 
are  specifically  excluded  from  it  by  the  terms  of  their  engagement. 

4.  As  regards  offi^eers  appointed  in  India^  they  will  not  be  eligible  for  Ex- 
obange  Compensation  Allowance  if  tbey  belong  to  the  class  to  which  an  important 

Privilege  as  to  appointments  in  India  is  secured  by  the  Statute  33  Vict.,  cap.  3. 
'hat  class  is  thus  defined  in  the  Statute : 

"  The  words  *  Natives  of  India'  shall  include  any  person  horn  and  domiciled  within  the 
dominions  of  Her  Majesty  in  India  of  parents  habitually  resident  in  India  and  not  establiabed 
there  for  temporary  purposes  only." 

5.  But  before  officers  appointed  in  India  and  not  excluded  by  the  above 
test  are  eligible  for  exchange  compensation  allowance,  two  further  qualificatioDB 
are  necessary— 

(1)  They  must  have  been  appointed  either  (a)  to  offices  in  which  Euro- 

pean qualifications  are  held  to  be  indispensable  or  (6)  to  servioes 
and  departments  in  which  a  proportion  of  Europeans  is  held  to 
be  indispensable. 

(2)  They  must  have  been  appointed  as  Europeans,  and  in  the  second 

case,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  requisite  proportion  of 
Europeans. 

6.  It  is  not  possible,  without  some  little  delay,  to  make  complete  lists  of 
offices,  services  or  departments  falling  within  the  categories  (a)  and  (6)  above 
mentioned.  For  the  present  the  following  orders  ase  issued,  and  Local  Govern- 
ments and  Departments  are  desired,  as  soon  as  possible,  to  make  anv  recom- 
mendations for  further  inclusion  in  the  lists,  in  order  that  definite  orders  may 
issue. 

A.'^Ofioes  in  which  European  qualifications  ars  held  to  he  indiipemdble. 

7.  The  following  are  included — 

(1)  Appointments  limited  (or  practically  so)  to  barristers,  or  members 

of  the  Faculty  of  Advocates  in  Scotland. 

(2)  Appointments  limited  to  persons  who  possess  a  special  educ&tion  or 

skill  that  is  6btainable  only  in  England,  such  as  the  higher  medi- 
cal appointments ;  appointments  connected  with  speoiiJ  scientific 
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investigation  ;  engineering  appointments  in  the  eases  where  officers 
have  been  taken  over  from  companies  or  speciallv  appointed  by 
reason  of  European  experience  (Civil  Service  Regoxations,  703  and 
709)  ;  skilled  artizans  with  European  training ;  appointments  oon« 
nected  with  Marine  or  Shipping. 

(3)  Appointments  in  services  and  departments  which  are  in  all  but  except 

tional  cases  restricted  to  members  of  the  Indian  Civil  Service  or 
officers  o£  the  army.  Officers  not  belonging  to  these  two  classes^ 
who  have  in  the  past  been  admitted  to  these  services  and  depart* 
ments,  will  be  entitled  to  exchange  compensation  allowance.  In 
most  cases  this  kind  of  admission  has  now  ceased,  and  a  snbstitnte 
for  it  has  been  foand  in  the  admission  of  Provincial  Service  officers 
to  listed  posts.  Officers  admitted  under  these  new  rules  are  not 
entitled,  as  they  do  not  comply  with  the  second  condition  above-* 
mentioned,  viz,,  tbey  have  not  been  admitted  as  Europeans. 

(4)  Appointments  which  by  practice  or  order  are  confined  to  men  enlist* 

ed  in  the  British  Army. 

B. — Serviees  and  departments  in  which  a  proportum  of  Europeam  is  held  by  the 
Oivemment  of  India  to  be  indispensable. 

8.  The  only  services  and  departments  which  have  as  yet  been  admitted 
within  this  category  are  those  referred  to  in  the  orders  of  1879  regarding 
appointment  and  promotion  of  Europeans.     They  are — 

(1)  the  Account  Departments,  Civil,  Public  Works  and  Military  and  the 

Forest  Department  so  far  as  these  are  filled  by  appointment,  after 
examination ;  and 

(2)  the  Education   Department  in  the  case  of  persons  appointed  by  the 

Secretary  of  State. 

The  following   Departments— Opium,  Salt,  GustomSi  Survey,  Mint^ 
Public  Works  and  Police. 

These  orders  do  not  refer  to  appointments  of  which  the  pay  is  less  than 
Re.  200. 

9.  There  is  a  further  important  restriction  to  be  observed  with  regard  to 
all  these  services  and  departments.  Not  all  Europeans  in  these  appointments  are 
eligible,  but  only  those  who  have  been  appointed  **  as  Europeans  '  and"  for  the 
parpose  of  maintaining  the  pi*oportion  "  of  Europeans  held  to  be  indispensable. 

10.  To  many  of  the  departments  named  (perhaps  to  most  of  them)  there 
are  two  revenues  of  admission.  In  the  Account  Departments  there  is  admission 
by  nomination  and  examination,,  and  there  is  admission  by  promotion  from  the 
Sabordinate  Account  Service.  In  most  of  the  branches  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  there  is  admission  by  appointment  in  England,  and  admission  by 
appointment  in  India  under  regulations  which  are  equally  open  to  Europeans 
and  Natives.  In  all  these  cases  it  is  the  first  kind  of  appointment  only  which 
is  designed  to  maintain  the  indispensable  proportion  of  Europeans,  and  those 
appointed  under  the  second  method  are  not  appointed  as  Europeans  and  for  the 
parpose  of  maintaining  the  proportion,  and  they  are  therefore,  under  the  orders 
uow  conveyed,  not  eligible.  The  same  is  the  case,  as  has  been  pointed  ont^  with 
••  Provincial  Service  "  officers  admitted  to  '*  listed  appointments." 

11.  The  admission  of  officers  holding  subordinate  and  ministerial  appoint- 
ments is  to  be  decided  by  the  criteria  above  exnlained.  In  the  main,  those  who 
are  serving  in  sabordinate  positions  will  not  fulfil  the  necessary  conditions ;  but 
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if  there  nro  sobordiDate  offices,  as  doubtless  there  are,  which  in  the  public  in- 
tcrt^Bt  ruui^t  at  pi'Cijent  be  held  by  Earopeaus,  the  persons  so  selected  for  tbcm 
will  bo  cu tithed  to  draw  the  allowance.  In  the  present  Resolation  no  orders  are 
issued  for  the  admission  of  such  officers  (except  those  which  are  sanctioned  as 
offices  to  bo  held  by  British  soldiers  drawing  a  staff  pay).  Hat  Local  Govern- 
ments and  Departments  will  inclnde  in  the  recommendations  they  send  with 
reference  to  paragraph  6  above  any  subordinate  or  ministerial  offices  which  tbej 
consider  to  come  under  classes  A  and  B  above. 

12.  Rale  Sin  of  the  annexed  rnles^  so  far  as  it  provides  for  the  with- 
drawal of  the  exchange  compensation  allowance  from  officers  who  have  been  admit- 
ted to  it  under  past  rules,  will  not  be  bronght  into  force  until  the  proposed  lists 
of  appoiiitmentfl  are  considered  and  determined.  When  that  is  done,  the  limita- 
tion preticribcd  must  be  applied  to  all  officers  who  do  not  come  within  the  list. 
But  meantime  no  person  who  is  not  clearly  admissible  within  the  instructions 
J30W  issaed  should  be  admitted  to  exchange  compensation  allowance. 

Ord^u. —  Ordered,  that  the  foregoing  Resolution  be  published  in  the  Oazetle 
©//twftoj  and  that  it  be  circulated  to  all  Local  Governments  and  Administrations; 
to  Departments  of  the  Government  of  India;  and  to  Heads  of  Departments 
nubordiuate  to  the  Financial  Department ;  with  thereqaest  that  the  recommend* 
ationa  called  for  in  paragraph  6  be  made  with  all  possible  despatch. 

Ordered  aiso,  that  it  be  communicated  to  all  Accountants- Gen  oral  and  Comp- 
troMera  for  iaformtition  and  guidance. 

Rulei  regarding  the  grant   of  Exchange  Ocmpensaiion, 

His  Excellency  the  Governor-General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  prescribe  the 
follow! i^g  Hules  in  regard  to  the  grant  of  Exchange  Compensation,  in  superses- 
iiion  of  thoso  pnbliahod  with  Resolution  No.  3624  A.,  dated  the  I8th  of  Aogust 
1893,  and  other  orders  on  the  sabject. 

2,  His  Excellency  in  Council  takes  this  opportunity  of  declaring  that  the 
grant  of  Exchanr^^e  Compensation  is  a  provisional  addition  to  salary,  calculated 
on  the  difference  between  the  gold  value  of  half  salary  at  the  market  rate  of 
exchange,  and  its  value  at  a  privileged  rate  which,  for  the  present,  is  fixed  at 
Ig.  Ci.  per  rupee,  subject  to  the  condition  that  it  shall  in  no  case  exceed  in  any 
quarter  the  amount  of  rupees  by  which  250L  converted  at  the  privileged  rate 
shall  fall  short  of  the  equivalent  of  250Z.  converted  at  the  market  rate. 

;i  The  Government  of  India  reserve  to  themselves  full  power  at  any  time 
t^  reconsider  the  whole  subject  without  admitting  any  vested  rights  to  receive 
the  compcuBiition  in  the  form  now  sanctioned,  or  in  any  other  form. 

4.  Tbo  object  of  gp:*anting  Exchange  Compensation  is  to  secure  certain 
claiiBes  of  Indian  public  servants  against  serious  depreciation  of  their  emoluments 
by  the  fall  in  the  sterling  value  of  rupee  salaries,  so  that  they  may  be  enabled  to 
livo  according  to  their  station,  and  that  the  public  service  may  oontinae>  to 
attract  recrtiits  of  the  same  high  quality  as  heretofore. 

RULKS. 

T,  The  gfant  of  Exchange  Compensation  is  deemed  to  be  justified  on  the 
eonsideratiou  stated  above,  in  the  case  of  those  pnblic  servants  only  who  supply 
the  indispeuaable  Knropean  element  in  the  administrative  body  of  Indian 
official. 

11,     The  officers  who  fulfil  the  above  conditions  are, — 

(1)  Earopcans  appointed  in  England ; 
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(2)  Officers  appointed  as  Enropeans  in  India  to  offices  in  which  Earopean 
qaalifioations  are  held  to  be  indispensable,  or  to  services  and 
departments  in  which  a  proportion  of  Europeans  is  held  by  the 
Government  of  India  to  be  indispensable,  and  for  the  pm^poBe  of 
maintaining  that  proportion. 

Europe,  in  the  meaning  of  this  Rule,  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  English- 
speaking  colonies. 

III.  The  Government  of  India  shall  from  time  to  time  deterraine  what  are 
the  offices  or  services  in  which  European  qualifications  are  deemed  if}  bo  indis- 
pensable. 

IV.  (1)  No  person  hereafter  appointed  in  India  to  such  an  office  or  servioe 
shall  be  eligible  for  Exchange  Compensation,  unless,  on  appointnjt?iit,  he  shall  be 
declared  eligible  by  a  certificate  granted  by  the  Indian  Government  by  or  nnder 
which  such  appointment  is  made. 

(2)  The  certificate  will  set  forth  the  grounds  upon  which  the  holdor  is 
deemed  to  be  a  European  of  the  class  described  in  Rule  I. 

(3)  Such  certificate  shall  not  be  given  to  any  person  who  is  qualified  for 
appointment  under  33  Vict.,  c.  3,  sec.  6. 

(4)  The  decision  of  the  Government  of  India  as  to  the  granting  or  refusing 
of  such  a  certificate  is  final. 

V.  Exchange  Compensation  is  not  admissible  to — 

(a)  Persons  temporarily  appointed   to  the   service  of   Government    for  a 

specified  duty  only,  upon  allowances  definitely  fixed  for  the  parti- 
cular case ; 

(b)  Persons  serving  under  a  contract  in  which  their  allowances  nre   defi- 

nitely fixed,  which  is  not  preliminary  to  employment  in  one  of  the 
regular  services  of  the  (fovernment,  and  five  years  of  service  under 
which  have  not  elapsed  ; 

(r)  Persons  who  are  not  members  of  any  regular  Service,  and  who  are 
employed  in  a  professional  capacity  (such  as  Inwyers,  teacher^^, 
lecturers,  clergymen,  medical  men),  without  being  debarred  fi'oin 
the  private  exercise  of  their  profession. 

VI.  If  any  part  of  an  officer's  salary  is  fixed  in  sterling,  and  ia  converted 
into  rupees  at  the  rate  of  exchange  fixed  annually  for  the  adjustment  of  trauR- 
actions  between  England  and  India,  the  allowance  is  payable  only  in  respect  of 
the  excess,  if  any,  of  the  portion  of  his  salary  not  fixed  in  sterlin**,  over  the 
portion  fixed  in  sterling. 

When  a  wound  or  good  service  pension  dae  to  an  officer  serving  ie  India  is 
received  by  him  in  sterling  in  England,  an  abatement  should  br  mado  fram  thti 
Exchange  Compensation  drawn  in  India,  the  amount  of  the  iil>ati*nn?nt  being 
equal  to  the  amount  by  which  the  equivalent  of  thesterling  pension  at  the  ofjjehil 
rate  of  exchange  is  exceeded  by  that  at  the  market  rate  fixed  for  the  quarter  for 
the  payment  of  Exchange  Compensation. 

Subsidiary  Rules, 

VII.  The  allowance  is  granted  in  the  form  of  n  percentage  on  tho  officer's 
salary,  which  will  be  (julcnhited  by  the  Coniptroller-Gvnejal  eudi  quarter,  nntl 
notified  by  him  aboat  the  15th  day  of  the  final  month  in  the  preceding  qnartej- 
Subject  to  the   limits   prescribed    in  chiuse  2,  it  will  be  based  on  the  amopTit  by 
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whtcb  the  avero^o  demand  rate  of  exchange  in   Calcutta  during  the  qoarter 
end  jug  on  the  date  named  falls  short  of  the  privileged  rate  of  exchange. 

V  in.  The  percentage  fixed  for  any  (quarter  is  applicable  to  all  paymeDto 
of  salary  falling  due  daring  that  qaarter.  Thns  the  percentage  for  the  Jolj  to 
September  qnarter  applies  to  salary  payable  between  the  1st  of  July  and  ^h 
of  September,  which  ordinarily  is  the  salary  for  Jane,  Jaly  and  Aagast. 

When  salary  is  drawn  for  a  portion  of  a  month  Exchange  Compensation  is 
admissible  only  for  that  portion  of  the  month,  and  the  maximum  monthly  limit, 
if  applicable,  must  be  proportionately  reduced. 

IX>  The  allowance  is  payable,  month  by  month,  with  pay,  and  under  the 
rales  onder  which  pay  is  drawn  ;  and  it  will  be  charged  as  pay,  but  under  a 
separate  detailed  head.  In  the  case  of  officers  whose  emoluments  are  governed 
by  the  Civit  Service  Regulations,  the  allowance  is  admissible  only  on  salary  as 
defined  in  Arti€le47.  In  the  case  of  officers  whose  emoluments  are  governed  by 
the  Indian  Army  Regulations,  it  is  admissible  only  on  pay,  Indian  allowances, 
and  Staff  pay. 

Depntatton  allowance  does  not  come  within  the  definition  of  *' salary  "  in 
Article  47  of  the  Civil  Service  Regulations  and  consequently  Exchange  Compen- 
sation JB  not  admissible  in  respect  of  it.  But  if  in  any  case  depatation  allow- 
ance has  been  specially  permitted  to  count  as  salary  for  calculating  leave  allow- 
ance it  may  aleo  count  for  Exchange  Compensation. 

X.  Exchange  Compensation  is  admissible  on  leave  allowances  fixed  in 
TDpees  and  drawn  in  India. 

Xf.  Exchange  Compensation  is  not  admissible,  under  the  orders  of  the 
Government  of  India,  to  Government  officers  in  foreign  service.  The  Govern- 
ment of  India,  however,  so  far  as  they  are  concerned,  agree  to  the  grant  of  it  to 
fiuch  officers  under  the  present  rules  and  restrictions.  But  it  is  in  each  case  for 
the  foreign  employer  to  decide  in  the  first  instance  whether  he  is  willing  to  grant 
the  alio  wan  ne  or  not.  If  he  signifies  his  desire  to  give  the  allowance  the  sanction 
of  the  Local  Government  by  whom  the  officer's  services  were  lent  should  be 
applied  for,  with  a  full  statement  of  the  grounds  on  which  the  officer  considers 
himself  to  be  eligible  for  the  allowance. 

XIL  Family  remittances  of  pay  are  not  permissible  to  any  officer  who  iR, 
at  the  time  in  respect  of  which  the  pay  is  due,  in  receipt  of  Exchange  Compen- 
sation. 

XI I L  These  Rules  shall  come  into  force  with  effect  from  the  1st  of  April 
1897,  provided  that  officers  to  whom  Exchange  Compensation  would  not  be 
admissible  under  these  rules,  but  who  have  been  admitted  to  tt  under  the  rules 
previously  Itr  force,  will  continue  to  draw  it  to  the  extent  of  the  salaries  thej 
were  drawiiig  on  the  Ist  of  April  1897  ;  but  any  increase  in  their  salary  after 
that  date  will  be  taken  in  reduction  and  ultimately  in  extinction  of  the  claim  to 
the  allowance.

RULES  TO  REGULATE  THE  TRANSPORT  AND  IMPORTATION  OP 

EXPLOSIVES. 

Wo.  1393. — In  snpersession  of  the  Notification  by  the  Government  of  India, 
Home  Department,  No.  1417  (Pablic),  dated  the  24th  Jnne  1887,  and  in  exercise 
of  the  powers  conferred  by  Sections  5  and  7  of  the  Indian  Explosives  Act  (IV  of 
1884),  the  Governor-General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  make  the  following  rules 
to  regulate  the  transport  and  importation  of  explosives. 

These  Rules  extend  to  the  whole  of  British  India,  but  the  rules  relating  t© 
the  transport  of  explosives  shall  cease  to  apply  to  any  port  as  defined  in  the 
Indian  Ports  Act  (X  of  1889)  for  which  special  rules  made  by  the  Local  Govern* 
ment  are  for  the  time  being  in  force,  in  so  far  as  they  are  expressly  superseded 
by,  or  are  inconsistent  with,  such  special  rules. 

Nothing  in  these  Rules  shall  apply  to  the  manufacture,  possession,  use,  sale, 
trantport,  or  importation  of  any  explosive — 

(o)  by  order  of  the  Government,  or 

(6)  by  any  person  employed  under  the  Government  in  the  execution  of 
the  Indian  Explosives  Act  (IV  of  1884),  or  as  a  keeper  of  a  maga- 
sine,  artizan,  soldier,  sailor,  policeman,  or  otherwise,  or  enrolled 
as  a  volunteer  under  the  Indian  Volunteers  Act  (XX  of  1869),  in 
the  course  of  his  employment  or  duty  as  such. 

Preliminary. 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  these  rules,  explosives  shall  be  classified  as  follows, 
namelj— 

Class  1 Gunpowder. 

2         Nitrate-mixture. 

3  ...         «..         ...         ...         ...         ...     Nitro-compound. 

4        Chlorate,  mixture. 

5  ...         ...  ..         ...         ...         ...     Fulminate. 

6  ...         ...         ...         ...         ...         ...     Ammunition. 

7  • Firework. 

And  when  an  explosive  falls  within  the  description  of  more  than  one  class, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  belong  exclusively  to  the  latest  of  the  classes  within  the 
description  of  which  it  falls. 

Class  1. — Gunpowder  Class. 

The  term  "  gunpowder  *'  means  exclusively  gunpowder  ordinarily  so  called. 

Class  2. — Nitrate-mixture  Class. 

The  term  "  nitrate-mixture  "  means  any  preparation,  other  than  gunpowder 
ordinarily  so  called,  formed  by  the  mechanical  mixture  of  a  nitrate  with  any 
form  of  carbon  or  with  any  carbonaceous  substance  not  possessed  of  explosive 
properties,  whether  sulphur  be  or  be  not  added  to  such  preparation,  and  whether 
sttoh  preparation  be  or  be  not  mechanically  mixed  with  any- other  nOn-explosive 
sabfltanoe. 
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The  nitrate-mixtizre  class  comprises  such  explosives  as — 
PyroHtbe, 
Padrolithe, 
Poadro  saxifragine, 
and  any  preparation  coming  withiii  the  ahoTe  definition. 

Glass  3. — Nitro-compound  Glass, 

The  tei*m  "  nitro-compoand  "  means  any  chemical  compound  possessed  of 
e% plosive  properties,  or  capable  of  combining  with  metals  to  form  an  explosiTe 
ootDpoQDd,  which  is  produced  by  the  chemical  action  of  nitric  acid  (whether 
milled  or  not  with  salphuric  acid)  or  of  a  nitrate  mixed  with  sulphuric  acid 
upon  any  carhonaceous  substance,  whether  such  compound  is  mechanicallj 
mixed  with  other  eubfjtances  or  not. 


The  nitro-Goin  pound  class  has  two  divisions. 

Division  1  comprises  such  explosives  as — 

NitTO'glyceriDO, 
Dynamite^ 

Lithofraotear, 


Dnaline, 
Glyoxiline, 
Methylic  nitrate, 


and  any  chemit^al  compound  or  mechanically  mixed  preparation  which  oonsists, 
either  wholly  or  partly,  of  nitro-glycerine  or  some  other  liquid  nitro-compound. 


DiviBiou  2  comprises  such  explosives  as- 

Gun-cotton  ordinarily  so  called, 

Gnn-paper, 

Xyloidine, 

Gan  sawdust, 

Nitrated  Gun-cotton, 


Cotton  ffunpowder, 
Schultzs  powder, 
Nitro-mannite, 
Picrates, 
Picric  powder, 


Tonite  (or  cotton  powder), 

and  any  nitro-compound  as  before  defined  which  is  not  comprised   in  the  first 

division. 

Class  4. — ChloratS'inixture  Glass, 

The  term   '*  chlorate-mixture  **  means  any  explosive  containing  a  chlorate- 
The  chlornto-mixture  class  has  two  divisions. 

Division  I  comprises  such  explosives  as — 
Horsley^s  blasting  powder, 
Braiia'»  hlaating  powder, 
and  any  chlorate  preparation  which  consists  partly  of  nitro-glycerine  or  of  some 
other  liquid  nitro-compound. 


Division  2  comprises  such  explosives  as- 

Horsloy's  original  blasting  pow- 
der, 
Erhardt's  powder, 
Revetley's  powder, 


Hochstadter's  blasting  charges, 
Reichen's  blasting  charges, 
Teutonite. 


Chlorated  gun-cotton, 

and  any  chlorate-mixture  as  before  defined  which  is  not  comprised  in  the  first 
divifiion. 
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Class  b.^Fulminate  Class. 

The  term  "  fulminate  "  means  any  chemical  compound  or  mechanical  mix- 
ture, whether  included  in  the  foregoing  claHses  or  not,  which,  from  its  great 
susceptibility  to  detonation,  is  suitable  for  employment  in  percussion-caps  or 
any  other  appliances  for  developing  detonation,  dr  which,  from  its  extreme 
sensibility  to  explosion  and  from  its  great  instability  (that  is  to  say,  readiness 
to  undergo  decomposition  from  very  slight  exciting  causes),  is  especially  dan- 
gerous. 

The  fulminate  class  has  two  divisions. 

Division  1  comprises  such  compounds  as  the  fulminates  of  silver  and  of  mer- 
cury and  preparations  of  these  snbstances,  such  as  are  used  in  percussion-caps, 
and  any  preparation  consisting  of  a  mixture  of  a  chlorate  with  phosphoras,  or 
certain  descriptions  of  phosphorus  compounds,  with  or  without  the  addition  of 
carbonaceous  matter,  and  any  preparation  consisting  of  a  mixture  of  a  chlorate 
with  sulphur,  or  with  a  sulphurate,  with  or  without  carbonaceous  matter. 

Division  2  comprises  such  substances  as  the  chloride  and  the  iodide  of  nitro- 
gen, fulminating  gold  and  silver,  diazobenzol,  and  the  nitrate  of  diazobenzol. 

Class  6. — Ammunition  Class. 

The  term  "  ammunition "  means  an  explosive  of  any  of  the  foregoing 
classes  when  enclosed  in  any  case  or  contrivance,  or  otherwise  adapted  or  pre- 
pared so  as  to  form  a  cartridge  or  charge  for  small-arms,  caonon,  or  any  other 
weapon,  or  for  blasting,  or  to  form  any  safety  or  other  faze  for  blasting  or  for 
shells,  or  to  form  any  tube  for  firing  explosives,  or  to  form  a  percussion-oap, 
detonator,  a  fog-signal,  a  shell,  a  torpedo,  a  war-rocket,  or  other  contrivance 
other  than  a  firework. 

The  term  **  percussion-cap  "  does  not  include  a  detonator. 

The  term  "  detonator  "  means  a  capsule  or  case  which  is  of  such  strength 
and  construction,  and  contains  an  explosive  of  the  fulminate-explosive  class  in 
snch  quantity  that  the  explosion  of  one  capsule  or  case  will  communicate  the 
explosion  to  other  like  capsules  or  cases. 

The  term  "  safety  fuze  "  means  a  f nze  for  blasting  which  bums  and  does  not 
explode,  and  which  does  not  contain  its  own  means  of  ignition,  and  which  is  of 
Btich  strength  and  construction,  and  contains  an  explosive  in  such  quantity,  that 
ihe  burning  of  such  fuze  will  not  communicate  laterally  with  other  like  fuzes. 

The  ex])re6sion  "  safety  cartridges ''  means  cartridges  for  small-arms  of 
-which  the  case  can  be  extracted  from  the  small-arm  after  firing,  and  which  are 
so  closed  as  to  prevent  any  explosion  in  one  cartridge  being  communicated  to 
other  cartridges.  The  term  also  includes  rifle-calibre  machine-gun  cartridges 
if  they  are  of  the  above  description,  whether  they  are  for  use  with  machine- 
^nns  having  chambers  identical  with  those  of  rifles  or  with  machine-guns  which 
have  special  chambers. 

The  maximum  gauge  at  which   a  small  arm   cartridge  can   be  accepted  as 
"  safety  "  is  one  inch.     The  following   are  the  gauges   of  the  machine-gun  cart- 
ridges which  may  be  accepted  as  "  safety  ": —

Fuzes  for  shells,  and  tubes  fric- 
tion f^*r  guns,  provided  there 
be  no  more  than  five  fnzes  or 
25  tubes  in  one  package,  and 
thj\t  tlie  package  be  a  hermeti- 
cally F^ealed  metalo  ylinder. 

Pivisiou  2  comprises  any  ammunition,  as  before   defined,  which    does   nd

Shells  and  torpedoes  containing  any  explosive, 
Fuzes  for  blasting,  which  are  not  safety  fuzes, 
Fu?tes  for  shells. 
Tubes  for  firing  explosives, 
War-rockets, 
which  do  not  contain  their  own  means  of  ignition. 

Diri^ion  >3  comprises  any  ammunition,  as  before  defined,  which  coaiaina  id 
own  meany  of  Ignition  and  is  not  included  in  division  1,  such  as — 

Detonators, 

Giirtritlges  for  small-arms,  which  are  not  safety  cartridges, 

Fuzes  for  blasting,  which  are  not  safety  fazes, 

Fir/cH  for  shells, 

Tabes  for  firing  explosives, 
which  do  con^4lin  their  own  means  of  ignition. 

By  amruQtiition  containing  its  own  means  of  ignition  is  meant  ammnmtion 
having  an  arrangement,  whether  attached  to  it  or  forming  part  of  it,  which  is 
adapted  to  explode  or  fire  the  same  by  friction  or  percussion. 

Class  7. — Firework  Class, 

Tho  firework  class  has  two  divisions. 

Division  I  comprises  firework  compositions,  that  is  to  say,  any  cheniical 
compoand  or  mechanically  mixed  preparation  of  an  explosive  or  inflammable 
nature,  whioli  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  making  manufactured  fireworks,  and  is 
not  iticladcd  in  the  former  classes  of  explosives,  and  also  any  star  and  any 
coloured  iire  composition,  subject  to  the  proviso  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Division  *3  comprises  manufactured  fireworks,  that  is  to  say,  any  explosiTe 
of  any  of  the  foregoing  classes  and  any  firework  composition,  when  such  explo- 
sive or  Gompopition  is  enclosed  in  any  case  or  contrivance,  or  is  otherwise  mann- 
factnred  m  as  tn  form  a  squib,  cracker,  toy  cap  or  amorce,  serpent,  rocket 
(other  thrto  a  war-rocket),  maroon,  lance,  wheel,  Chinese  fire,  Roman  candle,  or 
other  article  i^pecially  adapted  for  the  production  of  pyrotechnic  effects  or  pyro* 
tftchmo  signals  or  sound  signals : 
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Provided  that  a  substantially  constructed  and  hermetically  closed  metal 
case  containing  not  more  than  1  ft.  of  colonred  fire  composition  of  such  a  natnre 
as  not  to  be  liable  to  spontaneons  ignition  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  "  mannfac- 
tnred  ftpework." 

Transport. 

(a)  Packing. 

2.  The  following  general  rnles  shall  be  observed  with  respect  to  the  pack- 
ing of  explosives  for  conveyance : — 

I. — Each  class  of  explosive  shall  be  separately  packed. 

II. — An  explosive,  not  being  an  explosive  of  the  5th  (fulminate)  class,  or 
of  the  2nd  and  3rd  divisions  of  the  6th  (ammnnitioa)  class,  or  of  the  Ist  division 
of  the  7th  ^firework)  class,  shall,  if  not  exceeding  5  fts.  in  quantity,  be  contained 
in  a  sabsta^ntial  case,  bag,  canister,  or  other  receptacle  made  and  closed  so  as 
io  prevent  the  explosive  from  escaping. 

III. — In  every  other  case  the   explosive  shall   be  contained   in  a  double 
package.      The  inner  package  shall  be  a   substantial  case,  bag,  canister,  or  other 
receptacle  made  and  closed  so  as  to  prevent  the  explosive  from  escaping,  and 
the  oater  package  shall  be  a  box,  barrel,  or  case  of  wood  or  metal  or  other  solid 
material,  and  shall  be  of  such  strength,  construction,  and  character  that  it  will 
not  he  broken  or  accidentally  opened,  or  become  defective  or  insecure  whilst 
being  conveyed,  and  will  not  allow  the  explosive  to  escape : 
Provided  as  follows ; — 
(s)   If  the  explosive  is  of  the  1st  (or  gunpowder)  class  or  of  the  2nd  (nitrate- 
mixtnre)  class,  or  is  gun-cotton  or  another  explosive  of  the  2nd 
division  of  the  3rd  (nitro-compound)  class,  the  quantity  of  the  ex- 
plosive in  any  one  outer  package  shall  not,  in  the  case  of  explosives 
of  the   first  two  classes,  exceed  100  lbs.,  and  in  other  cases  50  lbs. 
If  the  explosive  is  picric  acid,  the  inner  package  must  be  of  such 
a  nature  as  to  effectually  prevent  any  picric  acid  from  coming  into 
contact  with  any  basic  metallic  oxide.* 
(6)  If  the  explosive  belongs  to  the   1st  division  of  the  3rd    (nitro-com- 
ponnd)  class  or  to  the  4th  (chlorate-mixture)  class,  the  inner  pack- 
age shall  be  without  any  metal  in  its  construction,  and  the  inner  or 
outer  package,  or  both,  shall  be  thoroughly  waterproof.f    No  one 
of   the  inner  packages  shall   contain   more   than  10  lbs.,  and  the 
aggregate  quantity  of  the  explosive  in  any  one  outer  package  shall 
not  exceed  50  lbs. 
(o)  1,  If  the  explosive  belongs  to  the  5th  (fulminate)  class,   and  is  of 
snch  character  that  it  cannot  be  packed  mixed  with  water,  or  that 
danger  would  arise  from  such  mode  of  packing,  it  shall  be  packed 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  specially  directed  by  the  Governor- 
General  in  Council 

*  Ifottf*— This  ralo  is  intended  to  prevent  picric  acid  being  packed  in  a  case  lined  with 
certain  metals,  sach  as  zinc  or  lead,  which  wonld  resnlt  in  danger  arising  from  the  formation 
ofapiorate.  Waterproof  bags  ioside  powder-barrels  are  snggested  as  a  simple  and  safe 
method  of  packing  picric  acid  for  transport  or  storage. 

t  l^oee.— From  the  requisition  that  the  package  shoald  be  waterproof  are  excepted— 

(1)  All  explosives  falling  in  the  2nd  division  of  the  4th  (chlorate-mi xt are)  class. 

(2)  Those  explosives,  included  in  the  1st  division  of  the  3rd  (nitro-oompoand)  olastf 
which  do  not  yield  up  their  nitro-glyoerine  in  contact  with  water,  such  as  blasting 
gelatine^  gekttino  dynamite,  oordito  and  ballistite  and  geJignito  ;  provided  that  any 
other  substance  than  those  named  has  been  certitied  to  bo  of  this  character  by  tt 
Chief  Inspeotor  of  JiixplosivQB. 
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2.  Any  other  explosive  of  the  falminate  class  shall  be  packed  as  follows: 
It  shall  be  packed  Id  bags  or  coverings  of  calico,  canvas,  or  other 
material  permeable  to  water,  and  containing  each  not  more  than 
25  lbs.  of  f alminatCf  and  so  made  and  closed  as  to  prevent  janj  ex- 
plosive from  escaping.  Sach  bags  or  coverings  shall  be  packed  in 
a  case  containing  sufficient  water  to  ensure  the  explosive  being  kept 
constantly  wet,  and  such  case  (hereinafter  called  the  inner  case) 
shall  be  packed  in  an  outer  case  containing  sufficient  water  con- 
stantly to  surround  the  inner  case ;  and  the  inner  case  and  the  outer 
case  shall  each  be  of  such  strength,  construction,  and  character 
that  it  will  not  be  broken  or  accidentally  opened  or  become  defe^ 
tivo  or  insecure  whilst  being  conveyed,  and  will  not  allow  anj 
fulminate  or  water  to  escape  ;  and  the  amount  of  the  explosive  in 
any  one  outer  case  shall  not  exceed  200  lbs  ,  except  with  the  con- 
sent of,  and  under  conditions  approved  by,  an  Inspector  of  Explo- 
sives. 

3,  Every  package  when  actually  used  for  the  packing  of  one  fulminate 
shall  not  be  used  for  the  packing  of  any  other  fulminate  or  for 
any  other  purpose. 

k  On  the  outer  case  there  shall  be  affixed  in  conspicuous  characters  bj 
means  of  a  brand  or  securely  attached  label  or  other  mark  the 
word"  Explosive,  "  with  the  name  of  the  explosive  followed  by  the 
words  "  Fulminate,  Division  1  '*  (or  2  as  the  case  may  be)  and  the 
name  and  address  of  the  owncF  or  sender. 

(i)  1.  If  an  explosive  belongs  to  the  1st  division  of  the  6th  (ammunition) 
class,  it  shall  be  contained  in  a  box,  barrel,  or  case  of  wood,  metal, 
or  other  solid  material,  and  of  such  strength,  construction,  and 
character  that  it  will  not  bo  broken  or  accidentally  opened,  or  be- 
come defective  or  insecure  whilst  being  conveyed,  and  will  not 
allow  any  explosive  to  escape. 

2,  If  the  explosive  belongs  to  the  2nd  division  of  the  6th  (ammunition) 
class,  the  following  rules  shall  apply,  viz. : — 

(i)  A  shell  or  torpedo  containing  any  explosive  material,  whether  such 
shell  or  torpedo  bo  separate  or  form  part  of  a  rocket  or  other  appli- 
ance, shall  be  packed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  specially  directed 
by  the  Governor- General  in  Council  with  reference  to  such  explo- 
sive. 

(ii)  Any  explosive  material  when  made  up  into  a  cartridge  or  charge 
for  cannon,  shells,  mines,  blasting,  or  other  like  purposes,  shall  he 
packed  in  the  manner  required  for  the  same  explosive  material 
when  not  so  made  up  : 

Provided  that  where  a  double  package  is  required,  the  enclosing 
case  of  such  cartridge  or  charge,  if  it  satisfies  the  conditions  requir- 
ed for  the  inner  package,  may  be  held  to  be  such  inner  package. 

(iii)  Any  other  explosive  of  the  2nd  division  shall  be  packed  in  a  box, 
barrel,  or  case  oE  wood,  metal,  or  other  solid  material,  and  of  such 
strength,  construction,  and  character  that  it  will  not  be  broken  or 
accidentally  opened,  or  become  defective,  or  insecure  whilst  being 
conveyed,  and  will  not  allow  any  explosive  to  escape :  and  any  one 
such  package  shall  not  contain  more  than  100  lbs.  of  ammuni- 
tion.

(e)  If  the  explosive  belon^fl  to  the  drd  divisioii  of  tlie  6th  (anuxmiution) 

ohkss,  it  shall  be  packed  in  a  double  package.  The  inner  package 
shall  not  contain  more  than  2  lbs.  of  snch  explosive  and  no  move 
than  50  lbs.  shall  be  contained  in  the  enter  package. 

(f)  If  the  explosive  belongs  to  the  Ist  division  of  the  7th  (firework)  class, 

it  shall  be  contained  in  a  doable  package.  The  inner  package  shall 
be  a  substantial  canister,  case,  or  other  receptacle  hermetically 
closed,  and  containing  no  more  than  1  lb.  of  explosive,  and  no  more 
than  20  lbs.  shall  be  contained  in  the  outer  package ;  and 

(g)  If  the  explosive  belongs  to  the  2nd  division  of  the  7th   (firework) 

class,  it  shall  be  contained  in  a  box,  barrel,  or  case  of  wood,  metal, 
or  other  solid  material  and  of  snch  strength,  construction,  and 
character  that  it  will  not  be  broken  or  accidentally  opened,  or  be- 
come defective  or  insecure  whilst  being  conveyed,  and  will  not 
allow  any  explosive  to  escape,  and  the  quantity  of  explosive  in 
any  one  package  shall  not  exceed  100  lbs. 

IV. — ^Whatever  be  the  amount  of  the  explosive,  and  to  whatevw  claas  or 
diTision  of  a  class  it  belongs,  the  following  conditions  shall  be  observed: — 

(a)  the  interior  of  every  packc^e,  whether  single  or  doublet  shall  be  kept 
free  from  grit  and  otherwise  clean ; 

(6)  every  package,  whether  single  or  double,  when  actually  used  for  the 
packing  of  the  explosive^  shall  not  be  used  for  the  packing  of  any 
other  explosive  of  the  same  or  any  other  class  or  for  any  othei* 
purpose,  except  with  the  consent  of,  and  under  conditions  approved 
by,  an  Inspector  of  Explosives ; 

(c)  there  shall  not  be  any  iron  or  steel  in  the  construction  of  any  such 

single  package  or  inner  or  outer  package  unless  the  same  is  efFec* 
tually  covered  with  tiUf  zinc,  or  o^her  suitable  material ; 

(d)  on  the  outermost  package  there  shall  be  affixed,  in  conspicuous  char<» 

acters,  by  means  of  a  brand  or  securely  attached  label  or  mark 
the  word  *'  Explosive  "  followed  by  the  name  of  the  explosive  or 
other  description  of  the  contents  and  the  name  ^^d  ad4reas  of  the 
owners  or  senders ;  and 

(e)  the  amount  of  the  explosive  in  any  single  package  or,  if  there  is  a 

double  package,  in  any  one  enter  package,  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  specified  in  the  foregoing  rules,  except  with  the  consent  of, 
and  under  conditions  to  be  approved  by,  an  Inspector  of  Explosives 
or  other  officer  appointed  by  the  Local  Government  in  this  be* 
half. 

3.  Whoever  commits  a  breach  of  any  of  the  foregoing  rules  relating  to 
the  packing  of  explosives  for  conveyance  shall  be  punishable  with  fine  which 
may  extend  to  Rs.  1,000  * 

(b)  Mode  of  corweyanee. 

4ts  The  following  general  rules  shall  be  observed  with  respoet  to  the  con- 
veyance of  explosives : — 

I. — No  explosive  shall  be  conveyed  from  place  to  place  unless  packed  in  the 
manner  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  rules. 

•  Bales  regarding  soaroh  for,  and  dofeeution  of  ozploBives  contraTeuiug  rognlaiions  k^ve 
been  issued  by  the  Local  Qovemmeuts. 
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II, — There  sKall  not  be  conveyed  in  any  carriage  or  vessel  which  is  beine 
used  for  the  couvoyance  of  an  explosive,  any  explosive  of  a  different  class  and 
division,  of  whatsoever  nature,  which  contains  its  own  means  of  ignition,  nnlesB 
it  is  sufficiently  separated  therefrom  to  prevent  any  fire  or  explosion  which 
may  take  place  ia  one  such  explosive  being  communicated  to  another. 

m. — Except  in  the  case  of  small  consignments  carried  by  railway,  which 
may  be  unloaded  at  any  time,  explosives  shall  be  loaded  or  unloaded  only 
between  sunrise  and  sunset.  For  the  purposes  of  this  rule  no  consignment  of 
more  thati  half  a  wagon-load  booked  to  one  station  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  small 

coofiignmenL 

lY. — Whilst  the  explosive  is  being  loaded  on  or  unloaded  out  of  any  cl^ 
riage  or  vessel,  no  fire  or  artificial  light,  nor  any  article  which  is  liable  to  cause 
or  comnjunicate  lire  or  explosion  [  such  as  charcoal,  lucifer-matches,  articles  fo 
striking  a  light  J  petroleum  to  which  the  Petroleum  Act  (XII  of  1886)  or  any 
dther  Act  for  the  time  being  in  force  regarding  the  importation,  possession,  and 
tranflport  of  petroleum,  applies,  or  any  spirit  or  oil  or  substance  that  gives 
forth  an  inflamiDable  vapour  at  a  temperature  below  100°  Fahrenheit  ]  shaU  be, 
or  shall  he  allowed  to  be,  brought,  had  or  used  dangerously  near  to  such  carriage^ 
ship,  or  boat,  and  no  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in,  on  or  dangerously  neary  io^ 
the  same  i 

Provided  that  when  the  use  of  a  light  for  the  purposes  of  such  loading  or 
nnloading  is  unavoidable,  a  lamp  of  such  construction,  position,  or  character  as 
not  to  cause  any  danger  from  fire  or  explosion  may  be  used ;  and  no  person, 
while  handling  any  explosive  (except  an  explosive  of  division  1,  class  6,  or  an 
explosive  ot  class  7,  if  packed  in  accordance  with  the  packing  rules),  shall  wear 
boots  or  shoes  with  iron  or  steel  nails,  heels  or  tips. 

V. — In  the  loading  or  unloading  of  any  explosive,  the  casks  and  packages 
containing^  the  same  shall  be  passed  from  hand  to  hand  and  not  rolled  upon  tiie 
ground ;  they  shall   not  be  thrown  or  dropped  down,  but  shall  be  carefoUy 

deposited  and  stowed. 

YI. — The  explosive  shall  not  be  conveyed  except  in  the  interior  of  a  car- 
riage Bo  enclosed  on  all  sides  with  wood  or  metal,  or  in  the  hold  of  a  ship  or  boat 
having  a  close  deck  so  closed,  as  effectually  to  protect  the  explosive  against  acci- 
dent by  tire  from  without.  If  the  explosive  cannot  be  so  secured,  it  shall  be 
completely  covered  with  painted  cloth,  tarpaulin,  or  other  suitable  material  so 
as  to  effectually  protect  it  against  communication  of  fire. 

VII- — There  shall  not  beany  iron  or  steel  in  the  interior  of  the  portioned 
the  carriage  or  vessel  with  which  the  case  containing  the  explosive  is  in  contact^ 
unless  the  samo  is  effectually  covered  with  leather,  wood,  cloth,  or  other  suitaUe 

material/ 

VIII. --In  the  stowing  of  the  explosive,  due  precautions  shall  be  taken  by 
means  of  a  partition  or  otherwise  and  by  careful  stowing  to  secure  such  explosive 
from  being  brought  into  contact  with,  or  endangered  by,  any  other  article  or  sub- 
stance conveyed  in  3uch  carriage  or  vessel  which  is  liable  to  cause  fire  or  explo- 
sion; and  if  the  explosive  is  dangerously  affected  by  water,  due  precautions 
shall  bo  taken  to  exclude  water  from  coming  into  contact  with  such  explosiye. 

IX,— The  amount  of  the  explosives  conveyed  in  any  one  carriage  or  vessel 
at  any  one  time  aball  not  exceed  2,000  lbs.  unless  the  carriage  be  so  enclosed 
on  all  fiidea  with  wood  or  metal,  or  the  vessel  have  a  close  deck  so  closed,  as 
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effectnally  to  protect  the  explosive  against  accident  by  fire  from  without,  in  which 
case  the  amount  of  the  explosives  conveyed  shall  not  exceed  the  following  :—

KoTK.— This  role  ehall,  in  the  case  of  dynamite  conveyed  by  railway,  be  read   subject  to 
paagcaph  XII  of  Rale  6. 

X. — Nothing  in  the  foregoing  rules  (except  rule  I)  shall  apply  to  any  explo- 
8176  of  the  1st  division  of  the  6th  (ammunition)  class : 

Provided  that  all  due  precautions  are  taken  for  the  prevention  of  acci- 
dents. 

5.  The  following  rules  shall  be  observed  with  respect  to  the  conveyance 
of  explosives  otherwise  than  by  railway : — 

I. — No  explosive  shall  be  conveyed  in  a  carriage  or  boat  whilst  carrying  or 

E'lng  for  public  passengers,  unless  the  quantity  is  less  than  5  lbs.  and  notice 
been  given  beforehand  to  the  person  in  charge  of  such  carriage  or  boat : 

Provided  that  there  shall  not  be-  conveyed  in  any  such  carriage  or  boat  any 
explosive  of  the  5th  (f  alminate)  class  or  any  explosive  of  the  3rd  division  of  the 
6ih  (ammunition)  class,  or  of  the  1st  division  of  the  3rd  (nitro-compound)  class, 
except— 

(0  dynamite  which  may  be  carried  in  the  form  of  cartridges  up  to  the 
limit  of  5  lbs  : 

Provided  that  no  detonators  are  carried  in  the  same  compartment ;  and 

(it)  detonators  to  the  number  of  200 : 

Provided  that  the  amount  of  explosive  of  the  5th  (fulminate)  class 
in  the  detonators  shall  in  no  case  exceed  in  the  aggregate  3  oz.  (a 
certificate  to  this  effect  being  given  by  the  Agent  of  the  Company 
by  whom  the  detonators  are  tendered  for  transport)  : 

Provided  also  that  no  dynamite  is  carried  in  the  same  compartment, 

n. — ^With  respect  to  the  conveyance  by  carriage  or  vessel  of  explosives  of 
the  5th  (fulminate)  class,  or  of  the  3rd  division  of  the  6th  (ammunition)  class, 
or  of  the  1st  division  of  the  7th  (firework)  class,  or  of  larger  quantities  than 
5  Ifae.  of  any  other  explosive,  the  following  regulations  shall  be  observed : — 

(1)  The  person  in  charge  of  the  carriage  or  vessel  shall  not  drive  or  con- 

duct the  same  in  a  dangerous  or  reckless  manner,  and  shall  take 
all  due  precautions  to  avoid  fire  and  explosion,  and  no  person  shall 
do  any  act  or  thing  in  relation  to  the  explosive  which  tends  to 
cause  fire  or  explosion,  and  is  not  reasonably  necessary  for  the  con- 
veyance of  the  explosive  or  for  work  immediately  connected  with 
such  conveyance ;  and  a  person  who  is  intoxicated  shall  not  have 
charge  of  any  carriage  or  vessel  conveying  explosive,  and  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  be  in,  or  on,  or  attending  tho  same. 

(2)  A  person  shall  not  forward  to  any  warehouseman  or  carrier  a  con- 

signment of  explosive,  unless  he  has  given  notice  to  such  ware- 
houseman or  carrier  beforehand,  stating  the  name  and  quantity  of 
the  explosive  proposed  to  be  conveyed,  and  the  name  and  address  of 
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tbe  proposed  oonsignee,  and  has  bad  an  intimation  that  the  ^ 
hons^man  or  carrier  is  prepared  to  receive  fche  eonsigimieBt ;  and  & 
warehouseman  or  carrier  shall  not  make  such  an  intimation,  nor 
receive  such  consignment,  unless  he  is  prepared  to  receive  it,  and 
forthwith  to  despatch  the  same,  or  to  deposit  it  in  a  magazine  or  at 
a  place  at  which  a  person  is  licensed^to  possess  tiie  same. 

(3)  The  carriage  or  vessel  conveying  the  explosive  shall  be  in  charge 
of,  and  constantly  attended  by,  some  competent  person,  or  by  a 
sufficient  number  of  competent  persons,  and  such  persons  shall  not, 
if  the  amount  of  the  explosive  conveyed,  exceed  100  fts.,  stop  or 
delay  for  a  longer  time  than  may  be  reasonably  necessary,  orriop 
unnecessarily  at  any  place  where  such  stopping  would  be  attended 
with  special  public  danger. 

C,  The  following  rules  shall  be  observed  with  respect  to  the  conveyance  of 
PXpIo&ives  by  public  railway  : — 

1^ — Ko  person  shall  send  for  carriage  upon  any  railway  any  consignment  of 
an  explosive,  unless  he  has  given  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  railway  staiaoa 
previous  notice  in  writing  which,  at  the  option  of  the  Railway  Administrato, 
may  extend  to  48  hours,  of  his  intention  to  send  such  consignment,  and  fitetmg 
the  true  name,  description,  quantity,  and  mode  of  packing  of  the  explosive 
proposed  to  be  conveyed,  and  his  own  name  and  address,  and  also  the  name  and 
address  of  the  proposed  consignee,  and  unless  he  has  had  an  intimation  in 
writing  from  an  authorised  officer  of  the  railway  that  such  consignment  will  be 
received, 

II. — N'o  explosive  which  a  Railway  Administration  shall,  by  any  notice  or 
regulation  for  the  time  being  in  force,  notify  that  they  will  not ; receive,  shall  be 
brought,  sent  or  forwarded  to^  or  upon,  any  railway  of  the  said  Railway  Adminis- 
imtioii, 

1 11. — Consignments  of  explosives  shall  be  sent  to  the  forwarding  station  aod 
shall  be  received  by  the  railway  servants  only  at  such  times,  between  sunrise 
and  E^nttset,  as  the  Railway  Administration  may  appoint;  and  every  package 
contaioiDg  any  explosive  proposed  to  be  conveyed  on  any  railway  shall  immedi- 
ately on  arrival  at  i^e  station  be  unloaded  and  placed  in  a  safe  place  under  the 
special  direction  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  station. 

AU  gunpowder  under  despatch  or  receipt  by  a  Government  arsenal,  dep6t, 
or  factory,  tihall  be  loaded  or  unloaded  in  the  railway  vans  by  Government  eer- 
vants  employed  in  such  arsenal,  dep6t,  or  factory.  In  each  van  used  by  tbe 
THil way  lor  the  transport  of  gunpowder  the  packages  of  gunpowder  shall  be 
secured  in  euch  a  way  as  to  prevent  concussion  when  the  train  is  in  motion. 

IV. — An  explosive  shall  be  removed  by  the  consignee  from  the  receiving 
staHon  during  the  twelve  hours  of  daylight  after  arrival  :  if  this  condition  is 
not  strictly  complied  with,  the  Railway  Administration  may  return  the  consign- 
ment to  the  consignor  at  his  risk  and  expense.  And  such  packages  shall  in  the 
meanwhile  be  kept  as  far  away  from  the  station  buildings  as  possible,  in  the 
wagon  they  were  conveyed  in,  or,  if  unloaded,  shall  be  completely  covered  with 
tarpaulins  or  other  suitable  material,  Mid,  if  necessary,  shall  be  protected  by  a 
police  guard. 

V*— ^The  Railway  Administration  may  refuse  to  receive  any  packages  which 
they  Buepect  to  contain  any  explosive  packed  or  sent  in  contravention  of  these 
regulation!-  And  in  case  any  package,  which  the  Railway  Administration  sus- 
pect, shall  bo  upon  any  railway,  the  Railway  Administraiadh  may  open,  or  require 
to  be  ofiened,  such  package,  to  ascertain  the  fact,  at  the  risk  and  expense  of  the 
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OOQsignor,  and  may  return  the  explosive  contained  in  tbe  package  to  the  con- 
signor at  his  risk  and  expense,  keeping  the  packages,  pending  such  retnrn,  in  the 
laanmer  prescribed  in  the  preceding  rale. 

VI.— Subject  to  the  exception  provided  for  in  clause  (e),  no  explosive  shall 
be  conveyed  by  passenger-train  except  of  the  kinds  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
specified  in  this  rule : — 

(a)  Safety  cartridges  and  percussion-caps  and  safety  fuze  (for  blasting), 
also  fog-signals  for  railway  use  which  may  be  conveyed  in  ordinary 
wagons  or  carriages. 

(fc)  Dynamite  which  may  be  carried  in  the  form  of  cartridges  up  to  the 
limit  o£  5  fts : 
Provided  that  no  detonators  are  carried  in  the  same  compartment. 

(c)  Detonators  which  may  be  carried  to  the  number  of  200 : 

Provided  that  in  no  case  the  amount  of  fulminate  of  mercury  in  the 
package  or  packages  containing  the  detonators  exceeds  in  the  aggre- 
gate 3  oz.  (a  certificate  to  this  effect  being  given  by  the  Company, 
firm,  or  person  tendering  the  detonators  for  transport  or  by  its 
or  his  agent)  : 

Provided  also  that  no  dynamite  is  carried  in  the  same  compartment. 

(d)  Sporting  gunpowder  or  non-safety  cartridges  packed  in  double  cases 

as  before  provided,  so  long  as  the  gunpowder  is  contained  in  one 
pound  tin  canisters  packed  in  a  stout  wooden  case  with  an  outer 
covering  of  tin  or  zinc  completely  spark-proof,  or  in  metal-lined 
cases  of  a  pattern  approved  by  the  Railway  Administration.  But 
no  outer  case  shall  contain  more  than  25  Bbs.  of  gunpowder, 
and  the  total  consignment  of  gunpowder  or  non-safety  cartridges 
by  one  train  shall  not  exceed  80  Sbs. 

(e)  Explosives  may  be  carried  by  mixed  trains  on  any  line  on  which  goods 

trains  are  not  running,  subject  to  the  conditions  that  not  more 
than  one  vehicle  containing  explosives  is  forwarded  at  any  one 
time  by  a  mixed  train  ;  that  the  precautions  prescribed  for  con- 
veyance by  goods  trains  are  observed ;  and  that  directly  a  wagon 
containing  explosives  arrives  at  a  section  on  which  goods  trains 
are  running,  it  is  detached  from  the  mixed  trains. 

YJ£, Not  more  than  five  carriages  containing  explosives  shall  be  loaded 

or  unloaded  at  any  railway  station,  or  be  conveyed  by  any  one  train  at  any  one 
time  •  and  the  quantity  of  explosive  to  be  contained  in  any  one  carriage  shall  not 
exceed  two- thirds  of  the  normal  load,  unless  the  carriages  shall  be  specially 
bnilt  and  approved  of  by  the  Government  of  India  for  the  conveyance  of  explo- 
sives. But  notliing  in  this  clause  shall  be  held  to  apply  to  separate  consign- 
ments of  small-arms  ammunition. 

VIII.— There  shall  not  be  conveyed  in  the  same  carriage  with  any  explosive 
«nv  Incifer  or  other  matches,  fazes,  pipelights,  acids,  naphtha,  paraffine,  petro- 
leum to  which  the  Petroleum  Act  (XII  of  1886),  or  any  other  Act  for  the  time 
being  in  force  regarding  the  importation,  possession  and  transport  of  petroleum, 
^ppHee,  or  any  other  volatile  spirit  or  substance  liable  to  give  off  an  inflammable 
vigour'  or  liable  to  spontaneous  ignition,  or  to  cause  or  communicate  fire  or 
explosion. 

JX. ^The  consignor  shall  attach  to  the  consignment  note  a  certificate  or 

(tltotidedr^ho  original  is  produced  for  verification)  copy  of  a  certificate,  signed 
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by  an  officer  authorised  by  the  Local  Government  in  this  behalf  that  the  explo- 
sive, if  it  is  an  explosive  of  class  3  or  4,  is  of  the  standard  purity ;  and  further  in 
the  case  of  dynamite,  and  all  nitro-glycerine  compounds,  that  there  are  no  signs 
of  exuded  nitro-glycerine  or  of  liquefaction.  The  consignor  shall  also  certify 
that  the  explosive  has  been  packed  in  accordance  with  the  packing  rules  in 
force  in  England  or  in  British  India. 

X. — In  the  case  of  explosives  under  classes  3  and  4  the  outer  ]mckages  shall 
be  marked  with  the  date  of  the  manufacture  of  the  explosives.  The  above- 
mentioned  certiticate  shall  contain  sufficient  information  to  admit  of  all  packages 
being  easily  recognised. 

XI. — The  certificate  referred  to  in  Rule  IX  shall  be  valid  for  six  montfa 
after  date,  if  the  examination  has  been  made  between  the  15th  October  and  81st 
March  ;  but  any  Railway  Administration  which  accepts  dynamite  for  transport 
may  demand  a  fresh  certificate  for  dynamite  presented  for  conveyance  between 
1st  April  and  I5th  October  (both  inclusive). 

XII.— Packages  containing  dynamite  shall  be  stowed  in  one  layer  only  and 
secured  so  as  to  prevent  movement  during  transit,  and  the  gross  load  in  any 
one  wagon  shall  not  exceed  3  tons  : 

Provided  that,  if  the  packages  of  dynamite  are  in  rectangular  form  and 
are  properly  secured  so  as  to  prevent  movement  during  transit,  they  may  be 
stowed  in  any  number  of  layers  not  exceeding  five,  and  the  gross  load  in  any  one 
wagon  shall  not  exceed  5  tons. 

XIII. — No  explosive  belonging  to  the  6th  (fulminate)  class  or  to  class  6. 
division  3,  shall  be  carried  in  the  same  train  with  dynamite,  or  with  any  other 
explosive  belonging  to  class  3,  division  1. 

XrV. — Wagons  used  for  the  carriage  of  explosives  shall  be  examined  to  see 
that  they  are  spark-proof,  and  have  been  cleaned  out  before  they  are  loaded. 
Hair,  cloth,  hides,  or  other  suitable  materials  shall  be  spread  on  the  floor  of  the 
wagon  and  between  each  layer  of  packages,  except  when  the  packages  are  covered 
with  gunny  or  felt,  or  contain  small-arms  ammunition  packed  in  tin-lined  service* 
pattern  boxes. 

XY. — Wagons  containing  explosives  shall  be  loaded  and  unloaded  on  sidings 
distant  as  far  as  possible  from  the  station  buildings. 

XVI. — Five  layers  of  packages  in  rectangular  form  and  of  uniform  siase 
(provided  they  are  double  packages,  and  are  so  secured  as  to  prevent  movement 
during  transit)  may  be  packed  one  above  another.  Otherwise  not  more  than 
three  layers  of  packages  containing  explosives  shall  be  packed  one  above  another. 
But  in  the  case  of  small-arms  ammunition  packed  in  tin-lined  service-pattern 
boxes,  there  is  no  restriction.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Rule  4  (III),  the 
loading  and  unloading  of  explosives  when  once  begun  shall  be  diligently  pro- 
ceeded with  until  the  same  is  completed. 

XVII. — When  the  train  is  being  marshalled,  wagons  loaded  with  explosives 
maybe  shunted  by  a  locomotive,  if  they  are  separated  from  the  engine  by  not  less 
than  three  wagons  containing  no  explosive  nor  easily  inflammable  substance. 
This  precaution  is  not  necessary  with  wagons  specially  constructed  for  the  car- 
riage of  explosives.  The  speed  of  these  movements  shall  be  restricted  to  5  miles 
an  hour ;  they  shall  be  superintended  by  a  duly  authorised  officer,  who  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  observance  of  these  orders.  Flying  shunts  are  strictly 
prohibited. 

XVIII. — Wagons  containing  explosives  shall  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the 
train  away  from  the  locomotive,  and  shall  be  close  coupled  to  one  Another,  as  weD 
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as  to  the  adjoining  wagons,  and  preceded  and  followed  by  tliree  wagons  not  loaded 
with  explosives  or  other  traffic  of  an  inflammable  nature. 

XIX. — If  the  wagons  employed  in  the  transport  of  explosives  are  provided 
with  brakes,  the  brakes  thereon  shall  on  no  account  be  worked  while  the  wagons 
are  running  with  a  train,  nor  shall  brakes,  other  than  iron  brakes,  on  vehicles 
immediately  adjoining  such  wagons,  be  worked  while  such  wagons  are  so  run- 
ning. 

XX. — Wagons  shall  in  every  case  be  locked  when  loaded  with  explosives. 

XXI. — All  operations  connected  with  the  transhipment  of  explosives  at  junc- 
tion stations  shall  take  place  during  daylight. 

7.  Whoever  commits  a  breach  of  any  of  the  foregoing  rules  relating  to  the 
mode  of  conveyance  of  explosives  shall  be  punishable  with  a  fine  which  may 
extend  to  Bs.  100. 

Importation. 

8.  An  explosive  shall  not  be  imported  by  sea  into  British  India,  except 
nnder,  and  in  accordance  with,  the  conditions  of  a  license  to  import  the  explosive 
granted  under  these  rules  : 

Provided  that  any  explosive  other  than  an  explosive  specified  in  Rule  11 
may,  previous  to  the  grant  of  an  importation  license,  if  certified  to  be  of  British 
mann&cture  or,  if  not  of  British  manufacture,  if  imported  from  the  United  King- 
dom and  covered  by  the  certificate  granted  by  one  of  Her  Majesty's  Inspectors  of 
Explosives  in  England  be  landed  in  accordance  with  such  regulations  as  the 
local  Grovernment  may  prescribe  in  this  behalf,  and  be  stored  in  a  place  set 
apart  by  the  Local  Government  for  this  purpose.  The  Governor- General  in 
Council  may  extend  this  privilege  to  any  such  explosive  not  of  British  manufac- 
ture regarding  which  he  is  satisfied  that  it  has  been  manufactured  under 
adequate  official  supervision. 

Before  any  explosive  is  landed  under  the  proviso  to  this  rule,  the  consignee 
shall  give  to  the  Chief  Customs  Officer  of  the  Port  such  undertaking,  with  or 
without  security,  as  the  said  officer  thinks  sufficient,  to  obey,  in  the  event  of 
the  explosive  failing  to  satisfy  the  prescribed  tests,  such  directions  as  to  its 
disposal  as  the  Local  Government  may  see  fit  to  prescribe. 

If  samples  are  taken  by  an  officer  deputed  by  the  Chief  Customs  Officer  on 
Board  the  ship  on  its  arrival  the  procedure  shall    be  that  prescribed  in  Rule  15. 

9.  Whoever  imports  an  explosive  in  contravention  of  Rule  8  shall  be  punish- 
able with  fine  which  may  extend  to  three  thousand  rupees. 

10.  An  explosive  shall  not  be  imported  by  sea  except  at  the  ports  of  Calcutta, 
Madras,  Bombay,  Rangoon,  Calicut,  Karachi,  and  Aden  ;  but  a  license  to 
import  an  explosive  by  sea  from  Rangoon  into  the  ports  of  Akyab,  Moulmein, 
Sandoway,  Kyouk-Phyoo,  Tavoy,  and  Mergui  may  be  granted  by  the  Magistrate 
of  the  districts  in  which  these  ports  are  respectively  situated.  The  fee  pay- 
able in  respect  of  each  such  license  shall  be  one  rupee,  and  the  license  shall  be 
in  Form  A  in  the  Schedule  hereto  annexed. 

11.  If  the  explosive  is  gunpowder  or  an  explosiy^e  of  the  1st  division  of  the 
6th  (ammunition)  class  or  an  explosive  of  the  7th  (firework)  class,  the  license  to 
import  the  same  may  be  granted  at  the  ports  of  Calcutta,  Madras,  and  Bombay  by 
the  Conmiissioner  of  Police,  and  at  the  ports  of  Rangoon,  Calicut,  Karachi, 
and  Aden  by  the  District  Magistrate. 
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12.  The  fee  payable  in  respect  of  each  SQoh  license  shall  be  Bs.  10 ;  but,  if 
any  explosive  imported  under  a  license  into  a  British  port  is  exported  thence  to 
another  British  port  named  in  Rule  10,  the  necessary  license  for  such  re-import 
may  be  i^^anted  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  rnpee  instead  of  E»s.  10. 

13.  Licenses  for  the  importation  by  sea  of  any  explosiyes  other  tha&  tkoM 
specified  in  Rnle  11  shall  be  granted  by  the  Local  Qovemmeniorby  some  officer 
specially  authorised  by  the  Local  Government  in  this  behalf. 

14  No  license  shall  be  granted  for  the  importation  of  any  explosiye  of  the 
deHcription  referred  to  in  Rule  13,  if  it  be  an  explosive  for  which  a  test  or  exami- 
nation has  been  prescribed  by  or  under  the  orders  of  the  Government  of  India, 
nnless  sRniples  of  the  explosive  taken  as  hereinafter  provided  are  certified  by  tlw 
Chemical  Examiner  or  some  other  officer  appointed  by  the  Local  Government 
in  this  behalf  to  have  passed  the  test  or  examination  from  time  to  tinie  prescribed. 

15.  On  the  arrival  in  any  port  at  which  the  importation  of  explosives  is 
lawful,  of  a  ship  having  on  board  an  explosive  other  than  an  explosive  of  the 
descriptiou  referred  to  in  Rule  11,  such  officer  as  the  Chief  Customs  Officer 
aathoriBos  in  this  behalf  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  proceed  on  board  and  shall,  if 
testing  or  examination  is  requisite  under  the  last  preceding  rale,  obtain  sampke 
of  the  explosive. 

All  explosives  of  which  samples  are  taken  for  examination  shall  be  forth- 
with deposited  in  a  duly  licensed  place  or  places  of  storage,  and  shall  not  be 
distributed  for  use  until  the  importer  has  received  from  the  licensing  authoritj 
notice  that  it  may  be  so  distributed. 

Thu  master  of  the  ship  shall  give  to  the  said  officer,  without  charge,  sauh 
eamples  as  he  may  require.  The  said  officer  shall  affix  to  each  such  sample  the 
name  of  the  ship  and  of  the  consignee  and  such  other  distinguishing  marks  as 
ho  m^Y  think  necessary,  and  shall  forward  the  same  to  the  Chemical  Examiner 
or  officer,  as  aforesaid,  for  report. 

The  Chemical  Examiner  or  officer  as  aforesaid,  after  testing  the  said  sam- 
ples, shall  without  delay  forward  to  the  licensing  authority,  through  the  Chief 
CnetoiTih  Officer,  a  report  under  his  signature  certifying  whether  the  explosive 
has  Gatitilied  the  prescribed  test. 

l^j  A.  Explosives,  other  than  those  referred  to  in  Rnle  11,  which  have 
already  nndergone  the  test  prescribed  by  Rules  14  and  15  at  the  ports  of  Calcutta, 
Madras,  Bombay,  Rangoon,  Calicut,  Karachi,  or  Aden,  may  be  re-imported 
by  6ca  into  any  other  of  those  ports  under  a  license  granted  under  Rule  13,  with- 
out re-testing,  but  subject,  in  the  case  of  such  explosives  as  are  mentioned  in 
Bulo  6,  Clause  IX,  to  the  production  of  the  certificate  prescribed  in  that  clause. 

Such  certificate  shall  be  valid  for  six  months  after  date,  if  the  examination 
has  been  made  between  the  15th  October  and  31st  March;  but  in  the  case  of 
dynamite,  a  fresh  certificate  may  be  demanded  if  the  consignment  is  imported 
between  the  Ist  April  and  15th  October  (both  inclusive). 

16.  The  period  for  which  a  license  to  import  an  explosive,  granted  under 
Rule  13,  sball  continne  in  force  shall  not  exceed  such  period  as  may  seem  neces- 
sary to  tho  authority  granting  the  license, 

17*  Tho  fee  payable  on  a  license  granted  under  Rule  13  shall  be  Rs.  Ift 
but»  if  any  explosive  imported  under  a  license  into  a  British  port  is  exported 
thenco  to  another  British  port  named  in  Rule  10,  the  necessary  license  for  sucb 
n^-lmport  may  be  granted  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  rupee  instead  of  Bs.  10. 
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18.  Every  license  granted  nnder  Rnles  11  and  13  shall  be  in  Form  A  in  the 
Schedule  hereto  annexed,  and  shall  be  sabjeot  to  the  conditions  therein  pre- 
scribed, and  also  to  snch  additional  conditions  with  respect  to  the  time  and 
place  of  unlo€uling,  landing  delivery  an^  conveyance  of  the  explosive,  and  snch 
other  conditions  as  may  in  each  case  be  thonfi:ht  by  the  licensing  officer  to  be 
necessary  for  the  pnblio  safety  or  in  the  interests  of  the  State. 

19.  Whoever  commits  a  breach  of  any  condition  s abject  to  which  a  license 
tinder  Rales  1 1  and  13  is  granted,  shall  be  panishable  with  fine  which  may 
extend  to  three  thousand  rnpees. 

GBNSBAt.. 

20.  Every  license  granted  under  these  rales  shall  be  liable  to  be  forfeited 
on  breach  of  any  of  the  conditions  snbject  to  which  it  is  granted. 

21.  If  a  person  licensed  to  import  an  explosive  dies  or  becomes  bankrupt  or 
becomes  mentally  incapable  or  otherwise  disabled,  the  person  carrying  on  the 
Inuiaess  of  sach  licensee  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  under 
tke  Indian  Explosives  Act  (IV  of  1884)  or  the  rules  thereunder  for  acting  under 
the  license  daring  such  reasonable  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  allow  him  to  mi^e 
an  ftpplication  to  the  authority  granting  the  license  for  a  new  license  in  his  own 
name  during  the  currency  of  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  original  license.  Sach 
new  license  shall  be  granted  on  payment  of  one  ropee. 

22.  The  fees  leviable  under  these  rules  shall  be  taken  in  the  sliape  of  im- 
pressed stamps.  Ordinarily  the  applications  for  licenses  or  renewals  of  licensea 
Bhall,  if  not  otherwise  provided,  be  written  on  impressed  stamps  of  value 
equal  to  the  amount  of  fee  leviable  in  respect  of  such  licenses  or  renewals,  the 
licenses  themselves  being  issued  on  plain  paper.  But  when  the  licenses  them- 
selves are  written  or  printed  on  impressed  stamps,  the  application  may  be  on 
plain  paper.  When  an  application  for  license  is  written  on  an  impressed  stamp, 
and  the  license  is  refused,  the  value  of  the  stamp  will,  on  applicatiouibe  refunded 
to  the  applicant. 

23.  When  a  license  granted  in  accordance  with  these  rules  is  lost,  or 
accidentally  destroyed,  a  duplicate  may  be  granted  to  the  licensee  on  payment 
o!  a  fee  of  8  annas. 

24.  Any  person  holding  a  license,  or  acting  under  a  license  granted  in 
accordance  with  these  rnles,  shall  be  bound  to  produce  the  same  when  called 
iipon  to  do  so  by  any  Magistrate,  or  by  any  Police  officer  in  charge  of  a  Police 
Bfeition,  or  by  any  Police  officer  of  higher  rank. 

25.  All  Magistrates  or  other  authorities  acting  nnder  these  rules  shall 
perform  their  duties  subject  to  the  control  of  their  executive  superiors  and  of 
the  Local  Oovemment. 

26«  Any  authority  empowered  to  grant  a  license  under  the  foregoing  rules 
nay,  if  he  thinks  fit,  direct  by  any  order  written  on  the  license  that  it  shall 
have  the  effect  of  a  like  license  under  the  Indian  Arms  Act  (XI  of  1878). 

27.  Any  persons  lawfully  entitled  under  the  Indian  Arms  Act  (XI  of  1878), 
or  tfad  rules  thereunder,  to  possess  any  explosive  coming  under  the  head  of 
ammunition,  as  defined  in  that  Act,  may  possess  or  import  without  license 
tinder  these  rules  any  such  explosive  in  reasonable  quantities  for  his  own  private 
twe;  but  when  an  explosive  is  so  imported,  the  Collector  of  Customs  or  any 
other  officer  empowered  by  the  Local  Government  in  this  behalf  by  name  or  by 
virtue  of  his  office  may  at  any  time  detain  such  explosive  until  he  receives  the 
^ders  of  the  Local  Oovemment  thereon. 
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Oonditions. 

1.  Ttifs  license  is  given  snbject  to  tbe  provisions  of  the  Indian  Explosive 
Act  (lY  of  1884)  and  the  rules  thereunder.  Certain  general  rules  are  quoted 
separately  below. 

2.  This  license  shall  become  void  after  expiry  of  the  period  named  there* 
on. 

3.  Til  IB  license  is  valid  for  importation  only  :  if  the  articles  named  herein 
are  to  be  traosported  to  any  place  outside  the  Presidency  Town,  they  must  be 
protected  bv  a  transport  license,  to  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  rules  under 
the  Indian  Arms  Act  (XI  of  1878). 

4.  On  the  outside  of  each  package  there  shall  be  affixed  inconspicuous 
characters  by  means  of  a  brand  or  securely  attached  label  or  mark  the  word 
"  Explosive,^'  followed  by  the  name  of  the  explosive  or  other  description  of  the 
contents  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  owners  or  senders.

20.    Every  license  granted  under  these  rules  shall  be  liable  to  be  forfeited 
cm  breach  of  any  of  the  conditions  subject  to  which  it  is  granted. 
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21.  If  a  person  Tfcensed  to  import  an  ezplosiye  dies  or  becomes  bankrupt 
or  becomes  mentally  incapable  or  otherwise  disabled,  the  person  carrying  on  the 
business  of  snch  licensee  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  under 
the  Act  or  the  rules  made  thereunder  for  acting  under  the  license  during  such 
reasonable  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  allow  him  to  make  an  application  to  the 
authority  granting  the  license  for  a  new  license  in  his  own  name  during  the  cur- 
renoy  of  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  original  license.  Such  new  license  shall 
be  (p:anted  on  the  payment  of  one  rupee. 

22.  The  fees  leviable  under  these  rules  shall  be  taken  in  the  shape  of  im- 
imssed  stamps.  Ordinarily  the  applications  for  licenses  or  renewals  of  licenses 
shall,  if  not  otherwise  provided,  be  written  on  impressed  stamps  of  value  equal 
to  ike  amount  of  fee  leviable  in  respect  of  such  licenses  or  renewals,  the  licenses 
themselves  being  issuod  on  plain  paper.  But  when  the  licenses  themselves 
are  written  or  printed  on  impressed  stamps,  the  application  may  be  on  plain 
paper.  When  an  application  for  license  is  written  on  an  impressed  stamp,  and 
the  license  is  refused,  the  value  of  the  stamp  will,  on  application,  be  refunded 
to  the  applicant. 

23.  When  a  licens  graneted  in  accordance  with  these  rules  is  lost,  or 
accidentally  destroyed,  a  duplicate  may  be  granted  to  the  licensee  on  payment  of 
a  fee  of  8  annas, 

24.  Any  person  holding  a  license,  or  acting  under  a  license  granted  in  ac- 
coiP^bnce  with  these  rules,  shall  be  bound  to  produce  the  same  when  called  upon 
to  doBo  by  any  Magistrate,  or  by  any  Police  officer  in  charge  of  aPolice  station, 
or  hy  any  Police  officer  of  higher  rank. 

Rule  far  Testing  Explosives. 
No.  1394. — With  reference  to  Rule  14  of  the  Rules  to  rcguliate  the  trans- 
port*and  importation  of  explosives,  published  with  Home  Department  Notifi- 
cation No.  1393,  dated  the  8th  July  1897,  the  Governor-General  in  Council  is 
pleased  to  make  the  following  Hole  on  the  subject  of  the  tests  which  explosives 
filtodd  be  required  to  pass  before  their  importation  is  permitted : 

RULE. 

Class  1. — Gunpowder  class.     Gunpowder  is  not  required  to  pass  a  te^t, 

OUusZ, — Nitrate-mixture  class.  Nitrate-mixture  explosives  are  not  ordjn- 
vnbf  required  to  pass  a  test.  The  Local  Government,  however,  or  the  authorised: 
oftcer  granting  the  import  license  under  Rule  13  of  the  Rules  to  regulate  the 
^nusport  and  importation  of  Explosives  published  with  Home  Department  Noti- 
fication No.  1393,  dated  the  8th  July  1^97,  may  in  any  particular  case  or  class  of 
cttes  require  that  a  sample  of  the  explosive  which  is  to  be  imported  be  sent 
fint  to  the  Chemical  Examiner  for  an  analysis  of  its  constituent  parts. 

Class  3. — Nitro-compound  class.  It  is  for  explosives  of  this  class  that  testing 
is  chiefly  required,  in  respect  to  the  purity  of  their  composition  and  their 
luiinlity  to  liquefaction  or  exudation.  The  tests  prescribed  for  nitro-compound 
•xploiiv^es  are  contained  in  Schedule  A  attached  to  this  rule. 

Class  4. — Chlorate^mixtnre  elass.  See  Schedule  A  for  remarks  regarding 
the  testing  of  this  class  ( <> ) . 

Class  b. — Fnlminate  elass.  No  test  has  been  laid  down  for  explosives  of 
the  Fulminate  class  («)• 

Class  6, — Ammunition  class.  No  test  is  required  for  explosives  of  the  1st 
diyision  of  this  class.  If  the  substances  of  which  explosives  of -the  ^nd  and  3rd 
divisions  are  composed  have  to  be  tested  under  the  preceding   rules,  they  will

MaUridls  required, 

{a),Te»i-^f>er, — The  test-paper  is  prepared  as  follows:— 45  grains  of 
white  maize  starch  (comflour)y  previously  washed  with  cold  water,  are  added  to 
^  ounces  of  distilled  water,  the  mixture  is  stirred,  heated  to  boiling,  and  kept 
gentlj  boiling  for  10  minutes ;  15  grains  of  pure  potassium  iodide  (i.e.,  which 
has  been  re-crystallized  from  alcohol)  are  dissolved  in  8^  ounces  of  distilled 
water.  The  two  solutions  are  thoroughly  mixed  and  allowed  to  get  cold.  Strips, 
or  sheets,  of  white  English  filter  paper  previously  washed  with  water  and  re- 
dried  are  dipped  into  the  solution  thus  prepared,  and  allowed  to  remain  in  it 
for  not  less  than  10  seconds ;  they  are  then  allowed  to  drain  and  dry  j^  a  place 
free  from  laboratory  fumes  and  dest.  The  upper  and  lower  margins  of  the 
strips,  or  sheets,  are  cut  off,  and  the  paper  is  preserved  in  well-stoppered  or  cork 
bottles,  and  in  the  dark,  f  The  dimensions  of  the  pieces  of  test-paper  used  are 
about  ^  inch  by  ^  inch  (10  mm.  by  20  mm). 

(6).  Sttmdard  tint  paper. — A  solution  of  caramel  in  water  is  made  of  such 
concentration  that  when  diluted  one  hundred  times  (10  co.  made  up  to  1  litre)  the 
tint  of  this  diluted  solution  equals  the  tint  produced  by  the  Nessler  test  in  100 
cc  water  containing  0*000075  grm.  of  ammonia  or  000023505  grm.  of  chlo- 
ride of  ammonium.  With  this  caramel  solution  lines  are  drawn  on  strips  of 
wiiite  filter  paper  X  by  means  of  a  clean  quill  pen.  When  the  marks  thus  pro- 
daced  are  dry  the  paper  is  cut  into  pieces  of  the  same  size  as  the  test-paper 
previously  described,  in  such  a  way  that  each  piece  has  a  brown  line  across  it 
^iear  the  middle  of  its  length,  and  only  such  strips  are  preserved  in  which  the 
brown  line  has  a  breadth  varying  from  |  mm.  to  J  mm.  (^  of  an  inch  to  ^j  of 
an  inch). 

*  This  is  not  absolutely  required,  as  the  temperatore  of  the  bath  oaD  be  kept  coDStant  by 
proper  atteDtioo  to  the  heating  flame. 

t  When  a  paper  is  freshly  prepared,  and  as  long  as  it  remains  in  good  condition,  a  drop 
of  dilnte  aoetic  add  pnt  en  the  paper  with  a  glass  rod,  produces  no  coloration.  In  process  of 
time,  however,  the  stronger  the  light  to  which  the  paper  is  exposed,  the  sooner  a  drop  of  the 
soid  produces  a  brown  or  blnish  coloration  (a  single  hour  of  direct  sunlight  produces  a  marked 
effect),  and  whenever  this  is  the  case,  the  paper  should  be  rejected.  On  this  account  it  is 
adrisable  not  to  prepare  too  much  of  the  test-paper  at  one  time,  but  to  prepare  it  fresh  every 
month  or  so.

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I.— Testing  Dynamite,  Blasting  Gelatine,  and  other  Explosives  of  the 
First  Division  of  the  Nitro-Compound  Class.

Kitro -glycerine  prepsrations,  from  which  the  nitro-glyoerine  can  be  extracted 
in  the  roanciGr  described  below,  mi«<  satisfy  the  following  tea t^  otherwise  they 
will  not  be  considered  as  mannfactured  with"  thoroughly  purified  nitro-glyoerine" 
within  the  terms  of  the  license.*

Mode  cf  operation. 

Atont  300  to  400  grains  of  dynamite  (6)  finely  divided  are  placed  into  thtf 
fimnel  which  has  pfTevionsly  been  loosely  plugged  by  some  freshly-ignited  asbes- 
tos (a). 

The  surface  is  smoothed  by  means  of  a  flat-headed  glass  rod  or  stopper 
and  ^otne  clean  washed  and  dried  Kieselgnhr  (c)  is  spread  over  it  to  the 
depth  of  about  ^  inch. 

Water  is  next  carefully  dropped  from  a  wash  bottle  upon  this  Kieselguhr, 
and  when  the  first  portion  has  been  soaked  up,  more  is  added ;  this  is  repeated 
until  sufficient  nitro-glycerine  has  been  collected  in  the  graduated  measure  (e) 
below. 

^  This  teit^  thoDgh  at  present  looked  upon  as  the  most  important,  as  far  as  testinS  the 
purity  of  tho  nitrc^gljoerine  is  concerned,  is  in  England  only  one  of  several  which  any  0i^^ 
sample  of  nittD*gljcerine  preparation  has  to  satisfy  in  order  to  establish  its  compllfmce  wiLlJ 
the  deSnitloti  in  the  license. 
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If  any  water  should  have  passed  through  with  the  nitro-glyoerine^  it  should 
be  removed  with  a  piece  of  hlotting  paper,  and  the  nitro*glyceline,  if  necessary, 
filtered  through  a  dry  paper  filter^ 

Applieaiian  of  the  Test* 

The  thermometer  i^  fixed  so  as  to  be  inserted  through  the  lid  of  the  water 
bath  described  under  I,  page  2,  into  the  water  (which  is  to  be  steadily 
maintained  at  a  temperature  of  160°  Fahrenheit)  to  a  depth  of  2|  inches*  Fifty 
grains  of  nitro-glycerine,  to  be  tested,  are  weighed  into  a  test-tube  in  such  a 
way  as  not  to  soil  the  sides  of  the  tube.  A  test-paper  is  fixed  on  the  hook  of 
the  glass  rod  so  that  when  inserted  into  the  tube  it  will  be  in  a  vertical 
position.  A  sufficient  amount  of  a  mixture  of  half  distilled  water  and  half 
glycerine  to  moisten  the  upper  half  of  the  paper  is  now  applied  to  the  upper 
edge  of  the  test-paper^  by  means  of  a  camers-hair  pencil,  the  cork  carrying 
the  rod  and  paper  is  fixed  into  the  test-*>tube  and  the  position  of  the  paper 
ftdjasted  so  that  its  lower  edge  is  about  half'way  down  the  tube ;  the  latter 
18  then  inserted  through  one  of  the  perforations  of  the  cover  to  such  a  depth 
that  the  lower  margin  of  the  moistened  part  of  the  paper  is  about  five-eighths 
of  an  inch  about  the  surface  of  the  cover.  The  test  is  complete  when  the 
faint  brown  line  which  after  a  time  makes  its  appearance  at  the  line  of 
boondary  between  the  dry  and  moist  part  of  the  paper  equala  in  tint  the  brown 
Ibe  of  the  standard  tint  paper. 

The  nitro-glycerine  under  examination  will  not  be  considered  as  "  thoroughly 
pnnfied  "  within  the  terms  of  the  license  unless  the  time  necessary  to  produce 
the  standard  tint  as  above  described  is  at  least  15  minutes. 

B. — Blastikq  Gblatirb,  Gelatine  Dtkamitx,  akd  analogous 
Preparations^ 

Fifty  (50)  grains  oi  blasting  gelatine  are  to  be  intimately  incorporated  with 
one  hundred  (100)  grains  of  French  chalk.*  Tbo  mixture  is  to  be  gradually 
introduced  into  a  test-tube  of  the  dimensions  prescribed  above  for  the  dynamite 
heat  test,  with  the  aid  of  gentle  tapping  upon  the  table,  between  tbe  introduction 
of  successive  portions  of  the  mixture  into  the  tnbe,  so  that  when  the  tube 
contains  all  the  mixture  it  shall  be  filled  to  the  extent  of  I J  inches  (one  inch 
wd  three-quarters)  of  its  height.  The  test-paper  is  then  to  be  innerted  and  the 
beat  is  to  bo  applied  in  the  manner  prescribed  above  for  the  dynamite  heat  test, 
wid  the  sample  tested  is  to  withstand  exposure  to  160^  Fahrenheit  for  a  period  of 
ten  (10)  minntes,  before  producing  a  discoloration  of  the  test-papers  corres- 
ponding in  tint  to  the  standard  color  test  which  is  employed  for  governing 
the  results  of  the  dynamite  heat  test. 

(For  Exudation  and  Liquefaction  tests  for  Blasting  Gelatine,  ftc.,  Ac.,  see 
Appendix,  p.  7). 

N'B, — Non-gelatinized  nitro-glycerine  preparations,  from  which  the  nitro- 
glycerine cannot  be  expelled  by  water,  are  tested  without  any  previous 
Beparation  of  the  ingredients,  the  temperature  being  as  above  (160°  Fahrenheit) 
and  the  time  being  seven  (7)  minutes.

•  This  can  be  readily  effected  by  carefully  working  the  two  materials  together  with  a 
wooden  pestle  in  a  wooden  mortar. 

The  French  chalk  should  be  of  good  commercial  quality,  and  after  being  carefully  washed 
™^  disiiUed  water  and  dried  in  a  water  oven,  it  should  be  exposed  under  a  bell  jar  to 
Jjow  air  until  it  has  taken  up  about  05  per  cent,  of  moisture.  It  should  then  be  bottled 
^  iisei  and  with  ordinary  oare  the  limits  of  0*6  per  oe&t.  can  be  maintained  in  keeping. 
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h    Apparatui  require. 

The  apparatus  neceMary  for  the  application  of  the  heat  teat  to  oorditeis 
identical  with  that  described  above  (see  page  2  )  for  explosives  of  the  nitro- 
componnd  class  generally  *  with  the  addition  of  a  mill  and  a  nest  of  sierN 
similar  to  those  used  at  Waltham  Abbey  for  preparing  the  oordite  for  teitiiig 
(see  ins  tractions  below). 

2.    Preparation  rf  ike  mmpU  io  be  U$ted. 

Pieces  half  an  inch  long  are  cut  from  one  end  of  every  stick  selected  ibr 
the  te8t;  in  the  case  of  the  thicker  cordites,  each  piece  so  cat  is  farik 
subdivided  into  abont  foor  portions.  These  cat  pieces  are  then  passed  tio 
or  three  times  thronfi^h  the  mill,  the  first  portion  of  material  which  paon 
through  being  rejected  on  acconnt  of  the  possible  presence  of  foreign  matter 
from  the  mill.  The  ground  material  is  put  on  the  top  sieve  of  the  nest  of 
sieves  and  sifted.  That  portion  which  has  passed  through  the  top  sieve  sod 
been  stopped  by  the  second  is  taken  for  the  test.  After  each  sample  has  beea 
groundf  the  mill  most  be  taken  to  pieces  and  carefully  cleaned. 

3.    Applicaium  qf  the  Test. 

The  thermometer  is  fixed  so  as  to  be  inserted  through  the  lid  of  the  wsttf 
bath,  described  under  I,  page  2,  so  as  to  be  immersed  in  the  water  to  a  depth  of 
8}  inches.  The  water  is  maintained  at  a  constant  temperature  of  I8(f  Fahrenheit 
When  this  temperature  is  reached,  25  grains  of  the  sifted  cordite  are  pat 
into  one  of  the  test-tabes,  and  loollected  at  the  bottom  by  gentle  tapping.  A 
test-paper  is  fixed  on  to  the  hook  of  the  glass  rod,  so  that  when  inserted  into 
the  tube  it  will  be  in  a  vertical  position.  A  mixture  of  equal  parts  of  distilled 
water  and  pure  glyoerioe  (Priue^s)  is  now  applied  to  the  upper  edge  of  the 
test-paper  by  means  of  a  camel's-hair  pencil,  in  sufficient  amount  to  moistea 
the  upper  half ;  the  stopper  carrying  the  rod  and  paper  is  fixed  into  the  teit- 
tube  and  the  position  ot  the  paper  adjusted  so  that  its  lower  edge  is  about 
half-way  down  the  tube ;  the  latter  is  then  inserted  through  one  of  the  pen^cff" 
ations  of  the  cover  to  the  same  depth  as  the  thermometer.  The  lower  margin 
of  the  moistened  part  of  the  paper  should  then  be  about  five*eightk 
of  an  inch  above  the  surface  of  the  cover.  The  test  is  completed  when  tb 
faint  brown  line,  which  after  a  time  makes  its  appearance  at  the  margin  betweea 
the  wet  and  dry  portions  of  the  test-paper,  equals  in  depth  of  tint  the  brown 
line  drawn  on  the  standard  tint  paper. 

4.  The  time  which  elapses  between  the  insertion  of  the  test-tube  and  the 
completion  of  the  test  must  not  be  less  than  15  minutes. 

N,B, — ^In  the  case  of  ballistite  the  treatment  is  the  same,  except  that  when 
it  is  in  a  very  finely  granulated  condition  it  need  not  be  cut  up. 


XI.— Testinfi^  Gun-cotton,  Schultze  Gunpowder,  E.  C.  Powder,  aod 
other  Exploaives  of  the  and  Division  of  the  Mitro-compound  Class. 

A.— GUH-COTTOH,  ToKITf,  &0.,  4o. 

Sufficient  material  to  serve  for  two  or  more  tests  is  removed  from  the  oeotrs 
of  the  cartridge  by  gentle  scraping,  and,  if  necessary,  further  redaced  hj 
rubbing  between  the  fingers. 

•  In  the  Waltham  Abbey   apparatus   the  oover  (Fig.  II)   has  all  the  holes  srooiid  ^ 
erence,  instead  of  haviDg  one  in  the  oeotce  and  three  aroaad  the  oiroamferenoa 
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The  fine  powder  thus  prodaced  is  spread  out  in  a  thin  layer  npon  a  paper 
tray  6  inches  by  4i  inches,  which  is  then  placed  inside  a  water  oven,  kept,  as 
nearly  as  possible,  at  120*^  Fahrenheit. 

The  wire  gauze  shelves  in  the  oven  should  be  about  3  inches  apart.  The 
sample  is  allowed  to  remain  at  rest  for  15  minutes  in  the  oven,  the  door  of 
which  is  left  wide  open. 

After  the  lapse  of  15  minutes  the  tray  is  removed  and  exposed  to  the  air 
of  the  room  for  two  hours,  the  sample  being  at  some  point  within  that  time 
nibbed  npon  the  tray  with  the  hand,  in  order  to  reduce  it  to  a  fine  and  uniform 
state  of  division. 

Application  of  the  Test, 

The  cover  of  the  water  bath  is  fitted  with  the  gas  regulator  which  is 
inserted  through  the  centre  hole  (No.  4).  The  thermometer  is  fixed  into 
iole  No.  *^.  The  water  in  the  bath  is  then  heated  to  170*^  Fahrenheit,  and  the 
regulator  set  to  maintain  that  temperature.  Twenty  grains  of  the  sample  to 
be  tested  are  weighed  out,  placed  in  the  test-tube,  and  gently  pressed  down 
nntil  the  specimen  occupies  a  space  of  as  nearly  as  possible  ly^^  inches  in  a  test- 
tube  of  the  dimensions  specified.  A  test-paper  is  affixed  to  the  hook  of  the 
glass  rod  or  tube,  and  moistened  by  touching  the  npper  edge  with  a  drop  of 
distilled  water  containing  50  per  cent,  of  Price^s  glycerine.  The  quantity  of 
liqoid  used  must  be  only  sufficient  to  moisten  about  half  of  the  paper.  The 
sork  carrying  the  rod  and  test  paper  .is  then  fixed  into  the  test-tube,  and  the 
latter  inserted  into  the  bath  to  a  depth  of  24  inches,  measured  from  the  cover, 
the  regulator  and  thermometer  being  inserted  to  the  same  depth.  The  test- 
paper  is  to  be  kept  near  the  top  of  the  test-tube  but  clear  of  the  cork  nntil 
the  tube  has  been  immersed  for  about  five  minutes.  A  ring  of  moisture  will 
about  this  time  be  deposited  upon  the  sides  of  the  test-tnbe  a  little  above  the 
cover  of  the  bath ;  the  glass  rod  must  then  be  lowered  until  the  lower  margin 
of  the  moistened  part  of  the  paper  is  on  a  level  with  the  bottom  of  the  ring 
of  moisture  in  the  tube  ;  the  paper  is  now  closely  watched.  The  test  is  com- 
plete when  a  very  faint  brown  coloration  makes  its  appearance  at  the  line  of 
boundary  between  the  dry  and  moist  parts  of  the  paper. 

The  interval  of  time  between  the  first  insertion  of  the  tabe  containing  the 
Simple  of  gun-cotton  in  the  water  at  170®  and  the  first  appearance  of  discolora- 
tion on  the  paper  constitutes  the  test,  and  this  internal  of  time  must  be  not 
less  than  10  minutes,  or  the  sample  will  not  be  accepted  as  properly  purified. 

B.— Gelatinized  Gun-cotton  Preparations.* 

Twenty-five  grains  introduced  into  test-tube  of  the  dimensions  prescribed 
for  the  dynamite  heat  test,  then  proceed  as  for  Blasting  Gelatine,  &c.,  taking 
the  temperature  at  180®  Fahrenheit  and  the  time  as  15  minutes. 

C— Scholtze    Powder,  E.  0.  Powder,    Collodion  Cotton,  Ac,  Ac. 

Sufficient  of  the  sample,  without  further  mechanical  division,  is  dried  in 
the  oven  as  above,  and  then  exposed  for  two  hours  to  the  air.  The  test  as 
directed  above  for  Compressed  Gun-cotton,  Ac.  is  then  applied,  the  minimum 
duration  of  test  being  the  same,  viz.^  10  minutes.

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D. — Pjcric  Acid. 

(1)  The  niatermi  shall  tjontain  not  more  than  03  part  of  mineral  or  non-com- 
bnsttblci  matter  in  100  parts  by  weight  of  the  material  dried  at  160^  Fahrenheit. 

(il)  One  hntidred  pavta  of  the  dry  material  eh  all  not  contain  more  than 
0*3  part  of  total  (freo  s^nd  combined)  salphuric  acid,  of  which  not  more  than 
0*1  part  shall  be  free  stilpliuric  acid. 

i?^)  Twonty  ^rninR  of  the  material  shall  stand  the  beat  test  as  laid  down 
fm*  dynumite  (see  ante,  p.  3}  for  not  less  than  15  minutes. 

K— Ammonite,  Bellite,  Robdritk,  and  Explosives  of  similar 
Composition. 

Tbeae  arei'eqiiiied  to  stand  the  same  heat  test  as  GxiU'Cotion  (see anU, 
p.  5). 


III.-  Testing  Chlorate  Mixtures. 


No  tests  have  yet  been  laid  down,  as  at  present  there  are  no  authorised 
explosives  of  tlii8  ctafiK,  bnt  in  the  event  of  any  being  anthorized,  it  would  be 
nere8Bary  to  ref^nira  that  they  should  satisfy  the  heat  test  laid  down  for  Gnn- 
cni  ton,  and  from  timr  to  time  the  degree  of  sensitiveness  to  percossion  or 
friciion  (especially  a  glancing  blow)  should  be  observed.

Test  for  Liquefaction. 

A  cylinder  nf  blai^tiug  gelatine  is  to  be  cut  from  the  cartridge  to  be  tt^*^-' 
the  length  of  the  ojliuder  to  be  about  equal  to  its  diameter  and  theeu-^ 
b^ing  cut  flat. 

The  cylindGr  is  to  be  placed  on  end  on  a  flat  surface  without  any  wrapper, 
and  secured  by  a  pin  passing  vertically  through  its  centre.

(144)  consecutive  hours  (six  days  and  nights)  to  a  temperature  raoging  froni

Test  for  Liability  to  Exudation, 

There  shall  be  no  separation  from  the  general  mass  of  the  blasting 
gelatine  or  gelatine  dynamite  of  a  substance  of  less  consistency  than  the  bulk 
of  the  remaining  portion  of  the  materials  under  any  conditions  of  storage, 
transport,  or  use,  or  when  the  material  is  s objected  three  times  in  succession 
to  alternate  freezing  and  thawing,  or  when  subjected  to  the  liquefaction  test 
hereinbefore  described.

Office  (where  a  receipt  will  be  given  for  them)  ; 

(6)  they  are  made  on  printed  forms,  to  be  obtained  at  the  same  office  or  at  the  local 
Presidency  Bank  ;

(/)  for  any  other  reasonable  cause.  '* 

3.    For  rule  40  the  following  shall  be  substituted,  namely : 

"40.  (1)  The  Resident,  the  First  Assistant  Resident,  and  any  District 
fudge  and  District  Magistrate  (each  as  regards  his  own  Court  and  the  Courts 
^bordinate  thereto)  may  frame  and  publish  lists  of  persons  proved  to  his 
tisfaotion,  by  evidence  of  general  repute  or  otherwise,  habitually  to  act  as 
outs,  and  may  from  time  to  time  alter  and  amend  such  lists.

No,  3061  I.  B.— In  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  Sections  4  aadSof 
the  Foreign  Jurisdiction   and   Extradition  Act,  1879   (XXI  of  1879),  and<if  lU 
other  powers  enabling  him  in  this  behalf,  and  in  continuation  of  the  notificitiai 
of  the  Government  of  India  in  the  Foreign  Department,   No.   1517  I.,  dated  ttje

B. —  Whereas  the  Governor- General  in  Council  has  and  exercises 
faJl  jonsdiction  within  those  portions  of  the  land  forming  the  Bangalore  Branch 
of  tbeMadi^as  Railway  (including  the  land  occupied  by  stations  and  out- build- 
ings and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  the  Railway)  which  lie  within  the 
territories  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  of  Mysore ; 

And  whereas  the  Chiefs  of  Mdrvi,  Wankaner,  Wadhwan,  Lakhtar,  Say  la, 
Mali,  Dhrol  and  Rajkot,  and  the  Talukdars  of  Gavridad  and  Kotharia,  in  Kathia-  ' 
^  have  ceded  to  the  British  Government  the  civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction 
•Wcised  by  them  within  the  lands  which  lie  within  their  respective  territories 
«id  are  occupied  by  the  Morvi  Railway  and  the  Aji  Bridge  extension  thereof 
(incladiog  the  lands  occupied  by  stations  and  oat-buildings  and  for  all  other 
PMposes  connected  with  the  Railway  and  the  lands  occupied  by  culverts  or 
™fidge8  over  which  the  Railway  passes)  ;  and  whereas  the  Governor-General  in 
Council  now  has  full  jurisdiction  within  those  lands  ; 

And  whereas  the  Rulers  or  Administrators  of  the  other  States  mentioned  in 
the  second  column  of  the  schedule  hereto  annexed  have  ceded  to  the  British 
Government  full  jurisdiction,  or  all  the  jurisdiction  they  had,  or  the  jurisdiction 
^^ficessary  for  the  administration  of  railways  and  of  civil  and  criminal  justice  in 
connection  therewith,  within  the  lands  which  lie  within  their  respective  ter- 
ritories, or  which  lie  within  the  parts  of  their  respective  territories  mentioned  or 
Referred  to  in  the  third  column  of  the  said  schedule,  and  are  occupied,  or  may 
w  hereafter  occupied,  by  the  Railways  mentioned  opposite  their  names,  respec- 
tively, in  the  first  column  of  the  said  schedule  (including  the  lands  occupied  by 
stations  and  out-buildings  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  the  Railway)  ; 
*ttd  whereas  the  Governor-General  in  Council  now  has  jurisdiction  within  those 
lands: 

jj  "^^  exercise  of  the  jurisdiction  referred  to,  and  of  the  powers  conferred  by 
^OM  4  and  5  of  the  Foreign  Jurisdiction  and  Extradition  Act,  1879  (XXI  of 
fo/9),  and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  him  in  this  behalf,  the  Governor-General 
"» Council  is  pleased  to  issue  the  following  orders : 
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I.— The  provisions,  so  far  as  they  may  be  suitable,  and  as  amended  for 
the  time  being  and  from  time  to  time  by  subsequent  enactments, 
of  the  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890,  (IX  of  1890),  shall  apply  to  all 
the  aforesaid  lands. 

II. — In  exercise  of  the  power  conferred  by  Section  16,  read  with  section 
148,  sub-section  (1),  of  the  said  Act  so  applied,  the  GoTerao^ 
General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  sanction  the  use  of  looomotiye 
engines  or  other  motive  power,  and  rolling-stock  to  be  drawn  or 
propelled  thereby,  on  all  railways  occupying  any  of  the  aforesttd 
lands. 

III.— The  general  rules  for  working  open  lines  of  railway  administePBd 
by  the  Government  which  were  published  under  the  Notification  of 
the  Gt>vemment  of  India  in  the  Public  Works  Department,  No. 
118,  dated  the  21st  March  1895,  in  the  Gazette  of  India  for  1895, 
Part  I,  page  173,  shall,  as  modified  for  the  time  being  and  from 
time  to  time  for  British  India,  apply  to  all  lines  of  railway  adminiB- 
tered  by  the  Government  occupying  any  of  the  aforesaid  lands,  and 
for  the  time  being  used  for  the  public  carriage  of  passengers 
animals  or  goods. 

IV.— The  general  rules  published  under  the  Notification  of  the  Gorem- 
ment  of  India  in  the  Public  Works  Department,  No.  1 18,  dated 
the  2l8t  March  1896,  shall  apply  also  to— 

(a)  lines  of  railway  not  administered  by  the  Government  occupying 
any  of  the  aforesaid  lands  and  for  the  time  being  used  for  the 
public  carriage  of  passengers,  animals  or  goods,  from  such  dates 
and  with  such  modifications  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed 
in  respect  of  their  application  to  the  portions  of  such  lines 
respectively  which  He  in  British  India,  or  to  the  respective  railway 
systems  in  British  India  which  administer  such  lines. 

(6)  the  railways  comprised  in  the  undertaking  of  the  Nizam's 
Guaranteed  State  Railway  Company  and  the  Morvi  Railway,  from 
such  dates  and  with  such  modifications  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  prescribed  in  respect  of  their  application  to  the  Bezwada 
Extension  of  the  East  CoEist  State  Railway,  and  to  the  Bhavnaga^ 
Gondal-Junagad-Porbandar  Railway,  respectively. 

V. — The  general  rules  for  working  railways  under  construction  and  not 
used  for  the  public  carriage  of  passengers,  animals  or  goods,  which 
were  published  under  the  Notification  of  the  Government  of  India 
in  the  Public  Works  Department,  No.  480i,  dated  the  30th 
October  1890,  in  the  Gazette  of  India  for  1890,  Part  I,  page  795, 
shall  apply  to  such  portions  of  the  railways  occupying  any  of  the 
aforesaid  lands  as  may  for  the  time  being  be  under  construction  or 
sanctioned  for  construction. 

VI.— Subject  to  the  modification  prescribed  in  the  Circular  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  India  in  the  Public  Works  Department,  No.  18  Railway, 
dated  the  2nd  November  lS9b,  jiuhlished  in  the  Gazette  of  India 
1895,  Part  I,  page  948,  and  any  further  modifications  from  time 
to  time  prescribed  for  British  India,  the  rules  framed  under 
Sections  84  and  85  of  the  said  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890,  which 
arc  appended  to  the  Circular  of  the  Government  of  India  in  the 
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Public  Works  Department  No.  7  Railway,  dated  the  19tli  April 
1895,  published  in  the  Gazette  of  India,  1895,  Part  I,  pages  336  to 
338,  and  the  directions  contained  in  paragraphs  2  and  3  of  the 
Resolution  embodied  in  that  Circular,  shall  apply  to  the  railways 
occupying  the  aforesaid  lands. 

VII,— In  exercise  of  the  authority  given  by  Section  135  of  the  said  Indian 
Railways  Act,  1890,  applied  as  aforesaid,  the  Governor-General  in 
Council  is  pleased  to  declare  that  the  provisions  of  the  Notifica- 
tions of  the  Government  of  India  in  the  Public  Works  Department 
No.  270,  dated  the  12th  June  1890,  published  in  the  Gazette  of  In- 
dia for  l890,PartI,  page  438,  and  No.  136,  dated  the  5th  April 
1893,  published  in  the  Gazette  of  India  fo^  1893,  Part  I,  page  190, 
declaring  railway  administrations  in  British  India  to  be  liable  to 
pay  certain  taxes  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  local  authorities,  shall 
apply,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  have  applied  (save  as  regards  any 
tax  actually  paid  or  accrued  due  before  the  date  of  this  Notifica- 
tion) with  effect  from  the  dates  which  they  bear,  respectively,  to 
the  administrations  of  the  railways  occupying  the  aforesaid  lands. 

VI II. — In  exercise  of  the  power  conferred  by  Section  144  of  the  said 
Indian  Railways  Act,  1 890,  applied  as  aforesaid,  the  Governor- 
General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  delegate  to  Local  Governments, 
to  the  extent  and  subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  specified, 
the  following  powers  and  functions  which  are  now  vested  in  him 
under  the  said  Act  so  applied,  the  powers  and  functions  hereby 
delegated  being  liable  to  be  revoked  or  varied,  and  the  exercise  and 
discharge  thereof  to  be  controlled,  as  the  Governor- General  in 
Council  may  from  time  to  time  think  fit : 

(I)  Sections  7, 9  and  11.— All  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  Governor- 
General  in  Council,  subject  to  the  proviso  that  the  exercise  and 
discharge  of  such  powers  and  functions  shall  not  entail  any  ex- 
penditure in  excess  of  the  general  powers  of  sanction  of  the 
Local  Government  concerned. 

(2)  Section  48. — All  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  Governor-Gen- 
eral in  Council,  but  only  in  cases  where  the  railways  concerned 
are  under  the  control  of  one  and  the  same  Local  Government. 

(3)  Section  51,  clauses  (a),  (b),   (c),  (d),  and  (e),  and  Section  55. — All 

the  powers  and  functions  of  the  Governor-General  in  Council. 

(4)  Section  63. — The  power  of  determining  the  vernacular  languages 

in  which   the  maximum  number  of  passengers  to  be  carried  in 
each  compartment  shall  be  exhibited. 

(6)  Section  83. — The  power  of  notifying  the  Magistrates  and  Police- 
officers  to  whom  notices  of  railway  accidents  are  to  be  given. 

IX. — The  Governments  and  authorities  mentioned  in  the  fourth  column  of 
the  Schedule  hereto  annexed  shall  be  deemed,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Indian  Railways  Act,  1890,  applied  as  aforesaid, 
and  of  clause  VIII  of  this  Notification,  to  be  the  Local  Govern- 
ments in  respect  to  such  parts  of  the  railways  mentioned  oppo- 
site their  names,  respectively,  in  the  first  column  of  the  said 
schedule,  as  are  situate  within  the  territories  of  the  States  men- 
tioned opposite  their  names,  respectively,  in  the  second  column  of 
the  said  schedule.

Hill  College  J  except  for  one  or  two  Students  selected  for  a  special  course  for  tico 
years  or  less.

In  the  Circular  letter  quoted  in  the  preamble  an  expression  of  opinion  was 
invited  from  Local  Governments,  Administrations  and  Officers  selected  hy  them 
on  the  question  of  abandoning  the  practice  of  detaining  passed  students  of 
Cooper's  Hill  College  after  they  had  completed  their  College  course  for  a  year's 
practical  training  in  England.  This  enquiry  was  made  because  it  had  been 
suggested  that  the  knowledge  of  Kngineering  methods  gained  by  the  students 
daring  their  practical  course  was  incommensurate  with  the  time  spent  thereon 
and  with  the  attendant  expense  to  the  State,  and  that  such  experience  could  as 
readily  be  acquired  by  the  young  Engineer  on  works  in  Indiu  without  any  pre- 
liminary practical  course  in  England.  The  result  of  the  reference  was  that  the 
practical  course  in  England  was  condemned  by  a  large  majority  of  those  consult- 
ed. The  Government  of  India,  moreover,  held  that  there  was  nothing  to  choose 
as  a  class  between  the  officers  who  had  originally  come  to  India  direct  and  those 
who  had  remained  in  England  for  a  certain  period  of  practical  training.  Under 
these  circumstances  the  Government  of  India  recommended  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  the  abolition  of  the  practical  course,  except  in  the  case  of  one  or  two 
selected  efeudeFits  in  each  year  who  might  have  shown  an  aptitude  for  special 
sahjects  such  as  mechanical  or  sanitary  engineering,  mining  or  architecture, 
and  who  would  be  required  to  go  through  a  two  years*  course  in  any  one  of  these 
special  branches.  It  was,  however,  explained  that  such  selected  students  on 
coming  out  to  India  would  not  necessarily  be  employed  on  the  class  of  work  in 
which  they  were  specially  trained,  but  that  endeavours  would  be  made  to  so 
employ  them. 

2.  The  Secretary  of  State  has  coricurrcd  in  the  views  of  the  Government 
of  India,  and  has  decided  to  abolish  the  ordinary  practical  course  in  England 
with  the  following  exception,  viz.,  that  each  year  a  limit-ed  number  of  students 
who  have  qualified  for  Indian  appointments  shall  be  detained  in  England  for 
the  purpose  of  practical  training  in  certain  subjects  The  sevei-al  specified  sub- 
jects are  mechanical,  sanitary,  and  electrical  engineering,  mining  and  architec- 
tnre  ;  and  only  such  .^  ssistant  Engineers  as  show  a  special  aptitude  for  one  or 
more  of  the  subjects  will  be  eligible  for  the  privilege  of  receiving  the  special 
training.     The    number  so   detained  will   not  ordinarily  exceed  two ;   and  the 
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period  of  the  special  coarse  will  usaally  be  two  years,  unless  in  exceptional  c*)-- 
the  Principal,  Cooper's  Hill  College,  i^ecommends  a  shorter  period*     The   cv.. 
tions  under  ^hieli  the  selected  Engineers    will  follow  their  cour.se  will,   **s  rr- 
gards  pay  and  service  for  leave  and  pension,  be  the  same  as    those  attaching  tt? 
the  present  practical  course. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  State  has  farther  decided  that  tin  new  system  shilf 
come  into  fall  operation  in  the  autamn  of  1898,  but  he  has  ac  nrrled  to  Assi&taat 
Engineers  who  passed  out  of  Cooper's  Hill  College  in  July  1897  the  option  of 
proceeding  direct  to  India,  or  of  remaining  for  the  one  year's  practical  coofA 
hitherto  followed.

RESOLITTION.— By  the  Government  of   India,    Finance   and  Oommeiw 

Department. 

RKSOiiUTios'.— In  his  speech  in  moving  for  leave  to  introduce  the  Indian 
Stamp  Bill  in  the  Legislative  Council  on  Friday,  October  15,  1897,  the  Honoar- 
able  Sif  JameH  Westland  made  tJhe  following  remarks : 

*'  Beaides  the  exemptions  which  are  mentioned  in  the  Act  itself  there  are 
a  !&rge  number  which  have  been  effected  by  notifiqation.  These  refer  chiefly  to 
docameutB  which  iirise  in  the  course  of  the  business  of  public  departments. 
If  we  briu;^  thcso  into  the  new  Act,  we  will  crowd  the  schedule  largely  with 
matters*  of  no  general  public  interest.  We,  therefore,  propose  to  continue  the 
present  prat?t.ic«>  and  to  provide  for  all  these  exemptions  by  notifications  and 
not  by  bringinf^  tUem  into  the  Act  itself.  There  are  a  few  documents  of  this 
charftcttn-  which  are  exempted  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  an  it  stands, 
but  wt>  hiivti  t'ut  out  these  exemptions  with  the  intention  of  including  them  in 
the  U»t  of  ftmijlFir  instruments  which  liave  been  from  time  to  time  exempted  by 
notificatioufl.  This  list  it  is  intended  to  print  and  make  public  as  soon  as 
poi^ftiblej  HO  that  any  person  who  has  any  interest  in  these  documents  will  see 
that  the  removiii  of  them  from  the  schedule  of  exemptions  is  not  to  beint^rppfi^ 
ed  as  iin  int  tint  ion  to  levy  any  duty  upon  them.  " 

The  folio  wing  list  of  exemptions  from  stamp  duty  is  now  published  for 
information  in  pursuance  of  the  undertaking  made  in  the  above  extract:

Resolution. — The  Governor-General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  annoanoe  tlni 
Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  India  has  sanctioned  the  following  ooa- 
cessions  to  officers  employed  on  duties  connected  with  famine  relief  or  tfa» 
plague,  subject  to  the  restrictions  specified  below. — 

2.  (t).  To  officers  who  have  been  so  employed  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
five  month R — 

either  (a)  one  month's  extra  privilege  leave, 

or  (b)  full  pay  instead  of   half-pay  for  the  first  two   months  of 

furlough  or  other  leave  for  which  half -pay  is  ordinarily  admiasibla. 

(it).    To  officers  so  employed  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ten  months— 

either  (a)  two  months'  extra  privilege  leave, 

or  (b)  full  pay  instead  of  half-pay  for  the   first  four   months  of 

furlough  or  other  leave  as  above. 

3.  The  grant  of  the  above  concessions  is  subject  to  the  following  explana- 
tions and  limitations : — 

(i).  The  concessions  are  admissible  in  the  case  of  famine  duty,  in  any 
Province  in  which  there  has  been  famine,  and  in  the  case  of  plague  duty  in  the 
Presidency  of  Bombay  including  Sind. 

(it).  They  are  not  admissible  to  any  officer  whose  duty  in  connection  witli 
famine  or  plagne  has  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Local  Gt>vernment,  been  m 
unusually  arduous  as  to  render  him  deserving  of  them,  or  who  has  been  speciaSj 
appointed  to  such  duty  and  has  been  remunerated  during  the  performance  of  it 
by  special  salary  or  allowances. 

(in).  The  extra  privilege  leave  admissible  under  this  Resolution  may  be 
taken  in  combination  with  privilege  leave  earned  under  the  ordinary  rales, 
provided  that  the  total  amount  of  privilege  leave  so  taken  at  one  time  shall  not 
exceed  three  months.  Any  balance  of  privilege  leave  which  cannot  be  taken  in 
consequence  of  the  three  months'  limit  will  remain  at  credit  to  be  taken  nnder 
the  ordinary  rules. 

(iv).  The  concessions  will  ordinarily  cease  to  be  admissible  after  the  expiry 
of  two  years  from  the  date  of  this  LiesoJution,  but  may,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Local  Government,  be  carried  on  beyond  that  date  in  cases  where  the  exigencies 
of  the  public  service  have  necessitated  the  refusal  of  leave  when  applied  for 
and  have  thus  prevented  the  grant  of  the  full  concessions  earned,  within  tbe 
prescribed  period. 

(v).  Any  officer  eligible  for  the  concessions  may  choose  between  tbe 
all^rnatives  (a)  and  (b)  of  paragraph  2  at  the  time  he  applies  for  laare. 
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Order. — Ordered,  that  this  Resolution  be  cominuuicated  to  the  Departments 
of  the  Government  of  India  ;  to  tho  several  Local  Goveruments  and  Administra- 
tioDB;  to  the  Heads  of  Departments  under  tlio  Finauco  Department  ;  t<»  the  Comp- 
troller and  Auditor  General ;  and  to  all  Accouu  tan  Us- General  and  Comptrollers.

NOTIFICATION. 

Sanitary. 

Calcutta,  the  20th  November  1897.  , 

No,  2495. — In  the  Notification  of  tho  Government  of  India  in  the  Home 
Department,  No.  625,  dated  the  20th  Pebrnary  1897,  it  was  ordered  under  the 
powers  conferred  by  Section  2,  sub-section  (1)  of  the  Epidemic  Diseases  Act 
(III  of  1897),  that  the  pilgrimage  to  the  Hedjaz  should  be  suspended  for  the 
Bcasou  of  1897. 

The  Government  of  India  do  not  think  it  necessary  that  the  pilgrimage 
should  be  altogether  suspended  for  the  currcjit  season,  but  as  plague  is  Avidely 
prevalent  in  the  Bombay  Presidency,  they  consider  it  essential,  in  view  of  the 
strong  opinions  of  all  European  Governments,  including  Turkey,  regarding 
tlie  danger  of  plague  being  communicated  to  Eiimpe,  and  in  view  of  the  danger 
of  plague  being  spread  by  intending  pilgrims  from  infected  to  non-infected 
portions  of  India,  that  the  pilgrimage  should  be  subjected  to  careful  restrictions. 

The  Governor-General  in  Council  is  therefore  pleased  to  caucel  the  order 
contained  in  the  Notification  of  the  Government  of  India  in  tlie  Home  Depart- 
meot,  No.  625,  dated  the  20th  February  1897. 

The  Governor- General  in  Council  is  further  pleased  to  direct  that  until 
farther  orders  no  person,  resident  permanently  or  temporarily  in  the  Presi- 
<J«ncy  of  Bombay,  with  the  exception  of  Sind,  shall  be  permitted  to  embark 
from  any  port  in  India  with  the  object  of  making  a  pilgrimage  to  Mecca. 

The  Governor- General  in  Council  is  further  pleased  to  direct  as  follows  : 

(1).  That  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  embark  with  the  object  of 
making  a  pilgrimage  to  Mecca,  except  at  tho  ports  of  Karachi  in 
Sind  and  Chittagong  in  the  Lower  Provinces  of  Bengal,  and 
unless  and  until  such  person  has  been  kept  under  observation  in  a 
place  appointed  for  the  purpose  until  such  time  as.  the  Medical 
Officer  in  charge  shall  be  satisfied  that  all  risk  of  such  person  con- 
veying tho  infection  of  plague  has  been  completely  abated ;  and 
unless  such  person  is  conveyed  from  the  place  of  observation  to 
the  place  of  embarkation  under  the  orders  of  an  officer  appointed 
for  the  purpose. 

(2).  That  no  passage  tickets  for  the  tfodjaz  shall  be  sold,  except  at  the 
places  appointed  for  the  detention  of  intending  pilgrims  under 
observation. 

(3).  That  all  persons  who  have  entered  the  Bombay  Presidency  (exclud- 
ing SindJ,  with  the  object  of  proceeding  to  tho  Hedjaz,  shall  be 
placed  in  a  camp  of  observation  until  such  time  as  the  Medical 
Officer  in  charge  shall  satisfy  himself  that  all  risk  of  the  occur- 
rence of  plague  among  them  has  been  completely  abated.  They 
shall  then  bo  sent  to  their  homes. 
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Althongh  the  Government  of  India  have  decided  that  the  pilgrimage  to 
the  Hedjaz  may  be  permitted  sabject  to  the  safegnards  enumerated  above,  they 
are  nevertheless  convinced  that  intending  pilgrims  will  be  well  advised  in  defer- 
ring their  purpose  until  another  season,  in  view  specially  of  the  stringent 
qnarantine  rntcs  imposed  by  the  Turkish  Government  and  the  inconvenience 
iiud  liiirnii8mt;iir/  to  which  it  is  likely  they  will  be  subjected  on  arriving  in 
Arabia, 

Thf  Intea^  information  received  by  the  Government  of  India  shows  that  the 
Hodjnz  is  still  in  a  most  disturbed  condition,  and  that  the  journey  to  Mecca  is 
fraught  with  dtinger  to  life  and  property.

All  District  Magistrates  in  the  Punjab. 
The  Lienietiant-Oovemor  has  observed  that  in  some  casap  in  which  a 
masristerial  enquiry  under  Rule  16  of  the  rules  for  enquiring  into  and  reporting 
on  accidents  on  Railways  published  with  Government  of  India,  Public  Works 
Department,  Circular  No.  7,  dated  29th  April  1895,  ought  to  have  been  made, 
the  Magistrate  has  omitted  to  make  it.  In  particular  in  one  very  recent 
case  a  most  disastrous  accident  occurred  under  circumstances  of  such  complica- 
tion that  it  would  have  been  hopeless  for  any  one  but  an  officer  of  considerable 
judicial  experience  to  attempt  to  ascertain  the  cause  of  it,  but  no  magisterial 
inquiry  was  made,  with  the  result  that  the  cause  of  the  accident  remained 
undiscovered. 

2.  It  would  be  difficult  to  lay  down  any  precise  rule  as  to  the  circum- 
stances under  which  a  District  Magistrate  should  consider  himself  bound  to 
make  an  enquiry  under  Rule  16,  but  he  certainly  ought  to  do  so  in  all  cases 
where  death  or  serious  injury  to  any  person  or  serious  damage  to  any  property 
other  than  property  of  the  Railway  has  occurred  and  the  cause  of  the  accident 
is  not  obvious  or  admitted  by  all  concerned.  Jt  is  even  more  necessary  to 
make  a  magisterial  enquiry  when  the  circumstances  of  the  case  are  complicated, 
or  where  there  is  likely  to  be  a  dispute  between  the  Railway  Administration 
and  private  parties  or  between  different  Departments  of  the  Railway 
Administration  as  to  the  cause  of  the  accident.  If  in  any  such  case  the 
District  Magistrate  is  unavoidablv  prevented  from  making  the  inquiry  himself 
ho  should  depute  an  offioer  of  such  standing  and  experience  that  his  opinion  is 
likely  to  carry  weight  with  all  concerned.

— The  following  draft  of  certain  rules  which  it  is 
proposed  to  make  in  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  Sections  5  and  7  of  the 
Indian  Explosives  Act  (lY  of  1884)  is  published,  as  required  by  Section  18  of  the 
said  Act  and  Government  of  India,  Home  Department,  Notification  No.  1964, 
dated  2nd  September  1887,  for  the  information  of  persons  likely  to  be  affected

In  exercise  of  the  powers  eonf  erred  by  Sections  5  and  7  of  the  Indian  Explosives 
Act  (^IV  of  1884),  and  with  the  previous  sanction  of  the  Governor- General  in 
Oouncily  the  Lieutenant-Governor  is  pleased  to  make  the  foUowing  rules  to  regulate 
the  manufacture^  possession  and  sale  of  explosives  in  the  Punjab  in  supersession  of 
the  rules  published  in  Punjab  Government  Notifications  No.  750,  dated  I9th  July 
1887,  and  No.  222,  daUd  24ith  March  1890. 

Nothing  in  these  rules  relating  to  the  possession  of  exphiives  shall  apply  in  any 
port,  as  defined  in  the  Indian  Ports  Act^  1889, /or  which  the  Local  Government  may 
have  made,  or  may  make,  special  rules  under  the  Indian  Explosives  Act  (IV  of  1884) 
to  regulate  the  possession  of  explosives. 

Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  apply  to  the  manufacture  ^possession  or  sale  of  any  ex- 
plosive — 

(a)  by  order  of  the  Government,  or 

(b)  by  any  person  employed  under  the   Government  in  the  execution  of  the 

Indian  Explosives  Act  (IV  of  1884),  or  a^  a  keeper  of  a  magaeine, 
artisan,  soldier,  sailor,  policeman^  or  otherwise,  or  enrolled  as  a  Volun- 
teer under  the  Indian  Volunteers  Act  (XX  o/ 1869),  in  the  course 
of  his  employment  or  duty  as  such. 

RULES  UNDER  THE   EXPLOSIVES  ACT,   1884,  FOR  THE  MANU- 
FACTURE, POSSESSION  AND  SALE  OP  EXPLOSIVES   IN  THE 

PUNJAB. 

Prbliminary. 

1.  For  the  parposos  of  these  rnles,  explosives  shall  be  classified  as  followi, 
namely : —

Class  7  Firework. 

And  when  an  explosive  falls  within  the  description  of  more  than  one  class, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  belong  exclusively  to  the  latest  of  the  classes  within  the 
description  of  which  it  falls. 

Class    1. — Gunpowder  Olas$» 

The  term  **  gunpowder  "  means  exclnsivelj  gunpowder  ordinarily  so-called. 

Class  2. — Nitrate-mixture  Class. 

The  term  "  nitrate-mixture*'  means  any  preparation,  other  than  gunpowder 
ordinarily  so-called,  formed  by  the  mechanical  mixture  of  a  nitrate  with  any 
form  of  carbon  or  with  any  carbonaceous  substance  not  possessed  of  explosive 
properties,  whether  sulphur  be  or  be  not  pdded  to  such  preparation,  and  whether 
anch  preparation  be  or  be  not  mechanically  mixed  with  any  other  non-explosive 
mbstance. 

The  nitrate  mixture  class  comprises  such  explosives  as  — 

Pyrolithe, 

Pudrolithe, 

Poudre  sazifragine, 

avd  any  prepariition  coming  within  the  above  definition. 
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Class  3. — Nitto^eompound  Cla8$, 

The  term  *'  nitro-compoand  "  means  anj  chemical  compofond  poaeeteed  of 
ezplosive  properttCH,  or  capable  of  combining  with  metala  to  form,  an  exfriotire 
compound,  which  is  produced  by  the  chemical  action  of  nitric  acid  (wheihrr 
mixed  or  not  with  snlphnric  acid)  or  of  a  nitrate  mixed  with  salphorio  acidapOQ 
any  carbonaceous  substance,  whether  such  compound  is  meohanioallj  miiai 
with  other  substances  or  not. 

The  nitro-componnd  class  has  two  divisions. 

Division  1  comprises  such  explosives  as — 

Nitro-glycerir.e,  |     Dualine, 

Dynamite,  '  i     Glyoxiline, 

Lithofmcteur,  I     Methylic  nititfcte, 

and  any  chemical  compound  or  mechanically  mixed  preparation  which  oouiasi# 
either  wholly  or  partly  of  nitro-glycerine  or  of  some  other  liquid  nitro-oom- 
pound. 

Division  2  comprises  such  explosives  as — 


Cotton  gunpowder, 
Schults's  powder, 
Nitro-mannite, 
Picrates, 
Picric  powder, 


Gun-cotton,  ordinarily  so-caJled, 

Gun-paper, 

Xyloidine, 

Chin  sawdust, 

Nitrated  gun-cotton, 
and  any  nitro-corapound,  as  before  defined,  which  is  not  comprised  into  the  firit 
division. 

Class  4. — Chlorate-mixture  Class, 

The  term  "  chlorate-mixture  "  means  any  explosive  containing  chlorate. 
The  chlorate-mixture  class  has  two  divisions. 
Division  1  comprises  such  explosives  as — 

Horsley's  blasting  powder, 
Brain^s  blasting  powder, 
and  any  chlorate  preparation  which  consists  partly  of  nitro-glyperine  or  of  some 
other  liquid  nitro-oompound. 

Division  2  comprises  such  explosives  as — 


Hochstadter'g  blasting  charges, 
Beichen's  blasting  chargee^ 
Tentonite, 
Chlorate  gun-ootton, 


Horsley's  original  blasting 

powder, 
Erhardt's  powder, 
Reverley's  powder, 

and  any  chlorate-mixture,  as  before  defined,  which  is  not  comprised  in  the  first 
division. 

Class  •*>. — Fulminate  Class. 

The  term  "  fulminate  "  means  any  chemical  compound  or  mechanical  mix- 
ture, whether  included  in  the  foregoing  classes  or  not,  which  from  its  great 
susceptibility  to  detonation  is  suitable  for  employment  in  percussion  caps  ot 
any  other  appliances  for  developing  detonation,  or  which  from  its  extreme  sengi- 
bility  to  explosion,  and  from  its  grent  instability  (that  is  to  say,  readiness  to 
undergo  decomposition  from  very  slight  exciting  causes)  is  especially  dangeroas. 

The  fulminate  class  has  two  divisions. 

Division  1  comprises  such  compounds  as  the  fulminates  of  silver  and  of 
mercury,  and  preparations  of  these  substances,  such  as  are  used  in  percussion 
caps,  and  any  prepamtion  consisting  of  a  mixture  of  a  chlorate  with  phiisphoroB, 
or  certain  descriptions  of  phosphorus  compounds  with  or  without  the  addition 
of  carbonaceous  matter,  and  any  preparation  consisting  of  a  mixture  of  i 
chlorate  with  sulphur,  or  with  a  sulpburet,  with  or  witltout  carbonaceouB  mi^tv 
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Oivision  2  comprises  snch  Robstances  as  the  chloride  aud  the  iodide  of 
uitro^eu,  fulniiuatiuggold  aud  silver,  diasobcuzol,  and  tlie  nitrate  of  diasobcuzol. 

Class  G. — Animunilion  Vlas^t. 

Tbo  term  ^'ammunitiou  "  means  an  explosive  of  any  of  the  foregoing  classes 
when  enclosed  in  any  case  or  contrivance,  or  otherwise  adapted  or  prepared  so 
88  to  fcnrm  a  cartridge  or  charge  for  small  arms,  cannon,  or  any  other  weapon, 
or  for  blasting,  or  to  form  any  safety  or  other  fuze  for  blasting  or  for  shells,  or 
to  form  any  tube  for  firing  explosives,  or  to  form  a  percussion  cap,  a  detonator, 
a  fog-signal,  a  shell,  a  torpedo,  a  war-rocket^  or  other  contrivatice  other  than  a 
firework. 

The  term  "  percussion  cap  "  does  not  include  a  detonator. 

The  term  "  detonator"  means  a  capsule  or  case  which  is  of  such  strength  and 
constractioD,  and  contains  an  explosive  of  the  fclrainate-explosive  class  in  such 
qaantity  that  the  explosion  of  one  capsule  or  case  will  communicate  the  explosion 
to  other  like  capsules  or  cases. 

The  term  "  safety  fuze  '*  means  a  fuze  for  blasting  which  burns  and  does 
not  explode,  and  which  does  not  contain  its  own  means  of  ignition,  and  which 
is  of  sach  strength  and  construction  and  contains  an  explosive  in  such  quantity 
that  the  burning  of  such  fuze  will  not  communicate  laterally  with  other  like 
fuses. 

The  expression  **  safety  cartridges  "  means  cartridges  for  small  arms  of 
which  the  case  can  be  extracted  from  the  small  arm  after  firing,  and  which  are 
so  closed  as  to  prevent  any  explosion  in  one  cartridge  being  communicated  to 
other  cartridges.  The  term  also  inchides  rifle^calihre  fnachine-gun  cnrtridgen  if 
they  are  of  the  above  d*iscnpl%an,  whether  they  are  for  uite  with  ina chine-gnus  having 
chambers  identical  with  those  of  I'^Jles  or  with  fnachine-ijuns  which  have  fpeciai 
chambers. 

The  maximum  gauge  at  which  a  smaU-arm  cartridge  can  he  accepted  as  **  snfety  " 
w  one  inch.  The  following  are  the  gauges  of  the  machine-gun  cartridges  which  may 
be  accepted  as  "  safety  " — 

'SOS-inch  cordite, 
ifartini'Henry  rifles  solid  case. 

'^'inch  Oardnevj  Qatling  and  Nordenfeldt^  except  Martini-Uenry  chambered 
guns. 

'4:-inch. 

Cartridges  of  larger  gauge  are  not  safely  cartridges. 
The  ammunition  class  has  three  divisions. 
Division  1  comprises  exclusively — 
Safety  cartridges. 

Safety  fuzes  for  hlostiug,  fazes  for  shells^  and  tubes  friction  for  gunp^  pro* 
vided  there  be  no  more  than  5  fuies  or  25  tubes  in  one  package^  and 
that  the  package  he  a  hermetically  healed  metal  cylinder. 

Railway  fog-signals. 
Percussion  caps. 
Division  2  comprises   any  ammunition  as  before  defined  which   does  not 
contain  its  own  means  of  ignition,  and  is  not  included  in  Division  1,  such  as — 
Cartridges  for  small  arms,  which  are  not  safety  cartridgep. 
Cartridges  and  charges  for  cannon,  shells,  mines,    blasting,  or  other  like 
purpose  0. 
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Shells  and  torpedoes  containiDg  any  explosive, 
Fuzes  for  blasting,  which  are  not  safety  foxcp, 
Faces  for  shells, 
Tabes  for  firing  explosives, 
War-rockets, 
which  do  not  contain  their  own  means  of  ignitioD. 

Division  3  comprises  any  ammunition  as  before  defined  which  contaiiiB  its 
own  means  of  ignition,  and  is  not  incladed  in  Division  1  such  as — 

Detonators, 

Cartridges  for  small  aims,  which  are  not  safety  cartndges, 
Fazes  for  blasting,  which  are  not  safety  fuzes, 
Fazes  for  shells. 
Tubes  for  firing  explosives, 
which  do  contain  their  own  means  of  ignition. 

By  ammunition  containing  its  own  means  of  ignition  is  meant  ammunition 
having  an  arrangement,  whether  attached  to  it  or  forming  part  of  it,  which  is 
adapted  to  explode  or  fire  the  same  by  friction  or  percussion. 

Class  7. — Firework  Class, 

The  firework  classi  has  two  divisions. 

Division  1  comprises  firework  compositions^  that  is  lo  say^  any  chemical  com' 
poand  or  mechanically  mixed  preparation  of  an  explosive  or  inflammable  nature 
which  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  making  manufactared  fireworks,  and  is  not 
incladed  in  the  former  classes  of  explosives,  and  also  any  coloured  fire  composi- 
tion, subject  to  the  proviso  hereinafter  set  forth, 

Divisinn  2  compri^ea  manufactured  firewoi'ks^  that  is  to  satf,  any  explosive  of 
any  of  the  foregoing  classes  and  any  firework  composition,  when  such  explosive 
of  composition  is  enclosed  in  any  case  or  contrivance,  or  is  otherwise  manufac- 
tured so  as  to  form  a  squib,  cracker,  toy  cap  cr  amorce,  serpent,  rocket  (other 
than  a  war-rocket),. raarcon,  star,  lance,  wheel,  Chinese  fire,  Roman  candle,  or 
other  article  specially  adapted  for  the  production  of  pyrotechnic  effects  or 
pyrotechnic  signals  or  sound  signals  : 

Provided  that  a  suhUantially  constructed  and  hermetically  closed  metal  case 
containing  not  more  than  i  lb.  of  coloured  fire  composition  of  stich  a  nature  as  not 
to  be  liable  to  spontaneous  ignition  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  "  manufactured  firevocfk.^ 

Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  apply  to  the  manufacture,  possession,  or  sale 
of  any  explosive  - 

(o)  by  order  of  the  Goverument,  or 

{h)  by  any  person  employed  under  the  Ooverumeut  in  the  execution  of 
these  rules  or  as  a  keeper  of  a  magazine,  or  as  an  artizan,  soldier, 
sailor,  policeman,  or  otherwise,  or  enrolled  as  a  Volunteer  under 
the  Indian  Volunteer  Act,  1860,  in  the  course  of  bis  employment 
or  duty  as  such. 

MANUFACTURE,  POSSESSION  AND  SALE. 

(a). — General  Rules. 

2,  An  explosive  shall  not  be  manufactured  except  under,  and  in  accordance 
with,  the  condition.s  of  a  license  to  manufacture  the  explosive  granted  under 
thciic  rulcb  : 
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Provided  that  thii  rule  shall  not  apply — 

(a)  to  the  making  of  a  small  qaantity  of  an  explosive  for  the  purpose  of 
chemical  experiment,  and  not  for  practical  use  or  for  sale  ;  or 

(6)  to  the  filling  for  pri^^ate  nse  and  not  for  sale  of  any  safety  cartridges 
to  the  amount  allowed  by  these  rules  to  be  possessed  for  private 
use. 

3.  FFAocrcr  manufactures  an  explosive  in  contravention  of  Rule  2,  he  shall 
be  punishable  with  tine  which  may  extend  to  three  thousand  rupees. 

4.  An  explosive  shall  not  be  possessed  except  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  of  a  license  to  posse.«3s  the  explosive  granted  under  thcFe 
rules: 

Provided  that  this  rule  shall  not  apply — 

(1)  to  a  person  possessing  for  his  private  use  and  not  for  sale — 

(a)  gunpowder  to   an  amount  not  exceeding  on  the  same  premises  30 

fts.,  or  in  lieu  of  the  said  quantity  of  gunpowder,  15  lbs.  of  any 
other  explosive,  or  in  lieu  of  any  less  amount  of  gunpewder  not  so 
possessed,  half  that  amount  of  other  explosive  ;  or 

(b)  gunpowder  contained  in  safety  cartridges  to  an  amount  not  exceed* 

ing  150  lbs.  or  in  lieu  thereof  150  lbs.  of  any  explosive  contained 
in  ammunition  of  the  1st  division  of  class  6,  or  in  lieu  of  any  less 
amount  of  gunpowder  not  so  possessed,  that  amount  of  any  ex- 
plosive so  contained : 

Exception, —'Nothing  in  the  foregoing  portion  of  the  proviso  to  this  rule 
shall  be  held  to  authorize  the  possession  for  private  use  — 

(a)  of  any  explosive  of  the  5th  (fulminate)  class  ;  or 

(Jb)  of  any  explosive  whereof  the  possession  has  been  prohibited  abso- 
lutely by  notification  under  Section  6  of  the  Indian  Explosives 
Act  (IV  of  \SS4.)  ;    or 

(c)  whore  the  possession  of  an  explosive  has  by  notification  under  that 

section  been  prohibited   subject   to  conditions  of  any  such  ex- 
.  plosive  except  subject  to  those  conditions  ; 

(2)  to  the  possession  of  an  unlimited   quantity  of  fireworks,  if  obtained 

and  intended  for  immediate  nso  and  not  for  sale,  and  if  kept  for 
fl  period  not  exceeding  14  days  in  a  safe  and  suitable  place,  and 
writh  all  duo  precautions  for  the  public  safety  ; 

(3)  to  the  possession  of  any  explosive  by  a  carrier  or  other  person  for  the 

purpose  of  transport  when  the  same  is  being  kept  or  transported 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  rules  made  under  tho 
Indinn  E eplosives  Act  (1 V  of  1884)  with  respect  to  tho  transport 
of  such  explosive. 

5.  Whoever  possesses  an  explosive  in  contravention  of  Rule  4,  he  shall  be 
panishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  one  thousand  rupees. 

6.  An  explosive  shall  not  be  sold  except  under  and  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  of  a  license  to  sell  the  explosive  granted  under  these  rules  : 

Provided  that  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  selling  any  explosive* 
which  for  his  own  private  nse  he  lawfully  possesses,  to  any  person  who  is  not 
legally  prohibited  from  possessing  the  same. 

7.  Whoever  sells  an  explosive  in  contravention  of  Rule  6,  he  shall  be  pnnidh- 
able  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  five  hundred  rupees. 
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(h).  — Licensing  of  thf*  manufacture,  possessimt,  and  sale  of  gunpowder  and 

certain  explosiottt. 

8.  Licenses  to  manufacture,  possess,  aud  sell,  or  to  posfless  and  sell,  or  to 
possess  iin  explosive  of  the  Ist  (gunpowder)  class  or  of  the  1st  division  of  the 
6th  (ammunition)  class  or  of  the  7th  (firework)  class  to  sach  total  amomit 
during  the  currency  of  the  license,  and  in  such  places  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  licensing  officer  may  be  granted  by  the  District  Magistrate  : 

Provided  that  nothing  in  any  such  license  shall  be  deemed  to  entitle  the 
license-holder  to  keep  at  the  same  time  in  the  place  to  which  the  license  applies 
more  than  200  (bs.  of  gunpowder,  500  lbs.  of  explosive  contained  in  ammanition 
of  the  1st  division  of  the  6th  (ammanition)  class,  and  200  lbs.  of  fireworks,  or 
any  such  less  qaantity  of  any  of  these  explosives  as  the  licensing  officer  may 
direct  in  this  behalf. 

9.  The  following  fees  shall  be  paid  for  every  license  granted  nnder  the 
last  foregoing  rule  subject  to  the  proviso  that  for  any  ordinary  firework  lioeitto 
in  Form  A-I  of  the  Schedule  a  fee  of  eight  annas  only  shall  be  payable,  viz,  r— 

(1)  A  fee  of  twenty  rupees  for  every  license  in  manufacture,  possess  and 

sell   the  maximum  quantity  of  explosive  mentioned   in  the  IomI 
foregnng  rule  or  any  less  quantity  ; 

(2)  A  fee  of  ten  rupees  for  every  license  to  mannfacture,  possess  and 

sell  half  the  qaantity  of  explosive  mentioned  in  the   last  foregoing 
rule  or  any  less  qaantity  ; 

(3)  A  fee  of  five  rupees  for  every  license   to   roanafactare,   possess  and 

sell  a  fourth  of  the  quantity  of  explosive  mentioned  in   the  lasi 
foregoing  rule  or  any  less  quantity  ; 

(4)  A  fee  of  ten  rupees  for  every  license  to  possess  and  sell  the  maximum 

qaantity  of  explosive  mentioned  in  the  last  foregoing  rale  or  any 
less  qaantity  ; 

(5)  A  fee  of  five  rupees  to  possess  and  sell  half  the  qaantity  of  explosive 

mentioned  in  the  last  foregoing  rule  or  any  less  qaantity  ; 

(6)  A  fee  of  two  rupees  eight  annas   for   every  license  to  possess  and 

sell  a  fourth  of  the  quantity  of  explosive  mentioned   in  the  lagt 
foreg(»tng  rule  or  any  less  quantity  ;  and 

(7)  A  fee  of  eight  annas  for  every  license  to  possess  explosives. 

10.  Every  license  granted  under  Rule  8  shall  be  in  Form  A,  A-I,  B  op  C 
in  the  Schedule  hereto  annexed,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  bo  sabject  to  the 
conditions  prescribed  therein. 

11.  Whoever  commits  a  breach  of  any  condition  subject  to  which  a  license 
under  Rule  8  is  granted,  he  shall  bo  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to 
five  hundred  rupees. 

(c). — Licensing  of  the  manufacture  of  other  explosives. 

1 2.  Licenses  to  manufacture  explosives  other  than  those  referred  to  in  Rule 
8  shall  bo  granted  by  tho  Governor-General  in  Conncil  on  payment  of  such  fees 
in  such  form  for  such  term  and  subject  to  such  conditions  ns  the  Governor- 
Genei»al  in  Council  ina}*^  in  each  case  proscribe:  Provided  that  tho  Govi*mor- 
Goneral  in  Connoii  shall,  \i\  the  case  of  any  such  licenso,  prescribe  all  the  condi- 
tions which  nre  hereinafter  piescribocl  for  licenses  to  posses-?  an  explosive  of  the 
same  description   ami  quantity  as  the  ma nufactnring  license  is  to  cover. 

13.  Whoever  commits  a  breach  of  any  condition  sabject  to  which  a  license 
under  Rule  12  is  granted,  shall  be  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to 
three  thousand  rupees. 
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(d), — Licenging  of  the  possession  of  small  quantities  of  other  explonves. 

14.  Licenses  for  the  possession  at  sach  places  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
licensing  officer,  of  explosives  other  than  tliose  specified  in  Kale  8  may,  if  the 
explosive  is  not  one  of  the  5th  (fulminate)  class,  and  if  the  quantity  to  be 
posdessed  at  the  same  time  does  not  exceed  60  pounds,  be  granted  bj  the  District 
Magistrate. 

15.  Every  license  granted  under  Rule  14  shall  be  in  Form  D  in  the  Schedule 
hereto  annexed,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  therein.  A 
fee  of  five  rupees  shall  be  paid  for  every  snch  license. 

16.  Whoever  commits  a  breach  of  any  condition  subject  to  which  a  license 
onder  Rale  14  is  granted,  shall  be  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  one 
thonsand  rupees. 

(e).—Tjicem{ng  of  the  possession  of  explosives  generally, 

1 7.  Licenses  for  the  possession  of  explosives  othpr  than  thos^i  which  may  be 
XBiued  under  Rules  Sand  l^mny,  if  the  explosive  is  not  one  of  the  5th  (fulminate) 
clasa  be  granted  by  the  Local  Gorernment  in  accordance  with  the  following 
procednro : — 

(1).  The  applicant  shall  submit  to  the  District  Magistrate  an  application 
in  writing  accompanied  by  a  plan  (drawn  to  scale)  of  the  place  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  keep  the  explosive  (herein  referred  to  as  the  magazine)  and  the  site 
thereof. 

(2).  The  application  shall  specify  snch  of  the  following  matters  as  are 
applicable,  namely  :  — 

(a)  the  boundaries  of  the  land  forming  the  site  of  the  magazine,  and 
either  any  belt  of  land  surrounding  the  site  which  is  to  be  kept 
clear  and  the  buildings  and  works  from  which  it  is  to  be  kept 
clear,  or  the  distances  to  be  maintained  between  the  magazine,  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  other  buildings  and  works  ; 

[Tf  a  table  of  minimum  distances  has  been  prescribed  in  this  behalf  by  the 
Governor- Qeneral  in  Council,  or  the  Local  Government  with  the 
sanction  of  the  Qovemor- General  in  Council,  the  distances  to  be 
maintained  between  the  magazine  and  the  various  kinds  of  buildings 
shall  not  be  less  than  those  specified  for  the  earplosive  in  question  (when 
stored   in  the  quantity  intended)  in  the  Government  list  of  distances,!^ 

(h)  the  situation,  character  and  constraction  of  all  the  mounds,  buildings 
and  works  on  or  connected  with  the  magazine,  and  the  distances 
thereof  from  each  other ; 

{c)  the  amount  of  explosive  and  of  ingredients  thereof  wholly  or  partly 
mixed  to  be  allowed  at  the  same  time  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  magazine ;  and 

(d)  any  special  terms  which  the  applicant  may  propose  by  reason  of  any 
special  circumstances  arising  from  the  locality,  the  situation,  or 
construction  of  any  buildings  or  works,  or  the  nature  of  any  process 
or  otherwise. 

(8).     Upon  receipt  of  the  said  application — 

(a).  The  District  Magistrate  shall  thereupon  cause  notice  to  be  published 
of  the  application  and  {in  a  date  on  which  any  person  shall  be  heard 
objecting  to  the  eatablislnnent  of  a  magazine  on  the  proposed  site 
who  have  not  less  than  3even  clear  days  before  the  day  of  hearing 
sent  t«>  the  said  District  Magisti-ate  and  to  the  applicant  notice  of 
their  intention  to  appear  and  object,  with  their  name,  address  and 
calling,  and  a  short  statement  of  the  grounds  of  their  objection. 
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(6)  Where  the  site  of  the  proposed  iiiapfflzine  is  sitnate  within,  or  within  one 
mile  of,  the  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Hunicipal  Committee, 
the  applicant  shall  serve  on  sach  Committee  notice  of  the  applica- 
tion and  of  the  date  of  hearing  hy  the  District  Magistrate. 

(c)  The  said   notices   shall   he   pahlinhed   and  serred  at  the  cost  of  the 

applicant  by  the  District  Magistrate  not  less  than  one  month  before 
the  date  of  hearing. 

(d)  The  District  Magistrate  shall   tix  the  date  of   hearing  as   socm    as 

practicable,  after  application  is  made  to  him,  and  the  time  so  fixed 
shall  be  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  month 
from  the  pablication  and  service  of  the  notices  by  the  applicant. 

(e)  On  consideration  of  the  application,  and  on   making  such   enquiry   aa 

may  be  deemed  necessary,  the  District  Magistrate  may  dissent 
altogether  from  the  establishment  of  sach  new  magazine  on  the 
proposed  site,  or  assent  thereto^  either  absolutely,  or  on  any  con- 
ditions requiring  additional  rostrictions  or  precantions. 

(/)  On  the  completion  of  the  enquiry  the  District  Magistrate  shall  forward 
the  application  with  his  recommendation  to  the  Local  Qovernment. 
The  Local  Government  may  thereupon  grant  the  license  applied 
for,  either  in  accordance  with  the  fecommendation  of  the  Dittrict  MagU- 
trate,  or  ictth  the  addition  of  any  additional  restrictions  aihi  precantionM 
a$  may  be  deemed  proper,  or  may  refuse  tuch  license  : 

Provided  that,  if  the  distance  of  the  pi-cposed  magasine  from  any  dwelling^ 
house,  highway,  street,  public  thoroughfare  or  publtc  place  is  lese  than 
200  yardSf  cm*  if  for  any  other  reason  it  considers  it  advisable  to  do

20.  Whoever  commits  a  breach  of  any  condition,  subject  to  which  a  license 
taiet  Rttte  17  is  granted,  shall  be  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to 
one  thMdaod  irtrpees. 
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21.  License?  for  the  possession  of  explosives  of  the  5th  (falminate)  class 
shall  be  granted  bj  the  Governor-General  in  Conncil  on  payment  of  sach  fees 
and  in  such  form  and  sabject  to  sach  conditions  as  he  may  in  each  case  prescribe. 

22.  Whoever  commits  a  breacli  of  any  condition,  subject  to  which  a  license 
is  granted  ander  Rale  21,  shall  be  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  one 
thousand  mpees. 

(f).'^ Licensing  of  the  sale  of  other  explosives, 

23.  Licenses  for  the  sale  of  explosives  other  than  those  referred  to  in  Bale  8 
may  be  granted  by  the  District  Magistrate  to  any  person  licensed  to  possess  the 
same. 

24.  A  fee  of  five  rupees  shall  be  paid  for  every  license  granted  under 
rule  23. 

25.  Every  license  granted  under  Rule  23  shall  be  in  Form  F  in  the 
Sohedale  hereto  annexed,  and  shall  be  sabject  to  the  conditions  therein  prescribed. 

26.  Whoever  commits  a  breach  of  any  condition,  sabject  to  which  a  license 
under  Rule  2'6  is  granted,  shall  be  punishable  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  five 
hundred  rupees. 

(g), — Supplementary, 

27.  The  officers  herein  a ndei  mentioned  are  authorized,  within  the  areas 
respectively  specified  below,— 

(a)  to  enter  J   inspect  and  examine   anyplace,  carriage  or  vessel  inwhiA  an 

explosive  is  being  manufactured,  possessed,  used,  sold,  transported  or 
imported  under  a  license  granted  under  the  Indian  B9fpU)sives  Act  (IV 
of  1884)  or  in  which  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  an  explosive  has 
been  or  is  being  manufactured,  possessed,  used,  sold,  transported  or  %m» 
parted  in   contravention  of  that  Act,  or  (fthe  rules  thereunder  ; 

(b)  to  search  for  explosives  tJierein  ; 

(c)  to  take  samples  of  any  explosives  found  therein,  on  payment  of  the  valu$ 

thertof ;  and 

(d)  at  their  discretion  to  seize,  detain,  remove  and,  if  necessary  for  the  public 

safety,  destroy  any  explosive  found  therein  in  respeci  of  uhich  there 
inay  be  reason  to  believe  that  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  or  of  the 
rules  thereunder  have  been  contravened.

prescribed  by  the  Local  Government  in  this  behalf  of  any  other  ex* 
plosive ; 

(2)  Any  work  unconnected  with  such  adaptation  or  preparation  sihall  not  be 

carried  on  in  the  said  workshop  while  such  adaptation  or  preparation  is 
being  carried  on  ; 

(3)  The  said  worksTiop  shall  be  detached  from  the  magazine,  but  in  the  im- 

mediate neighbourhood  thereof,  and  at  such  distance  therefrom  as  may 
be  specified  on  the  license  by  the  authority  granting  the  earns  ; 

(4)  An  explosive  of  one  description  shall  not  be  converted  into  an  expheive  of 

another  description  and  shall  not  be  unmade  or  resolved  into  its  ingre* 
dients ;  and 

(5)  Tlie  occupier  shall  give  notice  to  the  autliority  granting  his  license  thai 

he  intends  to  carry  on  such  adaptation  or  preparation  asisaltowed  by 
tJiis  rule. 

GENERAL. 

29.  Every  license  granted  under  these  mica  shall  be  liable  to  bo  for* 
felted  on  breach  of  any  of  tho  conditions  subject  to  which  it  is  granted. 
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30.  If  a  person  licensed  to  miuiafaotare,  possess,  or  sell,  an  explosive  dies 
or  becomes  bankrupt,  or  becomes  mentally  incapable  or  otherwise  disabled, 
the  persons  oarrjing  on  the  business  of  sach  licensee  shall  not  be  liable  to  any 
penalty  or  forfeiture  under  the  Indian  Etplosives  {IV  of  1884)  Aet  or  the  rules 
tberennder  for  carrying  on  the  business  or  acting  under  the  license  during  such 
reasonable  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  allow  him  to  make  an  application  to  the 
authority  granting  the  license  for  a  new  license  in  his  own  name  during  the 
currency  of  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  original  license.  Such  new  license 
shall  be  granted  on  the  payment  of  one  rupee. 

31.  The  fees  leviable  under  these  rules  shall  be  taken  in  the  shape  of  '*  im- 
pressed stamps."  Applications  for  licenses  or  renewals  of  licenses  shall  if  not 
olhenoi$6  provided  be  written  on  plain  paper,  the  licenses  themselves  beiug  issued 
oaimpreued  stamps  of  value  equal  to  the  amount  of  feeUoiahU  in  re$peet  of  tueh 
lieeu»€$  or  renewals. 

32.  All  licenses  except  licenses  to  manufacture  an  explosive  under  rule  12 
or  to  possess  explosives  of  the  5th  (fulminate)  class  under  rule  21,  shall  expire 
on  ike  31st  December  of  the  vear  for  which  they  are  granted.  Licenses  granted 
under  roles  12  and  21  shall  be  current  for  the  term  therein  specified.  But  the 
cnrreaOTf  id  a  license  may,  unless  the  circumstances  have  so  changed  that  the 
grant  ot  a  new  license  would  either  not  be  authorised  under  the  Act  and  rules 
or  is  c^med  objectionable  by  the  licensing  authorities,  on  application  previ- 
ous to  its  expiration,  be  renewed  on  payment  of  the  original  fee. 

33.  When  a  license  granted  in  accordance  with  these  rules  is  lost,  or  acci- 
dentally destroyed,  a  duplicate  may  be  granted  to  the  licensee  on  payment  of  a 
fee  of  eight  annas. 

34.  Any  person  holding  a  license,  or  acting  under  a  license,  granted  in  ac- 
cordance with  these  rales,  shall  be  bound  to  produce  the  same  when  called  upon  to 
do  so  by  any  Inspector  of  Sstplosives  or  any  Magistrate  or  by  any  Polioe  QfBcer  in 
chaige  of  a  police  station,  or  by  ai^y  Police  Officer  of  higher  rank. 

35.  An  Magistrates  or  other  authorities  acting  under  these  rules  ahaU 
perform  their  duties  subject  to  the  control  of  their  executive  superiors  and'  of 
the  Local  Government. 

36.  An^  authority  empowered  to  grant  a  license  under  the  foregoinsr  rales 
may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  direct  by  an  order  written  on  the  license  that  it  shall  have 
the  effect  of  a  like  license  under  the  Indian  Arms  Act  (ZJ  of  1878). 

37.  Any  person  lawfully  entitled  under  the  Indian  Arms  Act,  1878,  or  the 
roles  thereunder,  to  possess  any  explosive  coming  under  the  head  of  ammunition 
as  defined  in  that  Act,  may  possess  without  license  under  these  rules  any  such 
expkisive  in  reasonable  quantities  for  his  own  private  use.

Conditions. 

1.  This  license  is  given  subject  to  the  provisions  of  "The  Indian  Explosives  Act  (IT, 
1884/')  and  the  rules  theronnder. 

2.  The  license-holder  shall  keep  records  and  accounts  of  all  explosive  manufaeinred, 
of  all  stock  in  hand,  and  of  all  sales,  in  such  form  as  the  Local  Government  may  from  tmtc 
to  time  direct. 

3.  The  license-holder  shall  exhibit  his  stock  and  his  books  of  manufacture  and  sales  to 
any  Magistrate  or  to  any  Police  Officer  not  below  the  rank  of  Inspector,  when  such  officer  may 
call  upon  him  so  to  do. 

4.  The  explosive  shall  be  manufactured  in  a  tent  or  any  lightly  constmcted  building 
exclusively  appropriated  for  the  purpose  and  separated  from  any  dwelling-house  by  the  distance^ 

(a)  in  the  case  of  gunpowder^  ef  100  yards, 

(b)  in  ths  case  of  an  explosive  of  the  1st  division  of  the  6th  (Ammunition)   class 

'7ih  (Firework)  class,  of  50  yc^ds  ; 

and  tv  *^«  ««^«  distances  from  any  highway,  street,  public  thoroughfare  or  public  place.  In 
the  ease  of  filling  cartridges  for  small  arms  the  operation  may,  if  preferred,  he  carried  otU  in  tkm  «pp«r 
room  of  a  huilding  :  Provided  that  no  more  than  Blhs,  of  eteplosive  (etcept  such  as  may  he  amtaimad 
in  safety  cartridges)  shall  he  in  the  room  where  the  operation  is  being  carried  on.  In  all  of  Jb«r 
cases  the  manufactwre  shall  he  carried  on  in  a  one-storyed  huilding.

9.  No  person  shall  smoke  in  any  part  of  the  magazine. 

10  No  person  under  the  ajre  of  l(i  years  shall  be  employed  in  or  enter  the  magazine 
except  in  the  picsencc  and  under  the  supervision  of  some  grown-up  person. 

11.  Two  or  more  destcriptions  of  explonives  which  may  lawfully  be  possessed  in  a  licensed 
magazine  may  bo  possessed  in  the  same  magazine,,!/  they  are  separated  from  each  other  by  an 
intervening  partition  of  such  snbstance  and  character  or  by  soch  intervening  space  as  will 
effectually  prevent  explosion  or  fire  in  the  one  communicating  with  the  other,  subject  to  the 
following  qnalifications:  — 

(a)  Tho  various  oxploaives  of  classes  1  (gunpowder),  2  (nitrate-mixture),  8  (nitro-com- 
pound),  and  4  (chlorate-mixture),  safety  fuze  belonging  to  the  l«t  division  of 
class  0  (ammunition),  anl  such  of  the  various  explosives  of  the  2nd  division  of 
class  C  (ammunition)  as  do  not  contain  any  exposed  iron  or  8«eel,  may  bo  kept 
with  each  other  without  any  intervening  partition  or  space. 
(h)     The  variona  explosives  of  the  1st  division  of  class  G   (ammunition)   may   be   kept 

with  each  other  without  any  intervening  partition  or  space, 
(r)     Such  of  the  various  explosives  of  the  2nd  division  of  class  G   (ammunition)   as  con- 
tain  any  exposed  iron  or  steel  may  be  kept  with  each  other  without   any   inter- 
vening partition  or  space, 
(fl)     The  various  explosives  of  the  3rd  division  of  class  6  (ammunition)  may  be  kept  with 

each  other  without  any  intervening  partition  or  space. 
(e)     The  various  explosives  of  class  7  (firework)  may  be  kept  with  each   other  without 
any  intervening  partition  or  space. 
Stf  re  as  aforesaid,  two  or  more  descriptions  of  explosives  «/iaii  not  be   kept   in   the  same 
magazine. 

12  The  licenpee  and  every  person  employed  in  or  about  the  magazine  shall  take  all  due 
precaution  for  the  prevention  of  accidents  by  fire  or  explosion  in  the  same,  and  for  preventing 
unauthorized  persons  having  access  to  the  magazine  or  to  the  explosive*  therein,  and  shall 
abstain  from  any  act  whatever  which  tends  to  cause  fire  or  explosion,  and  is  not  reasonably 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  the  work  in  such  magazine.

Her  Majesty's  Embassy  at  Constantinople  have  daring  the  last  year  been 
obliged  repeatedly  to  remonstrate  with  the  Sublime  Porte  on  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  Hedjaz,  and  in  October  1896  they  called  serious  attention  to  the 
absolute  insecurity  prevailing  on  the  Mecca  and  Medina  roads,  and  to  the  unwil- 
lingness or  inability  of  the  Vali  to  ameliorate  their  condition.   Robberiea,  of  an 
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atrooions  natare  take  place ;  passengers,  male  and  female,  have  been  stripped  of 
all  they  possessed  and  of  every  shred  of  clothing,  and  many  ha^e  been  severely 
beaten  and  mntilated.  The  state  of  insecurity  is  such  that  no  caravans  venture 
to  travel  at  night,  and  owing  to  the  heat  of  the  day  communication  between  Mecca 
and  Jeddah  is  ceasing  altogether.

I  AM  directed  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  dated  the  2lBt  January  1897, 
and  hi  reply  to  convey  the  following  orders  :— 

(1).  Remittance  Transfer  Receipts  may  be  granted  free  of  charge  by  any  treasury  to 
any  person  for  remittances  to  the  Provincial  or  Central  Committee  of  the  Indian  Famine 
Charitable  Relief  Fund  on  the  head-qaarters  treasury  of  the  Province  or  on  Calcutta. 

(2).  Remittance  Transfer  Receipts  may  be  granted  free  of  charge  by  the  head-qnarters 
treasury  of  any  Province  to  the  Provincial  or  Central  Committees  of  the  Fond,  on  any  treasury 
in  the  Province,  or  on  the  head-quarters  treasury  of  another  Province,  under  the  special  orders 
of  the  Acoonntant-General  or  Comptroller.

302.— yo«t/lca<i<m.— Whereas  certain  parts  of  India  are  visited  by,  and  others  threaten- 
ed wifch  an  outbreak  of  dangerous  epedemic  disease  known  as  Bubonic  plague,  the  Gover- 
nor-General in  Council,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  2,  subsection  (8),  of 
the  Epedimio  Diseases  Act,  1897,  is  pleased  to  direct  that  the  powers  conferred  by  the  said 
Aofcml^be  exercised  by  Local  Governments  with  regards  to  their  respective  territories  as 

follows  :— 

(a)  all  the  said  powers  by  the  Governors  of  Port  St.  George  and  Bombay  in  Council, 
the  lAeutenant-Govemor  of  Bengal  and  Chief  Commissioner  of  Burma ; 

Cb)  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  2,  sub-8ectiou(l)  and  sub-section  (2),  clause  (6), 
by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  North-Western  Province  and  Chief  Commis- 
■ieaier  of  Oadh,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Pnnjab  and  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Central  Prorinces ;  and. 
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(c)  the  powers  conferred  qy  Section  2,  sub-section  (2),  clause  (6),  by  the  Chief  Commi- 
Bsioners  of  Assan?,  Ooorg  and  British  Baluchistan.

No,  14?6. — Notification. — lu  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Notifica- 
tion of  the  Government  of  India  No.  302,  dated  4th  Febraary  1897,  the  Hon'ble 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  being  satisfied  that  the  Punjab  is  threatened  with  an 
outbreak  of  a  dangerous  epidemic,  namely  bubonic  plague,  and  that  the  ordinary 
provisions  of  the  law  are  insuflScient  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  such  out- 
break, is  pleased  to  prescribe  the  following  Regulations  for  the  inspection  of 
persons  travelling  by  railway  and  the  segregation  of  persons  suspected  of  being 
infected  with  bubonic  plague,  and  for  other  matters  under  sub-section  (1)  and 
sub-clause  (6)  of  sub-section  (2)  of  Section  2  of  the  Epidemic  Diseases  Act, 
1897  :— 

I. — In  the  following  Regulations — 

"  Place  of  inspection  "  means  any  place  which  may  be  notified  by 
the  Local  Government  to  be  a  place  of  inspection. 

"  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  "  means  a  person  appointed  by  an  order 
in  writing  by  the  Local  Government  to  be  an  Inspecting  Medical 
Officer. 

II.— The  Local  Government  may  notify  any  railway  station  or  any  place 
in  the  vicinity  thereof  to  be  a  place  of  inspection,  and  may,  by  order  in  writing, 
appoint  one  or  more  Inspecting  Medical  Officers  for  the  same. 

III. — Every  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  who  is  unavoidably  prevented  from 
discharging  all  or  any  of  his  functions  as  such,  may  by  order  in  writing  appoint 
any  Assistant  Surgeon  or  Hospital  Assistant  temporarily  to  discharge  such 
functions,  and  every  Assistant  Surgeon  and  Hospital  Assistant  so  appointed^ 
shall,  so  far  as  such  functions  are  concerned,  be  deemed  for  the  purposes  of 
these  Regulations  to  be  an  Inspecting  Medical  Officer. 

IV. — An  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  may  at  his  place  of  inspection  direct 
any  person  travelling  by  railway  to  leave  the  carriage  in  which  he  is  travelling 
j\nd  come  on  to  the  platform  or  on  to  the  line,  and  may  prohibit  any  such  per- 
son from  leaving  the  platform  or  any  other  portion  of  the  place  of  inspection. 

v.— (1).  An  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  may  at  his  place  of  inspection 
make  a  medical  inspection  and  examiuati^m  of  any  person  travelling  by  railway 
in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  he  thinks  necessary  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  there  is  reason  to  believe  or  suspect  that  such  person  is  or  may  be  infected 
with  bubonic  plague :  Provided  that  such  inspection  or  examination  shall  not 
be  made  in  any  manner  or  to  any  extent  to  which  such  person  objects. 

(2),  An  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  may  put  to  any  such  person  any  ques- 
tions he  thinks  fit  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  reason  to  believe  or 
suspect  as  aforesaid,  and  such  person  shall  bo  bound  to  answer  truly  any  ques- 
tion 80  pat  to  him. 

VI.— Where,  as  the  result  of  such  inspection  or  examination  or  otherwise, 
the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  considers  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  or  suspect 
that  any  person  is  or  may  be  infected  with  bubonic  plague,  or  where  any  person 
makes  any  objection  under  the  pix)viso  to  clause  V,  sub-clause  (1),  of  these  Re- 
gulations, the  inspecting  Medical  Officer  may  direct  that  such  person  be  removed 
to  and  detained  in  any  building,  tent  or  other  place,  whether  near  the  place  of 
inspection  or  elsewhere,  until  the   Inspecting  Medical  Officer  or  some  other 
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Medical  Officer  empowered  in  this  behalf  by  a  written  order  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment certifies  in  writino^  that  in  his  opinion  there  is  no  longer  any  reason  for 
believing  or  suspecting  such  person  to  be  infected  as  aforesaid. 

VII. — Any  person  in  respect  fo  whom  a  direction  has  not  been  given  nnder 
clansc  VI  may  apply  to  the  Inspecting  Medical  OflScer  to  be  allowed  to  attend 
npon  any  person  in  respect  to  whom  such  a  direction  has  been  given,  and  the 
Inspecting  Medical  Officer  shall,  except  for  reasons  to  be  recorded  by  him  in 
writing,  grant  such  application. 

VIIT. — Any  person  who  has  made  an  application  under  the  last  foregoing 
clause  and  whose  application  has  been  granted  shall  be  detained  in  such  build- 
ing, tent  or  other  place,  whether  near  the  place  of  inspection  or  elsewhere,  as 
the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  may  direct  until  the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer 
or  seme  other  Medical  Officer  empowered  in  this  behalf  by  a  written  order  of 
the  Local  Government  certi6es  in  writing  that  in  his  opinion  there  is  no  longer 
any  reason  for  detaining  such  person. 

IX. — No  person  in  respect  to  whom  a  direction  under  clause  VI  or  VIII  of 
these  Regulations  has  been  given  shall  leave  any  building,  tent  or  other  place  in 
which  an  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  has  directed  him  to  be  detained  until  such 
Inspecting  Medical  Officer  certifies  in  writing  that  in  his  opinion  there  is  no 
longer  any  reason  for  believing  or  suspecting  such  person  to  be  infected  as 
aforesaid,  or  that  there  is  no  longer  any  reason  for  detaining  such  person,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

X. — The  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  may  order  the  destruction  or  disinfec- 
tion of  any  article  which  is  or  has  been  in  the  possession  of  any  person  in  respect 
to  whom  a  direction  under  clause  VI  or  VIII  has  been  given,  or  which  is  or  has 
been  in  the  possession  of  any  person  whom  the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer 
considers  to  have  been  in  dangerous  proximity  to  such  person: 

Provided  that  compensation  shall  be  paid  for  the  destruction  or  injui'y  of  any 
article  nnder  this  clause. 

XI.— Applications  for  the  payment  of  compensation  under  the  last  fore- 
going clause  may  be  made  to  the  District  Magistrate,  who  shall  upon  receipt  of 
any  such  application  determine  by  order  in  writing  the  amount  of  such  com- 
pensation, if  any,  and  such  order  shall  be  final. 

XII. — The  Local  Government  may  determine  in  what  cases  or  classes  of 
cases  any  charges  for  the  provision  of  accommodation,  diet  and  treatment  for 
persons  detained  under  these  Regulations  and  any  sums  payable  as  compensa- 
tion under  them,  shall  be  defrayed  or  paid  by  any  Local  Body :  and  such  Local 
Body  shall  thereupon  become  liable  to  defray  such  charges  or  pay  such  com- 
pensation accordingly. 

XIII. — In  every  case  in  which  any  charges  are  to  be  defrayed  or  any  com- 
pensation is  payable  under  these  Regulations  for  which  no  Local  Body  is  liable 
under  an  order  issued  under  the  last  preceding  clause  or  under  any  other  law  or 
rule  having  the  force  of  law,  such  charges  shall  be  defrayed  or  compensation 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Local  Government : 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  clause  shall  be  deemed  to  prevent  the  Local 
Government  from  recovering  any  moneys  thus  paid  from  any  Native  State  or 
Railway  Administration  or  Railway  Company  when  such  moneys  are  by  agree- 
ment or  otherwise  so  recoverable.

I  am  directed  by  the  Lientenant-Govemor  to  forward  for  your  information 
a  Resolntion  by  the  Government  of  India  in  the  Department  of  Finance  and 
Commerce,  No.  1603  Ex.,  dated  the  10th  April  1896,  pointing  oat  that  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  1093  of  the  Civil  Service  RegaJations  which  anfchorize  the 
Local  Government  in  certain  circamstances  to  sanction  the  conveyance  by 
railway  or  steamer  at  the  expense  of  Government  of  an  officer's  horses  or  camp 
equipment  or  both  have  been  sometimes  applied  in  cases  for  which  they  were 
not  intended,  and  requiring  a  more  stringent  application  of  the  rule  in  future.

No.  290,  da^d  the  17th     Sanitary    Commissioner,    Punjab,    were    empowered 
Febroary  1888.  ^^^^^  ^^^  provisions   of    Article   1094   of   the   Civil 

Service  Regulations  and  subject  to  certain  conditions  to  authorize  charges  for 
the  conveyance  of  horses  or  camp  equipment  or  both  by  railway  without  refer- 
ence to  Government.  His  Honor  considers  that  the  delegation  of  authority 
which  was  made  in  favour  of  these  officers  must  now  be  cancelled,  and  directs 
that  all  applications  for  the  concession  referred  to  in  Article  109B  of  the  Civil 
Service  Regulations  be  submitted  to  the  Local  Government  for  orders. 

3.  I  am  to  add  that  no  claim  under  Article  109B  of  the  Civil  Service, 
Ref^nlations  will  be  entertained  which  is  not  ncoompanicd  by  a  clear  statement 
of  the  cinmmstances  which  are  considered,  by  the  officer  preferring  it,  to 
entitle  him  to  the  privilege  under  the  terms  of  the  Regulation  now  pro- 
mulgated.

RESOLUTION. 

Simla,  the  lOlh  April  1896. 
Read  again — 

Resolnticn  of  the  Government  of  India  in  the  Finance  and  Commerce  Department  — 
No.  3942,  dated  the  Ist  November  JSSl. 
No.  1G72,  dated  the  12th  Jane  1882. 
No.  1517,  dated  the  20th  June  1884. 
Letter  to  the  Government  of  Madrae,  No.  3115,  dated  the  27th  June  1890. 

Reroluiton. — It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  of  India 
that  the  provisions  of  Article  1093  of  tlie  Civil  Service  Rggalations  are  some- 
times applied  to  cases  in  which  it  does  not  appear  that  the  interests  of  the 
public  service  reqaire  oflBcers  to  send  their  horses  or  camp  equipment  by 
steamer  or  railway.  In  framing  tlie  rule  contained  in  Article  1098  and  in 
allowing  Local  Governments  to  delegate  their  powers  under  that  rule  to  Heads 
of  Departments  and  other  authorities,  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Govern- 
raent  of  India  that  officers  should,  when  making  ordinary  journeys  on  toar  or 
transfer,  bo  entitled  in  addition  to  drawing  travelling  allowance,  to  convey 
their  horses  or  camp  equipment  at  Government  expense,  even  when  the  nature 
of  their  duties  requires  them  to  maintain  horses  or  camp  equipment.  The  rale 
was  intended  to  meet  the  more  or  less  exceptional  case  of  an  officer  requiring, 
for  the  discharge  of  his  official  dutiep,  to  make  use  of  his  horses  or  camp 
equipment  in  one  place  immediately  or  very  shortly  after  having  had  to  use 
them  in  the  public  service  in  another  place,  and  who  is  therefore  obliged  in  the 
interests  of  the  public  service  to  convey  them  by  railway  or  steamer.  It  is 
only  therefore  when  it  is  shown  that  public  interests  would  suffer  if  an  oflBcer 
sent  on  his  horses  or  camp  equipment  by  road  or  country  cart,  or  (in  cases  of 
distant  transfers)  if  be  sold  and  replaced  them,  instead  of  despatching  them 
by  the  quickest,  means  at  his  command,  that  the  cost  of  their  conveyance  by 
rail  or  steamer  should  be  sanctioned.  It  also  follows  that  the  concession 
should  not  be  made  to  an  officer  who  sends  forward  his  horses  in  order  to 
avoid  the  expense  of  hiring  the  means  of  conveyance  on  a  journey  for  which  he 
draws  travelling  allowance,  for  that  is  the  very  charge  which  the  travelling 
allowance  is  in  such  a  case  meant  to  defray.  Nor  can  the  rule  be  applied  to 
meet  the  charges  for  conveyance  to  the  officer's  station  of  a  horso  or  of 
equipment  purchased  from  a  place  at  a  distance. 

2.  The  Government  of  Bombay  have  from  time  to  time  issued  orders  with 
a  view  to  restrict  the  application  of  Article  1093  to  the  cases  which  it  is 
intended  to  meet,  and  in  tlie  opinion  of  the  Government  of  India  it  is  desirable 
that  other  Local  Governments  should  issue  instructions  to  a  similar  efFect. 
The  Government  of  Bombay  require  the  authorities,  to  whom  they  delegate  the 
powers  confen'ed  on  them  by  Article  1093,  to  submit  twice  a  year  a  return  of 
sanctions  given,  with  brief  notes  explaining  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 
They  also  prohibit  these  authorities  from  sanctioning  the  conveyance  at 
Government  expense  of  more  than  two  horses. 

3.  The  Government  of  India  do  not  desire  to  lay  down  a  hard-and-fast 
rule  limiting  the  powers  at  present  conferred  on  Local  Governments  for  the 
sanction  of  the  conveyance  of  horses  or  camp  equipment  at  Government  expensa 
But  in  future  Local  Governments  should  confine  the  application  of  the  existing 
rule  to  those  cases  to  which  the  first  paragraph  of  this  Resolution  shows  they 
are  meant   to  apply,  and  they  should  issue  any  instructions  which  may  appear 
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necessary  to  ensure  that  the  aothorities  sahordinate  to  them  do  not  grant  the 
concession  in  cases  when  the  officers  themselves  should  properly  bear  the  charge 
of  oonyejance. 


Obdeb. — Ordered,  that  this  Resolution  be  communicated  to  all  Departments 
of  the  Qovernment  of  India,  the  several  Local  Qovernments  and  Adminis- 
trations, the  Director- General  of  the  Post  Office,  the  Commissioner,  Northern 
India  Salt  Revenue  Department,  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor-General,  and  all 
Accountants-General  and  Comptrollers.

Circular  No.  18—38,  dated  Ibth  February  1897. 
To 

All  Commissioners  and  Superintendents  of  Divisions  and 

ALL  District  Magistrates  in  the  Punjab. 

In  continuation  of  para^rr&ph  6  of  Mr.  Fanshawe's  Circular  Letter  No.  39, 
dated  9th  March  1896,  of  which  a  copy  is  attached,  I  am  directed  to  inform 
yon  that,  iu  order  to  regulate  the  inspection  of  Police  Offices  by  Commissioners 
and  Deputy  Commissioners,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has  ordered  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Police  Rules  by  the  cancellation  of  paragraph  938,  the  re*numbering 
of  paragraph  939  as  938,  and  the  addition  of  new  paragraphs  939  and  939  A. 
as  follows : — 

Paragraph  939. — "The  District  Superintendent  of  Police's  office  being 
virtually  a  branch  of  the  Deputy  Commissioner  s  head-quarters  office  so  far  as 
the  prevention  and  detection  of  crime  are  concerned,  the  Deputy  Commissioner 
is  bound  to  exercise  in  regard  to  these  matters  constant  supervision  over  it,  and 
is  held  responsible  for  seeing  that  the  work  of  it  is  properly  conducted.  It  is 
therefore  unnecessary  to  prescribe  any  rules  for  inspections  of  the  District 
Superintendents'  offices  by  the  Deputy  Commissioner,  but  the  Commissioner, 
when  on  tour,  is  expected  to  inspect  the  offices  of  the  District  Superintendents 
of  Police  and  to  record  the  result  of  his  inspection  in  a  note,  copy  of  which 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  in  his  capacity  of  Under- 
Secretary  to  Government.  The  Commissioner  when  inspecting  the  District 
Superintendent's  office  should  make  it  his  special  business  to  as^rtain  how  far 
the  District  Superintendent  personally  takes  part  in  the  work  of  detecting 
crime  and  preparing  cases  for  submission  to  .the  Magistrates.  He  should  make 
enquiry  as  to  the  most  important  cases  which  had  occurred  in  the  district  sine*', 
the  occasion  of  his  lajst  visit,  should  call  for  the  files  of  some  of  them  and  see 
for  himself  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  which  the  District  Superintendent 
had  done  in  connection  with  them  and  how  far  it  had  resulted  in  success. 
fie  should  ascertain  to  what  extent  the  Police  of  the  disti-ict  co-operate  with 
and  are  assisted  by  the  Police  of  neighbouring  jurisdictions,  and  should  also 
dir«Hst  his  attention  specially  to  the  relations  between  the  District  Magistrate 
and  the  District  Superintendent  and  see  whether  the  District  Magistrate  fully 
feels  and  discharges  his  responsibility  for  controlling  and  guiding  the  District 
Superintendent  in  the  work  of  preventing  and  detecting  crime  and  preparing 
cases  for  the  Magistrate. 

*'  Besides  attending  to  these  all-important  points,  the  Commissioner  on  the 
occasion  of  his  visit  would  look  into  the  general  working  of  the  District 
Superintendents'  offices,  so  far  as  concerns  the  detection  and  prevention  of 
crime  and  the  preparation  of  cases. 
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'*  The  following  are  mentioned  as  some  of  tiic  points  wbicli  would  call  tor 
bis  attention  though  ho  would  not  be  expected  to  mention  any  of  them  iu  ms 
note  unless  ho  found  come  comment  or  saggestion  to  make  in  connection  with 
it:— 

(1)  The  manner  in  which  case  diaries  are  prepared.     Does  the  District 

Superintendent  of  Police  pass  proper  orders  on  them  ?  Is  there 
evidence  in  tbese  diaries  and  in  the  orders  passed  on  them  that 
the  investigation  of  cases  is  intelligently  carried  out  and  caretally 
supervised  so  far  as  this  is  possible  P 

(2)  The  manner  in  which  Special  Reports  are  written. 

(3)  The  manner  in  which  the  Surveillance  Registers  are  kept.    Are 

the  names  of  men  who  are  now  earuiog  an  bonest  livelihood  struck 
off  them  ? 

(4)  The  woirking  of  the  Crimiflal   Tribes   Act  with  the  rules  under  it. 

Who  keeps  the  register  ? 

(5)  Special  types  of  crimes,  i.e.,  barda  faroshi^  theft  of  arms,  &c» 

(6)  Th«  security  proceedings  under  the  Oriminal  P^nocednre  Ckkk. 

(7)  Crime  on  Native  States  borders. 

(8)  Way  in  which  refusals   to  investigate  reports   are  made  (Section 

157  (6),  Criminal  Procedure  Code). 

(9)  Extent  to  which   Magistrates   direct  preliminary   enquiries  to  be 

made  by  the  Police  (Section  202,  Criminal  Procedure  Odde). 

(10)  The  extent  to  which,   apart   from  any   questions  of  departmenUl 

rules  and  regulations,  the  powers  vested  in  Police  Officers  are 
properly  exercised,  energy  and  intelligence  are  displayed  in  the 
prevention  and  detection  of  crime,  the  work  is  honestly  done,  the 
superior  officers  take  a  proper  share  in  it  and  exercise  a  doe 
amount  of  supervision,  and  the  like. 

(11)  The  prosecuting  agency-  above  the  Court   Inspector.     Is  it  sac- 

cessful  ?  Can  it  be  improved  ?  Are  the  Court  Inspector  and 
his  Assistants  efficient?  If  not,  how  do  yon  propose  to  imptove 
this  branch  of  Police  work  ?  ** 

Paragraph  939  A, — '* Commissioners  and  District  Ma^istirates  are  expeeied 
to  visit  police  stations  during  their  tours  and  to  enter  in  the  miirate  bo&k  Ike 
result  of  their  inspections. 

*^  It  is  not  intended  to  tie  these  officers  down  by  any  hard-and-:^k&C  rtd^ 
as  to  the  frequency  or  minuteness  of  their  inspections.  Much  in  acasid  of  tfo 
kind  must  depend  on  the  sort  of  subordinates  through  whdm.  the  8tipe>4<&r'|A8 
to  work.  If  the  Commissioner  found  that  the  Deputy  Commissionef  ot  a 
district  closely  attended  to  this  important  portion  of  his  duf  iesr  h€  mfg&i  #^1 
content  himself  with  making  fewer  inspections,  and  if  on  visiting  ^'tidiijDe 
station  he  found  that  the  D^uty  Commissioner  had  been  thete  befoi%  Ifilti  tf^d 
recorded  a  minute  showing  that  he  had  gone  minutely  and  carefdHy  intd  ^^ 
working  of  tbe  station,  he  would  doubtless  content  himself  with  a  doiD<0Wliiftt 
cursory  inspection.  A  Deputy  Commissioner  being  held  as  directjjr  and  v 
f nlTy  responsible  for  the  prevention  and  detection  of  crime  in  his  dietxict  a«  bf^ 
any  other  portion  of  the  administration  of  the  district  would  necessaritj  wA^ 
far  more  frequent  and  minute  inspections  than  the  Commissioaeri  l^^^^f® 
again  much  would  depend  on  the  extent  to  which  the  superviitioii  ezerdiMDJ 
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the  District  Saperintendent  was  eflScieot.  A  Depatj  CommissioDer  with  au 
energ^etic  and  eflBcient  District  Saperintendent  of  Police  working  nnder  him 
wotlT^'  naturally  inspect  police  stations  less  frequently  and  less  minutely.  A 
Deputy  Commissioner  with  a  District  Superintendent  of  a  different  stamp 
W011I4  have  tp  inspect  more  fre<|aently  and  more  minutely. 

"  Subject  to  the  foregoing  remarks,  Commissioners  should  conduct  their 
inspections  generaHy  on  the  lines  laid  down  in  this  paragraph  for  the  guidance 
of  Deputy  Commissioners. 

"  The  attention  of  Deputy  Commissioners  should  be  directed  to  snch  of  the 
subjects  referred  to  in  paragraph  98d  aa  arc  applicable  to  the  working  of  thanas, 
and  consideration  should  also  be  given  to  other  matters,  such  as  th-e  follow- 
ing:— 

(1)  Is  the  Station  Diary  written  up   according  to  rule,  promptly,  fully, 

and  without  omitting  any  reports  made  P  Does  it  contain  the 
particulars  prescribed  regarding  complaints,  arrests,  and  the 
number  of  prisoners  in  the  lock-up  ? 

(2)  Is  sufficient  attention  paid  to  the   proper  arrangement  of  beats,  and 

is  the  patrolling  effective  in  the  production  of  any  valuable 
information  ? 

(3)  Is  care  paid  to  the  proper  recording  of  vital  statistics  ? 

(4)  Is  the  Register  of  Arms  Act  Licenses  correct  and  up  to  date,  and  is 

oare  taken  to  trace  the  arms  of  any  person  whose  license  has 
been  can  celled  ? 

(5)  Has  the  minute  book  for  European  officers    been    properly  written 

up? 

(6)  What  is  the  general  state  of  crime   in  the  thana  ?     Can  any  reason 

bo  assigned  for  any  increase  or  decrease  ? 

(7)  Is   the   Deputy   Inspector   efficient?     Has  ho  acquired   any    local 

knowledge  V  Does  he  titke  an  interest  iu  his  work?  What  is  his 
character  and  influence  ? 

(8)  What  is  the  state  of  working  of  the  thana  officials  ? 

(9)  Add  general  remarks  which  may  be  called  for." 

2  1  am  to  explain  with  reference  to  the  foregoing  amendments  of  the 
existing  rules  that  it  is  not  intended  to  exclude  the  departmental  Deputy 
Inspector-General  from  taking  cognizance  of  matters  for  which  under  the  new 
Bvstem  Commissioners  will  be  responsible,  and  for  this  reason  existing  para- 
«^ph  93^  (now  to  be  re-numbered  as  938)  together  with  Appendix  V  to  Chapter 
Xi^V  (subject  only  to  certain  small  amendments)  will  be  retained  in  the 
volume  of  rules  as  amended.  It  would  frequently  happen  that  a  departmental 
Deputy  Inspector-General  inspecting  an  office  or  station  would  observe  some- 
thing bearing  on  matters  for  which  Commissioners  are  now  responsible,  and  he 
would  then  bring  it  to  the  notice  of  the  Commissioner,  but  the  responsibility  in 
reeard  to  snch  raattors  would  i-eat  with  the  Commissioner.  Similarly,  a 
CdimmisBioner  making  an  inspection  would  no  doubt  occasionally  observe 
breaches  of  departmental  rules  and  regulations,  registers  not  properly  filled  up, 
and  so  on,  and  when  he  did  so,  he  would  bring  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  the 
departmental  Deputy  Inspector- General  in  whom  the  responsibility  regarding 
it  would  be  vested.  The  Lieu tonant- Governor  therefore  thinks  that,  m  spite  of 
the  transfer  of  control  to  Commissioners  of  matters  relating  to  the  prevention 
a^  deteotion  of  ordinary  crime  and  the  institution  and  prosecution  of  cases  in 
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court,  departmental  Deputy  iDspectors-General  shonld  oontinae  to  report  oa  all 
the  sabjeots  which  they  are  now  required  to  report  on,  with  the  exception  of 
those  matters  which  will  be  omitted  from  Appendix  V  as  now  to  be  amended. 

3.  A  separate  circular  is  to-day  being  addressed  to  you  on  the  subject  of 
the  other  measures  which  have  been  taken  to  give  effect  to  the  change  in  the 
relations  between  Commissioners  and  the  Police  Department.

In  paragraph  8  of  this  office  letter  No.  977  S.,  dated  the  3rd  October  1895, 
regarding  the  appointment  of  Commissioners  to  be  ex-offlcio  Deputy  Inspectors- 
General  of  Police  for  their  Divisions,  Commissioners  were  invited  to  submit  any 
observations  or  suggestions  they  might  wish  to  make  relating  to  matters  of 
detail,  and  it  now  remains  to  convey  the  following  additional  orders  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  with  reference  to  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  replies 
to  the  above  letter. 

2.  The  Commissioner  of  the  Jullundur  Division  is  of  opinion  that  Com- 
missioners ought  to  have  a  voice  in  the  selection  of  persons  who  may  receive 
direct  appointments  to  the  post  of  Sergeant  and  Deputy  Inspector  as  ho  con- 
siders that  a  Commissioner  is  a  better  judge  of  the  social  status  and  educational 

Sualiiications  of  such  candidates  than  is  a  Deputy  Inspector-General.  Sir 
lennis  Fitzpatriok  agrees  that  Commissioners  should  be  consulted  on  the 
direct  appointments  referred  to,  except  in  the  case  of  Europeans  who  are 
appointed  for  specific  purposes,  apart  from  the  ordinary  prevention  and  detec- 
tion of  crime,  e.tr.,  as  Platform  Sergeants  on  Railways,  to  maintain  discipline  in 
Cantonments,  for  investigacions  in  which  European  soldiers  are  required,  and 
for  duty  in  Hill  Stations.  For  appointments  of  this  nature  the  Inspeoto^ 
General  of  Police  is  more  likely  to  know  the  stamp  of  men  required,  and  these 
appointments  will  accordingly  remain  in  liis  hands  as  heretofore. 

3.  It  has  also  been  suggested  by  Lieutenant- Colonel  Massy  in  connection 
with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  1537  of  the  Police  Orders  and  Rules, 
that  the  grant  of  rewards  for  assistance  in  criminal  cases,  ranging  from 
Rs.  50  to  Rs.  200,  shonld  be  within  the  authority  of  the  Commissioner.  As  to 
this  the  Lieutenant-Governor  considers  that  such  rewards  ought  to  be  given 
either  by  the  Commissioner  or  by  the  Depoty  Inspector-General  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  other,  reference  being  made  to  Government  in  the  Police 
Department  in  the  event  of  any  difference  of  opinion  between  them. 

4.  The  question  of  the  relative  position  of  Commissioners  (as  em^offick 
Deputy  Inspectors- General  of  Police)  and  the  Inspector-General  of  Police  has 
been  raised  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Lahore  Division,  and  it  has  been 
suggested  by  him  that  any  reference  which  has  to  go  above  Commissionen 
should  go  to  Government  In  this  Sir  Dennis  Fitzpatrick  concurs.  I  am 
accordingly  to  say  that  all  such  references  should  be  made  to  the  Inspected 
General  in  his  capacity  of  Under-Secretary  to  Government  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment,  so  that  the  orders  issued  on  them  will  be  the  Lieutenant- GovOTnor't 
orders. 

5.  As  regards  the  difficulty  suggested  by  the  Commissionern  of  Lahore 
and  Rawalpindi  that  the  instj^actions  contained  in  this  office  Circular  No.  977, 
dated  3rd  October  1895,  above  referred  to,  will  throw  upon  CommiasionMS 
inspection  dnties  so  onerous  that  they  cannot  discharge  them,  it  is  to  be 
reg^tted  that  that  circular  made  no  reference  to  a  matter  on  whidi  it. 
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intended  to  issue  sepftrate  orders,  and  that  is  as  to  the  part  which  Deputy 
GommissioDers  shoold  take  in  the  work  of  iDspecting  Police  Stations.  On 
referring  to  paragraphs  3  and  5  of  this  office  Circular  No.  62,  dated  6th  April 
1895,  it  will  be  seen  that  one  of  the  main  objects  of  the  change  was  to  make 
the  responsibilitj  of  Deputy  Commissioners  for  the  prevention  and  detection  of 
ordinary  crime  in  their  districts  more  of  a  reality  than  it  is,  in  at  least  some 
cases  at  present,  and  that  it  was  chiefly  with  a  view  to  ensuring  the  attainment 
of  this  object  that  it  was  resolved  to  give  the  Commissioner  a  place  in  the 
Police  administration.  As  a  matter  of  course,  the  Deputy  Commissioners  will 
be  expected  to  inspect  Police  Stations  much  more  frequently  and  much  more 
thoroughly,  so  far  as  the  matters  of  the  prevention  and  detection  of  ordinary 
crime  are  concerned,  than  they  do  at  present,  and  if  the  Commissioner  insists 
on  their  doing  this  and  on  their  roconling  a  full  note  on  these  matters  on  the 
occasion  of  each  inspection,  his  own  work  of  inspection  need  not  be  very  severe. 
On  first  starting  the  new  system  his  inspections  will  no  doubt  need  to  be  more 
uumeroQs  and  more  thorough  ;  but  as  things  improve  he  will  be  able  to  leave 
them  somewhat  more  in  the  hands  of  his  Deputy  Commissioners,  at  least  when 
they  are  officers  of  some  standing. 

6.  From  certain  remarks  contained  in  the  opinions  recently  received,  it  is 
to  be  feared  that  the  precise  scope  of  the  changes  decided  on  has  not  been  fully 
grasped.  The  present  position  is  described  by  Mr.  Thorbnm  in  the  following 
words  :  "  the  Deputy  Inspector- Qeueral  has  to  drive  his  Police  Officers  and  the 
Commissioner  his  Deputy  Commissioners,"  and  Mr.  Thorbum  writes  as  if  he 
considered  that  this  position  should  continue ;  but  this  is  the  very  position 
which,  so  far  as  the  matters  of  the  prevention  and  detection  of  crime  are  con* 
cemed.  Sir  Dennis  Fitzpatrick  has  determined  to  alter.  The  Commissioner 
must  no  doubt  drive  his  Deputy  Commissioners,  but  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
wants  the  Commissioner  and  Deputy  Commissioner,  and  not  the  Deputy 
Inspector- General,  to  drive  the  District  Police  Officers  from  the  District 
Superintendent  down,  $o  far  as  these  matters  are  eoneemed.  The  object  is,  in 
brief,  to  introduce,  not  exactly  a  "dislocation"  (as  Mr.  Thorbum  calls  it),  but 
none  the  less  a  most  decided  change  in  the  existing  system — a  change  so 
decided  that  there  will  be  no  fear  of  our  slipping  back  to  the  present  system 
with  its  division  of  authority  and  its  half-felt  responsibility. 

7.  Mr.  Thorburn  further  points  out  that,  to  enable  the  Commissioner  to 
be  kept  folly  informed  of  the  working  of  each  Criminal  Court,  it  is  very  desir- 
able that  he  should  have  a  fresh  monthly  return  of  the  amount  and  quality  of 
the  criminal  case- work  done  by  each  Magistrate  in  the  Division.  This  sugges- 
tion is  one  that  deserves  careful  consideration  ;  it  will,  however,  be  more  con* 
venient  to  deal  with  it  separately. 

8.  There  remains  another  point,  namely,  that  instructions  be  given  for  the 
submission  by  the  District  Superintendent  of  Police  to  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner every  month  of  a  return  showing  the  Police  working  of  every  police 
station  and  the  result  of  the  prosecutions  in  every  Court  in  the  district.  The 
Lieutenant-Governor  considers  it  very  important  that  the  Deputy  Commissioner 
be  in  this  way  kept  acquainted  with  the  criminal  work  of  every  part  of  his 
district,  and  that  this  will  famish  a  useful  guide  to  him  in  his  inspections  and 
supervision. 

f" 

9.  The  instructions  contained  in  this  letter  and  in  the  previous  corre- 
spondence will  now  be  consolidftted  and  embodied  in  the  Punjao  Police  Roles. 
A  notification  gazetting  Commissioners  to  heex-officio  Deputy  Inspectors-General 
will  be  published  in  the  next  Gazette,  in  order  that  the  new  system  may  oome 
into  force  on  1st  April  1896.  Anv  proposals  for  extra  establishment  that  may  be 
neeeatitated  by  its  introduction  should  be  submittted  separately.

Itt  mj  Cii^alar  No.  il  of  to-day's  date,  I  oommnnicated  to  yon  the  change 
wUeh  will  mow.  be  made  in  the  Police  Roles  in  order  to  provide  for  the  inspeo- 
tioiL  of  Polioe  offices  by  Commissioners  and  Deputy  Commissioners.  I  am  now 
diveeted  to  axi^ia  to  yoa  the  other  more  important  amendments  to  whicb 
effect  will  be  given  in  the  Police  Rales  in  connection  with  the  appointment  of 
Commissioners  to  be  Deputy  Inspectors- General  of  Police  and  the  definition  of 
the  functions  of  District  Magistrates  in  the  exercise  of  their  general  oontro) 
over  Police  working. 

2.  The  authority  to  which  Commissioners,  as  Deputy  lnspeotor8*GeneraI 
of  PblMOy  are  subordinate  is  the  Local  Govornment  id  the  Police  Department^ 
and  referenoes  by  them  in  this  capacity  should  be  addressed  to  the  Under- 
Seeretary  in  t^iat  Departmeat. 

3.  The  basis  of  the  Commissioner's  responsibility  is  indicated  in  para^ 
graph  2  of  Mr.  Panshawe*s  Circular  No.  977  R.,  dated  3rd  Octob«r  1895,  wiior© 
it  is  said  that  "  what  the  Lieutenant-Govei'nor  wantfl  Commissioners  obiefty  to 
direct  their  attention  to  is  to  seeing  that,  apart  from  any  questions  of  depart^ 
mentsl  rules  and  i*egalation8,  the  powers  vested  in  Police  Offioers  are  properly 
exercised,  that  energy  and  intelligence  are  displayed  in  the  prevention 
and  detection  of  crime,  that  the  Work  is  honestly  done,  that  the  supeiiof 
officers  take  a  proper  share  in  it,  and  exercise  a  due  amount  of  saperriaioQ,  ani 
so  on,"  and  it  should  be  understood  that  District  Magistrates  are  ecpeoted  to 
exeroise  similar  funetioas  in  their  own  sphere. 

4.  Commissioners  will  further  be  expected  generally  to  superviaethe 
working  of  the  Police  in  regard  to  the  arrest  and  detention  of  offeaders,  the 
investigation  of  crime,  and  the  prosecution  of  offenders.  In  cases  of  acquittal 
of  persons  whose  prosecution  has  not  been  conducted  on  behalf  of  a  partioalar 
department,  it  will  be  for  the  Commissioner  to  decide  whether  an  applioaiion 
ahonld  be  made  to  the  Government  for  the  institution  of  an  appeal. 

6.  District  Magistrates  will  in  future  receive  a  monthly  return  whioh  wiM 
enable  them  to  observe  the  working  of  each  thana  and  to  see  at  a  glance  the 
results  in  each  Coui't  of  the  district  of  that  working. 

6.  In  paragraph  2  of  Mr.  Fansbfiwe^B  Circular  Letter  No.  39^  dftied  9& 
March  1896,  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  CoramiBsionei^s  ^onld  be  ooosaHad 
in  the  selection  of  persons  for  direct  appointment  to  the  post  of  Deputy  Isspee- 
tor  and  Sergeant,  except  in  the  case  of  Europeans  appointed  for  certain  spedfic 
polyposes.  On  further  consideration  His  Honor  has  arrived  at  ^le  orpinioa  that 
it  ip  unnecessary  that  the  coucarronce  of  the  Commissioner  should  be  obtained 
to  axiy  such  appointments,  except  where  it  is  proposed  to  ^*ve  a  direet  app6iflt« 
neAt  as  Inspector  or  Deputy  Inspector  to  a  native  of  India,  e.^.,  tH  eMfti* 
deration  of  hia  hirth  or  social  position. 
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7.  In  virtas  of  their  poWers  of  p^eneral  control  District  Magistrates 
already  wcercise  ibe  right  of  m^isg  entries  in  the  ebarftoter  rolte  6f  enrolled 
PoliiM  Officers^  sabfeot  to  the  rule  tleat  mere  opiniohs  shaH  Dot  be  «ntered^  aild 
that  steteiBenia  affecting  oharaeter  shall  consist  only  of  faotF,  deductions  from 
slich  fatttSy  and  the  reasons  on  wfaieh  sa6h  dednctions  aire  foni&ded.  Distinet 
prerisite  for  such  entries  both  by  Cbmmissioners  and  District  Magislratiis 
abfa§ect  te  the  restriction  above  quoted  will  now  be  made  in  the  rale6  and  the 
iarmer  will  be  held  retpoofiible  for  seeing  that  entries  are  made  by  their  snbor* 
dkialee  not  •ther#i8e  than  in  accordance  with  rale. 

8.  As  regards  promotions  from  one  i^hk  or  gn^  to  another  in  the  JPotico 
Force,  His  Honor  has  decided  that  promotions  np  to  a  1st  Grade  S^lfantship 
shall  continue  to  be  made  as  now  by  the  departmental  office^  6t  ^lice,  but 
that  Commissioners  shall  have  a  voice  in  the  selection  of  Police  VTffi^fd  for  the 
grade  of  Deputy  Inspector  by  promotion  and  in  thajm^otionof  trfK^rs  from 
one  grade  of  Deputy  Inu)ector  to  another.  Up  to  the  present  it  has  been  the  rule 
tdt  risoihmehd'atioils  to  be  catl^cl  for  on  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy.  In  future 
f^dmM^h'cktfons  ^ill  not  b6  called  for,  but  will  be  made  to  the  CommidSidiier 
by  tfeiB  d^|>artmebtal  tteputy  In^^ecior-CTeheral  from  the  roll  which  is  main- 
t4ij^6d  by  him  under  the  rules,  liie  Commissioner  wilt  have  a  copy  of  this 
roll,  to  which  he  will  refer  When  the  deparlmental  Deputy  Ihsfiectdr-General's 
recommendation  is  received,  and  which  will  now  be  so  amended  in  form  as  to 
give  &11  required  particulars.  If  the  Commissioner  does  not  accept  the 
recommendation,  the  orders  of  Government  in  the  I^olice  Department  must  be 
taken. 

9.  At  present  it  is  only  in  frontier  districts  that  the  concurrence  of 
District  Magistrates  is  required  to  transfers  of  Deputy  Inspectors  or  Inspectors 
from  or  to  their  districts.  Commissioners  of  all  Divisions  will  now  be  em* 
powered  to  transfer  Deputy  Inspectors  within  their  Revenue  Divisions  after 
consulting  the  Deputy  Inspector-General  and  the  Deputy  Commissioners 
conceruBd,  and  their  concurrence  will  be  necessary  to  transfers  of  Inspectors 
and  Deputy  Inspectors  from  one  Division  to  another.

Rule. 

9.  When  the  oflSce  of  Patwari  is  vacant  in  any  circle,  whether  temporarily 
or  permanently,  it  shall  be  filled  by  selection  from  the  register  of  candidates  of 
the  tabsil  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  or  if  necessary,  by  selection  from  the 
registers  of  other  adjacent  tahsiJs,  regard  being  had  to  the  folio  wing  considera- 
tions:— 

(i).  Relationship  of  any  kind  to  tho  late  Patwari  shall  confer  no  claim  to 
succession  to  tho  vacant  post.  The  most  suitable  candidate  shall  bo  appointed. 
Provided  that  in  the  case  of  vacancies  occurring  before  1st  January  1 902,  when 
tho  late  Patwari  was  appointed  before  1st  January  1897,  the  claims  of  a  son  or 
brother  of  the  late  Patwari  shall  be  first  considered,  but  the  Collector  shall  not 
be  bound  to  appoint  snch  a  candidate  if  he  considei»s  another  more  suitable,  and 
no  preference  whatever  shall  be  recognised  unless  the  previous  Patwari  took 
office  by  inheritance  or  held  it  •for  ten  years.  And  no  preference  shall  bo 
allowed  to  the  son  or  brother  of  a  Patwari  dismissed  for  misconduct. 

{if).  In  making  such  appointments  the  Collector  shall  consider  the  circum- 
stances of  the  vacancy  and  of  the  villages  comprising  the  circle  in  which  it  has 
occurred.  No  particular  class  of  men  should  be  allowed  to  absorb  too  many 
Patwariships.  As  many  Patwaris  as  is  found  possible  should  be  appointed 
from  the  agricultural  classes.  A  candidate  otherwise  suitable  may  be  passed 
over  on  the  ground  that  his  father  or  his  relations  make  their  living  by  lending 
money  to  the  agriculturists  of  the  circle  or  its  vicinity,  or  for  some  similar 
circumstances  likely  to  affect  the  Patwari  unfavourably  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties.  And  such  preference  as  is  practicable  shall  be  given  to  those  passed 
candidates  who  are  better  educated  than  others. 

(m).  Candidates  who  have  not  passed  the  Patwari  Examination  shall  not 
bo  appointed,  except  when — no  passed  candidate  being  available— the  Collector 
considers  the  appointment  of  an  un passed  candidate  unavoidable.  Appointments 
made  under  this  clause  shall  be  temporary  onl^,  and  a  Patwari  so  appointed 
shall  be  dismissed  unless  he  passes  the  Patwari  Examination  within  two  jears 
after  date  of  appointment.

All  Commissioners  and  Deputy  Commissionebs  in  the  Pcnjab. 
I  AM  dii'ected  by  His  Honor  the  LieuteDant-GovernDr  to  circulate,  for  the 
information  of  all  concerned,  a  8et  of  rales  to  be  observed  in  tbc  management  of 
the  more  important  fairs  in  the  Pan  jab. 

2.  These  rales,  which  are  to  be  considered  as  superseding  those  which 
formed  an  Appendix  to  the  Proceedings  of  the  Hon'ble  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in  the  Financial  Department,  No.  576,  dated  the  18th  of  March  1890,  are, 
with  some  slight  changes  in  arrangement  and  wording,  rales  that  have  been 
recently  prepared  by  the  Sanitary  Board  for  the  regulation  of  fairs.  The 
Lieatenadt-Governor  considers  it  desirable  to  get  the  rales  observed  as  far  as 
possible,  bat  District  Officers  will  perceive  that  some  of  them  are  of  sach  a 
nature  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  enforce  them  in  cases  where  persoos 
concerned  are  anwilling  to  submit  to  them.  When  that  is  the  case  the  officials 
employed  to  carry  out  the  arrangements  must,  His  Honor  observes,  only  do 
their  best  to  persuade  people  to  submit  to  them,  which  they  will  doubtless  in 
most  cases  succeed  in  doing. 

3.  It  is  understood  that  there  are  some  large  fairs  which  are  held  on 
ground  that  is  partly  within  municipal  limits  and  partly  in  the  area  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  District  Board.  In  view  to  securing  uniformity  of  control 
in  any  such  cases  it  is  left  to  District  Officers  to  make  any  proposals  they  may 
consider  desirable  and  suitable  with  the  object  of  bringing  the  whole  fair  under 
the  management  of  either  the  District  Board  oc  the  Municipal  Committee  as 
may  be  thought  best.

•Rules  to  he  observed  in  the  Management  of  the  more  important  Fairs  in  the  Punjab, 
All  fairs  at  which  10,000  persons  or  upwai^ds  are  expected  to  assemble  at 
one  time  are  to  be  considered  important  fairs. 

Preliminary  Arrangements. 

2.  The  Mauicipal  Committee  or  District  Board  in  whoso  jurisdiction  any 
fair  is  held  will,  under  the  control  of  the  Deputy  Commissioner,  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  the  proper  management  of  the  fair. 

Nofe, — It  must  be  oletirly  aaderstood  that  the  transfer  of  fairs  to  the  Tiocal  Bodies  in 
whose  jarisdictioQ  thoj  are  held  does  not  ia  any  way  affect  the  power  of  the  Magistrates  of 
the  district  or  the  Police  aathorities  to  direct  or  take  such  measarea  as  they  may  oonaidsr 
necessary  for  the  maiatonance  of  peace  and  order  at  sach  gatherings,  and  all  Local  Bodies  to 
whom  such  transfers  are  made  shall  be  bound  to  comply  with  any  requ  i  sition  which  may  he 
made  to  them  by  the  above  aathorities  in  this  behalf. 
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3.  The  Municipal  Committee  or  District  Board  in  ^hose  jnrisdiction  any 
fair  is  held  shall  arrange  Home  time  beforehand  with  the  District  Superintend- 
ent of  Police  for  the  necessary  number  of  extra  Police  required. 

4.  The  Civil  Surgeon  will  nominate  an  Assistant  JJ?urgeon  or  Hospital 
Assistant  to  be  the  Medical  OflBcer  of  the  Fair  and  to  take  charge  of  the  hos- 
pita],  and  other  arrangements  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  sick.  He  will 
see  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Fair  is  provided  with  a  sufficient  supply  of 
medicines  and  surgical  instruments  for  the  treatment  of  the  sick,  and  of  carbolic 
acid  for  disinfecting  purposes,  and  will  furnish  the  necessary  hospital  establish- 
ment. The  Medical  Officer  of  the  Fair  shall  be  responsible  for  the  supervision 
of  all  the  Medical  and  Sanitary  arrangements  of  the  fair  and  also  of  any  town 
or  city  in  its  Ticinity  to  which  visitors  to  the  fair  may  resort. 

^o/e.-- It  is  desirable  that  the  Civil  Surjs^eon  of  Umballa  should  in  person  attend  the 
Hnpoiiant  fair  of  Thanesar  and  soperintend  the  medical  arrangements. 

5.  The  Vaccination  stafE  shall  bo  used  to  the  fullest  j>os8ible  extent. 
What  assistance  can  be  spared  shall  be  called  in  from  neighbouring  districts, 
and  Vaccinators  shall  bo  appointed  to  act  as  Inspectors,  in  order  to  report 
immediately  any  suspicious  cases  which  may  be  noticed.  These  men  shall  be 
told  off  to  the  different  parts  of  the  fair  and  of  any  city  or  town  in  the  vicinity 
in  which  visitors  are  staying,  and  to  continually  move  about  amongst  the  people. 

6.  Some  time  before  the  fair  the  sito  where  the  fair  is  to  be  held  should 
be  prepared  by  being  levelled,  holes  filled  up,  and,  if  necessary,  cuts  made  to 
remove  surface  water. 

7.  Broad  lines  of  communication  should  be  marked  on  the  site  in  such  a 
•way  as  to  be  most  convenient  for  the  purposes  of  the  fair.  The  roads  should 
be  as  straight  as  possible,  and  should  intersect  each  other  so  as  to  form  square 
blocks.  The  main  road  should  not  be  less  than  60  feet  wide,  and  the  cross- 
roads not  less  than  45  feet  wide.  It  is  desirable  that  the  position  of  the  roads 
shonld  be  permanently  marked  by  stone  pillars  on  the  sides  where  the  more 
important  fairs  are  held. 

8.  All  jungle  growth  standing  on  the  roads  ort>n  the  places  set  aside  for 
the  camping  of  the  people  shonld  be  cut  down,  but  large  trees  are  to  be  care- 
fully preserved. 

9.  Whenever  at  any  fair  a  very  great  assemblage  of  people  may  be  ex- 
pected, strong  barricades  should  be  erected  across  the  roads  of  communication 
at  such  places  as  the  Police  authorities  may  determine. 

10.  The  amount  of  accommodation  in  any  city  or  town  adjoining  the  site 
of  the  fair  and  in  which  visitors  to  the  fair  are  likely  to  stay  should  be  reported 
beforehand  to  the  Deputy  Commissioner,  and  only  a  limited  number  of  visitors 
should  be  pennitted  to  take  up  quarters  in  the  city  or  town.  This  restriction 
shonld  be  enforced  by  erecting  barricades  at  all  the  main  ontrauces,  and  limit- 
ing the  numbers  allowed  in  with  their  personal  effects. 

11.  The  people  as  they  arrive  must  be  made  to  encamp  in  orderly  aiTange- 
ment  on  the  vacant  spaces  botwoon  the  roadways.  No  one  may  encamp  on  a 
roadway. 

12  A  moderate  staff  of  officials  and  Police  shonld  meet  the  visitors  to  the 
fair  on  arrival  at  the  Railway  Station  and  the  main  approaches  to  the  fair  to 
direct  them  to  the  various  camps,  passing  them  on  along  the  roads  marked  out 
under  Rule  7  from  one  small  picket  of  Police  stationed  at  intervals  alonif  the 
fair  roads  to  another.     When  a   party   of  visitors  has  been  passed  on  to  the 
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picket  nearest  the  place  where  it  has  been  decided  that  it  shall  camp,  the  picket 
OD  receiving  the  party  will  show  it  the  position  allotted  to  it  and  caoae  it  to 
encamp  their. 

Food  and  water-supply. 

13.  Shopkeepers  and  banias  should  be  told  off  to  eacb  square  between  the 
camp  roads  laid  oat  under  Rule  7  in  sufficient  numbers  to  supply  the  visitoss 
with  food,  <fcc.  The  local  uuihorities  should  provide  temponiry  shops  for  the 
tiudcspcople,  fur  which  a  small  rent  should  be  chai'j^ed.  These  shops  should 
be  located  immediately  on  the  sides  of  the  main  roads  surrounding  the  squares 
but  not  on  the  roads. 

1*4.  The  Medical  Officer  and  Inspectors  appointed  under  Rule  8  shook! 
inspect  all  supplies  in  the  camps  or  in  any  adjoining  town  or  city  at  which 
visitors  are  staying,  and  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Magistrate. any  food  exposed 
for  sale  which  is  untit  for  human  consumption. 

15.  When  the  water-supply  is  obtained  from  wells,  they  should  be  looked 
to  and  cleaned  out  a  month  beforehand.  They  should  be  provided  with  a  prop^ 
coping  and  a  masonry  chahutra  sloping  outwards  to  prevent  waste  water  flowing 
back  into  the  well ;  also  with  suitable  appliances  for  lifting  the  water.  The 
people  should  not  be  allowed  to  stand  over  the  well  mouth  in  raising  water. 

16.  No  water  should  be  allowed  to  stagnate  within  100  feet  of  a  well  used 
for  drinking  purposes. 

17.  When  a  stream  or  a  tank  is  the  source  of  water-supply,  arrangements 
should  be  made  to  preserve  the  dnnking  water  as  free  from  contamination  as 
possible. 

18.  When  there  are  a  number  of  people  travelling  by  Railway  to  attend 
large  fairs,  the  Railway  authorities  should  be  asked  to  make  proper  arrange- 
ments for  an  ample  and  sufficient  supply  of  pure  water  for  the  passengers 
alighting  at  or  leaving  the  station  nearest  to  the  fair. 

Conservancy. 

19.  In  the  immediate  outskirts  of  the  fair,  at  distances  of  not  less  than 
200  yards  from  the  centre  of  the  fair  and  from  each  other,  pieces  of  ground 
should  be  set  aside  for  conservancy  purposes. 

20.  Trenches  or  pits  may  be  made,  or  the  people  may  be  allowed  to  ease 
nature  on  the  surface  of  fields  marked  off  for  the  purpose. 

21.  An  establishment  of  sweepers  will  be  provided  to  cover  the  excrement 
with  earth. 

22.  Native  gentlemen  may  be  allowed  to  have  separate  latrines  for  their 
own  use  and  the  use  of  their  families,  on  condition  that  they  arrange  for  having 
the  ordure  removed  daily  without  the  camp  and  the  latrine  itself  kept  sweet 
with  dry  earth. 

23.  The  owners  of  horses,  cows  and  other  animals  should  be  required  to 
arrange  for  having  the  dung  of  the  animals  removed  without  the  camp. 

24.  If  any  animal  should  die,  the  owner  will  arrange  for  having  its  carcatf) 
removed  without  the  camp  and  buried.  The  slaughter  of  animals  should  he 
permitted  at  certain  places  only,  and  every  part  of  the  animal  should  be  carried 
OUT  <^i  the  fair  as  soon  as  possible.  The  places  of  slaughter  should  be  car^fnlly 
swej)t  twice  in  a  day,  dry  earth  at  the  same  time  being  plentifully  sprinkled 
where  blood  may  have  been  spilled. 
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25.  Places  should  be  set  apart  for  the  cremation  and  burial  of  dead  bodies, 
and  no  person  should  be  allowed  to  barn  or  bary  a  body  at  any  other  place 
than  the  one  set  apart  for  the  purpose. 

Hospitals. 

26.  At  the  large  fairs  at  least  two  hospitals  shonld  be  provided,  if  the 
Civil  Surgeon  considers  this  necessary,  one  a  general  hospital  and  dispensary, 
and  the  other  a  hospital  for  contagious  diseases. 

27.  The  hospitals  may  consist  of  a  thatched  roof  raised  6  feet  off  the 
ground  by  means  of  poles  well  set  into  the  ground,  and  so  bound  together  and 
strengthened  by  cross-poles  as  to  be  able  to  stand  up  safely  against  a  strong 
wind.  Walls  of  jhamps  or  matting  should  be  furnished  on  all  four  sides.  The 
floor  of  the  hospital  should  have  a  pathway  6  feet  wide  along  the  centre.  The 
whole  floor  should  be  raised  at  least  one  foot  higher  than  the  level  outside,  and 
be  slightly  raised  for  berths  on  each  side. 

28.  The  general  hospital  should  be  50  feet  lo7ig  and  20  feet  broad,  and  the 
contagious  diseases  hospital  30  feet  long  and  20  feet  broad,  and  near  to  the  latter 
a  sufficient  quantity  of  material  should  ha  stored  to  permit  of  the  immediate 
erection  of  other  hospitals  for  contagious  diseases  if  necessity  should  require 
their  construction. 

29.  The  general  hospital  should  be  erected  at  any  appropriate  and  con- 
venient place  near  to  the  centre  of  the  fair.  The  contagions  diseases  hospital 
should  stand  near  to,  but  outside  the  fair  at  any  retired  place  where  the  hos- 
pital with  its  imraates  may  be  readily  cut  off  from  communication  with  the 
people  present  at  the  fair. 

30.  A  latrine  should  be  furnished  for  every  hospital.  The  hospital  latrine 
flhoald  consist  of  a  small  detached  structure  of  like  kind  to  the  hospital,  and 
should  be  furnished  with  a  sufficient  number  of  shallow  earthen  pans  for  con- 
servancy purposes.  A  box  or  other  suitable  vessel  for  containing  dry  earth 
should  be  furnished  to  each  latrine  and  stand  inside  of  it  near  to  the  pans. 

31.  Each  hospital  and  latrine  should  stand  in  one  enclosure  and  be 
surrounded  with  a  light  fence  or  bamboo  railing,  about  one  yard  high,  and  no 
stranger  should  be  allowed  inside  the  railing  or  any  patient  outside  the  same 
without  the  permission  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

32.  To  every  hospital  an  Assistant  Surgeon  or  Hospital  Assistant,  cook* 
sweeper  and  bhisti  should  be  appointed,  and  the  number  of  hospital  servants  may 
be  increased  where  absolutely  necessary  by  the  Medical  Officer. 

33.  The  sweeper  should  especially  attend  to  the  latrine  for  the  purpose  of 
mixing  dry  earth  with  the  contents  of  the  latrine  pans,  and  of  removing  the 
oontents  so  mixed  and  deodorized. 

34j.  Patients  unable  to  leave  their  beds  must  be  furnished  with  pans  for 
use  in  the  hospital,  and  the  sweeper  must  pay  the  same  attention  to  the  contents 
•  of  these  pans  as  to  the  contents  of  the  latrine  pans,  and  more  specially  when 
patients  suffering  from  cholera  or  contagious  fever  have  to  use  the  pans  the 
oontents  must  be  treated  with  a  disinfecting  solution,  viz.,  carbolic  acid,  or,  if 
no  carbolic  acid  be  available,  with  a  concentrated  solution  of  sulphate  of  iron 
(kusees) — one  pound  of  the  sulphate  to  one  erallon  of  water.  Three  chittacks 
of  the  solution  will  be  sufficient  for  one  evacuation.  After  disinfection  the  dis- 
charges will  be  mixed  with  earth  fCrid  removed  and  buried.  Matters  vomited 
by  cholera  patients  should  be  treated  in  the  same  way. 
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35.  A  supply  of  blankets  mast  be  famished  to  every  hospital,  bat  patients 
should  supply  their  own  bedding. 

36.  Two  large  gurrahs  with  drinking  water  should  be  supplied  to  erery 
hospital. 

37.  The  Medical  Officer  will  visit  the  hospitals  at  least  twice  a  day,  afford- 
ing all  necessary  professional  aid  to  those  in  hospital,  and  also   to   any  persons 

who  may  be  nnablo  to  be  carried  thither. 

• 

38.  The  Medical  Officer  should  visit  without  delay  any  part  of  the  fair 
where  the  Police  have  reported  to  him  the  outbreak  of  sickness  arising  from 
any  cause,  and  should  arrange  that  the  sick  arc  removed,  if  possible,  tc^ther 
with  their  families  to  the  nearest  available  hospital.  Cholera  medicine  should 
be  given  to  all  who  ask  for  it. 

39.  The  Medical  Officer  will  endeavour  to  discover  the  cause  of  all  deaths, 
and  take  careful  note  thereof. 

40.  He  should  keep  a  register  of  admissions  into  hospital,  and  after  the 
termination  of  the  fair  shall  furnish  the  Sanitary  Commissioner  with  a  return  in 
the  following  form  : —

Police. 

41.  The  Police  force  should  maintain  a  careftil  watch  that  the  sanitary 
arrangements  are  fully  carried  out. 

4.2.  The  J-'olice  should  forhid  the  performance  of  the  offices  of  nature  in  or 
near  the  fair  at  any  place  not  set  aside  for  such  purpose. 

43.  They  should  report  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Fair  the  appearance 
of  sicknc.'^R  in  any  part  of  the  fair. 

44  They  should  report  at  once  lo  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Fair  all 
deaths  that  occur  in  the  fair  outside  the  hospitals,  maintaining  a  register  of 
such  deaths:  they  shall  forward  a  copy  of  the  register  to  the  office  of  the 
Sanitary  Commissioner  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  termination  of  the  fair. 
The  register  should  he  in  the  form  of  the  usual  weekly  Mortuary  Register. 
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45.  They  should  cause  all  persons  sick  of  cbolera,  or  small-pox,  or  auy 
other  serious  disease,  to  be  carried  at  once  to  the  hospital  set  apart  for  such 
cases,  and,  if  possible,  prevent  the  approach  to  the  fair  of  any  person  affected 
by  these  diseases. 

Inspection  op  tbaffic  and  exclusion  felom  faiu  of  persons  suffering  from 

dangekocs  sickness, 

46.  With  the  permission  of  the  Railway  authorities  all  trains  arriving  at 
large  fairs  shall  be  inspected  on  arrival,  and  any  suspicious  cases  detained 
under  observation. 

47.  Deputy  ConiDiissiouers  of  surrounding  districts   should   be    asked  to 
telegrapb  before  the  fair  all  cases  of  cholera  which  may  occur  in  their  districts 
and  if  possible  dissuade  persons    coming   from   iafected  places  from  attendisg 
the  fair. 

48.  When  it  is  knowu  that  epidemic  disease  exists  in  any  locality  it 
should  be  arranged  that  all  trains  conveying  visitors  from  that  locality  to  the 
fair  should  bo  inspected  at  important  stations  by  the  local  Medical  Staff  and 
any  suspicious  cases  of  sickness  removed.  Arrangements  for  treating  any 
persons  removed  will  bo  made  by  the  District  authorities. 

49.  At  the  junction  of  the  main  roads  leading  to  the  fair  arrangements 
shall  be  made  to  post  Medical  Offlcera,  who  shall  inspect  all  visitors  to  the 
fair  who  are  proceeding  to  it  by  road,  and  shall  detain  any  whom  there  may  be 
reason  to  suspect  of  suffering  from  any  sigkness  that  is  likely  to  cause  danger 
to  the  general  health  of  the  fair.  It  will  be  sufficient  to  make  arrangements 
at  three  or  four  of  such  of  the  principal  approaches  to  tho  fair  as  control 
all  traf&ii  towards  it. 

Treatment  of  contagious  diseases. 

50.  If  cases  of  cholera,  small-pox  or  contagious  fever  should  appear  at  any 
fair,  the  people  attacked  with  the  disease  should  be  removed  without  delay  to  the 
hospital  set  apart  for  contagious  diseases  and  there  treated  until  convalescence 
has  been  established  or  the  disease  has  proved  fatal.  Persons  suffering  from 
contagious  diseases  should  be  kept  carefully  segregated  during  their  illness  and 
convalescence* 

51.  For  the  conveyance  of  such  patients  to  hospital  a  doolie  (a  charpoy 
carried  on  a  pole  and  covered  by  a  piece  of  mat)  and  bearers  should  be  attached 
to  every  Police  station  in  the  fair. 

52.  The  mat  should  bo  burned  after  the  arrival  of  the  sick  person  at 
hospital,  and  a  fresh  piece  laid  on  the  cluirpoy.  Some  disinfecting  solution 
should  be  sprinkled  on  the  charpoy  on  each  occasion  of  its  being  used,  more 
especially  on  any  spots  that  may  have  been  soiled  by  the  discharges  of  a  sick 
person. 

53.  The  clothes  and  bedding  of  every  patient  who  may  die  of  the  above- 
mentioned  diseases  should  be  burned  as  soon  after  his  death  as  may  be  conveni- 
ently done. 

54.  The  food  of  such  patients,  if  paupers,  may  bo  supplied  at  the  public 
cost. 

Measures  to  be  taken  on  outbreak  of  epidemic  cholera. 

55.  On  the  occurrence  in  a  fair  of  a  single  case  of  cholera  the  sick  person 
should  be  at  once  taken  to  the  cholera  hospital,  and  the  group  of  persons  or 
family  from  which  he  came  in  his  camp  should  be  held  under  close  supervision 
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and  coDtrol  in  a  separate  camp.  The  occarrence  of  a  second  case,  especially  if 
it  happens  in  another  part  of  the  fair,  Hhoald  be  taken  to  indicate  the  presenoi^ 
of  the  disease  probably  in  epidemic  form,  and  the  fact  should  be  reported  at 
once  for  the  orders  of  Governmeut. 

56.  The  officers  in  charge  should  encourage  the  people  assembled  to  dis- 
perse to  their  homes  with  the  least  possible  delay,  avoiding  as  much  as  possible 
the  towns  and  villages  on  their  route. 

57.  Should  the  fair  be  broken  up  on  account  of  sickness,  the  fact  sboald 
be  telegraphed  to  the  District  Officers  of  all  districts  from  which  visitors  are 
likely  to  have  attended  the  fair  warning  them  to  watch  the  railway  station 
for  possible  importation  of  sick  persons. 

Levy  of  tolls  and  fees. 

5d.  Municipal  Committees  and  District  Boards  may  propose  to  levy  a 
small  fee  not  exceeding  1  (one)  anna  from  each  person  attending  the  fair  and 
fees  from  all  persons  exposing  goods  for  sale,  uud  all  persons  plying*  any 
occupation  for  gain  (except  water-carriers,  scavengers  and  pei'sons  employed  iu 
connection  with  the  arrangement  of  the  fair),  for  defraying  the  cost  of  sanitary 
arrangements,  Police  charges  and  other  expenses.  Sach  fees  in  the  case  of 
District  Boards  will  require  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Division 
under  the  special  powers  conferred  upon  him  in  this  behalf  by  tho  Pan  jab 
Government,  or  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  iu  the  case  of  a  fee  levied  from 
visitorsi  and  in  the  case  of  Municipal  Committees  will  require  the  sanction  of 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  under  Secl^ion  143  {e)  and  Section  146  of  Act  XX  of 
1891.     Police  charges  may  include — 

(a)  the  expenses  of  transport  of   the    Police   brought   to   the  fair    froxi. 

elsewhere ; 
(6)  the  pay  of  substitutes  entertained  in  place  of  such  Police  ; 

(c)  the  cost  of  any  necessary  temporary  sliHltcr,  erected  for  such    Police, 
or  hire  of  any  building  used  as  shelter. 

Miscellaneous. 

59.  To  preserve  the  sites  of  fairs  in  a  wholesome  condition  it  is  desirable 
that  they  should  be  cultivated  and  one  crop  a  year  at  least  taken  off  them.

187.  (i).  Where  an  estate  is  owned  by  a  noa-resident  landowner,  he  may 
nominate,  for  the  Collector's  approval,  a  substitute  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
Headman  from  among  the  residents  in  the  estate.

In  making  other  substitute  appointments  under  Rule  188,  the 
Collector  shall  consult  the  substantive  holder  of  the  office  when  he  is  capable  of 
expressing  his  wishes  in  the  matter.  Any  resident  landowner  in  the  estate  or 
circle,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  any  resident  tenant  in  cases  falling  under  Rule  175 
(ii),  shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  as  a  substitute  under  this  sub-section. 

(iii).  In  judging  the  fitness  of  a  person  for  anointment  as  a  substitute 
under  this  rule,  regard  shall  be  had  to  the  property  wmc^  he  will  inherit  from 
the  person  he  is  intended  to  represent,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  already  in- 
herited it. 

(iv).  A  substitute  may  bo  removed  at  any  time  by  the  Collector 
either  ou  his  own  motion,  or,  except  in  the  case  of  a  substitute  for  a  minor 
Headman,  at  the  request  of  the  person  for  whom  tho  substitute  is  acting,  for  any 
reason  which  would  justify  the  removal  of  the  substantive  holder  of  the  office  or 
for  any  other  reason  which  the  Collector  thinks  sufficient.

Ih  continuation  of  my  Circular  No.  49,  dated  2nd  March  )  897, 1  am  directed 
to  convey  the  following  orders  regarding  the  powers  of  Commissioners  as  Deputy 
Inspectors- General  of  Police  to  reward  and  punish  Police  Officers. 

2.  Commissioners  as  Deputy  Inspectors-General  will  now  be  empowered 
to  grant  rewards  for  asststaiiice  in  criminal  cases,  or  for  good  service,  notexceed* 
ing  Rs.  200  in  any  one  caHe  or  on  any  one  occasion,  subject  to  the  usual  rules, 
one  of  which  is  that  when  it  is  possible  with  due  regard  to  the  rules  in  force 
regarding  promotion  and  the  qualifications  of  the  person  rewarded  to  reward 
good  service  by  promotion,  such  form  of  reward  shall  be  adopted  in  preference 
to  any  other.  The  Departmental  Deputy  Inspector-General  will  continue  to 
enjoy  his  present  anthdrity  in  tbe  matter  of  rewards,  and,  as  remarked  in 
naragraph  3  of  Mr.  Fanshawe's  Circular  No.  39,  dated  9th  March  1896,  it  is 
deairable  that  in  this  matter  the  Commissioner  and  the  Departmental  Deputy 
Inapeotor^General  should  act  with  mutual  concurrence,  reference  being  made 
to  Government  in  the  Police  Department  in  the  event  of  any  difference  of 
opinion. 
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3.  The  Commissioner  as  Deputy  Inspector-General  will  exercise  the 
powers  of  panishment,  which  in  purely  departmental  matters  are  vested  in  the 
Departmental  Deputy  Inspector  General,  in  all  cases  where  the  police  offend 
against  the  public  or  show  incompetence  in  the  prevention  and  detection  of 
crime,  and  will  dispose  of  cases  in  which  Criminal  Courts  have  emphatically 
condemned  the  conduct  of  any  police  oflScer.  In  cases  of  escapes  and  rescues 
for  which  police  oflScers  not  above  the  rank  of  Deputy  Inspector  are  responsible 
the  Commissioner  will  decide,  subject  to  the  general  power  of  review  vested  in 
the  Local  Government,  whether  such  officers  should  be  dismissed  from  the 
service.  He  will  also  hear  appeals  against  orders  of  punishment  in  all  matters 
within  hjs  province  as  already  defined. 

4.  Orders  passed  by  Commisbioners  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  referred 
to  in  the  last  preceding  paragraph  of  this  letter  will  be  subject  to  I'eview  not 
by  the  Inspector-General  of  Police,  but  by  the  Local  Government  in  the  Police 
Department.  Legal  effect  is  given  to  this  decision  by  the  rule  published  with 
Punjab  Government  Notification  No.  75,  dated  26th  April  1896,  of  which  a  copy 
accompanies*  this  letter.

— Notification.— 'In  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Notifi- 
cation of  the  Government  of  India,  No.  302,  dated  the  4th  February  1897,  the 
Hon'ble  the  Lieutenant-Governor  being  satisfied  that  the  Punjab  is  threatened 
with  an  outbreak  of  a  dangerous  epidemic,  namely,  bubonic  plague,  and  that  the

I. — The  Local  Government  may  by  notification  prohibit  all  persons  or  any 
class  of  persons  travelling  by  railway,  or  all  persons  or  any  class  of  persons 
travelling  by  railway  from  or  towards  any  specified  local  area,  or  from  or  in  any 
specified  direction,  from  leaving  the  railway  limits  at  any  place  or  places 
specified  in  such  notification  :  and  no  person  shall  leave  the  railway  limits  in 
contravention  of  such  notification. 

II. — When  any  person  who  holds  a  ticket  for  any  place  at  which  he  is  pro- 
hibited by  a  notification  under  the  last  preceding  clause  from  leaving  the  railway 
limits  docs  not  leave  the  railway  limits  before  arrival  at  such  place,  the  Railway 
Administration  concerned  shall  convey  him  by  railway,  without  additional  charge, 
to  the  next  nenrest  station  at  which  he  is  not  prohibited  from  leaving  the  railway 
limits. 
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.*"•  Wheu  a  Railway  AdminisU^ation  has  conveyed  any  person  to  any 
station  under  the  last  preceding  clause,  and  the  station  for  which  such  person 
holds  a  ticket  is  not  a  place  at  which  he  is  prohibited,  when  travellfng  from 
the  station  to  which  he  was  conveyed  under  that  clause  from  leaving  the 
railway  limits,  nnch  Railway  Administration  shall,  if  desired  by  such  person  so 
to  do,  convey  him  by  railway,  without  additional  charge,  to  the  station  for  which 
he  holds  a  ticket,  without  any  further  delay  than  is  required  or  authorized  by 
ajiy  law  or  any  bye-law,  rale  or  ro^nlation  having  the  force  of  law  for  the  time 
bemg  in  force,  or  is  necessitated  by  the  timing  of  the  trains. 

.  ^^' —  Nothing  in  the  two  foregoing  clauses  shall  be  deemed  to  require  any 
Railway  Administration  to  convey  any  person  to  any  station  otherwise  than  by 
a  train  advertised  in  the  published  time  tables  of  such  Railway  Administration 
and  intended  by  such  Railway  Administration  for  passenger  traffic.

Thb  Committee  of  a  certain  Municipality  in  the  Punjab  having  granted 
compensation  for  dearness  of  provisions  to  their  establishments  otherwise  than 
m  strict  accordance  with  the  rules  laid  down  by  Government  on  the  subject,  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  is  pleased  to  decide  that  District  Boards  and  Municipal

RESOLUTION. 

It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  of  India  that  Home 
Department  Resolution  No.  _?? ,  dated  the  16th  March  1888,  conveying  ordei-s 

on  the  subject  of  the  pecuniary  relations  of  Government  officers  with  persons  who 
are  subject  to  their  authority,  makes  no  provisioTi,  such  as  is  contained  in  Sec- 
tion 6  of  Regulation  VII  of  1823,  for  the  case  of  pre-existing  indebtedness  on 
the  part  of  Civil  Officers  to  individual  resident  in  districts  to  which  they  may  be 
posted.  The  Governor-General  in  Council  consiiers  such  a  provision  desirable 
and  is  accordingly  pleased  to  direct  that  the  following  rule  shall  be  added  to 
the  rules  laid  down  in  the  Resolution  quoted  above : — 

3.  Any  snch  officer,  as  is  referred  to  in  Rule  1,  a\  lio  is  appointed  or  transferred  to  a  post 
in  which  ho  will  be  in  a  position  to  exercise  official  influence  or  authority  over  any  person  to 
whom  he  is  under  any  pecuniary  obligation,  or  to  a  pDst  with  local  jurisdiction  within  the 
limits  of  which  any  person  to  whom  he  is  under  any  pecuniary  obligation,  resides,  possesses 
property  or  carries  on  business,  nhall  be  bound  to  declare,  without  delay,  the  circumstance  to 
the  officer  to  whom  he  is  immediately  Rubordinntn  for  report  to  tho  Oovernmont,  and  failing 
to  do  so  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalty  as  if  tho  obligation  wore  incorred  after  his  ap- 
pointment or  transfer.

In  supersession  of  the  orders  conveyed  in  the  letter  from  this  office,  No.  96. 
dated  the  21st  of  January  1895,  I  am  desired  to  say  that  the  grant  of  privilege 
leave  to  District  Judges  and  Extra  Judicial  Assistant  Commissioners  will  in 
future  be  regulated  by  the  following  rules:  — 

(a)  District  Judges  and  Extra  Judicial  Assistant  Commissioners  perform 
magisterial  and  miscellaneous  work  besides  Civil  Judical  work 
and  do  not  therefore  enjoy  regular  vacations.  During  the  month 
of  September,  when  the  Civil  Courts  are  closed,  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  other  duties  they  will  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
District  Magistrate  and  Deputy  Commissioner  as  to  the  distribn- 
tion  of  work  among^?t  the  members  of  the  District  Staff,  and  will 
be  treated  in  every  way  in  the  same  manner  as  the  other  membem 
of  the  District  Staff.  Should  such  officers,  however,  require 
j)rivilege  leave,  they  must,  unless  there  be  any  special  or  urgent 
joason  to  the  contrary,  take  such  privilege  leave  during,  or  so  as 
to  include,  the  montli  of  September,  when  their  services  can  bwk 
be  spared. 

(h)  Extra  Judicial  Assistants  or  olher  officers  employed  asJudgesof 
Small  Cause  Courts,  substantive  or  officiating,  will  be  treated iB 
officers  permitted  to  avail  themselves  of  the  regular  Court  vacation, 
unless  they  have  been  specially  invested  with  Magisterial  powers 
anil  are  re(juircd  to  do  Criminal  work  daring  the  vacation.

With  Mr.  Hurry's  Circalai  No.  91,  dated  24tli  January  1896,  a  copy 
of  »  letter  from  the  Deputy  Adjutant- General,  Punjab  Command,  No.  7511  A., 
dated  25th  November  1895,  was  forwarded  for  information,  and  it  was 
reqaested  that  each  Deputy  Commissioner  would  report  in  a  year's  time  the 
total  number  of  vacancies  which  might  occur  during  the  year  in  the  appoint- 
ments enumerated  by  the  Deputy  Adjutant-General  and  also  the  nnmber  of 
such  vacancies  filled  by  pensioned  Native  soldier.**.  The  posts  which  the  Deputy 
Adjutant-General  suggested  as  saitable  for  such  pensioners    were  as  follows : — 

"  (a)  Chaprasis  in  Civil  offices. 

(b)  Jail  Warders. 

(c)  Forest  Guards,  Rangers,  &c. 

(d)  Jamadar  of  village  chaukidars. 

(e)  Minor  posts  in  the  Canal  and  Salt  Departments. 

(/)  In  the  Deputy  Commissioner's  Department  posts  of  Orderly,  cbap- 
rasi,  patwari,  &c." 

2.     Some  returns  hav^ been  received    under  the    instructions  then  issued, 
which  show — 

(1)  that  of  145  posts  of  sowars,  daffadars,  barkandazes,  gauge  readers 
and  jemadars,  chaprasis  and  chaukidars,  which  fell  vacant  during 
the  year  1896-97  in  the  Irrigation  Department,  66  were  conferred 
upoii  Native  Military  pensioners  ; 

(2)  that  of  462  vacancies,  the  precise  nature  of  which  was  not  specified 

reported  by  Deputy  Commissioners,  104  were  similarly  tilled. 
Some  Deputy  Commissioners  but  not  all  appear  to  have  oonsalted 
the  local  representatives  of  other  departments  such  as  the  Forests 
and  Jails,  and  a  few  perhaps  included  among  the  vacancies  which 
might  have  been  filled  by  Native  Military  pensioners  patwari- 
ships,  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Deputy  Adjutant- 
General.  The  statements  cannot,  however,  have  been  prepared 
upon  any  uniform  plan  ; 

(3)  that  of  37    vacancies  of  peons,   chaukidars,   tindals,   khalasis  and 

treasure  guards  occurring  in  the  Public  Works  Department,  Gene- 
ral Branch,  20  were  conferred  upon   Native  Military  pensioners  ; 

(4)  that    of   122   vacancies   which  occurred   among   **  peons,  4c.,"  in 

the  Judicial  Department,  23  were  conferred  upon  Native  Mili- 
tary pensioners. 

3.  In  order  to  ascertain  the  extent  to  which  Native  Military  pensioners 
are  appointed  to  posts  for  which  they  are  really  qualified,  the  first  step  to  take 
)B  to  ascertaiu  wliat  those  posts  may  fairly  be  ugsamed  to  bo.  There  are  some 
posts,  a8  for  example  patwariships,  the  inclusion  of  which  can  only  vitiate  the 
value  of  the  returns,  because,  though  there  may  be  exceptional  circumstances 
under  which  a  Native  Militaiy  pensioner  is  fitted  to  bo  a  patwari,  such  cases 
must  in  the  nature  of  things  be  extremely  rare. 
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4.  I  am  accordingly  to  request  the  preparation  by  each  Head  of  a  Depart- 
ment of  a  list  of  the  classes  of  posts,  in  the  gift  of  himself  or  of  the  officers 
subordinate  to  him,  for  which  Native  Military  pensioners  may  fairly  be  regar- 
ded  as  eligible.  In  the  case  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  both  Genenl 
and  Irrigation  Branches,  it  is  possible  that  the  lists  of  appointments  already 
quoted  in  paragraph  2  of  this  Circular  are  sufficiently  exhaustive,  but  the  point 
might  be  further  considered.  In  the  case  of  the  Forest  Department  it  is  under- 
stood that  Native  Military  pensioners,  if  uneducated,  can  ordinarily  only  be 
considered  eligible  for  Forest  guardships  ;  in  the  Jail  Department  they  are  pro- 
bably fitted  for  the  appointments  of  Jail  Warder  and  Reserve  Warder,  It  is 
desirable,  however,  to  have  on  record  the  opinion  of  each  Head  of  Departmest 
on  the  subject,  a  distinction  being  drawn  between  posts  for  which  Native  Mili- 
tary pensioners  are  fitted  only  if  they  happen  to  be  educated,  and  those  for 
which  they  are  fitted  even  if  illiterate. 

5.  The  lists  of  classes  of  appointments  to  be  prepared  by  Deputy  Commifi- 
sioners  under  these  orders  should  be  submitted  through  Commissioners  and  the 
Financial  Commissioner  and  should  include  all  posts  in  the  Revenue  Department 
or  in  any  other  Department  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner, and  also  all  posts  under  Municipal  Committees  and  Local  Bodies 
with  the  exception  of  Cantonment  Committees.  They  should  not,  however,  in- 
clude posts  in  the  Jails,  Forests,  Police  or  other  Departments  which  have  sepa- 
rate departmental  heads,  with  the  exception  of  posts  in  the  Registration  and 
Excise  Departments.  The  list  of  posts  in  the  Judicial  Department  should  be 
submitted  by  District  Judges  through  Sessions  Judges  to  the  Chief  Court,  and 
in  order  that  the  same  posts  may  in  no  instance  be  shown  both  in  the  District 
Judge's  and  the  Deputy  Commissioner's  lists,  it  will  be  well  for  these  two  offi- 
cers to  act  in  consultation  with  one  another  in  preparing  them. 

6.  It  is  necessary  to  explain  that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has  no  intention 
of  insisting  on  having  all  or  any  proportion  of  the  classes  of  posts  to  be  shown 
in  these  lists  filled  by  Native  Military  pensioners.  Civilian  candidates  often 
establish  strong  claims  upon  posts  by  long  unpaid  service  and  by  other  legiti- 
mate methods,  and  it  is  not  contemplated  that  they  should  be  ousted  in  favor 
of  pensioned  soldiers,  or  that  it  should  be  considered  necessary  to  appoint  the 
latter,  when  they  are  not  individually  fitted  for  the  work  which  has  to  be  done. 
The  sole  object  is  to  obtain  reasonably  reliable  materials  for  ascertaining  how 
far  it  is  practicable  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Military  authorities. 

7.  I  am  also  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  these  orders  have  no  refer- 
ence to  the  subject  of  the  employment  of  Military  Reservists  and  to  explain 
that  it  is  not  desired  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  posts  in  which  pensioned 
Commissioned  Officers  might  be  eligible  for  employment.

(2)  in  the  case  of  charas  to  be  imported  by  the  Kashmir  route,  be  grant* 

ed  by  the  Collector  of  Rawalpindi  or  the  Joint  Commissioner  of 
Leh; 

(3)  in  the  case  of  charas  to  be  imported  by  the  Gomal  route  or  any  other 

route  which  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be  authorised,  be  granted 
by  the  Collector  of  the  district  into  which  the  charas  is  to  be  first 
brought  on  crossing  the  border  into  British  territory  in  the  Pun- 
jab : 

Provided  that  import  passes  may  also  be  granted,  in  the  case  of  charas 
imported  by  any  authorised  route,  by  any  other  officer  duly  empowered  by  the 
Local  Government  in  that  behalf. 

II.— (1).  Every  import  pass  f^riarited  nnder  the  Notification  of  the  Punjab 
Government,  No.  152  of  this  date,  and  these  rules  shall  be  in  duplicate  and 
shall  contain   the   following   particulars,  namely — 

(1)  the  serial  register  number  of  the  import  pass  and  dat^  of  issue ; 

(2)  the  name  of  the  person  in  charge  of  tlie  consignment   of  charas  cover- 

ed by  the  pass  and  the  name  of  the  owner  thereof; 

(3)  the  number  of  packages  and  tlieir  gross  weight; 

(4)  the  route  by  which  the  consignment  of  charas  covered    by  the  import 

pass  is  to  be  conveyed ; 

(5)  the  name  and  locality  of  the  bonded  ware  house  to    which    the  charas 

is  consigned  ; 

(6)  the  date  of  issue  of  the  pass  and  limit  of  time  for  which  it  is  to  remato 

in  force ;  and 

(7)  the  signature  and  full  oificial  desii^nation  of  the  officer  issuing  the  pflM 

and  the  name  of  the  place  at  which  the  import  pass  is  granted. 

(2).  One  copy  of  every  import  pass  shall  be  given  to  the  person  in  chflJflP 
of  the  consignment  or  to  the  person  intending  to  import  the  charan^  the  othtr 
copy  being  retained  in  the  office  of  the  officer  granting  it. 

III. — (I).  C'harns  imported  by  the  Knlu  route  shall  be  taken  under  oofW 
of  the  import  pass  direct  to  the  bonded  warehouse  at  the  Sultanpur   TahsU, 

(2).  Oharas  imported  by  the  Kashmir  route  shall  be  taken  direct  io  the 
bonded  warehouse  at  Rawalpindi. 

(3).  Oharas  importecl  by  the  Gomal  route  shall  be  taken  direct  to  the  bwrf* 
ed  wftrehonse  at  Dera  Ismail  Khan.

(4).  Charas  imported  by  any  other  authorised  roate  shall  be  taken  direct 
to  the  faead-qnarters  or  tahsil  office,  whichever  is  nearest,  of  the  district  into 
which  the  charoB  is  first  brought  from  across  the  border  under  the  import  pass 
and  shall  be  forwarded  on  from  there  to  the  nearest  bonded  warehouse  under 
cover  of  a  transport-in-bond  pass  granted  by  an  officer  authorised  to  issue  such 
passes. 

Part  II. 

Subff    regulating  the  management  of^  and  control  over,  Bonded  Warehcueee  for 

Intoxicating  Drugs. 

IV. — Every  bonded  warehouse  for  intoxicating  drugs  established  under  the 
Notification  of  the  Punjab  Government,  No.  153  of  this  date,  shall  be  under  the 
immediate  control  of  the  Collector  in  whose  district  it  is  situate,  and  under  the 
general  control  of  the  Commissioner  of  Excise,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  Finan- 
cial Commissioner. 

V. — The  Financial  Commissioner  may  appoint  an  officer  to  be  in  charge  of 
each  honded  warehouse  so  established  and  such  other  establishment  as  may  be 
necessary. 

VI. — The  officer  in  charge  of  a  bonded  warehouse  and  the  members  of  this 
establishment,  respectively,  shall  discharge  the  duties  required  of  ihem  by  these 
rules  and  such  other  duties  (consistent  with  the  Excise  Act,  1896,  and  these 
rules)  as  the  Financial  Commissioner  may  from  time  to  time,  by  directions  given 
in  that  behalf,  require. 

VII. — Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  bonded  warehouse  (hereinafter 
referred  to  as  ''  the  officer  in  charge")  shall  maintain  or  cause  to  be  maintain- 
ed under  his  orders  a  Daily  Register  and  a  Personal  Register  of  deposits  and 
removals  of  eharas ;  and  sach  other  registers,  accounts,  statements  and  records 
of  charas  deposited  in  the  bonded  warehouse  as  the  Financial  Commissoner  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

VIII. — The  Daily  Register  of  deposits  and  removals  shall  show  the  total 
number  of  packages  deposited  or  removed  each  day  and  their  total  weight.

Part  III.

X.— On  the  arrival  of  any  charas  at  a  bonded  warehouse,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  these  rules,  the  depositor  shall  deliver  up  to  the  officer  in  charge  the 
import  or  transport-in-bond  pass,  as  the  case  may  be,  together  with  all  charas  in 
his  possession,  for  the  purpose  of  its  being  examined,  weighed  and  registered 
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XI. — OfmroM  brought  to  a  bonded  warehoofte  ettfaer  on  its  first  import  into 
th«  Panjab  or  on  ite  transfer  in  bond  from  another  bonded  wareboose  in  ik 
manner  provided  in  Section  17  of  the  Excise  Act,  1696,  shall  forthwith  be  tdno 
over  bj  the  warehouse  olBcials  and  shall,  under  the  supervision  of  t^eoflSoer  in 
dMrge,  be  examined,  weighed  and  registered  in  the  Personal  Register  maiuiaiiil 
under  Rule  IX  (1).  The  outer  oovering  shall  at  the  same  time  be  plainly  mA 
ed  in  red  ink  with — 

,(1)  the  gross  weight  of  the  package ; 

(2)  its  registered  number ; 

(3)  tbe  nfyDie  oi  the  depositor ;  and 
j(i)  -the  date  of  arrival. 

XIL — Oharas  registered  in  a  bonded  warehouse,  as  provided  by  Bala  XI 
shall  either  be  stored  in  such  bonded  warehouse  in  manner  hereinafter  piOfiliBi 
or  may  be  removed,  either  in  bond  or  out  of  bond,  in  accordance  with  the  rahi 
api^ioable  to  such  removal,  but  ooi  otherwise. 

XIII. — No  package  of  ehafcu  shall  be  opened  or  broken  in  bulk  in  the  boiiM 
warehouse,  but  incisions  not  more  than  two  inches  long  may  be  made  in  the  cue 
eontaaning  the  ^aras  for  the  purpose  of  taking  out  enoagh  to  show  pnrehasen 
the  quality  of  ehara$  o<tetained  therein. 

XIV.—  Storage  in  a  bonded  warehouse  shall  be  made  under  lock  and  key  in 
such  manner  that  no  person  can  have  access  thereto  without  permission  of  tbe 
oflScer  in  charge. 

XY. — (1).  On  charas  being  stored  in  a  bonded  warehouse  the  deposiW 
thereof  shall  be  furnished  by  the  ofEcer  in  charge  with  a  pass-book  free  of  ohsi^ 
in  which  each  consignment  stored  shall  he  entered  separately,  package  b 
package,  with  the  date  of  each  arrival.

When  any  charas  is  removed  from  the  warehouse  in  whidh  fi^ 
has  been  stored,  the  number  of  packages  removed,  their  gross  weight  and  the 
date  of  their  removal  shall  be  reeorded  in  the  depositor's  pass-book.* 

(2).  All  entries  in  the  pass-book  shall  at  the  time  of  storage  or  removal  W 
attested  by  the  signature  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  bonded  v^arehouse. 

XVII — Charas  admitted  into  and  registered  in  a  bonded  warehouse  reay  jfl 
rm^Qfv^  herefrom  as  provided  below,  but  not  otherwise,  namely —

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(3)^  ujidexr  a  transport  pasa  ai^thorising^  vemaTal  of  the  c^rcfir  deatribed 
thoreia  to  the  vend  premises  of  a  persom  licensed  to  sell  charoi 
wholesale  or  retail  in  the  Punjab  or  in  a  Native  State. 

The  transport  passes  and  transport-in-bond  passes  req aired  nnder  this  rale 
and  Bale  III  (4)  shall  be  granted  in  accordance  with  the  rules  made  by  the 
Knancial  Commissioner  nnder  Section  20  of  the  Excise  Act,  1896,  to  regulate 
the  grant  ef  transport  passes  nnder  that  section.

XXII.— A  depositor  shall  produce  the  pass-book  prescribed  in  Rule  XV 
whenever  any  fresh  consignment  of  his  is  deposited  in  the  bonded  warehouse,  or 
whenever  any  ohame  recorded  in  the  pass-book  is  removed,  or  whenevcEr  the 
offieer  in  charge  demands  i^e  production  of  the  pass-book. 

XXIII.  —(1).  No  depositor  shall  transfer  his  pass-book  to  the  possession 
of  another  otherwise  than  with  the  permission  of  the  officer  in  charge,  who  shall 
attesi  the  fact  of  such  transfer  and  note  in  the  pass-book  the  circumstances  un- 
der which  the  transfer  was  made. 

(2>.  A  depositor  shall  not  alter  or  manipulate  in  any  way  the  entries  in 
bis  pass-book. 

XXrV.—  When  the  stock  of  charas  entered  in  any  depositor's  pass-book 
is  exhansted,  the  depositor  shall  forthwith  deliver  up  his  pass-book  to  the 
oflleer  in  charge.

CIRCULAR  No.  37-962,  dated  2nd  October  1897. 
lb 

All  Commissioners  and  Deputy  Commissioners  in  the  Ponjab. 

I  All  directed  to  forward,  for  information,  an  extract  from  a  letter  No.  1736, 
dated  th^  24th  Au^st  1897,  from  the  Government  of  India,  Home  Department, 
directing  that  duplicates  of  telegrams  in  which  local  officers  report  certain 
nalters  of  marked  importance  to  the  Local  Government  should  bo  despatched 
direct  to  the  Government  of  India  for  information.    . 

2.  I  am  to  point  out  that  only  matters  of  real  importance  are  to  be  so 
reported  by  telegram,  and  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  this  Circular  to  extend 
the  range  of  subjects  on  which  telegrapjiic  reports  are  now  ordinarily  sent  to 
the  Local  Government. 

Estrmet  from  a  letter  Ko.  1736,  dated  .the  24th  Auf^nst  1897,  from  the  Government  of  India, 
Home  Department,  to  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government,  Punjab. 

Occasionally  information  regarding  matters  of  political  or  administrative 
importance,  or  events  which  have  excited  public  interest,  has  not  been  promptly 
commiinicated  by  the  Local  Government  to  the  Government  of  India,  who  have 
gained  the  first  news  regarding  them  from  the  newspapers.  It  is  essential 
that  news  regarding  such  matters  should  reach  the  Government  of  India 
at  the  earliest  moment,  since  it  is  undesirable  that  the  Governor-General  in 
Coimcil  should  remain  in  ignorance  of  important  events  until  they  become 
generally  known,  while  it  may  at  any  time  become  necessary  for  His  Excellency 
in  Coiincil  to  take  action  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  their  affecting  a  neighbour- 
ing Province  or  Native  State.  It  appears  to  the  Government  of  India  that  the 
information  which  is  required  by  them  would  be  readily  secured  if  Local  Govern- 
ments and  Administrations  were  to  issue  instructions  to  local  officers  to  despatch 
direct  to  the  Government  of  India  duplicates  of  the  telegrams  in  which  they 
report  matters  of  importance  to  the  Local  Government  or  Administration.  The 
matters  upon  which  the  Government  of  India  would  desire  to  receive  such  in- 
formation are  riets  which  involve  a  serious  breach  of  the  public  peace,  all 
collisioDS  between  Europeans  of  all  classes  and  natives,  outrages  which  have  a 
political  aspect,  calamities  such  as  floods  or  earthquakes,  which  cause  serious 
damage  to  life  or  property,  and  all  other  events  which  have  a  political  or  ad- 
ministrative importance. 

2.  I  am  to  explain  that  in  making  this  request  the  Governor- General  in 
Council  has  no  intention  of  interfering  with  the  disposal  by  Local  Governments 
and  Administrations  of  business  with  which  it  is  their  function  to  deal,  and  that 
all  that  he  requires  in  the  first  instance  is  a  statement  of  the  facts  of  all  events 
which  are  politically  and  administratively  important  for  his  information  and 
that  of  the  Secretary  of  State.

— In  exercise  of  the   powers  conferred   on  bim  bjr 
Section  36  of  the  Indian  Councils  Act,  1861,  the  Hon'ble  the  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor is  pleased  to  direct  that  f  lio  first  meeting  of  the  Punjab  Legislative  Conndl 
shall  take  place  at  Lahore  on  the  first  day  of  November  1897. 

No.  1264. — A'o^;^crt/io«.  — With  the  sanction  of  His  Excellency  the  Govtt- 
nor-Generrtl  in  Council,  the  Licutenant-Govornorof  the  Punjab  is  pleased, nnder 
the  provisions  of  Sections  li7  and  4S  of  the  Indian  Councils  Act,  1861  (24  aud 
25  Vict.,  Chapter  67),  to  make  the  following  rules  for  the  conduct  of  bnsinew 
at  meetings  of  the  Legislative  Council  fur  the  Punjah  •  — 

Rules  for  the  conduct  oj  Business  at  Mettings  of  the  Council  of  the  Lteutonanl'Gover* 
ncr  of  the  Punjab  for  the  pnrp(se  of  making  Laws  and  llegulaiiont. 

I.— Pkkliminary. 

1.  In  these  Rules — 

**  Council "  means  the  Council  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Punjab 
assembled  for  the  purpose  of  making  Laws  an«l    [{egulations  ; 

**  President"  means  the  Lieutenant -Covernor,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Member 
highest  in  oflRoial  rank  among  those  who  hohl  otfice  undei*  the  Crown  pitsen* 
and  presiding ;  and 

*' »Secretarv  "  means  the  rlTicrr  appointed  bj  the  Lieutenant-Governor  to 
perform  the  duties  of  Secretary  ♦^o  the  (Vmneil  and  includes  eveiy  person  fortbe 
time  being  exercising  the  functions  of  his  office. 

11.— Mkkti.nc.^  of  thk  Cohkcil. 

2.  When  it  appears  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  tiiat  a  «?ittingof  the  CoiHl* 
cil  is  expedient,  he  phall  suninion  the  MenUjers  by  a  notification  published  in 
t lie  local  ^j//"^//''.  The  place  at  lAhich  the  Council  is  to  assemble,  and  the  first 
day  on  which  it  is  to  meet,   shall  be  specified  in  the  notification. 

3.  The  Council  will  ordinarily  meet  at  11  a.m.,  and  shall  not  prolOBg  iti 
Bitting]  after  4  p.m.  unless  the  President  othenvise  directs. 
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4.  Members  shall  sit  according  to  priority  of  appointment,  the  junior  Mem* 
liar  being  on  the  left  of  the  President. 

5.  The  President  may  adjourn,  without  any  discussion  or  vote,  any  Meet- 
hig  or  business,  whether  there  be  a  quorum  present  or  not,  to  any  fntnre  day 
or  to  any  part  of  the  same  day. 

6.  Tiie  President  shall  preserve  order,  and  all  points  of  order  shall  be 
decided  by  him,  no  discussion  thereupon  being  allowed. 

7.  A  Member  desiring  to  make  any  observations  on  any  subject  before 
the  Council  shall  address  the  President  without  rising  from  his  chair. 

8.  On  all  matters  brought  before  the  Council,  after  the  Member  who 
makes  a  motion  has  spoken,  each  Member  consecutively,  beginning  with  the 
Menober  on  the  left  of  the  President,  may  make  such  observations  as  he  thinks 
proper.  Affer  all  the  Members  have  had  an  opportunity  of  speaking,  the  mover 
may  speak  once  by  way  of  repl}',  and  any  other  Member  may,  with  the  permis- 
sion of  the  President,  speak  once  by  ^^  ay  of  explanation.  Provided  that  if  the 
matter  be  an  amendment  to  a  Bill,  the  Member  in  charge  of  the  Bill  shall  be 
entitled  to  ppeak  next  after  the  mover  of  the  amendment. 

9.  When,  for  the  purpose  of  explanation  during  discussion,  or  for  any 
other  sufficient  reason,  any  Member  has  occasion  to  ask  a  question  of  another 
Member  on  any  measure  then  under  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  he  shall 
ask  the  question  through  the  President. 

10.  Any  Member  may  speak  at  the  request  and  on  behalf  of  another  Mem- 
ber who  is  unable  to  express  himself  in  English.  With  the  permission  of  the 
President,  any  Member  may  speak  in  Urdu. 

11.  On  every  motion  before  the  Council,  the  question  shall  be  put  by  the 
President  and  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

In  case  of  a  division,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  the  Secretary  in  con- 
«ecative  order,  beginning  with  the  Member  on  the  left  of   the  President. 

After  the  question  is  put,  no  farther  discussion  upon  it  shall  be  allowed. 

12.  Any  Member  may  ask  for  any  papers  or  returns  connected  with  any 
BiU  before  the  Council.  The  Preside.it  shall  determine,  either  at  the  time  or  at 
the  Meeting  of  the  Council  next  following,  whether  the  papers  or  returns  asked  for 
can  be  given. 

18.  Communications  on  matters  connected  with  any  BiU  before  the  Coun- 
cil may  be  addressed  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  or  to  the  Secretary,  and  must 
in  either  case  be  sent  to  the  Secretary. 

14.  The  Secretary  shall  either  cause  such  communications  to  be  printed 
and  send  a  copy  to  each  Member,  or  circulate  them  for  the  perusal  of  each  Member. 

15.  Any  Member  who  wishes  fo  make  an  original  motion,  or  move  an 
amendment  of  a  Bill,  shnll  give  notice  of  his  intention  at  the  next  previous 
Meeting,  or  send  notice  to  the  iSecretary  three  days  before  the  day  of  the  Meeting 
at  which  ho  intends  to  introduce  the  motion. 

III.— iNTBODUnrON    AND    PmLlCATION    OF    BlT.LS. 

16.  When  a  motion  for  leave  to  introduce  a  Bill  into  the  ('ouncil  in  accord- 
ance with  Uie  ]n(>visii)iis  (if  Soction  .IS  of  the  Indian  C'r)niicils  Act  has  been 
can  ied,  the  Bill,  witfi  a  full  Staft  ment  of  i^bject  and  Reasons,  shall,  if  not  al- 
r<  ady  prepared,  be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  in  consultation  with  the  mover. 

17.  The  Secretary  shall  then  cause  the  Bill,  together  with  the  Statement 
of  Objects  and  Reasons,  to  be  printed,  and  shall  send  a  copy  to  each  Member. 
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16.  The  Connoil  may,  at  any  time  after  leave  to  introdnee  a  Bill  has  heen 
ffranted,  direct  that  the  Bill  bo  published  in  each  manner  as  the  Conncil  thinkg 
fit. 

19.  When  a  Bill  is  introdnced,  or  on  some  snbseqoent  occasion,  the  Mm* 
ber  in  charge  of  it  shall  make  one  or  more  of  the  following  motions  : — 

(a)     that  it  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee  ;  or 

(6)     that  it  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Coancil  either  at  once  or 

at  some  future  day,  to  be  then  mentioned  ;  or 
(c)     that  it  be  circulated  for  the  purpose  of  eliciting  opinion  thereon. 

On  the  day  on  which  such  motion  is  made,  or  on  any  subsequent  day  to 
which  the  discussion  is  postponed,  the  principle  of  the  Bill  and  its  general  proTi- 
aions  may  be  discussed 

20.  When  any  motion  mentioned  in  the  preceding  rule  has  been  carried,  the 
Bill,  together  with  a  Statement  of  its  Objects  and  Reasons,  shall,  unless  it  has  been 
previously  published  by  order  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  under  tho  next  follow- 
ing rule,  and  has  not  been  materially  altered  since  the  dat,e  of  that  pablicatioo, 
be  published  in  English  and  also  in  the  Vernacular  (unless  otherwise  directed 
by  the  Council)  in  the  local  Gazette. 

21.  A.  Bill  may  at  any  time  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  to  be  printed  and  circn- 
lated  under  Rule  14.  The  Lieutenant-Governor,  if  he  sees  fit,  may  order  aucJi 
Bill  to  be  pnblished  in  the  local  Gazette,  together  with  the  Statement  of  Objects 
and  Reasons. 

IV. — Select  Committees. 

22.  The  Members  of  every  Select  Committee  shall  be  named  by  the  Coun- 
cil when  the  Bill  is  referred,  or  at  any  subsequent  Meeting. 

The  Member  in  charge  of  the  Bill  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and 
in  the  case  of  equality  of  votes,  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

23.  The  Select  Committee  shall,  unless  ordered  to  report  sooner,  make  a 
report  upon  the  Bill  referred  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  two  mouths 
from  its  publication  in  the  local  Gazette.  Siioh  report  may  bo  either  prelimin- 
ary or  final. 

The  Select  Committee  shall  in  their  report  state — 

(1)  whether  the  publication  ordered  by  these  rules,  or  by  the  Council,  has 

taken  place,  and  the  date  on  which  it  has  taken  place  ;  and 

(2)  whether  the  Bill  has  been  so  altered  as  to  require  re-publication. 

24  The  Secretary  shall  cause  every  report  of  a  Select  Committee  to  be 
printed,  and  shall  send  a  copy  of  such  report  to  each  Member,  and  shall  cause 
the  report,  with  the  amended  Bill,  to  be  published  in  the  local  Gazette. 

25.  The  report  of  the  Select  Committee  on  a  Bill  shall  be  presented  to 
tlie  Council  by  the  Member  in  clinrge  of  the  Bill,  and  shall  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration by  the  Council  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  ;  but  any  Member  may 
object  to  its  being  so  taken  into  consideration  when  he  has  not  been  furnished, 
ouH  week  beforehand,  with  a  copy  of  the  report,  and  such  objection  shall  prevail, 
unless  tlie  President,  in  exercise  of  his  power  to  suspend  any  of  these  rnlei^ 
allows  the  report  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 

V. -COKSIDEKATION   AND    AMENDMENTS   OK   BiLLS. 

26.  When  a  Bill  is  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Council,  any  Member 
may  propose  an  amendment  of  such  Bill. 
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27.  Notice  of  amendments  should  ordinarily  be  g^ven  to  the  Secretary  as 
required  by  Rale  15.  When  notice  is  so  g:iven,  the  amendments  to  be  moved 
shall  be  printed  and  circulated  to  each  Member.  If  notice  of  an  amendment  has 
not  been  given  as  required  by  Rule  15,  any  Member  may  object  to  such 
amendment  being  moved,  and  such  objection  shall  prevail,  unless  the  President, 
in  exercise  of  his  power  to  suspend  any  of  these  rules,  allows  the  amendment  to 
be  moved. 

28.  Amendments  shall  ordinarily  be  considered  in  the  order  of  the  clauses 
to  which  they  respectively  relate. 

29.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  the  foregoing  rules,  it  shall  be  in  the 
discretion  of  the  President,  when  a  motion  that  a  Bill  be  taken  into  consider- 
ation has  been  carried,  to  submit  the  Bill,  or  any  part  of  the  Bill,  to  the  Council, 
clause  by  clause.  When  this  procedure  is  adopted,  the  President  shall  call 
each  section  separately,  and,  when  the  amendments  relating  to  it  have  been 
dealt  with,  shall  put  the  question  *'  that  this  section,  or  (as  the  case  may  be)  this 
section  as  amended,  stand  part  of  the  Bill.'* 

80.  Any  Member  may  move  that  a  Bill  which  has  been  amended  by  the 
Council,  or  by  a  Select  Committee,  be  re-publishcd  or  re-committed,  and,  if  the 
Council  so  decide,  the  President  may  order  the  Bill  to  be  re-published,  or  re- 
committed, as  the  case  may  be. 

'M.  If  no  amendment  bo  made  when  a  Bill  is  taken  into  consideration  by 
the  Coancil,  the  Bill  mny  at  once  be  passed. 

If  any  amondment  bo  made,  any  Member  mny  object  to  the  passing  of  the 
Bill  at  the  same  Meetinj:^;  and  such  objection  shall  firevail,  unless  the  President, 
in  exercise  of  his  power  to  suspend  any  of  these  rules,  allows  the  Bill  to  pass. 

Where  fhe  objection  prevails,  the  Bill  shall  he  brought  forward  again  at 
a  future  Meeting,  and  may  then  be  passed  with  or  without  further  amendment. 

32.  At  any  time  during  the  progress  of  a  Bill  it  maybe  moved  by  the 
Member  who  brought  in  the  same,  or  other  Member  for  the  time  being  in  charge 
of  the  Bill,  that  it  be  withdrawn.  If  such  motion  be  cj  iried,  the  Bill  shall  be 
withdrawn  accordingly. 

VI. — Pas>ing  of  BiLLb.     Plhj.ioa']I(j.\-  uf  Acts. 

83.  When  a  Bill  is  passed  by  the  Council,  it  shall  be  submitted  by  the 
Secretary  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  for  the  declaration  of  his  assent  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Section  39  of  the  Indian  Councils  Act,  1861. 

34.  If  the  Lieutenant-Governor' records  his  assent  upon  the  Bill,  it  shall 
be  submitted  as  soon  as  may  be  for  the  assent  of  the  Governor-General.  When 
the  Govern  or- General  has  signified  his  assent,  the  Bill  shall  be  published  as 
soon  as  possible  in  the  local  Gazette,  under  the  signature  of  the  Secretary,  as 
an  Act  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  which  has  received  the  assent  of 
the  Governor- General  and  has  the  force  of  law. 

VII. — Duties  op  Secretary. 

35.  At  least  two  days  before  each  Meeting  of  the  Council,  the  Secretary 
shall  send  to  each  Member  a  list  of  the  business  to  be  brought  forwai-d  at  such 
Meeting. 

36.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  Journal  in  which  all  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Council  shall  be  fairly  entered. 

The  Journal  shall  be  submitted  after  each  Meeting  to  the  President  for  his 
confirmation  and  signature,  and,  when  so  signed,  shall  bo  the  record  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Council. 

37.  The  Secretary  shall  also  prepare  a  report  of  the  Pixiccediuga  of  the 
Council  at  each  of  its  Meetings,  including  an  abstract  of  the  observations  of  the 
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Members,  and  publish  it  in   the    local    Gazette   as   soon   as  possible   after  the 
Meeting.     He  shall  send  a  copy  of  such  report  to  each  Member,  and  also  to  tlw 
Secretary  to  the  Government  of  India  in  the  Legislative  IJepartmeut. 
38.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary — 

(1)  to  perform  all  acts  required  of  him  by  the  preceding  roles  ; 

(2)  to  draft  all  Bills  originated  by  the  Local  Government,  the  State- 
ments of  their  Objects  and  Reasons,  and  the  reports  of  the  Select 
Committees  to  which  such  Bills  are  referred ;

(7)  to  assist  the  Council  and  all  Committees  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  driect ; 

(8)  to  examine  all  Bills  and  to  report  to  the  President  on  those  which 
contain  clauses  trenching  on  subjects  coming  within  Section  43  of 
the  Indian  Councils,  Act,  1861 ; 

(9)  to  write  all  letters  which  the  Council  or  the  President,  or  any  Se- 
lect Committee,  directs  to  be  written. 

89.  All  acts  which  the  Secretary  is  required  to  do  may  be  done  by  any 
Secretaiy  or  Under  Secretary  of  the  Government.

— In  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  tho  Noti- 
fication of  the  Government  of  India  No.  302,  dated  4th  February  1897,  the 
Hon'ble  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  being  satisfied  that  the  Punjab  is  threatened 
with  an  outbreak  of  a  dangerous  epidemic,  namely  bubonic  plague,  and  that 
the  ordinary  provisions  of  the  law  are  insufficient  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
such  outbreak,  is  pleased  to  prescribe  the  following  Regulations  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  persons  travelling  by  railway  and  tho  segrec^ation  of  persons  suspected 
of  being  infected  with  bubonic  plague,  and  for  other  matters  under  sub-section 
(1)  and  sub-clause  (6)  of  sub-section  (2)  cf  Section  2  of  the  Epidemic  Diseases 
Act,  1897,  in  supersession  of  tho  Re«:ulations  published  with  Notification  No, 
146,  dated  tho  12th  of  February  lb97,  as  amended  by  Notification  No.  634, 
dated  the  8th  of  April  1897  :— 

I. — In  the  following  Regulations  : — 

**  Place  of  inspection  '*  means  any  place  which  may  be  notified  by  the 
Local  Government  to  be  a  place  of  inspection. 

"  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  "  means  a  person  appointed  by  an  order  in 
writing  by  tho  Local  Government  to  be  an  Inspecting  Medical 
Officer. 
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II. — The  Local  Government  may  notify  any  railway  station  or  any  place 
in  the  vicinity  thereof  to  be  a  place  of  inspection,  and  may  by  order  in  writing 
appoint  one  or  more  Inspecting  Medical  Officers  for  the  same. 

III. — Every  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  who  is  unavoidably  prevented 
from  discharging  all  or  any  of  his  functions  as  such  may  by  order  in  writing 
appoint  any  Assistant  Surgeon  or  Hospital  Assistant  temporarily  to  discharge 
such  functions,  and  every  Assistant  Surgeon  and  Hospital  Assistant  so 
appointed  shall  so  far  as  such  functions  are  concerned  be  deemed  for  the 
purposes  of  these  Regulations  to  bo  an  Inspecting  Medical  Officer. 

IV. — An  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  may  at  his  place  of  inspection  direct 
any  person  travelling  by  railway  to  remain  in  the  carriage  in  which  he  is 
travelling,  or  to  leave  the  carriage  in  which  he  is  travelling  and  come  on  to 
the  platform  or  on  to  the  line,  and  may  prohibit  any  such  person  from  leaving 
the  platform  or  any  other  portion  of  the  place  of  inspection. 

V. — (1).  An  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  may  at  his  place  of  inspection 
make  a  medical  inspection  and  examination  of  any  person  travelling  by  railway 
in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  he  thinks  necessary  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  there  is  reason  to  believe  or  suspect  that  such  person  is  or  may  be  in- 
fected with  bubonic  plague  :  Provided  that  such  inspection  or  examination 
shall  not  be  made  in  any  manner  or  to  any  extent  to  which  such  person  objects. 

(2).  An  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  may  put  to  any  such  person  any  ques- 
tions he  thinks  fit  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  reason  to  believe  or 
suspect  as  aforesaid,  and  such  person  shall  be  bound  to  answer  truly  any  ques- 
tion so  put  to  him. 

VI. — Where,  as  the  result  of  such  inspection  or  examination  or  otherwise, 
the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  considers  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  or  sus- 
pect that  any  person  is  or  may  be  infected  with  bubonic  plague,  or  where  any 
person  makes  any  objection  under  the  proviso  to  clause  V,  sub-clause  (1),  of 
these  Regulations,  the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  may  direct  that  such  person 
be  removed  to,  and  detained  in,  any  building,  tent  or  other  place,  whether  near 
the  place  of  inspection  or  elsewhere,  until  the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  or 
some  other  Medical  Officer  empowered  in  this  belialf  by  a  written  order  of  the 
Local  Government  certifies  in  writing  that  in  his  opinion  there  is  no  longer  any 
reason  for  believing  or  suspecting  such  person  to  be  infected  as  aforesaid. 

VII. — Any  person  in  respect  to  whom  a  direction  has  not  been  given  under 
clause  VI  may  apply  to  the  inspecting  Medical  Officer  to  he  allowed  to  attend 
upon  any  person  in  respect  to  whom  such  a  direction  has  been  given,  and  the 
Inspecting  Medical  Officer  shall,  except  for  reasons  to  be  recorded  by  him  in 
writing,  grant  such  application. 

VIII. — Any  person  who  has  made  an  application  under  the  last  foregoing 
clause  and  whose  application  has  been  granted  shall  bo  detained  in  such  building, 
tent  or  other  place,  whether  near  the  place  of  inspection  or  elsewhere,  as  the

aforesaid,  or  that  there  is  no  longer  any  reason  for  detaining  such  person,  as

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X.— The  Inspecting  Medical  OfiScer  may  order  the  destraction  or  digioieo* 
tion  of  any  article  which  is,  or  has  been,  in  the  possession  of  any  person  io  re- 
spect to  whom  a  direction  under  clause  VI  or  VIII  has  been  given,  or  whiek  is 
or  has  been,  in  the  possession  of  any  person  whom  the  Inspecting  Medical  Oflhtr 
considers  to  have  been  in  dangerous  proximity  to  such  person  : 

Provided  that  compensation  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  officer  empowered 
by  the  next  following  clause  to  award  the  same,  be  paid  for  the  destruction  or 
injury  of  any  article  under  this  clause. 

XI. — Applications  for  the  payment  of  compensation  under  the  kst  fore- 
going clause  may  be  made  to  the  District  Magistrate,  who  shall  upon  receipt  of 
any  such  application  determine  by  order  in  writing  the  amount  of  such  eom- 
pensation,  if  any,  and  such  order  shall  be  final.

Officers  for  the  same. 

1 1. — ^When  an}-  notification  under  the  foregoing  clause  has  issued,  -Ae 
Regulations  published  with  Punjab  Government  Notification  No.  1345,  dated  ifeo 
lOt.h  November  1897,  shall,  so  far  as  may  be,  be  deemed  to  apply  to  the^ place  of

NOTIFICATION. 

In  the  Notification  of  the  GovernmBnfc  of  India  in  tho  Rome  Department,  No.  625,  dated 
the  20th  Pobrnftry  1897,  it  was  ordered  under  the  powers  conferred  by  Bection  2,  gab-«eotioa 
(1),  of  the  Epidemic  DiseoMes  .^ct  (III  of  1897),  that  the  pilgrimage  to  the  ITedjaz  should  fim 
Bnspendod  for  the  season  of  1897. 

The  Government  of  India  do  not  think  it  necessary  that  tlie  pilgrimage  shoald  bo  alio* 
getber  Suspended  for  the  current  tioason,  but  as  plngne  is  widely  prevalent  in  the  Bonib*y 
Presidency,  they  consider  ifc  essential,  in  view  of  the  strong  opinions  of  all  European  GoTem* 
ments,  including  Tnrkey,  regarding  the  danger  of  plague  being  communicated  to  Enrope,  and 
in  view  of  the  danger  of  plague  being  spread  by  intending  pilgrims  from  infected  to  noa- 
infected  portions  of  India,  that  the  pilgrimage  should  be  subjected  to  carefol  restrictions* 

The  Governor-General  in  Council  is  therefore  pleased  to  cancel  the  order  contained  im. 
the  Notification  of  the  Government  of  India  iu  tho  Home  Dopartmcnt,  No.  t>25,  dated  the  SOtJb 
Pebrnary  1897. 


The  Gtovemor-General  in  Council  is  farther  pleased  to  direct  that  until  further 
no  person,  resident  permanently  or  temporarily  in  the  presidency  of  Bombay,  with  the  exeef»- 
tion  of  Sind,  shall  be  permitted  to  embark  from  any  port  in  India  with  the  object  of  making  a 
pilgrimage  to  Mecca. 

The  Gwemor-General  in  Council  is  further  pleased  to  direct  as  follows : — 

(1)  That   no  person  shall  be   permitted   to  embark    with    the   object  of   making   a 

pilgrimage  to  Mecca,  except  at  the  ports  of  Karachi  in  Sind  and  ChitUgonj?  in 
the  Ijower  Provinces  of  Bengal,  and  unless  and  until  snch  person  has  bwu  kepi 
under  observation  in  a  place  appointed  for  the  pnrposo  until  snch  time  aa  the 
Medical  Officer  in  charge  shall  be  satisfied  that  all  risk  of  snch  pei*aon  conveying 
the  infection  of  plague  has  been  completely  abated  ;  and  unles<^  such  person  m 
conveyed  from  the  place  of  observation  to  the  place  of  embarkation  under  tba. 
orders  of  an  officer  appointed  for  the  pnrpose. 

(2)  That  no  passage  tickets  for  the  Hedjaz  shall  bo  sold,  except  at  the  places  appointed 

for  the  detention  of  intending  pilgrims  under  observation. 

(3)  That  all  persons  who  have  entered  the  Bombay  Presidency  (excluding   Sind),   ftkii 

the  object  of  procoetling  to  the  Hedja/,  shall  be  placed  in  a  camp  of  observalte^ 
until  such  time  as  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  shall  satisfy  himself  thai  all 
risk  of  the  oocnrrence  of  plague  among  them  has  been  completely  abated.  Tb^ 
shall  then  be  sent  to  their  homes.  ■

Althongh  the  Government  of  India  have  decided  that  the  pilgrimage   to  the  Hedjaz  mariT 
be  permitted  subject  to  the  safeguards   enumerated   above,   they   are   nevertheless  conrin^S^ 
that  intending  pilgrims  will  be  well  advised  in  deferring  their  parpo.so  until   another  seaaoiL 
in  view  specially  of  the  stringent  qnarnntine  rnle^  imposed  by  the  Turkish  Gtivornment  aaij  tiia 
inconvenience  and  harassment  to  which   it   is   likely  tlit^y   will   be  subjected  on   arriving  im 
Arabia. 

The  latest  information  received  by  the  Government  of    India  shows   that  the   Hedjaz  & 
still  in  a  most  disturbed  condition,  and  that  tho  jonrney  to  Mecca  is   fraught  with  daoget  W^' 
life  and  property. 
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With  reference  to  the  orders  conveyed  in  the  foregoing  Notification  His 
Honor  the  Lieutenant- Governor  is  pleased  to  announce  that  Lodhran  in  the 
Mooltan  District  is  the  place  at  which  persons  intending  to  undertake  the 
pilginmage  to  Mecca  fi-om  the  Punjab  or  from  any  Native  State  politically 
dependent  upon  the  Punjab  Government,  or  passing  through  the  Punjab  or  any 
such  Native  State  with  the  intention  of  embarking  for  the  pilgrimage  will  be 
kept  under  medical  observation  before  proceeding  to  the  sea  coast  at  Kai*achi. 

The  observation  camp  at  Lodhran  is  the  only  place  at  which  such  persons 
willbei  able  to  obtain  passage  tickets  for  the  Hedjaz.  Much  inconvenience  will 
therefore,  be  caused  to  any  pilgrim  who  goes  to  any  place  beyond  Lodhran  on 
his  journey  to  Karachi,  for  it  will  be  necessary  for  him  to  return  to  the  observa- 
tion camp  at  Lodhran  in  order  to  obtain  his  ticket  for  the  sea  passage. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  period  spent  by  pilgrims  under  medical  observation  at 
Lodhran  will  tend  to  diminish  the  inconveniences  to  which  they  will  be  subject- 
ed by  the  sanitary  regulations  on  arrival  in  the  Hedjaz ;  but  those  inconvenien- 
ces will  cei-tainly  be  considerable,  and  in  view  of  these  and  of  the  disturbed 
state  of  the  Hedjaz,  intending  pilgrims  are  strongly  advised  to  defer  their 
purpose  for  the  present,  though  no  obstacle  will  be  thrown  in  the  way  of  their 
carrying  it  out  if  they  adhere  to  it.

Whereas  the  Governor- General  iu  Council  is  satisfied  that  there  is  a  danger  of  an  out- 
break of  dangerous  epidemic  disease  at  Srirangam  neaip  Trichinopoly  in  tlie  PresideDcy  of 
Madras  if  pilgrims  or  other  persons  from  the  Bombay  Presidency  or  the  centre  and  north  of 
India  are  permitted  to  assemble  at  Srirangam  on  the  occasion  of  the  Vikunta  Exadasi  Festival 
which  will  be  hold  there  from  the  24th  December  1897,  to  the  3rd  January  1898,  ' 

In  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  Section  2,  sub-section  (1)  of  the  Epidemic  Diseases 
Act  (III  of  1897),  the  Governor-General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  direct  that  no  tickets  to  travel 
by  railway  to  Trichinopoly  and  the  adjacent  stations  of  Tirurverumbur  and  Elamunur  shall  be 
sold  from  the  10th  day  of  December  until  the  24th  day  of  December  1897  at  any  station 
within  the  Bombay  Presidency  (inchiding  Bind),  the  North- Western  Provinces  and  Oudh,  the 
Punjab,  the  Central  Provinces,  the  Kajputana  and  Central  ludia  Agencies,  the  Hyderabad 
Btate  and  the  Hyderabad  Assigned  Districts,  to  any  pilgrim  or  other  person  intending,  or 
believed  to  be  intending,  to  attend  the  Vaikunta  Exadasi  Festival. 

It  is  added  for  general  infoitnation  that  the  Trichinopoly  Fort  and  Jnnctiou 
Railway  Stations  have  been  appointed  plague  inspection  stations.  Pilgrims 
attending  the  festival  from  the  Punjab  are  liable  to  be  segregated  and  kept 
nnder  observation  at  these  inspection  stations  and  also  at  other  inspection 
stations  already  established  at  Uospet,  Guntakal,  Kondapalli  and  Arkonam.
